In the State of the City Message to you 
of two years ago, I advised of the estab- 
lishment of an official Bicentennia] Com- 
mission for the City of Lansing, that I 
had appointed an Executive Committee, 
with Dr. Philip Gannon, President, Lan- 
sing Community College, to serve as 
Chairman, and, at the time, I named 21 
Operating Committees, I can now report 
with the passing of the Bicentennial Year 
of 1976, that the City of Lansing very 
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properly and_ enthusiastically celebrated 
the 200th Birthday of our United States.

—Elementary Schools, in early 1976, high- 
lighted the history of our Nation, through 
student research for the completion of 
written papers and paintings; 


—“‘America, I Hear You Singing,” featur- 
ing the Max Davey’s Singers, was held 
at the Civic Center on January 25, 1976, 
and despite inclement weather, nearly 
a “full house” was present; 


—The Aviation Open House of May 22 
and 28, held at the Capital City Airport, 
drew an estimated 100,000 persons to 
witness the performances of the USAF 
Thunderbirds, the USA Golden Knighis 
Parachute Team, Air Show America and 
to visit the various displays, including

tras, and choirs, and a Lansing Com- 
munity Band Concert was held. 


—On July 2, 8 and 4, the “Spirit of ’76 
Weekend” was held, and included a 
concert by the Lansing Symphony Or- 
chestra, an Ox-Roast, Venetian Regatta, 
fireworks, one of the City’s largest 
parades ever with more than 3,000 direct 
participants, an Ethnic Festival, displays 
by Boy Scouts of America, church and 
fraternal groups, participation by the 
Lansing Police Band, early-morning, in- 
terdenominational religious services, in- 
eluding area clergy and choirs, followed 
by the “reading of the Declaration of 
Independence,” the singing of the Na- 
tional Anthem, the raising of the Colony, 
the State and National flags, Air Na- 
tional Guard fly-over, a military artillery 
gun salute, the Riverfront Park dedica- 
tion, and the opening of the Lansing 
Metropolitan Sports Hall of Fame, at the 
Lansing Community College, events in 
total, which attracted more than 150,000 
persons ; 


—The month of August saw 166 Japanese 
from the Shiga Prefecture welcomed to 
Lansing as part of the Sister-City pro- 
gram, the presentation of the musical, 
“1776” at the Capitoi Building, and the 
Great River Race at Moore’s Park; 


—The Labor Day ’76 Celebration, spon- 
sored by local unions, was held at the 
Riverfront Park, and was the first such 
in-City event in many years, most others 
being held in the past at Lake Lansing, 
or area county fairgrounds ; 


—Early September was, also, the start for 
Senior Citizen activities which continued 
into October, and featured arts and 
crafts displays, dancing, games and 
musicals ; 


—Oktoberfest, sponsored by the Jaycees. 
in the Downtown, drew approximately 
15,000 persons to the goodwill affair ; 


—United Nations’ Day was held on Octo- 
ber 22, and proclamations were read, 
the official flag raised, ending with a 
band concert. 
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Other events, at various times, in the 
Year 1976, ranged from the U. S, Marine 
Corps Bicentennnial “Plant-a-Tree’’ Pro- 
gram, to visits to our City by youth bands 
from foreign countries, to individual church 
and group activities, to the unique ‘Wel- 
come to Lansing” display, with free litera- 
ture, as sponsored by area Service Clubs, 
for more than 6 months at Capitol City 
Airport, Throughout this Great Year, 
newspapers, magazines, television and 
radio, each played an important roll, 
from the local to the national level, by 
bringing to all Americans the strengths 
of the Nation, as well as the weaknesses, 
for all to consider. 


To all who participated in the activi- 
ties of the Bicentennial Year, whether such 
be large, or small. I am most grateful. 
People proved that they cared. The spirit 
has led me to the decision that the Ethnic 
Festival, where people of all walks of life 
come to better understand each other, should 
be re-done in 1977, Therefore, it is my 
intention to call together, soon, those con- 
cerned, the purpose being te put into 
motion efforts to bring about another 
successful event. Your cooperation will 
be most appreciated, 


Directly, or indirectly, the City partici- 
pated in the activities of: The American 
Red Cross—Downtown Blood Donor Days 
to assure that the “gift of life’ would 
be availabe as needed; the Central Michi- 
gan Old Timers’ Baseball Association to 
assist youngsters in sports; the Old News- 
boys’ Association to assure that needy 
children had warm boots and shoes; The 
State Journal’s Christmas program to 
warm the hearts of people of all faiths; 
the Greater Lansing Safety Council in an 
effort to improve safety conditions for 
school aged youngsters, cyclists, school bus 
drivers and truck drivers; the Lansing 
Metropolitan Development Authority, in 
its drive to locate new businesses in the 
area, and encourage businesses already 
here to expand; the now being constructed 
St. Lawrence Hospital, which, when com- 
pleted, will better the health care for 
Lansing residents, in addition to many 
persons living throughout the ares, and 
cs a radius of 20 to 30 miles; to name a 
ew. 


gin: turn, numerous persons are contribut- 
ing time, effort and expertise to the City 
by serving on various boards, authorities 
and study committees. These contributions 
are invaluable and they lend to the strength 
of the City of Lansing, 


Two of the City’s newest boards are the 
Lansing Economie Development Corpora- 
tion and the Lansing Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority. Though most difficult to 
bring into being, both are progressing in 
an excellent manner, For example, my 
origina] communication, with written sup- 
port from local organizations, requesting 
the exiablishment of the Economie Develop- 
ment Corporation was forwarded June 23, 
1975—others followed—but, it was not un- 
til January 19, 1976, that the Articles of 
Incorporation for the Economie Develop- 
ment Corporation, and the Lansing ordi- 
nance establishing the Lansing Downtown 
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Development Authority could be filed with 
the State of Michigan, Finally, on March 
10, 1976, I was privileged to ‘‘chair’’ the 
organizational meeting (joint) of the mem- 
bers of the two new boards. The estab- 
lished goals immediately set were: (1) 
create more jobs within the City; (2) re- 
tain existing business within the City; 
(3) support existing business and indus- 
trial expansion within the City; and, (4) 
persuade new business and industries to 
locate within the City. 


Since that date the members of these 
boards, and myself, have met at regular 
intervals and several significant accom- 
plishments have been achieved in line with 
the established organizational goals and 
objectives. 


On Monday, October 4, 1976, the Eco- 
nomic Development Corporation finally, by 
Resolution of the City Council, accepted 
title to the 50 year old, 450,000 square 
feet, F.M.C. (John Bean) building with 
the provision that the Corporation would 
assume responsibility for re-payment of 
over $80,000 in “holding costs,” taxes and 
imsurance advanced by the City of Lan- 
sing, This imaginative, bold and dramatic 
investment gamble by the Economic De- 
velopment Corporation to alleviate condi- 
tions of unemployment and to assist local 
industries and commercijal enterprises in 
their attempts to strengthen and revitalize 
the City’s economy, has paid handsome 
dividends. By having ample manufacturing 
space available, Economic Development Cor- 
poration representatives were able to per- 
Suade Diamond Reo Parts Manufacturing, 
Inc., to remain in Lansing and transfer 
operations to the John Bean Buiding. This 
assured financial stability of the project, 
but more importantly, saved approximately 
ee and an important industry for the 

Ve 


The ripple affect of this activity led to 
subsequent leases being negotiated with 
Service Fabrication, Inc., for 20,000 square 
feet, relocating their operations to Lansing 
from Traverse City and Mulliken, Michi- 
gan, and Allied Data Corporation moving 
from Atlanta, Georgia, having leased ap- 
proximately 5,000 square feet, These de- 
velopments raised the employment factor 
to over 150 new jobs and prompted in- 
quiries from across the State and Nation 
as to the availability of the Economic De- 
velopment Corporation’s industrial assist- 
ance program and facilities. The success 
of the Economic Development Corporation 
John Bean project experiment, convinced 
officials of Diamond Reo Parts Manufac- 
turing, Ine., that the future prosperity of 
their organization was solely dependent 
upon Lansing’s economic climate. As eyvi- 
dence of this relatively new company’s 
confidence in the City, my office received 
an offer from Diamond Reo Parts Manu- 
facturing, Inc., to purchase the John Bean 
Building from the City for $300,000, Fol- 
lowing an affirmative vote by the elec- 
torate in the Primary and Special Election 
held August 3, 1976, the property was sold 
to Diamond Reo Parts Manufacturing, Inc., 
real estate subsidiary, Truck Properties, 
Incorporated, on November 5, 1976. It is 
worthy of note that the dedicated, volun- 
teer members of the Economic Development 
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Corporation, with excellent decision mak- 
ing abilities, accepted a tremendous chal- 
lenge and then met that challenge head-on. 
They helped to improve employment, on 
one hand, and they provided the assurance 
that people do care, on the other hand. 


Throughout this whole process, my Execu- 
tive Assistant has spent hundreds of hours 
coordinating activities, preparing reports, 
meeting with prospective tenants, and so 
forth. It is now imperative that he be 
relieved of this added responsibility, and 
since there exists a variety of projects for 
both the Economic Development Corpora- 
tion and the Downtown Development Au- 
thority, I am recommending that these 
organizations employ a full time Director 
to coordinate the responsibiliiies of the 
organizations, and further, that the City 
of Lansing continue to participate in all 
efforts of economic improvement. 


Since my original communication to you 
of well over two years ago, pertaining to 
Plant Rehabilitation Listricts and Indus- 
trial Facilitics Tax Exemptions, you have 
now taken major, constructive steps with 
your recent approvals of requests for 
assistance from Lindell Drop Forge, Indus- 
trial Welding and Capital Bedding Com- 
pany—during 1976, the State Tax Commis- 
sion has certified all three firms, with a 
total amount of $1,025,000 classified as 
“new development,’’ from which all gov- 
ernmental taxing units will receive taxes 
based upon one-half of the regular tax 
rates, the Real Property not being subject 
to exemption. The importnat factor here 
is that Lindell Drop Forge, which had 
relocation offers from several] other states, 
and a foreign nation, when we first started 
discussing Tax Certifications with Lindell 
representatives two years ago, is going to 
remain in Lansing, with increased employ- 
ment potentials, improved and competi- 
tive facilities; that the other two firms 
will, also, increase employment positions 
and with modernized facilities. I am _ con- 
fident that your most recent approval for 
Cutler Plastics Corporation will be sanc- 
tioned by the State Tax Commission and 
the Department of Commerce. 


On June 11 of 1976, following meetings 
with General Motors officials, I announced 
that a multi-million dollar expansion— 
modernization program would take place 
at Fisher Body and at Oldsmobile, hope- 
fully to be completed over a 3 to 5 year 
period; that the plans for Fisher Body 
ealled for more than 500,000 square feet 
of new, or modernized facilities, and the 
demolishing of almost 250,000 square feet 
of buildings, some more than 50 years old; 
that the Fisher Body plans included a new 
paint shop, body shop, upholstery trim 
area, seat cushion facility, and improved 
employee accommodations; that the pro- 
posed facilities would equate to one-third 
the size of the whole Diamond Reo Plant, 
and substantially larger than the John 
Bean Building; and with a projected em- 
ployment increase of 600-800 positions. 


Planned improvements announced for 
Oldsmobile included the complete installa- 
tion of assembly conveyors and equipment 
in a previously erected building at the 
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Main Plant Final Assembly Complex, plus 
an improved materials handling system, 
enlarged plant yard space to accommodate 
materials storage, new marshalling area 
for finished vehicles, improved truck and 
rail receiving facilities, and the demolish- 
ing of several older buildings, to be fol- 
lowed by the construction of new ones, 


On June 21, 1976, a request that a Plant 
Rehabilitation District be established for 
both projects was officially before you, 
based on the State Act and Guide I for- 
warded to City Council in a communica- 
tion of September 6, 1974. To date, you 
have not approved either request, even 
though a $9,000,000 Building Permit has 
been requested by Fisher Body from the 
City’s Building Department. Directly be- 
fore you are a real significant number of 
jobs—some of these will be permanent, 
when the projects are completed, and some 
on a 8 to 6 year temporary basis during 
the period of demolition, and then recon- 
struction and construction—the first to be 
employed, will be construction workers, 
who are presently 30 to 40 percent unem- 
ployed. Directly before you is a giant 
commitment of new and expanded facilities, 
which is an assurance of improvement and 
permanence of our overall employment 
positions, and a substantial gain in the 
income tax base. I recommend your im- 
mediate attention to the long delay in your 
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decision making process and urge your 
approval of the requests long before you. 


In the area of construction and recon- 
struction, there is great momentum within 
the corporate limits of the City of Lansing, 
It behooves us to encourage it, and add 
impetus, in the interest of positions of 
employment, both temporary and perma- 
nent, in the interest of an improved City, 
facility-wise, and in the interest of meet- 
ing competition head-on in the categories 
of business and industry. FOR EXAMPLE, 
past participation, and pledges of interest, 
have assisted Lansing in 1976 to lead all 
cities in Michigan, other than monstrous 
Detroit, in construction activity—and, by 
a substantial margin—according to recent 
National reports. As of mid-1976, Lan- 
sing’s construction activity ranked 86th 
among the Nation’s 200 largest cities. 
Building Permit Value in our community, 
for all of 1976, was $52.9 million, the sec- 
ond highest annual total in Lansing'’s long 
history; a 72% increase over the 1975 
figure of $30.6 million. Of the total $52.9 
million Building Permit Value, $12.0 mil- 
lion was for residential construction, while 
the balance of $40.9 million was for com- 
mercial-industrial-public facilities construc- 
tion, The line-graph below indicates the 
dollar value of commercial-industria]-public 
facilities construction for the past 10 
years:

The encouraging aspect of this escala- 
tion is the diversification of new construc- 
tion in the City, such as: First Phase of 
St. Lawrence Hospital at $10,000,000; 
Fisher Body Paint Shop at $9,000,000; 
Oldsmobile Engine Distribution at $310,000 ; 
Water Treatment Plant at $5,500,000; 
Eastern High School Field House (renova- 
tion) at $1,750,000; East Side Fire Station 
at $490,620; South Washington Park Ice 
Rink at $448,600; Parts Warehouse at 
$550,000; Casa Nova Restaurant at $450,- 
000; Red Roof Inn (81 rooms) at $391,000; 
Michigan Bell Telephone at $470,000; Pro- 
vincial House, Inc., at $1,000,000; and, 


Telephone Communications, Inc., at $500,- 
000, to name a few. 


The Year 1976 saw the completion of the 
Continental Cablevision Office Building in 
the north part of the Central Business 
District, the start of the Telephone Com- 
munications Office Building, directly to 
the east of that facility, and the beginning 
of extensive remodeling project of the 
Hollister Building in the middle of the 
Central Business District. At the south 
end of the Central Business District is the 
now extensively renovated Plaza One, the 
workstation for approximately 500 persons 
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—and, adjacent to that, and soon to be 
completed, is the modern Headquarters 
Building of the Michigan State AFL-CIO. 
Complementing these is the recently con- 
structed First State Savings Association 
of East Lansing Building, and the remodel- 
ing of several others. The aforementioned 
visibly shows faith in the Central Business 
District, and just as others are already 
planning to do in the Year 1977. This com- 
bined action will provide a sound founda- 
tion for economic strength for, what is 
commonly called, ‘‘our Downtown.” 


Amid this activity stood the long, vacant 
Number One Block, waiing and waiting 
for someone to come along and develop it— 
in mid-1976, I decided that hoping and 
waiting just was the wrong approach. This 
is why I quietly named the Ad-Hoc Com- 
mittee and charged the Commiltee with 
developing a “concept,” which would meet 
the City’s objectives for this site—the Ad- 
Hoc Committee did just that in an excel- 
lent, detailed manner, as you are now 
aware. The Conceptual Plan, titled Wash- 
ington Square Center, detailed: The City’s 
responsibility and that of a developer; the 
location and cost of a 829 room hotel, with 
financing methods and projected incomes; 
the location and cost of on-site parking; 
a retail area and expected rental costs; the 
location of a convention center, including 
anticipated use, cost and expected income; 
and more, and all based on market studies, 
and those of architectural and construction 
firms. You have now basically approved 
the concept, as has the Lansing Economie 
Development Corporation. The approach 
is the reverse of that ordinarily taken, but 
hopefully, it will be successful. Since the 
report was made public just several weeks 
ago, great local and national interest has 
been shown—finance groups have requested 
presentations and these have been made; 
meetings have resulted; and, I am opti- 
mistic that a facility will be constructed 
on this important piece of land. Should 
our hopes culminate into reality, the Cen- 
tral Business District will have a catalyst 
for future progress and development. I 
will keep you advised. 


For a much longer period, I have been 
deeply active in the attempts to “save the 
Olds Plaza Hotel,” see it refinanced, and 
upgraded. Decisions within a matter of 
days can determine the final disposition of 
this matter. The facility is important to 
our growing convention business, would 
retain jobs, and would, I am certain, com- 
plement the Washington Square Center. 
I will keep you adviced, 


In another area of business expansion 
and employment, I announced, in mid-June 
of 1976, that Jackson National Life In- 
surance Company would move to the City 
of Lansing. Officially, Jackson National 
Life Insurance Company, which is rated 
in the top twenty-five percent of insurance 
companies in the world, made Lansing its 
international headquarters during the last 
Labor Day Weekend, when all records, com- 
puters, office equipment and personnel 
moved into a new location at Andrew 
Jackson Drive and Executive Drive. The 
Lansing Metropolitan Development Au- 
thority coordinated all efforts between A. J. 
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Pasant, Board Chairman and President of 
Jackson National Life, and my office. The 
Lansing Metropolitan Development Au- 
thority worked diligently with the City of 
Lansing by directly, or indirectly, assisting 
in locating several other new firms within 
our corporate limits, including Auto Spe- 
cialties Company in Midway Center with 
an employment of 170. 


One year previously, LMDA played an 
important role in helping several firms 
establish new operations here, including a 
new Michigan distribution center, a ware- 
house, a new service center and a new 
office facility, 


The Lansing Metropolitan Development 
Authority exists for the benefit of our 
City, and other area governmenial units. 
In an effort to provide financial stability 
to LMDA, I proposed several years ago 
that all governmental units in the Greater 
Lansing Area budget funds on a per capita 
basis—the City of Lansing not only met its 
proportionate financial share of $18,000 
plus, but, also, provided office space and 
services in the effort to improve the area 
economy. Most other governmental units 
paid on a per capita basis—displaying a 
true sense of responsibility—until 1976, 
when one major contributor “dropped along 
the wayside.” Simultaneously, expenses of 
LMDA have increased, putting that or- 
ganization in a bad financial position, I 
am recommending that the City of Lansing 
once again step into the breach and take 
up the slack—I urge that you appropriate, 
and as soon as possible, $7,500 from the 
Emergency Account, above the City’s regu- 
lar payment, so that the Lansing Metro- 
Politan Development Authority can con- 
tinue to provide economic improvements 
for the City proper, and the Greater Lan- 
sing Area, as a whole, 


_ As we enter the Year 1977, our economy 
is a happier one from two years ago. For 
example, on January 6, 1975, the U. S. 
Labor Department announced a 17.1 per- 
cent National rate of unemployment; the 
next day, the Michigan Employment Secur- 
ity Commission announced an 11.2 percent 
unemployment rate for Michigan. The 
Metropoliton Detroit Area was listed as 
having an unemployment rate of 12.4 
percent, and Business Week (December 14, 
1974) listed the inner City as having a 
rate of 23 percent, with Pontiac close be- 
hind at 20.9 percent, The Lansing Area 
was estimated to be just over 7 percent, 


The most recent report of the Michigan 
Employment Security Commission points 
out that unemployment is 2.1 percent below 
the Michigan average of 8.8 percent, or 
6.7 percent of the total work-force of 
210,600, and 1.2 percent lower than the 
National average of 7.9 percent, Mean- 
while, employment is at an all time high 
of 195,500, for a gain of 10,000 jobs. 


Lansing’s per capita income of $5,238 
and its median household income level of 
$15,289 are, according to the latest report 
of sales and Marketing Management, above 
those for the State of Michigan at $3,279 
and $11,126 respectively, and well above 
the $3,078 per capita and $10,048 per house- 
hold income levels for the Nation. 
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We are healthy economically, and getting 
healthier, This doesn’t mean we stop try- 
ing, or that we “rest on the oars.” There 
is much to be done, 


Business and industry provide positions 
of employment and improve the tax base. 
To ‘tie together” the efforts of the Lan- 
sing Metropolitan Development Authority, 
the Lansing Economic Development Cor- 
poration, the Lansing Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority and the Greater Lansing 
Chamber of Commerce, I am herein nam- 
ing a group of volunteers to a team to be 
known as “Ambassadors of Goodwill.”” Any 
of the aforementioned will be at liberty 
to call upon the “Ambassadors of Good- 
will” to welcome into Lansing any repre- 
sentatives of prospective businesses or in- 
dustries, and request they visit prospective 
businesses or industries at out-of-Lansing 
locations. Each will be armed with back- 
ground information pertaining to the 
City’s advantages. The basic goal is to 
outwardly show that Lansing is interested 
in its own future, and in that of others. 
Original, unpaid volunteers include: Ralph 
Kauffman, Abrams Aerial Survey Corp. ; 
William Walworth, Michigan National 
Bank; Richard Bushy, Bank of Lansing; 
Fred Abood, Attorney at Law; Nan Mar- 
tin, Martin and Associates; John Petroff, 
Petroff Realty; John Crouse, architect ; 
Richard Kositchek, Kositchek Clothing ; 
Fritz Bennetts, Oldsmobile; Dr. Philip 
Gannon, Lansing Community College; 
Bert Lee, Michigan State Building and 
Construction Trades Council; Roland 
Rhead, Attorney at Law; William Lett, 
Lett’s Fashions; Dr, Edward Harden, Story, 
Ine.; A. J, Pasant, Jackson National Life 
Insurance Company; Gordon Long, de- 
veloper; Earl Brush, Lansing Board of 
Water and Light; James Bury, Michigan 
Bell Telephone Company; and C. Jon 
Holmes, insurance executive. 


In the field of public employment, a Man- 
power Administration budget of $2,820,000 
for calendar year 1976 made it possible 
for the City of Lansing to hire, or cause 
to be hired, 306 people for public service 
jobs, The funds were provided to Lansing 
by the Department of Labor under Title II 
and VI of the Comprehensive Educational 
and Training Act (CETA) of 1973, and 
Title V of the Public Works and economic 
Development Act of 1967, A total of 235 
jobs were divided among 29 divisions and 
departments of our City government, and 
71 jobs were distributed among 12 non- 
profit government related agencies. Among 
these agencies were the Lansing School 
District, the Board of Water and Light, 
CATA, Lansing Community College, the 
Urban League, Safety Council] and the 
Center for the Arts, Three hundred forty- 
six formerly unemployed people in Lan- 
sing held full-time CETA jobs during 1976. 
Of those people terminating, better than 
59% found permanent, unsubsidized em- 
ployment. 


The Title X grant provided manpower 
for a Parks and Residential Site Improve- 
ment project. Under this grant, Benjamin 
Davis Park was developed, 2,100 tree 
stumps were removed, and 7,745 new trees 
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were planted along Lansing’s residential 
streets, 


Congress voted to renew Title VI fund- 
ing, but to date, funds have not been ap- 
propriated, so we do not know whether 
Lansing will have the same number, or 
a lesser number, of Public Service Employ- 
ment jobs for 1977. We will continue to 
aggressively seek federal funds which 
allow the City to provide employment op- 
portunities for our unemployed. Regarding 
this, I expect to see CETA, Title I funds, 
in the amount of $80,000, available from 
oe 14, 1977, through September 30, 


This Title I allocation will be used pri- 
marily to refurbish City Hall (painting, 
waxing, washing walls, etc.). City Hall 
is dirty; grates, walls, ceilings, doors, rails, 
pipes, baseboard floor trim, etec., are filthy. 
Much has been said about the former con- 
dition of the Civic Center, but actually 
City Hall is worse. This is the result of 
20 years of neglect, and no preventative 
maintenance, There is much to be done, 
and supervision will be extremely impor- 
tant. There will be a total of 24 slots— 
24 people enrolled at one time. However, 
there is _a goal of 60 people to be em- 
ployed. It is anticipated each participant 
will be employed for 1644 weeks duration. 
This project will be in cooperation with 
the Public Service Department, and under 
the administrative control of the Man- 
power Office. 


In the field of public improvements, the 
City of Lansing recently submitted 10 
grant applications totaling $12,431,367 for 
Federal Funds authorized by the Public 
Works Act of 1976, This Act provides for 
monies for construction projects which 
could get underway within 90 days and 
would be job, or employment, oriented. 
The 10 Public Works grant applications 
submitted by the City of Lansing were de- 
signed to: get underway within days; 
remodel the Civie Center to improve the 
City’s convention business; improve the 
economic vitality and provide recreational 
facilities for North Lansing; promote 
public access to, use of, and extend our 
Riverfront Park; aimed to rejuvenate the 
Central Business District; improve the 
quality of life for all by improving other 
basic parks; do Aurelius Road construc- 
tion, replace an inadequate and unsafe 
structure in the process, and construct 
necessary storm and sanitary sewers in 
the area not served; reconstruct Moores 
River Drive, and surface 21 miles of un- 
paved City streets; increase pedestrian 
safety, improve aesthetics through tree 
plantings along Michigan Avenue, east, in 
addition to repairing sidewalks, curbs, gut- 
ters, etc.; and, expand and improve the 
Central Business District through the 
hotel-retail mall concept. 


We met the requirements, and for the 
months of April, May and June—the period 
for which unemployment statistics were 
to be considered—Lansing’s unemployment 
exceeded 8 percent. When the “dust of 
th Federal bureacracy and the Congress of 
the United States had settled,” in excess

of 158 million dollars was announced for 
distribution in Michigan—Lansing and Ing- 
ham County received “not penny one.” I 
am of the opinion that some of the projects 
for which dollar awards were provided 
will not be under construction within 90 
days—that the Federal Legislation was 
originally so designed that cities like our 
own, which worked long and hard to adopt 
responsible annual budgets, to search out 
new businesses, to encourage industrial ex- 
pansion and job markets, had ‘‘strike 
three” called against them even before 
they came to the plate to bat. I for one 
am not appreciative of having City of 
Lansing taxpayers, individually and_col- 
lectively, pay our own share to the U. S. 
Government, and then pay additions for 
the New York’s, the Detroit’s, the Buffalo’s, 
and the other free spending, debt ridden 
communities of the Nation. 


We said to the Federal Government, 
“Please give us back some of our tax 
dollars, and we will improve our City, meet 
needs, provide positions of employment and 
start doing so within the 90 days you stipu- 
lated.” The Federal Government, in turn, 
penalized us, because our people act too 
responsible—the Federal Government took 
our tax dollars for someone else, and then 
slammed the door in our faces. 


I, therefore, recommend that you for- 
mally adopt a resolution of objection to 
be forwarded to our members of the U. S. 
Senate and the House of Representatives, 
the Economic Development Administration, 
and the Office of the President; that you 
instruct the Federa] Program Coordinator 
to request from the Federal Government a 
list of those projects sanctioned, which are 
not actually underway in 90 days; and 
that you seriously consider seeking an 
appointment with the proper Federal offi- 
cials to discuss the matter. 


One of the grant applications forwarded 
was for the updating of the Civic Center, 
including air-conditioning. The lack of 
air-conditioning renders the Civic Center 
almost useless during the late Spring and 
Summer months of each year—but, the 
high costs to maintain the facility con- 
tinue. The couple of users, during this 
annual period, are subjected to extreme 
heat, and, as you are aware, Lansing has 
lost users as a result. The Convention 
Business in Lansing has been a large, bene- 
ficial operation—new monies annually com- 
ing into the City have been estimated to 
be $18,000,000 to $21,000,000—air-condition- 
ing of the Civie Center can substantially 
increase the new flow of dollars, to the 
benefit of many enterprises, such as hotels/ 
motels, Downtown merchants, restaurants, 
caterers, etc. In my 1974-75 Recommended 
Budget, I provided Council with a line 
item of $500,000 to air-condition the Civic 
Center—Council approved the recommenda- 
tion, but delayed the project. THEN, on 
August 23, 1976, you transferred $150,000 
of the amount for a modernization study. 
This advance work was used as a basis 
for the aforementioned Public Works Grant 
Application, which was not approved by 
the Federal Government, 


Simultaneously, with the Budget Recom- 
mendation for the Civie Center, I recom- 
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mended that $380,000 be budgeted from 
the Fifth Entitlement Period from Revenue 
Sharing for a Swimming Complex for the 
Southeast part of Lansing—Council ap- 
proved the recommendation. However, since 
that time, you have expressed opposition 
to the facility, resulting in no action be- 
ing taken, The funds cannot just lie 
idle—this is contrary to the intent of the 
Act. Therefore, I am recommending that 
$380,000 be transferred to match the 
$350,000 remaining in the Civic Center 
Air-Conditioning Account, and further, 
that you proceed with this portion of im- 
provement of the Civic Center at as early 
a date as possible, This will assure a 
12 month operation for this facility, and 
turn it from being a partial ‘‘white 
elephant” into a totally useful building. 


In the area of Community Development, 
Lansing has moved ahead cautiously, as 
a result of some of the fiasco of the old 
Model Cities Program. Under Title One 
of the Community Development Block 
Grant Program, we have, and will con- 
tinue to receive funds from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment for a variety of housing stock 
improvements, other physical developments 
and related programs, 


To expend what is promised to be a 
$29 million neighborhood program, the City 
of Lansing has developed a citizen par- 
ticipation process supporting the Com- 
munity Development Program which is 
noteworthy. Citizens are considered a 
Potentially valuable asset to community de- 
velopment planning and local decision mak- 
ing. It is a continuous process of citizen 
interaction with government officials to help 
develop, execute, and evaluate plans and 
programs for the City’s Community De- 
velopment Program, While ultimate au- 
thortiy and responsibility for decision mak- 
ing rests with elected public officials, there 
are substantial benefits to be derived from 
effective citizen participation including the 
assurances that the Community Develop- 
ment Program will be responsive to local 
needs and encourage a broader base of com- 
munity support and involvement. The City 
is endeavoring to develop a viable urban 
community as its primary objective, by 
providing decent housing, a suitable living 
environment and expanding economic op- 
portunities, principally for persons of low 
and moderate income. 


Implementation of the Community De- 
velopment Program has been criticized by 
some individuals in that it is moving too 
slowly. Execution of the program is a 
complicated process, particulary if the City 
is going to alow maximum citizen par- 
ticipation. It is not our objective to 
rapidly implement a Community Develop- 
ment Program merely for the purpose of 
expending Federal tax dollars; it is in- 
tended, however, to implement a program: 
that is well thought out and planned; that 
will produce significant, recognizabe re- 
sults that will last throughout the years 
to come. The City will achieve a much 
more meaningful Community Development 
Program through its adopted concept of 
selecting specific target areas to direct the 
program under a containment strategy. I 
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am pleased to report that ‘‘all systems are 
go,” in that, in the months ahead the City 
of Lansing will benefit from an accelerated 
implementation of the Community Develop- 
ment Program which will accomplish es- 
tablished goals and objectives in a more 
efficient and effective manner. 


In case you are not aware, Federal Grand 
Juries, and Courts, have now indicted 10 
persons formerly associated with Model 
Cities Federally funded programs, and 
found them “guilty” of fraud, falsifying 
records, ete. One is a former Director of 
Program Management of Model Cities, an- 
other left to work for the Michigan State 
Supreme Court, before being indicted, 
while another is a former staff member of 
the Citizen’s Congress. The Federal Grand 
Jury will probably consider other informa- 
tions early this year, which may lead to 
additional indictments. 


During my past charges of some pro- 
grams of Model Cities, one former Council 
member advised that I should take my 
complaints to the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, or Internal Revenue, or a 
Grand Jury—I did. The aforementioned 
mark some of the results, results we do 
not need in the Community Development 
Program. 


The key in this new program is neigh- 
borhood improvement—we will attain that 
goal, After many long months of nego- 
tiations, the City of Lansing, and repre- 
sentatives of 4 local banks, signed an 
agreement, whereby the banks will provide 
up to $600,000 in low-interest, home- 
improvement loans, for the Neighborhood 
Development Area, Number One, located 
on the near Westside. Under the new 
program, qualified applicants may receive 
up to $5,000 for each housing rehabiita- 
tion at a 8% interest rate of their ad- 
justed gross income if over $12,000, and 
no interest if their income is under $12,000. 
Senior Citizens, and some others who 
cannot obtain a loan, because of extremely 
low income, will be able to obtain an out- 
right grant to accomplish the needed home 
improvements. 


The program calls for all rehabilitation 
work to be specified and inspected by the 
Building Department of the City-—home- 
owners and the City jointly select the con- 
tractors for bidding on this work, from a 
list of approved contractors. To be eligible, 
contractors must be State licensed, bond- 
able, provide proof of insurance, and be 
able to demonstrate ability to do the work. 


The goal of the Community Develop- 
ment Department is to rehabilitate ap- 
proximately 1,000 older homes in Neigh- 
borhood Development Area One, Two, 
Three and Four, through this program, or 
conventional means, This massive coopera- 
tive effort to concentrate rehabilitation 
work in selected deteriorating areas of the 
City of Lansing will not only result in 
correcting structural, mechanical and elec- 
trical deficiencies, but will provide sepa- 
ration of storm and sanitary sewers, up- 
grade residential lighting, street resurfac- 
ing, hg gutter and sidewalk replacement, 
as well, ~- - a 
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The Building Department continues to 
be activey involved in the Community De- 
velopment Program of the City. Very 
successful housing surveys were completed 
within designated Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Areas No, 1 and No. 2, where more 
than 95% of the homes were inspected 
through a joint effort of the Fire, Plan- 
ning, and Building Departmenis. 


In addition, assistance has been pro- 
vided to both Citizen District Council’s 
in the development of their respective 
plans, which has contributed substantially 
to a better citizen understanding of the 
Building Department's role in City govern- 
ment, and its responsibilities as partici- 
pants in the Community Development Pro- 
gram, The successful implementation and 
completion of the Community Development 
Program is dependent on the continued co- 
operation of the majority of citizens within 
the respective NDA’s. To this end, a pro- 
cedure for preparing contracts, making in- 
spections, and authorizing payments has 
been systematically developed which will 
maintain credibiity with homeowners, con- 
tractors, and CDC's. 


The greatest FEAR OF RESIDENTIAL 
PROPERTY OWNERS in the areas con- 
cerned has been the same as any other 
property owner who remodels, or rehabili- 
tates a home—the first person they see 
after completion is a representative of the 
Office of the City Assessor, who arrives to 
start the process of INCREASED ASSESS- 
MENTS FOR TAX PURPOSES. WELL, 
NOT ANY MORE ... In 1973, I for- 
warded to you a TAX MORATORIUM 
PLAN to benefit homeowners and busi- 
nesses, and asked for your support—I do 
not remember it forthcoming. The plan 
was the result of the efforts of my office 
and that of our Office of City Assessor, and 
other Assessors in Michigan—the plan re- 
ceived support from representatives of Bay 
City, Flint, Pontiac, Grand Rapids, Muske- 
gon, Jackson and a number of other com- 
munities. The Plan received support from 
the Office of Governor William Milliken, 
and from the Department of Commerce of 
the State of Michigan. In 1974, the Plant 
Rehabilitation Act, aready mentioned, was 
made into law. In 1976, the Michigan 
Home Improvement Act, was approved— 
it took effect on Tax Day, December 31. 


While my original Plan called for a par- 
tial and full tax moratorium over a 5 year 
period, the new Michigan Home Improve- 
ment Act of 1976, as recently signed by 
the Governor, calls for a full tax mora- 
torium, on the part of local governments, 
in an amount of remodeling not to exceed 
$4,000 each year, for 8 consecutive years. 


Henceforth, the following remodeling will 
be considered as normal repairs and main- 
tenance in determining the true cash value 
of property for assessment purposes by 


local assessors : 


Outside painting; repairing or replacing 
siding, roof, porches and steps, or side- 
walks and drives; repainting, repairing or 
replacing existing masonry; replacement 
of awning; add or replace gutters and 
downspouts; replace storm windows or 
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doors ; insulation or weatherstripping ; com- 
plete rewiring; replacing plumbing and 
light fixtures; new furnace replacing one 
of the same type or replacing oil or gas 
burner ; plaster repairs, inside painting, or 
other redecorating; new ceiling, wall, or 
floor surfacing; removing partitions to 
enlarge rooms; replace automatic hot water 
heater; and, replacing dated interior wood- 
work, The new legislation also has other 
provisions which will be beneficial to home 
buyers. These include: Amounts paid for 
obtaining financing of the purchase price 
of the property or the last conveyance of 
the property; amounts attributable to per- 
sonal property which were included in the 
purchase price of the property in the last 
conveyance of the property; and, amounts 
paid for surveying the property pursuant 
to the last conveyance of the property. 


I am directing the Community Develop- 
ment Director to advise all Neighborhood 
Development Area property owners of the 
mew Act—the City Assessor has already 
been advised. In short, our property own- 
ers, City-wide, can remodel their homes 
within the confines of this new legislation, 
ae * Ss caeadbea PROPERTY TAX PENAL- 


To streamline and accelerate Community 
Development activities, I am recommend- 
ing, as requested, that the present Com- 
munity Development Ordinance, Article IT, 
Sec, 2A-6 be amended to establish a re- 
organized Department of Community De- 
velopment with a Director te be appointed 
by the Mayor, and confirmed by the City 
Council. I am recommending that Sections 
2A-7, 2A-8 and 2A-9 of the Ordinance be 
amended as follows: 


Sec. 2A-7. Department of Community 
Development—Director; General Duties. 


The Department Director shall have such 
authority as is necessary to effectively man- 
age and administer the resources of Com- 
munity Development. He shall be respon- 
sible to the Mayor for the conduct of the 
administration of Community Development 
and for effectuating established policies of 
the City Council that relate to Community 
Development. The Department Director 
shall ensure compliance to the Community 
Development Act of 1974, and as it may 
be amended from time to time. 


Sec. 2A-8. Structure. 


There shall be, within the Community 
Development Department, a Management 
and Administration Group, and six divi- 
sions as follows: (a) Social Services; (b) 
Physical Development; (c) Project Plan- 
ning ; (d) Citizen Participation ; (e) Eval- 
uation; and, (f) Fiscal. The Department 
Director shall approve the organizational 
structure within the divisions, shall specify 
the duties, authorities, and responsibilities 
of the division heads, insofar as the same 
does not interfere with the performance 
of any duty or act which is required of a 
division head by law. 
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Sec, 2A-9, Coordinating Function. 


The Department Director shall be re-~ 


sponsible for coordinating the efforts of 
the Community Development funded im- 
plementing departments to efficiently ae- 
ecomplish the Community Development pro- 
gram. The Department Director shall: 


(a) Request and receive information per- 
taining to Community Development 
funded operations from those depart- 
ments, offices, or agencies so funded, 
when necessary. 


(b) Together with the administrative heads 
of the various implementing depart- 
ments and divisions, develop and pre- 
pare a general Community Develop. 
ment Management Plan and specific 
Project Work Plans and Schedules. 


(c) Devise and implement a Monthly Prog- 
ress Report on all Community Develop- 
ment activities for review by the 
Mayor and City Council. This report 
will highlight significant achievements 
or deficiencies which exist, budgetarily 
or programmatically, 


It may be necessary to recruit additional 
implementing personnel. However, this can 
be minimized if the City Council will adopt 
the proposed Community Development Or- 
dinance amendment I have recommended. 
This will empower the Community Develop- 
ment Director with the necessary authority 
and flexibility to utilize existing Com- 
munity Development personnel now as- 
signed to other independent Community 
Development related departments. 


Solutions to solve the existing problems 
that are impeding progress have been 
identified and corrective measures insti- 
tuted. I am recommending that these pro- 
cedures be refined and streamlined to 
minimize individual homeowner skepticism 
of the program, Further, that a procedure 
be established which will permit “batch” 
bidding by contractors to reduce construc- 
tion costs and time to the benefit of the 
homeowner. 


Future actions of the Community De- 
velopment Department in designated Neigh- 
borhood Areas, and those actions expected 
from homeowners, should significantly alter 
the appearance of the City of Lansing 
within the next several years. To comple- 
ment the expected remodeling of homes, 
painting, ete., I will soon appoint a Com- 
mittee to advise homecwners when and how 
to edge lawns, plant flowering bushes and 
shrubs, plant and remove flowering bulbs, 
and how to make other yard appearance 
improvements, the goal being a nicer City 
in which to live and enjoy. 


Since 1973, we have seen efforts made 
and legislation adopted, to aid homeowners 
and industry through tax incentives. This 
year, Senator Harry DeMaso, will intro 
duce legislation to grant tax incentives to 
commercial operators, who remodel their 
business establishement, Such legislation 
can positively improve the appearance of 
our business establishments—I recommend 
your support of such legislation. 
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Much has been said over the years about 
the so-called River Island, that area of 
the City contained to the west by the 
Grand River—or, the area from the South 
Waverly Bridge, to the Central Business 
District, to North Lansing, to the North 
Waverly Bridge. To plan for the future— 
determine needs—I have named a River 
Island Advisory Committee, which will 
align with the Planning Department in 
search of direction and improvements. The 
membership is attached. 


I, also, have named three other Com- 
mittees, very significant ones, consisting 
of expertise mainly from outside City Hall. 
These are the Mayor’s Ball Diamond Ad- 
visory Committee, the Mayor’s Railroad 
Study Committee and the Police, Emer- 
gency Operations, and Court Facility Study 
Committee, 


—The Mayor’s Ball Diamond Advisory 
Committee has been requested to put to- 
gether a comprehensive plan which would 
contain the necessary physical improve- 
ments, estimated costs, and a timetable 
for implementing required actions. The 
number of people participating in or- 
ganized baseball/softball leagues is very 
large. Last season there were 8 men’s 
and 94 boy’s baseball teams totaling 
1,700 participants; 246 men’s, 52 
women’s, 19 girl’s and 4 coed softball 
teams totaling 5,630 participants; an 
overall total of 7,380 people. Yet, the 
facilities have numerous flaws and short- 
eomings, The individuals serving on this 
Committee have the knowledge about the 
sports, facilities and needs. 


—The Mayor’s Railroad Study Committee 
consists of persons involved in_ trans- 
portation, planning and research. The 
charge to this Committee, basically, is to 
determine if a solution is available to 
eliminate the many problems created by 
railroads running through the near Cen- 
tral Business Area, North and West sides, 
without jeopardizing those businesses he- 
ing served. It is a most difficult job. 


—The Police, Emergency Operations, and 
Court Facility Study Commitiee is 
eharged with facilitating the acquisition 
of necessary data for a basis from which 
a decision can be made by an architect 
for future architectural and engineering 
studies, including preliminary drawings. 


Reports will be forwarded to you regard- 
ing the results of these efforts from time 
to time. 


In another field of improvement, Michi- 
gan Bell Telephone Company employees 
and my office reached an agreement, where- 
by local employees will, without charge, 
modernize the Tecumseh River Park this 
Spring. The details are now being worked 
out between Bell employees and the City’s 
Department of Parks and Recreation. This 
additional sign of “people constructively 
participating” is heartwarming. 


In the past, the Mayor’s Budget Review 
Committee has sought and received valid, 
equipment replacement schedules from Cen- 
tral Garage—on a logical financia] basis, 
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we have replaced more equipment for the 
Fire and Police departments than in any 
other given period in history—no such 
analysis was available for other depart- 
ments, such as the Department of Parks 
and Recreation and the Public Service De- 
partment, Several months ago, I assigned 
this task to the Finance Department—on 
Monday, January 3, 1977, you adopted a 
Resolution directing this same type of 
analysis to be done, but in a slightly dif- 
ferent manner. My office will coordinate 
these efforts, so that the best information 
will be available for Budget Review pur- 
Poses, 


In the recent past, City Council turned 
over the function of allocating space for 
City offices to the Mayor’s Office when 
they reached an impasse. 


A Space Allocation Committee was ap- 
pointed and charged with studying the 
space requirements of the various depart- 
ments and offices of the City. Additionally, 
the Committee was to make recommenda- 
tions to the Mayor pertaining to space 
alloctaions in City Hall and the Washing- 
ton Square Annex, The Poxson Building 
Annex was not considered as it is to be 
razed, hopefully. I recommend this. 


After much deliberation, the Committee 
made its recommendations which are be- 
lieved to be fair and equitable. A space 
allocation plan was drawn up and work 
has commenced to provide office partitions 
for some areas. Some of the major changes 
are: The City Attorney's office and District 
Court Administrative functions will move 
to the fifth floor; Personnel, Purchasing, 
Income Tax and Safety will move to the 
first floor of the Washington Square An- 
nex. Manpower to the ninth floor of City 
Hall. Office of Aging to the Civic Center. 
Voting Machines, Printing, Office supplies, 
Mail Room and Microfilm will be in the 
south portion of the Washington Square 
Annex. It is believed that when all of 
the moves are completed there will be less 
congestion, better space utilization and a 
functional re-alignment that will result in 
more efficient operations. 


In the recent past, after much delibera- 
tion, and disagreement, over a Senior Citi- 
zen’s Center, you turned the matter over 
to my office for recommendations. I ap- 
pointed a Committee to assist me in my 
efforts—you have now accepted the recom- 
mendations. 


Back in December of 1971, I proposed a 
Committee to study the possibility of build- 
ing an artificial ice rink in the City of 
Lansing to be utilized by the hundreds of 
persons interested in general skating, 
figure skating and ice hockey. On January 
24, 1972, I appointed that Committee of 13 
people from the Metropolitan Area, along 
with the Chairman of the Council Com- 
mittee on Parks and Recreation, the Urban 
Redevelopment Director, the Planning Di- 
rector, the Parks Director and the Model 
Cities Director, to look into the possibility 
of building such a facility at Washington 
Park, Based on the efforts of the Mayor’s 
Artificial Ice Rink Study Committee, I 
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recommended in my Budget Message of 
March 25, 1974, to the City Council that 
an artificial ice/tennis complex be con- 
structed on this site, and I included the 
necessary local funds to be needed with 
those of the Federal Government and State 
Government. 


After years of work by numerous indi- 
viduals, the Washington Park Artificial Ice 
Rink/Tennis Complex, so badly needed in 
this City, was officially dedicated on De- 
cember 11, 1976. The total cost of the 
building was $448,600—$190,000 being Fed- 
eral funds, $111,500 State funds and 
$187,100 City funds, Construction of the 
facility began in December of 1975, and 
not only houses an 85 foot by 200 foot ice 
rink, but 6 tennis courts, an equipment 
room, storage room and a 110 car, paved 
parking lot. With the growing interest in 
ice skating, I am sure the citizens of this 
community will have a fine facility to 
enjoy for many years to come. 


OVERALL, THE CITY DEPARTMENTS 
ARE FUNCTIONING WELL, AS ARE 
THOSE INDIRECT UNITS OF GOVERN- 
MENT UNDER CITY SUPPORTED 
MONIES. For example, the Capital Area 
Transportation Authority (CATA) rider- 
ship increased to 2,341,080 in Fiscal Year 
1976, an increase of 28% over 1975, and 
85% over 1974, Expectations are that over 
8,000,000 individuals will board CATA ve- 
hicles during 1977. It is interesting to 
note that approximately one-half of all 
people riding the bus, originate or termi- 
nate their trips in the City of Lansing. 
The continued rise in passengers can be 
attributed to CATA’s expanded and im- 
proved range of services and to an in- 
creased awareness on the part of the gen- 
eral public to the transit opportunities 
available. CATA now has a fleet of 45 
buses including 30 new diesels, all equip- 
ped with two-way radios running on 22 
a, throughout the Greater Lansing 

rea. 


One of the most important functions of 
a bus company is to provide safe service 
to its passengers, In this regard, 42 CATA 
drivers were recently presented safe driv- 
ing awards by the Safety Council of 
Greater Lansing. One driver, Ed Estep, 
has driven for 44 years without a charged 
accident. Another outstanding driver, 
Harry Froehlich, brought CATA National 
recognition by winning the American Pub- 
lic Transit Association’s National Bus 
Driver Rodeo held in San Francisco. 


The City of Lansing is the Area’s largest 
financial contributor to CATA—that sup- 
port must be maintained. 


The past year has seen the air passenger 
and freight services at the Capital City 
Airport continue to meet the high stand- 
ards established by the Capital Region Air- 
port Authority. A 4% increase in passen- 
ger traffic for 1976 over 1975 has been 
achieved, and freight movements are high. 


The year 1976, is the second year in a 
row for the operating expenses to be 
slightly lower than revenues. The Author- 
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ity should be commended for this accom- 
plishment. I recommend this, : 


The recent completing of a Master Plan 
for the Capital City Airport and its ap- 
proval by various local units of govern- 
ment is a significant accomplishment. It 
will provide direction and guidance for 
future airport operations, The Authority 
has begun its land purchase program which 
will allow the airport to expand its facili- 
ties to keep abreast of projected growth 
for both passenger and freight needs and 
private plane use. 


Three new daily flights have been an- 
nounced for 1977. United Airlines will 
have an additional in-bound flight from 
Cleveland and North Central Airlines will 
have daily service to and from Boston, 
Massachusetts. 


The City of Lansing financially adds 
great money support to the Capital City 
Airport, through Ingham County. The 
venture is a necessity, It adds to our needs 
of people and industry. 


Throughout the calendar year 1976, the 
Tri-County Office of Aging (TCOA) has 
maintained its high level of existing ser- 
vices to Senior Citizens as well as expand- 
ing into new service areas. It should be 
noted that while TCOA serves Seniors 
throughout Ingham, Clinton and Eaton 
counties, this report focuses on the ac- 
complishments of this office in the Lansing 
area, 


Beginning January 1, 1976, TCOA as- 
sumed the administration and service de- 
livery of the Title VII Nutrition Program. 
Since that time, the program has increased 
from 11 sites to 23 sites serving meals to 
Seniors in the Tri-County Area. Currently, 
TCOA is responsible for 7 sites in the City 
of Lansing (5 funded by Title VII and 2 
funded by Community Development), These 
Lansing sites have served over 49,000 meals 
from January through October, 1976, with 
a projected total of nearly 63,000 for the 
year, Of these meals, over 6,000 will be 
Heer delivered to elderly who are home- 

ound. 


TCOA developed and funded a home 
winterization project in 1976, which insu- 
lated the attics of 28 homes of Seniors in 
Lansing; this project has aimed at reduc- 
ing the costly utility bills for low income 
Seniors. TCOA has also developed and 
structured a home repair project for Lan- 
sing elderly living in specified Community 
Development tracts. This project will em- 
ploy retired skilled tradesmen who will do 
minor repairs on homes which have been 
inspected by the Building Department. 


TCOA was given a lead role in the plan- 
ning of the Senior Citizens Center in Lan- 
sing, by my office. The Mayor’s Senior 
Citizen’s Task Force, aided in developing 
the criteria for the Center, identified and 
assessed potential sites, and made recom- 
mendations to my office for the report you 
later approved. TCOA continues to work 
with the Building Committee to implement 
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the construction and modification on the 
Civic Center which has been chosen as the 
site for the Center. 


The Spanish Speaking Senior Citizen’s 
Program, funded by TCOA, has provided 
information and referral services to over 
120 Spanish Speaking Seniors during 1976. 
Over 800 case problems have been attended 
to, through September, with an estimated 
total of 1,000 in 1976. This program has 
also provided over 500 rides for Spanish 
Speaking Seniors with a total of 800 ex- 
pected for the year. 


MAJOR CRIME IN LANSING AGAIN 
DECREASED for Year 1976—robberies de- 
creased 34%; murder 25%; breaking and 
entering 14%; auto thefts 9%; and, rape 
had no change, Assaults increased by 7% 
and larcenies by 11%; the latter being 
largely due to thefts of 10-speed bicycles 
and CB radios. 


Unfortunately, purchasers of the last 
two named items have, in many instances, 
failed to take even basic precautions to 
protect their property. In fact, in many 
instances owners of such items have en- 
couraged theft by (a) leaving CB radios 
in unlocked vehicles and in open sight, 
and (b) by leaving bicycles out in the open 
and unchained or unlocked, in garages with 
doors wide open even during the night, etc. 
It is my recommendation that owners of 
CB radios take the greatest of care to 
insure that their actions do not encourage 
theft, but in fact take such actions, in- 
cluding the removal of such an item from 
the vehicle whenever possible when the 
vehicle is not occupied. 


To combat the thefts of CB radios, I am, 
also, recommending to the Crime Preven- 
tion Unit, of the Police Department, that 
an educational program for owners of CB 
radios be started, the goal being to help 
such persons realize the need for better 
control over CB radios. To combat the 
thefts of bicycles, I will be encouraging 
area concrete block manufacturers to spon- 
sor ads encouraging parents, whose chil- 
dren have bicycles, to “Buy-A-Block—A 
Concrete Block,” to be placed in the 
family garage, or carport, and to which 
bicycles should be chained when not in use. 


Compared year by year to the Base Year 
of 1970, crime in Lansing decreased for 
1971 by 2%, for 1972, by 11%, for 1973, 
by 23%, for 1974 by 17%, for 1975 by 20%, 
and for 1976 by 19%. This is the reverse 
of what is transpiring in many suburbs, 
including some of our own, and in many 
other cities in the Nation. I recommend 
your support to the overall programs of 
the Police Department instead of some 
of some of the opposition so vividly ex- 
pressed in the last City Council Hearings 
on my Recommended Budget. 


The Lansing Fire Department has stepped 
up its training and service, especially in 
the field of Paramedics and Emergency 
Medical Technicians. Lansing’s Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau distinguished itself in 1976, 
on a competitive basis, by being rated first 
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in the State of Michigan and sixteenth in 
the Nation by the National Fire Protection 
Association for innovating and_institu- 
tionalizing programs resulting in the great- 
est decrease in per capita losses, Lansing’s 
per capita loss was reduced to $8.37, from 
last year’s figure of $10.85, and as com- 
pared to the National average of $20.40 and 
the State of Michigan with a $14.56 per 
capita loss, 


Today, the City strongly retains a covet- 
ed “8” category, Fire Insurance Rate, one 
of the Nation’s lowest for property insur- 
ance coverage, and which results in direct 
savings to owners of structures—no such 
beneficial rate exists in the Greater Lan- 
sing Area, where property owners are 
forced to pay the penalty. 


The Department of Parks and Recreation 
has a wide range of programs to benefit 
the young and the old, The appropriation 
level approximates 10 percent of the Gen- 
eral Fund Budget, compared to other 
Michigan cities which vary from one-half 
of one percent to six percent. 


The City still retains a Tripple A Credit 
Rating, one of 38 cities in the Nation so 
excellently rated—the Board of Water and 
Light, the City’s owned utility, was, also, 
once again so rated by Moody’s Investor 
Service and by Standard and Poor's, for a 
$12,000,000 revenue bond issue in late 1976, 
the only municipally operated utility in 
the Nation so honored, 


Financially, the City of Lansing is sound. 
It must be our goal to keep it that way. 


A 1975 National Urban Survey disclosed 
that Lansing, and the surrounding area, 
ranked seventh among medium-sized re- 
gions in the quality of life for its resi- 
dents, easily outstripping all others in 
Michigan, and all but six in the United 
States.

Gentlemen: 


At the January 8, 1977 City Council 
meeting there was general discussion of 
an incident involving a park patron pour- 
ing alcohol on a Security Officer. Unfor- 
tunately there was no opportunity to ex- 
plain details of the incident, and because 
of the implication that the matter was 
unresolved I have prepared the following 
statement. 


At approximately 8:00 p.m, on Sep- 
tember 5, 1976 a Park Security Officer 
encountered a group of twenty people 
drinking beer in Poxson Park, Ages 
ranged from 16 to 30. 


The officer approached the group and 
advised them of the ordinance prohibit- 
ing consumption of alcohol in city parks, 
There was considerable cursing and 
threats directed at the officer. One mem- 
ber of the group, an 18 year old youth 
started to leave the park, and then al- 
legedly turned and poured beer on the 
Officer’s uniform. 


The Park Officer called Lansing Police 
for a back up unit, with two LPD cars 
responding. The accused was stopped in 
the 800 block of Dexter and was arrested 
by Security Officer Miller. 


On September 9th the accused pleaded 
guilty to a Disorderly charge and was 
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fined. He has pleaded not guilty on 
Malicious Destruction with jury trial set 
for January 17, 1977. 


I hope this will answer any questions 
that you may have had following the last 
City Council meeting.

Brown Brothers is currently under con- 
tract with the city for construction of 
the river walk in various sections between 
Riverfront Park and Kalamazoo Street. A 
good portion of this project involves the 
driving of piles in the river or along the 
bank, The contractor has found that many 
of those once driven will not support their 
designed weight carrying capacity, In or- 
der to complete the project as designed, 
pilings of greater length must be used. 


The architect has recommended the city 
issue a change order to the contract allow- 
ing for $12.00 per foot for additional piles 
required to meet weight bearing capacity 
requirements. Their original bid for basic 
pilings was at $15.00 per foot, Based on 
the additional cost per foot, and the total 
number of piles that have not been in- 
stalled, it is estimated that the cost of 
this change will not exceed $6.000, 


I have discussed this matter with the 
architect and recommend approval of this 
change in the Brown Brothers contract.

The second planned phase of the Kings- 
ley site development encompasses improve- 
ments plans for the Washtenaw Street 
right-of-way between Huron and Riddle. 
In accordance with the project master plan 
this improvement will be a cooperative 
effort between the City and the Lansing 
School District. Currently each agency has 
budgeted $40,000 for their share of con- 
struction, 


The architectural firm of Grables, Mills, 
and Young, of Lansing have provided land- 
scape design services to both the City and 
the School District on previous phases of 
site development. I have met with school 
officials and jointly recommend that this 
firm be retained for the design responsi- 
bility of this joint project, 


Grables, Mills and Young will prepare 
the necessary plans and specifications for 
bidding documents which will include 
demolition, grading, drainage, walks, 
lawns, and other items deemed necessary 
within the $80,000 budgeted limitation. 
Grable, Mills and Young fee is based on 9% 
($7,200) which is part of the overall 
$80,000 budget. 


Following approval by City Council a 
contract will be prepared for review by 
the legal staff. The City will act as the 
coordinator in this project with School 
District funds being provided to the City 
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once bids are accepted. It is anticipated 
that construction would start in mid June 
1977 and be completed prior to the Sep- 
tember school opening.

Under Title One of the Community De- 
velopment Block Grant Program, a par- 
ticipating local government receives United 
States Department of Housing and Urban 
Development funds for a variety of physi- 
cal development and related programs 
through an application process that is 
simple compared to those of the past. Un- 
like categorical programs, which were ad- 
ministered by local special purpose agencies 
such as Urban Renewal Agencies, Title 
One funds come under the direct control 
and responsibility of local officials. 


However, to secure application approval 
and to develop effective programs with 
these monies, local governmenfs must 
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satisfy certain requirements. They must 
certify that they plan to support national 
objectives by meeting federa] requirements 
for civil rights, relocation, low and moder- 
ate income housing dispersal, environ- 
mental impact studies, and citizen par- 
ticipation, 


While the formal certification is rela- 
tively simple, the legal responsibilities and 
program implications a local government 
assumes are substantially more complex. 
Therefore, the City of Lansing has de- 
veloped a citizen participation process 
which is regarded, not just as a legal re- 
quirement, but as a potentially valuable 
asset to Community Development planning 
and local decision making. 


Citizen participation in Community De- 
velopment should be a continuous process 
of citizen interaction with government 
officials to help develop, execute and 
evaluate plans and programs for our local 
Community Development Program. While 
ultimate authority and responsibility for 
decision making rests with elected public 
officials, there are substantial benefits to 
he derived from effective citizen participa- 
tion, including the assurances that the 
Community Development Program will be 
responsive to local needs and encourage a 
broader base of Community support and 
involvement.

Re: Security at Potter Park Zoo 
Gentlemen: 


On Tuesday, January 4, 1977, vandals 
entered Potter Park Zoo and committed 
several acts of vandalism including the 
abuse of a number of animals. As you 
may be aware from the news media one 
animal died, three were badly beaten, and 
four birds taken. 


Unfortunately this act of malicious 
vandalism is not an isolated incident, De- 
partment records indicate that it is part 
of an increasing trend of problems being 
experienced at the Zoo. Since the summer 
of 1970 there have been 12 reported cases 
of general abuse of park animals. In that 
same period we have had 29 cases of the 
Malicious Destruction and Breaking and 
Entering variety. 


The current operation of the Potter Park 
Zoo includes general supervision by Zoo 
keepers and other full time personnel from 
7:30 a.m, until] 4:00 p.m. Between 3:00 
p.m. and 9:00 p.m., a contract watchman 
provides a very basic level of security in 
the most easterly portion of the park. Park 
Security officers and the Lansing Police 
Department patrol the area periodically 
until midnight, but only on a very limited 
basis between then and when department 
erews arrive again at 7:30 a.m. There is 
Sonitrol Alarm service in three zoo build- 
ings. This has provided some assistance in 
reducing the number of Breaking and 
Entering incidents. Because of this sched- 
ule the zoo is relatively unguarded from 
9:00 p.m, until 7:30 a.m. 
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We are currently making plans to shift 
the schedules of certain full time per- 
sonnel, so they will be in the park from 
6:00 am. to 8:30 p.m. Security services 
would then be required the remaining nine 
and one-half hours per day, seven days a 
week, This shift will not only benefit the 
protection of animals and the facility, but 
also park users who were unable to see 
certain animals in the evening hours be- 
cause of our requirement to have full time 
oe available during hours of dis- 
play. 


The Park Board, at a Budget Study meet- 
ing on Wednesday, January 5, 1977, re- 
viewed our staff recommendation for the 
establishment of a full time watchman’s 
position at the Potter Zoo. This recom- 
Mendation was prepared as a result of 
problems experienced during this past sum- 
mer, and drafted prior to the incident of 
January 4th. The Board responded favor- 
ably to our request and authorized it to be 
included in our 1977-78 budget recom- 
mendation. The twelve month salary of 
this individual is $9,313.00. In addition, 
we recommend contract wages be author- 
ized for a part-time watchman to cover 
additional hours which would allow us to 
assure seven day week, 24 hour operation 
of the Potter Zoo facility, 


Because of the incident of January 4, 
and my interest in not having a reoccur- 
rence, I am respectfully requesting that 
the matter of our recommendation of this 
full time position be given your earliest 
consideration. If it is in the Council’s in- 
tent to approve this position, I would 
recommend that it be done as soon as pos- 
sible, therefore, assuring our earliest im- 
plementation.

Dear Mayor Graves and Council Members: 


Enclosed is the 1976 Municipal Employ- 
ment Survey for the City of Lansing. This 
annual survey is compiled from the statis- 
tics received from each department of our 
City government. This year we have de- 
veloped a more comprehensive comparative 
report reflecting the employment scene 
from December 1972-1976. This period is 
used in order to evaluate the effects of 
The Affirmative Action Plan adopted by 
the City Council, November 18, 1972. 


This year in addition to the recording of 
the separate Federally funded departments 
and personnel, we have included the vari- 
ous classifications and salary ranges of the 
employees, handicap, and the reporting of 
the new hires (turnovers included) as 
identified in the department reports, A 
new dimension is found in the Exhibit XI, 
page 54, here we have documented the 
departmental promotions, December 1, 1975- 
December, 1976. 


The following is a brief summary of 
the changes in the City’s employment pic- 
ture from 1975 to 1976. 


Salaried employment increased from 918 
in 1975 to 920 in 1976. (Federal Employees 
excluded). This is an increase of 2 salaried 
employees, of which both are minority. 
Furthermore, due to turnover 1 additional 
minority is employed. The total increase 
in salaried minorities employed is 3. Sala- 
ried women increased from 186 in 1975 
to 196 in 1976. This is an increase of 10 
salaried women, of which none are minor- 
ity. Through turnover, the total number 
of salaried minority women decreased by 1. 


Hourly employment decreased from 346 
in 1975 to 335 in 1976. (Federal Employees 
excluded). This is a decrease of 11 hourly 
employees, of which 7 were minority. 
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Hourly women remained the same at 19. 
Through turnover 2 additional hourly 
minority women are employed. 


Contract employment increased from 
174 in 1975 to 214 in 1976 (Federal Em- 
ployment excluded), This is an increase 
of 40 contract employees, of which 7 are 
minoritoy. Contract women increased from 
50 in 1975 to 76 in 1976. This is an in- 
crease of 26 contract women, of which 4 
are minority. 


Total employment less federally funded 
employees increased from 1,488 in 1975 to 
1,469 in 1976. This is an increase of 31 
employees, of which 3 are minorities. 
Women employment increased from 255 in 
1975 to 291 in 1976. This is an increase 
of 36 women of which 5 are minorities. 


The Comparative Federal Report, page 4, 
shows an increase since 1972 of 134 em- 
ployees, with a decrease in total minority 
employment of 2, for a reduction of 
25.45%. Women employment for the 
same period has increased 31 employees. 
Taking into account total federal employ- 
ment increased 134 positions, the percent- 
age of federal women employed does not 
keep pace with the 47.82% in 1972. There 
is a reduction in women employment of 
12.28%, 


Exhibit III, page 42, Classification V and 
Above reflects the limited number of 
minorities and women in these positions, 
but also the fact that some progress has 
been made, The Comparative Report shows 
a decrease of 14 positions from 1975 to 
1976. However, the positions held by 
minorities increased by 1 and the posi- 
tions held by women increased by 4. 


Exhibits VII, Total Number of New 
Hires by Departments, page 46-48 shows 
that 20 departments reported new hiring 
opportunities, the majority included turn- 
overs. Of these 150 positions, 24 were 
filled with minority and 41 were filled with 
women. Of the 41 women, 4 were minor- 
ity. Inclusive with the turnover we find 
there is an increase of 3 minority em- 
ployees, 222 in 1975 ot 226 in 1976, in 
total City and Federal employment, for a 
reduction of .09%; while women employ- 
ment increased by 33, 351 in 1975 to 384 
in 1976, for an increase of 1.49%. 


Exhibit X, Number and Classification of 
Employment Increases in Departments Re- 
porting No Minorities in 1975 reflects of 
the 14 departments 8 had hiring oppor- 
tunities totalling 13 positions, However, 
only 1 department, Finance, employed a 
minority through a transfer from another 
department. 


The 1976 Survey should serve notice, 
that the voluntary implementation of The 
Affirmative Action Plan adopted in 1972, 
visibly is still stagnated and the imple- 
mentation of any plan will depend on the 
full commitment of all city employees. 


We sincerely hope that the specific guide- 
lines of The Affirmative Action Plan, 
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adopted October 25, 1976, will meet with 
more success,

On December 18, 1976, I forwarded to 
you for the position of City Attorney the 
name of Kenneth B. Williams, the then 
Senior Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, and 
Attorney-Director, Consumer and Business 
Affairs Division, for the County of Ingham. 
On the aforementioned date, but at 5:00 
p.m., Councilman Robert Hull provided me 
with a copy of a City Attorney’s Opinion, 
dated 3 days previously, which advised 
that: 

“|, . the Mayor is prohibited from ap- 
pointing and the Council is prohibited 
from confirming the temporary or per- 
Manent appointment of any person to 
the position of City Attorney who has 
not maintained a bona fide residence 
within the corporate limits of the City 
of Lansing for one year immediately 
preceding the appointment and who has 
not been a registered elector within the 
City of Lansing during that period.” 


The resulting controversy prompted me 
to request an Opinion from the Attorney 
General of the State of Michigan, through 
State Representative Thomas Holcomb. A 
eopy of the reply is attached. Unlike the 
Opinion of the former City Attorney, and 
that of some Councilmen, the Attorney 
General advises that the language in ques- 
tion creates an “ambiguity,” and further, 
stated that: 

“. .. it is still unclear whether a person 
need only be a registered elector to hold 
city office or whether, alternatively, he 
must be a registered elector for at least 
one year immediately preceding his elec- 
tion or appointment.” 


The Attorney General, also, stated: 
‘“, .. because of its inherent relevancy, I 
must also consider another issue; that is, 
whether a city charter may constitu- 
tionally prohibit a person from being 
elected to or receiving an appointment 
to a city office who fails to meet the 
durational residency requirement.” 


In regard to the latter point, he advices 
of several Michigan cases where the Fed- 
era] Courts in Michigan struck down dura- 
pi residency requirements for several 
cities.

Therefore, I am asking that you immedi- 
ately request the Acting City Attorney to:

In the past, the Frandor Shopping Cen- 
ter has experienced flooding of parking 
areas and of shopping center floors below 
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ground surface. The Montgomery Drain, 
which serves the Frandor Area, is a County 
drain for areas within the City of Lansing, 
Lansing Township and the City of East 
Lansing, and a preliminary report center- 
ing upon this drain, and its relation to the 
problems of flooding in the Frandor Shop- 
ping Center, was forwarded to you some 
time ago. The preliminary report advises 
of the problems resulting from that drain, 
additions within Frandor, itself, expan- 
sions to the north, etc. 


Alternatives, directed at correcting the 
flooding problem, were suggested but there 
is an obvious need for additional storm 
sewer studies in the Frandor Area, to 
determine sources of storm water inflow 
and infiltration into the sanitary sewer 
system, the need for smoke and dye tests, 
final design of construction necessary and 
cost estimates. 


The aforementioned was discussed at a 
meeting, attended by myself, Robert Cor- 
bit, City Engineer, Councilmen Blair, Hull 
and Baker, Ingham County Drain Com- 
missioner Richard Sode, and representa- 
tives of the Frandor Merchants Associa- 
tion, Lansing Township and Wolverine 
Engineering Company, the consultants 
employed on the project. In addition to 
what has been mentioned, the following 
items were discussed: 


—The Drain Area involved, which con- 
sists of approximately 80% City of 
Lansing and 20% Lansing Township; 


—The estimated “ball park” cost of 
$500,000 to help resolve the flood prob- 
lem in the Frandor Area; 


-—The assessment approach, which in- 
cluded shares by the City of Lansing, 
Lansing Township, the Michigan De- 
partment of State Highways, the 
County of Ingham, and possibly the 
Frandor shop owners themselves; and 


—The requirement of two governmental 
units (City of Lansing and Lansing 
Township) petitioning the Ingham 
County Drain Commissioner to initiate 
a comprehensive drain engineering 
study, 


In regard to the final item, Drain Com- 
missioner Sode advised that he had the 
necessary funds on hand to proceed with 
the comprehensive engineering study, if 
the City of Lansing and Lansing Town- 
ship formally petitioned. He advised that 
the assessment of the City of Lansing could 
be spread over a five year period, or even 
up to ten years; the Recommended Capital 
Improvements Program for Fiscal Year 
1977-78 already includes $50,000 for the 
assessment. 


It is obvious to me that the flooding 
situation at the Frandor Shopping Center 
is in need of an affirmative approach— 
unlike other areas being floded, preliminary 
engineering studies indicate that there are 
solutions to the Frandor problem. I 
recommend, therefore, that the City of

On January 17, 1977, you had before 
you my communication pertaining to the 
controversy created by a recent Opinion of 
the former City Attorney, which in essence, 
advised that a person is not eligible to 
hold a City office if he has not been a 
registered elector of the City for at least 
one year, except as otherwise provided in 
the City Charter. The Attorney General 
of the State of Michigan, however, advised 
that the language in question created an 
“ambiguity.” He also indicated that the 
City should seek a Court determination of 
the conslitutionality of the section of the 
Charter, which prohibits a person from 
being elected to or receiving an appoint- 
ment to a City office who fails to meet 
the duration residency requirement—in re- 
gard to this point, the Attorney General 
advised of several Michigan cases where 
the Federal Courts struck down durational 
residency requirements of several cities. 


In my communication of January 17, 
1977, I asked you to immediately request 
the Acting City Attorney to: 


—Proceed to the Cireuit Court of the 
County of Ingham with a request for 
a Declaratory Judgment regarding the 
language contained in Section 4.2, 
Chapter 4 of the City Charter; and 


—Proceed to the same Court requesting 
an Opinion as to whether or not the 
City Charter of the City of Lansing 
may constitutionally prohibit a person 
from being elected to or receiving an 
appointment to a City office who fails 
to meet the one-year durational resi- 
dency requirement. 


The wisdom of Councilman Richard Baker 
prompted him to advise everyone that the 
question was “moot,” and that the matter 
should be “received and placed on file,” a 
polite term for burying an issue, Fortun- 
ately, in your own wisdom you had my 
request sent to the Committee of the 
Whole. 
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Well, the matter is not “moot.” The 
Policemen’s and Firemen’s Retirement Sys- 
tem has a Charter created board, while the 
Employees Retirement System has an 
Ordinance created board. At the Board of 
Trustees meeting (Policemen’s and Fire- 
men’s Retirement System) on Wednesday, 
January 19, one of the members questioned 
the legality of two board members, one a 
fireman and one a policeman, being mem- 
bers of the board, since both reside outside 
of the corporate limits of the City of 
Lansing. Both were duly elected by their 
respective membership. At the Board of 
Trustees meeting (Employees Retirement 
System) the same question arose, since 
two members, also, reside outside of the 
corporate limits of the City of Lansing. 
Both were duly elected by general City 
employees, and one serves as a general 
member and the other female as Chair- 
person. 


On November 16, 1976, the former City 
Attorney advised George S. Lokken, Fed- 
eral Program Coordinator, that the Lan- 
sing City Charter reads in pertinent part: 


“ . . each member of a board shall be 


an officer of the city and shall possess 
the qualifications required by this char- 
ter for holding office.’ 


“Except as otherwise provided in this 
charter, a person is eligible to hold a 
city office if he has been a registered 
elector of the city .. .” 


Did the former City Attorney say to 
the general City Employees, the firemen 
and the policemen, that their representa- 
tives who are to serve on the Board of 
Trustees of the retirement system, must 
be persons who have resided in the City 
for at least one year and registered elec- 
tors during that period? Jf he did not 
say this, then where are the exceptions for 
these “officers of the City” in relation to 
others ? 


Both of the retirement systems deal in 
serious matters, including the investing. of 
millions of dollars of City funds. Deci- 
sions are being made continuously. I, for 
one, do not want to jeopardize the position 
of our general employees, firemen and 
policemen and their legal right to retire- 
ments earned. The issues, in question, 
must be resolved. Contrary to the “opinion” 
of Councilman Baker, the questions at 
hand are not “moot.” Therefore, I am 
once again asking your immediate atten- 
tion to the matter and a fulfillment by you 
of my original request of January 17, 1977.

On April 30, 1976, the petitioner in the 
above captioned matter brought an action 
before the Michigan Tax Tribunal alleging 
that the assessed valuation on its real prop- 
erty for the 1976 tax year was excessive, 
being in excess of 50% of true cash value, 


The land and building in question con- 
sists of the MSU Faculty Club and facilities 
located on Mt. Hope Avenue. The true cash 
value ascribed to the property by the City 
was $1,414,000, This value was based upon 
the best information available to the As- 
sessor’s Office at the time the valuation was 
made, 


During the pendency of this matter, sev- 
eral meetings were held between represen- 
tatives of the petitioners, this office, and the 
Assessor’s Office. Information and data 
eoncerning the value of the property was 
exchanged by both sides. At the conclusion 
of the meetings, it was determined by the 
Assessor that the true cash value of the 
property should be $1,168,000. This revised 
assessment was based upon information 
heretofore unavailable to the Assessor; 
namely, deferred maintenance costs, func- 
tional obsolescence of the building, re- 
duced membership, and a restricted liquor 
license ; all of which operated to reduce the 
true cash value of the property. 


The Assessor is satisfied that the revised 
true cash value of $1,168,000 accurately re- 
flects the value of the building and property 
in question. Therefore, to avoid an unnec- 
essary, protracted, and expensive suit to- 
gether with interest charges and costs, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
the above captioned matter be settled by re- 
ducing the true cash value to $1,168,000 and 
by dismissing the matter with prejudice 
and without costs to either party.

The recently ended recession and the 
effects of the energy crisis have resulted 
in a lack of adequate revenue from the 
City’s share of the Gas & Weight Tax to 
maintain Lansing’s local street system. 
Our efforts to maintain our local streets 
with the reduced funds available have 
caused a backlog in the regular program of 
street resurfacing and maintenance that 
has resulted in inconvenience to our citi- 
zens. The availability of funds being re- 
ceived under the Anti-Recession Fiscal Aid 
Program now makes it possible for the City 
of Lansing to undertake a major street 
resurfacing and maintenance program, 


The Public Service Department has, at 
my request, reviewed the resurfacing needs 
throughout the City and has made its rec- 
ommendation for the scope of the program. 
I, therefore, propose a major repair and 
maintenance program in the amount of 
$516,045, This program, when coupled with 
funds from the Act 51 Local Street Fund, 
will include resurfacing of 18.68 miles of 
local streets throughout the entire City. 
The resurfacing portion of the work pro- 
gram will cost an estimated $350,000 and 
will involve approximately equal efforts in 
each of the Cjty’s four wards.

Re: Planning for Development of Crego 
Park: 


Gentlemen : 


The Federal Government through the De- 
partment of Interior annually appropriates 
money for “Land and Water” park im- 
provement projects. Funds earmarked for 
Michigan are administered through the 
DNR, and have been used for the purchase 
of Sheffield, and the improvements to River- 
front Park. Other Federal Public Service 
Employment projects, and grant programs 
have provided for improvements to Davis 
Park and Kingsley, and the acquisition of 
Riverfront and Crego. 


In order to best plan for the utilization 
of federal funds we must develop Master 
Plan designs, and study the maintenance 
and operation aspects of projects which 
may be eligible for funding. With these 
detailed studies completed we will be able 
to apply for assistance, based on the city’s 
ability to budget matching funds, Once 
approved, implementation will not be de- 
layed by a lengthy period of preliminary 
planning. 


The project meeting most federal criteria 
for funding is the development of Crego 
Park, including Fidelity Lake as s swim- 
ming beach, The park will relate to the 
development of Fenner Arboretum and with 
direct linkage to Potter Park, Major pic- 
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nic facilities, trails, areas for field sports, 
fishing, and canoe and food concessions are 
feasible, 


In order for the city to take best advan- 
tage of federal projects, and to assure or- 
derly development within our financial lim- 
itations, we are recommending that such a 
study be conducted on Crego Park. This 
will include a Master Plan, cost estimates, 
and construction phasing plans, along with 
hydrological studies on the river and the 
lake. Consideration will also be given to 
the Board of Water and Light lime-pits and 
their relationship to the park. 


Once this study is completed we will be 
better prepared to pee the YCC Summer 
work project, C.E.T.A, labor grants, and 
Federal Capitol Improvement money for 
an orderly development. 


It is further recommended that $12,000 
be appropriated for this study. The cost 
has been determined by computing a stand- 
ard fee per acre of developable Jand, and 
one for natural areas; with separate costs 
delienated for the lake, and the linkage to 
Potter. An Architect/Engineer firm will 
be selected based on their experience in the 
design and implementation of a project of 
this scope.

Gentlemen: 


The City of Lansing Parking Revenue 
Bond Ordinance, dated May 31, 1966, Sec- 
tion 20 (k) states, “The City of Lansing 
shall not furnish any free service of the 
System to any person, firm or corporation, 
publie or private, or to any public agency 
or instrumentality.” The system is defined 
in the Ordinance as, “all existing street 
parking spaces ..., all existing off-street 
parking facilities . .., and all off-street 
parking facilities hereafter acquired or con- 
structed or hereafter improved, enlarged 
and extended, and street parking spaces 


where fees or charges are collected . . . 
which might hereafter be acquired . 
known as the City of Lansing Automobile 


Parking System .. . 


Therefore free parking cannot be pro- 
vided in the Washington Malls or any other 
of the Parking System facilities where fees 
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are currently being charged or have been 
charged since passage of the Revenue Bond 
Ordinance, The only exception to this is 
if a facility is “determined hy the City to 
be unserviceable, inadequate, obsolete, worn 
out, unfit to be used or no longer required 
for use in the operation of the System.” 
The Parking System is required to charge 
a fee for services provided, whether the fee 
is paid by the parker or by a private prop- 
erty owner or property owners wishing to 
provide their customers with a free service. 


The Traffic Board is unanimously opposed 
to any action which would require the 
Parking System to be subsidized by the 
City of Lansing Genera] Fund. In view of 
the projected deficit budget submitted for 
FY 77-78, the Traffic Board recommended 
that, “City Council review its policy of 
allowing free parking at city owned facili- 
ties, and review the parking rates, . 
with the purpose of reducing and hopefully 
eliminating the projected operating deficit.” 


Allowing free parking in the Washington 
Malls on Saturdays would, in addition to 
violating the Revenue Bond Ordinance, re- 
sult in a financial loss to the Parking Sys- 
tem. Average Saturday income for the 
three Mall lots during 1976 was $385 per 
Saturday, or $20,000 annually. Annual ex- 
penses to operate the three Malls on Sat- 
urday is $12,210. This includes five attend- 
ants, costs for the tickets and night en- 
velopes, and depreciation of the tickets dis- 
pensers. We have revised the work sched- 
ules so that overtime is no longer paid to 
the mall attendants. Free Saturday park- 
ing would result in a net loss to the Park- 
ing System of $7,790 annually, and would 
necessitate a reduction in staff of one mall 
attendant. 


A secondary impact of allowing free 
parking will he, I believe, an increase in 
the number of long term parkers in the 
mall lots. This will reduce the number of 
spaces available for the short term parker, 
who is the shopper.

On November 22, 1976, a Community 
Centers Study Ad Hoe Committee was es- 
tablished by Council resolution to “complie 
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all available information and to make spe- 
cific short-range and long-range recommen- 
dations to the Council pertaining to a bal- 
anced recreational program throughout the 
city, including but not limited to the pos- 
sible planning, locating, building and fi- 
nancing of community and recreation cen- 
ters.” Members of the committee include 
the Program Coordinator (Chairman), the 
Parks and Recreation Director, the Plan- 
ning Director and the Finance Director. 


The first committee meeting was held on 
January 20, 1977 to discuss the direction of 
the committee’s activities and relevant is- 
sues impacting the proposed study of com- 
munity centers, recreational facilities and 
alternatives to community centers. After 
much discussion the following determina- 
tions were made: 


1. That the request for a study of this 
nature was premature, based upon the 
lack of background data delineating 
the potentiality of existing community 
center uses, i,e., Kingsley Place and 
Gier Park Community Centers, 


2. That a study be made of alternative 
recreational sources within the geo- 
graphic areas, including utilization of 
the Lansing School District facilities. 
The school district has prepared a 
school district utilization study that 
could serve as supportive data to any 
study that may be conducted by the 
City of Lansing, 


The committee agreed that to undertake 
a study of this magnitude and to compile 
and make recommendations on existing and 
future community center uses and recrea- 
tional facilities was above and beyond the 
capabilities of the Office of the Program 
Coordinator. 


The Community Centers Study Ad Hoc 
Committee recommends: (a) that the study 
pertaining to the analysis of and require- 
ment for existing and future Community 
Centers be the specific responsibility of the 
Parks and Recreation Department with re- 
search and data collection to be provided 
by the Planning Department as appropri- 
ate and in coordination with the Parks and 
Recreation Department; and (b) that the 
City Council accept this preceding recom- 
mendation and adopt a new resolution spe-

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 
February 1, 1977, did not recommend a 
change in zoning from “A-1” Family Resi- 
dential District to “F’’ Commercial District 
for the property located at 5724 Kaynorth 
Road. The Zoning and Ordinance Commit- 
tee of the Planning Board recommended 
that the property be rezoned from “A-1” 
Family Residential District to “F’ Com- 
mercial District subject to the following: 


1) That the east 20 feet of Lot 9 remain 
undeveloped and be maintained as a 
landseaped buffer strip. 


2) That vehicular access to the site be 
limited to South Cedar Street and no 
curb cuts permitted on Kaynorth Road. 


3) That no structures be constructed in the 
Weigman Drain Easement. 


4) That site development plans be sub- 
mitted for approval by the Planning De- 
partment, Public Service Department 
and the Traffic Engineer, including ; 


a) location and use of buildings, 

b) location and layout of parking areas, 

c) number of parking spaces, 

d) landscaping, screening and fencing, 
and 


e) final grade 
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5) That landscaping and screening be sub- 
ject to review and approval by the Plan- 
ning Department and be completed prior 
to the issuance of Occupancy Permit. 


This recommendation received a 4 yeas, 
3 nays vote of the Board members. The 
members of the Board who voted in favor 
of this request felt that the request for 
commercial zoning was reasonable since it 
fit into the existing strip commercial pat- 
tern along South Cedar Street. They also 
felt that the conditions outlined in the 
committee Report provide adequate protec- 
tion to the adjacent residential] area. 


Those members voting in opposition to 
the request felt that there should be more 
specific plans submitted for development of 
the site prior to a favorable recommenda- 
tion on the zoning. They also found that 
sidewalks did not exist along either side of 
Kaynorth Road, which is directly to the 
east of this property, and felt that side- 
walks should be installed if more intense 
use was made of this land.

On January 17, 1977, I forwarded to you 
a copy of the attached communication. To 
date, you have unfortunately chosen to not 
resolve the key legal questions pertaining 
to the Office of the City Attorney, Instead, 
- have together, and individually, ad- 
vised : 


—That “the past practice of elevating an 
individual from within the City Attor- 
ney’s Office to the position of City At- 
torney must continue,” to retain what 
has been called “continuity” ; 


—That no individual would be acceptable 
to the City Council for the position of 
City Attorney, except the present Chief 
Assistant City Attorney ; 


—That no more extensions would be 
granted by the City Council for the pur- 
pose of selecting a City Attorney. 


This approach is not totally accurate in 
that former Mayor's appointments for City 
Attorney have been from outside City Hall, 
and when I appointed Oskar Hornbach to 
serve as City Attorney, he, too, came from 
outside City Hall. The notification to me 
as of Monday, January 31, that a temporary 
attorney would not be extended, eliminates 
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my opportunity to interview a minority, 
a handicapped individual, an individual 
with substantial trial experience, an indi- 
vidual with more than 20 years of experi- 
ence with the Attorney General of the State 
of Michigan, and several others who have 
applied for the position. It is interesting to 
note, too, that contrary to the opinion of 
the past City Attorney, that an individual 
appointed to the post of City Attorney must 
have been a voter and resident of the City 
of Lansing for at least one year, Michael 
F, Cavanaugh, who now serves as a Michi- 
gan Court of Appeals Judge, was originally 
employed by the City in May of 1967 —- 
he registered to vote on July 18, 1967 — 
and, was appointed City Attorney on Oc- 
tober 2, 1967, and then served for approxi- 
mately 18 months in that capacity. 


Because of your stance, and because the 
Office of the City Attorney cannot continue 
without a permanent City Attorney, I am 
submiting o you for confirmation the name 
of Timothy W. Sanderson for the position 
of City Attorney, Mr, Sanderson presently 
serves as the Chief Assistant City Attorney. 
He is a very dedicated young man, with a 
unique ability to research and to analyze. 
However, his courtroom experience is very 
limited, even though he has represented the 
City in Workmen’s Compensation cases, has 
appeared before the Tax Tribunal, sub- 
mitted Appeals to the Michigan Court of 
Appeals, and several other matters. In my 
discussions with Mr. Sanderson, I was 
pleased to know of his awareness of the 
need for an assistant with trial experience. 
Also, I have recommended to him the need 
of having an attorney on the staff of mi- 
nority background.

Except as 
otherwise provided here, this act shall 
not be construed as modifying or re- 
stricting the immunity of the state from 
tort liability as it existed heretofore, 
which immunity is hereby affirmed.” 


However, I have been advised that the 
City charged 10 cents for the storage of the 
skates; thus forming a bailment contract.

On October 21, 1976 the Forestry Division 
removed a dead tree located on the west 
side of 2606 Hazelwood.

This is in reply to Councilman Baker’s 
resolution of December 6, 1976 (p. 1140) 
regarding polling places being made acces- 
sible for the physically handicapped. 


Mr, Wayne Smith, Election Supervisor 
made a survey of each polling place. I am 
attaching copies of his findings. You will 
note that most of these places are in school 
buildings, over which the City Clerk has no 
jurisdiction. The election law reads: “Sec. 
662—school houses, police stations and other 
publicly owned or controlled buildings shall, 
whenever possible and convenient, be used 
as polling places.’”’ Mr. Smith has been in 
touch with Mr. John D, Marrs, Information 
Services of Lansing School District relative 
to this and he is looking into the possibility 
of the use of ramps at the schools. 
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I am fully aware that some of these lo- 
cations cause some inconvenience to some 
of the voters, but I want to say it is not 
easy finding available locations for polling 
places. It must also be noted that in the 
election law there is a section 758 relative 
to absentee voting which provides for and 
mentions physical disability, 


I also wish to say that our voting devices 
are 40 inches in height when erected. 


Mr. Smith has had a couple of meetings 
with Councilman Baker and I wanted you 
to know we will do anything that is at all 
possible to correct any of the situations that 
now exist if we can.

Gentlemen : 


Outlined herein is a basic five point plan 
to minimize the impact of State Unemploy- 
ment regulations on Park and Recreation 
Department programs. The plan includes 
certain procedures we can use to limit the 
potential of being obligated for unemploy- 
ment benefits. This includes the limiting of 
the term of service of some employees to 15 
weeks by changing the length of time cer- 
tain programs are offered. Other employ- 
ees, those providing leadership and services 
requiring continuity beyond the 15 weeks 
period will create a potential financial ob- 
ligation for the city. The extent of this 
obligation can be minimized by fully uti- 
lizing these contract employees. A poten- 
tial third group of employees has been iden- 
tified who also will create some financial 
risk, but because of a limitation on weekly 
earnings will have a limited financial im- 
pect ef determined qualified for benefits by 
M le 


1. Sports schedules will be adjusted to as- 
sure continuous employment opportuni- 
ties for those officials who are qualified 
to referee the variety of different sport 
programs offered by the city. A basic 
cadre of approximately thirty-five offi- 
cials will be organized and employed for 
this purpose. This group will be sup- 
plemented by two separate groups of 
officials necessary for covering peak pro- 
gramming periods. The first group 
would be comprised of individuals quali- 
fied to officiate only one sport, and who 
would be eligible to have weekly earn- 
ings of over $25.00. Members of this 
team would be employed for a period of 
not to exceed 15 calendar weeks, The 
second group would officiate league pro- 
grams with maximum earnings not to 
exceed $25.00 per week. Employment 
would be for the duration of the pro- 
gram, 


2. Programs and services which are not 
part of a sequence of similar activities, 
nor, by nature run on a season longer 
than 15 weeks will be limited to that 
period of duration. 


3. Employees working in a program run- 
ning less than 15 weeks, and earning 
less than $25.00 per week may be re- 
employed for subsequent activities with 
the maximum earning rate of $25.00 
weekly, Termination would be for nor- 
mal reasons, unrelated to unemployment 
regulations. 


4. Employees working in a program run- 
ning less than 15 weeks, and earning 
more than $25.00 per week, may be re- 
employed prior to being off the payroll 
for 31 weeks, or employed beyond the 
16 week time limitation only upon ap- 
proval of the Director of Parks and Rec- 
reation. Approval will follow review of 
efforts to identify and employ qualified 
individuals currently outside of city em-

ployment or those creating a minimum 
potential for unemployment obligation. 


5. Employees working in programs or ser- 
vices which by nature extend beyond 15 
weeks, including the supervision of Sen- 
ior Citizen, Drop-In, and Community 
Center programs ; the Golf Course Start- 
ers, Zoo Contact Area attendants, and 
Park Watchmen employed on a 12 
month basis, will be exempt from the 
limitations on term of employment, or 
earnings, Also, Supervisors of Programs 
for the Handicapped, because of the spe- 
cial skill and experience required to per- 
form such work, will be exempt from 
such limitations. 


The $25.00 figure used in these recom- 
mendations relates to its apparent import- 
ance in the 1974 State Law. The original 
interpretation of that Act was that weekly 
earnings of less than $25.00 would not 
count toward benefits. The actual use of 
that dollar value in determining unemploy- 
ment liability is now quite vague because of 
conflicting interpretations by M.E.S.C. ad- 
ministrators and Hearing Referees. I have 
retained use of that dollar amount based on 
the potential of M.E.S.C. rulings being 
made in our favor; and its use as a limit 
to earnings as related to minimal financial 
liability, 


The actual financial impact of this plan 
is difficult for my department to assess, 
The Finance Office may be able to make a 
reasonably accurate projection, but an ac- 
tual history will have to be established for 
the purpose of accurate budget planning.

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February 22, 1977 
Honorable Mayor and Members 
of the Lansing City Council 
Re: Claim of Trent C. Bushnell 


Dear Mayor and Council: 


On November 4, 1976 Trent C. Bushnell 
filed a claim with the City of Lansing re- 
garding damages incurred to his home lo- 
cated at 2606 Hazelwood Drive, Lansing, 
Michigan when a city forestry crew dropped 
a tree it was removing causing panels of 
aluminum siding to be pulled from the 
house. It has been verified that the original 
siding cannot be matched. 


Initially Mr. Bushnell filed a claim for 
$922.50. This figure was derived by Mr. 
Bushnell taking the Roary Corporation’s 
appraisal for $1,230.00 and deducting 25% 
for the wear on the original siding. Mr. 
Bushnell’s good faith request was made 
with respect to what he thought was fair. 


Subsequently, in a letter to Council dated 
January 20, 1977 I informed Council that 
governmental immunity would exculpate 
the City of Lansing from liability. How- 
ever, it was the feeling of the City Council 
that regardless of governmental immunity, 
the City might still pay for the damage and 
directed the Department of Law to enter 
into negotiations wih Mr. Bushnell on an 
adjusted claim. 


This office asked Mr. Bushnell to get two 
more appraisals. He complied with this 
request. Interstate Insulation will re-side 
the house for $1,485 and Raven Enterprises 
of Lansing, Inc. would charge $968.00 for 
similar work, Mr. Bushnell informed this 
office that the Roary Corporation and the 
Interstate appraisals were for insulated 
siding and that the Raven Enterprises of 
Lansing, Inc. appraisal was for un-insu- 
lated siding. He further acknowledged that 
the existing siding on his home was not 
insulated, 


As a result of conversation with Mr. 
Bushnell and this office, I am now recom- 
mending that Mr. Bushnell be awarded 
$726.00. 


This figure was derived by taking 75% 
of the lowest bid of $968.00. Mr, Bushnell 
originally adjusted his claim by asking 75% 
of the first appraisal. His good faith ad- 
justment resulted in this formula.

In accordance with your Resolution of 
January 31, 1977 regarding energy conser- 
vation measures for city owned structures, 
we would make the following suggestions. 
It should be clearly noted, that for these 
measures to be effective, it will be necessary 
to have complete cooperation and monitor- 
ing by the individual department heads or 
their designee. 


1) Set thermostats in all buildings at a 
maximum of 68°. (Department heads 
should review special locations where 
lower settings can be used—exmaple, 
Fire Chief has issued orders for 65° 
setting in dormitories and 60° in ap- 
paratus areas), 


2) Department heads should check indi- 
vidual heat controls in City Hall in 
wall units on a routine basis to assure 
compliance with item No. 1 above. 


8) All incandescent spot lights on North 
and South outside walls of City Hall 
to be turned off. 


4) Each department should designate a 
person to be responsible for turning 
off lights at 5:00 P.M. and in areas 
not being used, 


5) Reduce all hall lighting by 10%. 


6) Reduce all outside lighting by 25%, 
providing security is not impaired, This 
applies to parking areas, storage yards, 
and in particular, the Waste Water 
Treatment Plant. 


7) All janitorial and maintenance person- 
nel to keep all lights off except in their 
immediate work areas. 


8) Discontinue use of all personal radios. 


9) Discontinue use of all individual fans, 
electric heaters, acquariums, refrigera- 
tors, ete. 


10) Curtail use of coffee makers. Maximum 
of one per floor. 


11) Use stairs in lieu of elevators if travel 
is only up or down one floor, 


12) Set all domestic type water heaters at 
110°. 


13) Where possible, eliminate heat in stair- 
wells. 


14) Eliminate idling of vehicles to maxi- 
mum, exceptions are those that require 
idling to maintain in operating condi- 
tion, 


15) Turn off all office machines except 
when in actual use. 
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Compliance with the above should result 
in a considerable savings and will not en- 
tail any additional expenditures by the city. 


Additional energy savings can be had if 
certain structural alterations can be cost 
effective, such as installation of storm win- 
dows, storm doors, insulation, ete. Also, 
the Parks Department should investigate 
the cost of individual switches to reduce 
lighting in Parks when only routine main- 
tenance is being performed, such as Syca- 
more Park during flooding operations for 
skating rinks.

Subject: Act 2-77, River Street Cul-de-Sac 


The Lansing Planning Board at its last 
regular meeting on Tuesday, February 15, 
1977 completed its review under Public 
Act 285 of the proposed project to cul-de- 
sac River Street at Kalamazoo. The project 
received unanimous approval subject to the 
following provisions: 


1. That the cul-de-sac project be included 
as a portion of the Kalamazoo Street 
Bridge contract to assure funding. 


2. That the cul-de-sac be designed to stay 
within the existing right-of-way. 


3. That a pedestrian/bicycle access to the 
planned riverfront hiking/biking path 
and to the interior to the neighborhood 
be retained. 


4. That the closing of River Street for the 
cul-de-sac be phased to occur at the 
same time Cherry becomes a two-way 
street and the Kalamazoo Sstreet Bridge 
is closed. This will discourage detour 
traffic from cutting through the neigh- 
borhood. 


5. That the vacated street (River) be dedi- 
eated for a park addition which will 
maintain the necessary utility easements 
and sidewalks. 


6. That the existing trees will be protected 
or replaced if necessary, and that addi- 
tiona] trees and landscaping will be pro- 
vided in large park areas with input 
from the Cherry Hill Neighborhood As- 
sociation, 
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7. That a left turn be permitted at the 
intersection of Main and Washington 
Streets to allow neighborhood residents 
access to the east while Kalamazoo 
Street Bridge is closed. 


8. That the barriers at the end of the cul- 
de-sac be designed aesthetically and 
preferably non-metallic.

Attached are the Park Board’s 1977 rec- 
ommendations for the Fees and Charges. 
Those proposed for change are in Seript 
Type. I feel several require additional ex- 
planation to that provided in the schedule. 


1. The Fees for the Arts Instructional Pro- 
grams are based on a formula in which 
adults will pay for special materials and 
the total cost of instruction. Youths and 
Senior Citizens will also pay for mate- 
rials, but for only one-half the cost of 
the teacher, The actual charge will be 
determined by the number of students, 
cost of instruction, and the number of 
times the class meets. Youth and Senior 
rates apply to special Art programs, and 
not to the playground or afterschool, nor 
the Senior Center Programs. 


2. All changes in the fees for athletic 
Leagues are based on the formula as 
noted at the bottom of page 3, 
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3. Being proposed in the 1977-78 operating 
budget is the concession operation of the 
Washington Park Tennis facility. This 
will include the reservation of tennis 
courts during evening and weekend 
hours, as well as food services for the 
Junior Baseball, tennis, and general 
park patrons. The fee recommended on 
page 9 will cover the cost (minus con- 
cession supplies which generate some 
profit) if three of the six courts are 
rented per hour. 


4, Also requested in the budget is the pur- 
chase of picnic tables specifically for 
Riverfront Park. The fee proposed on 
page 9 is for the transporting of tables 
from Potter and Frances for major 
events not sponsored by the city. Rates 
are based on actual labor charges as 
documented during 1976. 


5. New this year is a recommended fee at 
Potter Park. This has been proposed by 
the Friends of the Zoo Society based on 
the theory that revenue will be used 
for continued growth, added mainten- 
ance, and new programming of the Park 
and Zoo facility. 


The Fees and Charges were approved by 
the Park Board at their meeting of Feb- 
ruary 16, 1977. I would appreciate your 
prompt review and action on these as many 
involve our spring programs. If you have 
any questions I will be available to review 
the schedule with you.

tained therein. Effective January 1, 1975, 
public employers within the State of Mich- 
igan, were mandated the responsibility of 
providing unemployment compensation ben- 
efits under several optional provisions of 
Act Number 104 of the Public Acts of 1974, 
The City of Lansing elected the option, 
“Reimbursing Employer’ and has func- 
Soars under that option of the Act to this 
late, 


The Administrative Regulations referred 
to have acted as controls in the areas of 
number of total weeks of part-time em- 
Ployment as well as minimum number of 
elapsing weeks after termination of such 
employment and prior to re-employment. 
These controls served their primary purpose 
which has been to limit the City’s financial 
liabilities in the area of unemployment 
compensation. For the period January 1, 
1975 through December 30, 1976, the City 
of Lansing has expended $113,051.00 of 
paid unemployment compensation claims, 
which amount is within the forecasted and 
actual budgetary appropriations for such 
purpose. The FY 1976-’77 budgetary appro- 
priation totals $150,000.00. 


Recently, certain council members, and 
others have questioned the desirability of 
adherence to the existing controls pointing 
to certain programs and scheduling prob- 
lems caused by the controls enforcement 
which has been a responsibility of the City 
Personnel Department, The City’s Parks 
and Recreation Director has furnished the 
Council] Committee on Parks and Recrea- 
tion with several suggestions for alleviating 
the referred to program and scheduling 
problems, as far as recreational Contract 
Payroll personne] are affected, under date 
of February 17, 1977. The Personnel De- 
partment has analyzed such suggestions in 
the light of frequently changing Michigan 
Employment Security Commission guide- 
lines and Rules of Procedure for the liti- 
gation of disputed claims and with consid- 
eration for the possible financial impact 
surrounding unemployment compensation 
future liabilities covering non-contract pay- 
roll, full-time, seasonal personnel employed 
generally from May 1 through October 1 
each year. 


At its meeting held on February 28, 1977, 
the Counci] Committee on Personnel dis- 
cussed and evaluated two alternative pro- 
posals presented to it by the City Personnel 
Director, with the consensus being to place 
the enclosed Committee Resolution on the 
Council Agenda for March 7, 1977.

II— New Unemployment Administrative 
Regulations I, II, III, IV, and V shall be 
taken verbatim from the recommendations 
of the Parks and Recreation Director as 
found in his letter dated February 17, 1977, 
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excepting that the words, “and the City 
Personnel Director,’ shall be added to the 
first sentence of Regulation number four, 


III — The Director of Finance shall be 
notified, upon passage of the resolution, 
that the existing fiscal year appropriation 
of $150,000.00 for unemployment compensa- 
tion shall be increased to $250,000.00 for 
fiscal year 1977-’78 in order to meet the 
estimated cost of the proposed relaxation 
sd Administrative Regulations as outlined 
above. 


I have recommended all of the above to 
the Council Committee on Personnel as 
methods whereby greater continuity may be 
achieved within certain recreational pro- 
grams which appear to be hampered by the 
existing limitations to duration of part- 
time employment. In_ recognition of the 
fact that the financial impact upon the City 
budget can be increased by actions of the 
Legislature and Governor of the State, or 
indeed by Administrative decisions. of the 
Michigan Employment Security Commis- 
sion, I feel that, barring future amend- 
ments of substance to the primary Act, the 
City would be wise to increase its budgetary 
appropriations as outlined in order to lib- 
eralize the existing regulations.

December 6, 1976, Council approved the 
preparation of proposals for CETA, Title 
I work Experience Projects. Phase I was 
to fund work experience for hard-core 
unemployed, the primary objective being 
the clean-up and refurbishing of City 
Hall, The resolution states that the Man- 
power Office would work in cooperation 
with Public Service for Phase I and in 
cooperation with Parks and Recreation 
for Phase II. (See December 6, 1976, 
Resolution attached). 


In the proposal package, it was specified 
that the Manpower Office would have ad- 
ministrative and operational control over 
the cleanup of City Hall. The Mayor’s 
Office and Councilmen McKane, Baker 
and Hull received copies of the proposal 
for their review. Attached is the page 

from the proposal which specifies ad- 
ministrative and operational control under 
the Manpower Office.

On Monday, February 28, a request by 
the T-W-O-CB Club to conduct a charitable 
fund raising event at Riverfront Park, in 
mid-May, was referred to me for reply by 
the Council’s Committee on Parks and Rec- 
reation, and with your approval.

The T-W-O-CB Club, in_a very loosely 
knit proposal to the Parks Department and 
the Council’s Committee on Parks and Rec- 
reation, proposed that the event in question 
be operated 48 straight hours, starting late 
Friday evening, May 18, the funds from 
which would be turned over to Muscular 
Dystrophy. Overnight camping was re- 
quested. The loosely knit plans include a 
carnival, pig roast and “concerts.” 


Douglas Finley, Director, Parks and Rec- 
reation Department, advised you as follows: 


“It is within my authority to approve 
use of the park providing there is (1) 
no approval of the waiving of existing 
fees, (2) no commitment made involving 
other City departments, or (3) no vari- 
ance of ordinances of the City of Lansing 
involved. Within these limits I will au- 
thorize use of the gravel parking area on 
the Southeast corner of Saginaw and 
Grand. General permission will also be 
made for conducting events during hours 
of general park usage (7:00 a.m. to 11:00 
p.m.), and I will require $100.00 be de- 
posited for park clean-up. The cost for 
additional services (provided by any City 
department) will be estimated, and will 
be collected in advance. Overnight camp- 
ing was originally requested, but will not 
be permitted.” 


I am in accord with his recommendations,

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This letter is in response to a letter from 
Mr. and Mrs. Don Carrigan regarding in- 
juries suffered by their son Scott, age 7, 
totaling $26.50. 


On two consecutive days in October Scott 
Carrigan ran into a street sign that was 
hanging over the sidewalk on Mt. Hope be- 
tween Cedar and Ray Streets, On both 
oceasions Scott was on his way to school. 


After the first accident Mrs. Carrigan re- 
ported the dangerous condition to the Lan- 
sing Police Department hoping the sign 
would be removed. After the second acci- 
dent Mrs, Carrigan contacted the Traffic 
Department. An investigation revelaed a 
downed sign and post lying on the ground 
which was subsequently removed. The sec- 
ond accident accounts for the damages re- 
quested. 


MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3,.996(103) states: 
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“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the exist- 
ence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before injury 
took place, Knowledge of the defect and 
time to repair the same shall be conclu- 
sively presumed when the defect existed 
so as to be readily apparent to an or- 
dinarily observant person for a period of 
30 days or longer before the injury took 
place.” (emphasis added) 


It is the opinion of this office that the 
placement and condition of street signs is 
an integral operation of the maintenance 
of any highway or roadway. 


Mrs. Carrigan’s initial phone call to the 
Police Department must considered as 
notice of a potentially dangerous condition. 
The fact that such condition was not rec- 
tified after notification lends itself to the 
fact that the ciy was negligent. 


At the time, the report probably was not 
considered an urgent or dangerous situa- 
tion. Only an unusual set of facts, such as 
those that happened, could such an accident 
occur, 


In any event, it appears that the city was 
maintaining a defective sign, with knowl- 
edge, on a roadway which resulted in 
Scott’s injury. In light of the facts set 
forth above, coupled with the applicable 
statutory law, this office is of the opinion 
that the city is liable for the medical bill 
incurred by Scott Carrigan in the amount 
of $26.50.

On February 7, 1977, the Lansing City 
Council passed a resolution directing the 


Planning Board to recommend options for 
the future of Capitol Commons. 


In formulating recommendations for your 
consideration, the Planning Board decided 
to examine Capitol Commons within a 
broader context of housing redevelopment 
efforts in the Central City. The Board 
considered : 


1. Past policy statements regarding Cen- 
tral City Housing Redevelopment 
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2. Characteristics of the Lansing Housing 
Market 


8. Recommendations made by consultants 
and other public agencies regarding Cen- 
tral City Lensing 


4, Current status of potential redevelop- 
ment areas 


5. Activities necessary to complete hous- 
ing redevelopment projects 


6. Development tools available to provide 
incentives to accomplish this goal. 


The Planning Board then considered sev- 
eral levels of commitment necessary to 
achieve completion of the two housing re- 
development projects already under way; 
e.g., Cedar-Shiawassee and Capitol Com- 
mons. This analysis titled ‘Options and 
Recommendations for the Establishment of 
a Central City Housing Development Proc- 
ess with Specific Implementation Strate- 
gies for the Cedar/Shiawassee and Capitol 
Commons Redevelopment Projects” is at- 
tached to this letter. 


Based on the above report, the Planning 
Board makes the following recommenda- 
tions to the City Council. 


1, The City of Lansing should pursue a 
comprehensive policy of residential re- 
development for the Central Area. Such 
a comprehensive policy would stress a 
coordinated approach to the redevelop- 
ment process, rather than a series of 
unrelated land use decisions. 


2. That a Municipal Development Team be 
created with high level representatives 
from the Housing and Redevelopment 
Department, Planning Department, 
Mayor’s Office, City Council and the At- 
torney’s Office to aggressively package 
and market all redevelopment parcels, 
This Development Team would have the 
responsibility to formulate and publicize 
a development package for a specific 
parcel, respond to proposals in a timely 
manner, negotiate with the developer 
for the provision of various incentive 
mechanisms, and represent such posi- 
tions and action before the Mayor and 
City Council, It is recognized that in- 
dividual parcels with special problems 
may require additional team members 
from other City departments or EDA, 
DDA, FHA, MSHDA and the State of 
Michigan. 


8. That the development team be supported 
by competent personnel familiar with 
the Housing Development process. This 
staff should be responsible to a single 
department. 


4. There are numerous levels of commit- 
ment that the City of Lansing could 
pursue in order to promote central area 
housing redevelopment. Considering the 
substantial expenditures of public funds 
in the Cedar/Shiawassee and Capitol 
Commons projects, and considering the 
limited market absorpton rate for new 
housing construction in this area, it is 
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pragmatic for the City to concentrate 
such activity on these two proposals in 
a prioritized manner, In order to pro- 
mote efficient and effective implementa- 
tion activities, the Planning Board rec- 
ommends : 


a. The adoption of a Level III commit- 
ment for the Cedar/Shiawassee proper- 
ty. This approach would encourage the 
aggressive marketing of the 8.5 acre 
Cedar/Shiawassee parcel to a developer 
or developers to construct a medium to 
high density housing project with a uni- 
fied site plan and homogeneous building 
design theme, This marketing approach 
shall utilize a range of development in- 
centives in order to assist the private 
sector in making the project more eco- 
nomiecally viable, 


b. The adoption of a Level IV commit- 
ment for the Capitol Commons project 
area, This approach would initiate de- 
velopment of Phase I of Capitol Com- 
mons which is tied to agreements be- 
tween the City of Lansing, FHA, 
MSHDA, financial institutions and resi- 
dential developers to complete develop- 
ment of the remaining project area. 
This approach should also eliminate or 
aleviate some of the negative environ- 
mental factors in the adjacent residen- 
tial areas. This level of commitment 
should minimally require: 


1) that the City commit $600,000 in 
the coming fiscal year to either: ac- 
quire a buffer to Phase I, acquire an- 
other development parcel adjacent to 
Phase I, or install the public improve- 
ments necessary to market Phase I; 


2) that the City commit a fixed per- 
centage of the next three-year Com- 
munity Development Program toward 
the completion of Capitol Commons; 


3) that the City formalize an agree 
ment to complete acquisition of the 
balance of the project and to rehabili- 
tate the adjacent residential area, 
This agreement would only be contin- 
gent upon obtaining participation in 
the project from FHA. 


The Planning staff will be happy to meet 
with you to discuss these recommendations 
in more detail.

Pursuant to the directives contained with- 
in a resolution on this subject which was 
adopted by the Lansing City Council on 
February 7, 1977, and in consideration of 
the Planning Board recommendations on 
the options for the future of Capitol Com- 
mons, which recommendations are being 
forwarded to you as a separate agenda 
item for your meeting scheduled for March 
14, 1977, the undersigned hereby forward 
our recommendations regarding BILD Cor- 
poration. Said recommendations are set 
forth in the attachments hereto. 


In summary, the Planning Board has 
recommended that all central city housing 
redevelopment efforts be implemented in a 
coordinated manner, based on previous poli- 
cy positions of the City of Lansing. As 
concerns Capitol Commons, a specific level 
(Level IV in the Planning Board report) 
of implementation is recommended, If the 
City Council accepts the Planning Board 
recommendations, it is felt that the follow- 
ing specific steps should be authorized by 
the Lansing City Council. 


1. Pursuant to Section 2A-23 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
the Housing and Redevelopment Depart- 
ment shall be made responsible for all 
liquid assets to be reverted to the City 
from BILD. Said assets shall be devoted 
to discharging current BILD liabilities 
and the implementation of Capitol Com- 
mons. 


2. A contract extension should be executed 
which would continue title to Capitol 
Commons land in the name of BILD 
Corporation, This could facilitate devel- 
opment opportunities, and is necessary 
while procedures to declare Capitol Com- 

mons, or a portion thereof, a blighted 
area pursuant to Public Act 344 of 1945 
are instituted by the City of Lansing. 
The City Attorney has expressed reser- 
vations on this recommendation, as has 
ocpD. 
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8. Two additional positions should be au- 
thorized within the Housing and Rede- 
velopment Department to implement the 
Planning Board recommendations. The 
position of Assistant Director for De- 
velopment X (at the third year salary 
level) should be filled by the direct 
transfer of the current Executive Direc- 
tor of BILD. The position of Project 
Development Officer VIIA should be 
filled through routine procedures, 


4. All BILD equipment shall be physically 
transferred to the City Warehouse on 
or about April 1, 1977. By July 1, 1977, 
the Housing and Redevelopment Direc- 
tor and the Purchasing Director shall 
forward their recommendations as to 
the extent of surplus property available 
for redistribution. 


5. It is the recommendation of the Finance 
Department, and coneurred in by the 
balance of the undersigned, that the 
funds recommended in the Planning 
Board document, for the period of April 
1, 1977, through June 30, 1978, be allo- 
eated from the following sources: 


1st Year CD Funds:

ORDINANCE NO. 445 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, _ PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY REVISING SECTION 9B-4, 
SECTION 9B-5, AND SECTION 9E-7 OF 
SAID CODE, 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by revising Section 9B-4, Section 
9B-5, and Section 9E-7, to read as follows: 


Sec. 9B-4. Examination and license re- 
quired. 


(1) No person, firm or corporation shall 
engage in the business of, or perform the 
work of, installing, erecting or altering any 
mechanical equipment unless the person or 
individual of a firm or of a corporation has 
first obtained a license therefor from the 
city, by filing with the city clerk an appli- 
cation, and an insurance policy as herein 
required. Should a vacancy occur in the 
position of the sole licensed individual of a 
firm or corporation, the firm or corporation 
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may select a qualified individual from that 
firm or corporation to take the license ex- 
amination at the next regular mechanical 
board meeting. Upon approval of the me- 
chanical board of the applicant as to his 
professional qualifications and upon ap- 
proval of all required documents by the city 
attorney and upon the filing of the proper 
license fee, the city clerk shall issue the 
proper license to the applicant. 


(2) Annual renewal of licenses shall be 
filed with the city clerk no later than April 
fifteenth of each year. Such renewal shall 
be accompanied by a certificate of insur- 
ance, and the renewal fee. If the renewal 
application is made one year after the ex- 
Piration date of the last valid license, re- 
application shall be treated in all respects 
as a new application and require a re- 
examination. 


(3) Owner’s constitutional privilege, 
Nothing herein contained shall prohibit any 
bona fide owner from personally doing any 
work regulated by this code in his own 
home or on his own premises at which he 
presently resides or is about to reside, pro- 
vided that said owner shall: 


(a) Furnish signed affidavit, 
(b) Apply for and secure a permit, 
(c) Pay the required fees. 


(d) Do the work in accordance with this 
code. 


(e) Do the work himself or herself. 
(£) Apply for inspections, 


(g) Receive the approval of the inspec- 
tor. 


Homeowner's privileges shall extend to 
single-family residences only and shall not 
apply to any residence or structure from 
which monetary gain is being received or 
which is being used for commercial pur- 
poses. Only one homeowner’s permit shall 
be issued for any one purpose in a twelve- 
month period. 


Sec. 9B-5, Liability policy. 


(1) Every person, firm or corporation en- 
gaged in the business of mechanical con- 
struction shall file with the city clerk a 
public liability policy, or certificate thereof, 
insuring such person, firm or corporation 
and the City of Lansing against any liabil- 
ity imposed upon such person, firm or cor- 
poration and the City of Lansing arising 
out of the performance of the work carried 
on by such person, firm or corporation. 
Such policy so filed shall provide for the 
payment to any person injured, or by rea- 
son of the death of any one person, to the 
extent of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00), and for the payment of three 
hundred thousand dollars ($300,060.00) for 
injuries to or death of more than one per- 
son, and for property damage in the amount 
of one hundred thousand dollars ($160,000.- 
00). Such policy shall bear an endorsement 
that the insurance company shall notify the 
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city clerk at least ten (10) days prior to 
the expiration of such policy whether by 
cancellation or limitation of term. 


Sec. 9E-7, Insurance Required. 


Every person, firm or corporation en- 
gaged in the business of or performing the 
work of electrical contracting or perform- 
ing the work of a master electrician shall 
file with the City Clerk proof of a public 
liability policy insuring said person, firm 
or corporation against any liability imposed 
upon such person, firm or corporation aris- 
ing out of the performance of said work. 
Such policy shall provide for the payment 
up to one hundred thousand dollars ($100,- 
000.00) in the event of injury to or death 
of any one (1) person and for the payment 
of up to three hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000.00) in the event of injury to or 
death of more than one (1) person and for 
payment up to one hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($100,000.00) for property damage. 
Such policy shall bear an endorsement to 
the effect that the insurance company shall 
notify the City Clerk a minimum of ten 
(10) days prior to the cancellation or ex-

As responsible members of the Chicano/ 
Latino Community, it is our strong belief 
that the most effective and lasting method 
to affect change is to proceed through the 
points that a sysem has established as 
means to address concerns. 


Pursuant to that philosophy, we stand 
before you to propose the following posi- 
tion statement, 


We respect Chief Gleason’s feelings re- 
lated to his Department’s version of the 
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January 15, 1977 incident and his report 
related to his staff’s involvement in it, 
but it is our feeling that the Human Rela- 
tions Committee more accurately present 
the facts of the situation. But we are not 
here to belabor the events of the past, we 
are here to present our ideas and reinforce 
the Human Relations recommendations 
proposed to alleviate some of the obvious 
tension between the Chicano/Latino com- 
munity and the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment. 


We wish to especially stress the Human 
Relations Committee Recommendations, 
items 1 and 8 of their report: The Lansing 
Police Department states that they have 
had 23,000 hours of training, but our con- 
cern is the areas of training, i.e, (fire 
arms training, baton training and roll call 
training), but no where is human relations 
training mentioned. This group wishes to 
offer its assistance in identifying potential 
resources in addressing these culture train- 
ing needs, through outside resources or 
individual members of this group. 


Also, we wish to emphasize the re- 
establishment of the police community 
relations team under the direction of the 
Human Relations Committee and the Lan- 
sing Police Department, with on-going 
participation by the community. 


In addition, this group wishes to propose 
an additional consideration, We have 
learned from experience that representa- 
tion on boards and commissions is the key 
to meaningful and real input. Pursuant to 
that thought, it is our most hearty recom- 
mendation that a Chicano/Latino be ap- 
pointed to the Police Board of Commis- 
sioners, Attached is a list of potential 
candidates for the next available slot. Con- 
sideration should also be given to these 
individuals for other Boards and Commis- 
sions, 


In parting, we wish to thank both the 
Lansing Police Department and the Human 
Relations Committee and Office for their 
cooperation in this matter.

The Real Property delinquency illus- 
trated above represents a decrease of 
$240,830 (10.2%) from the $2,343,382 Real 
Property delinquency of a year ago and is, 
in my opinion quite remarkable in view 
of the fact that the 1976 Tax Levy was 
2.9% greater than the 1975 Levy of 
$45,493,196, and the 1976 total tax rate 
of $65.68 per thousand dollars of assessed 
value was 18.5% greater than the 1975 
total tax rate of $57.85 per thousand dol- 
lars of assessed value. The increase of the 
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interest rate on delinquent taxes may have 
been partly responsible for this improved 
performance, however, my observation of 
paying habits of taxpayers over the years 
reveals that many taxpayers pay their July 
taxes during the months of November, 
December and January and their December 
taxes at a later date, to the County Treas- 
urer. Last July the tax bills, for the first 
time, included one-half of the annual 
School Tax, therefore, those taxpayers Day- 
ing their July taxes at the end of the year 
did pay half of the School Tax, which in 
prior years they would not have paid until 
the following spring, thereby directly bene- 
fitting School District coffers. 


The Personal Property delinquency re- 
ferred to above represents a decrease of 
$78,869 (69.9%) from the $105,580 delin- 
quency of a year ago, and was owing 
from 127 businesses as of March 9, 1977. 
Last year at the closing of the Personal 
Tax Rolls, 177 businesses were delinquent, 


Vigorous collection activity by the Per- 
sonal Tax Collector, during the past week, 
has further reduced the Personal Property 
delinquency to $18,869 owing by 99 busi- 
nesses, through March 16, 1977. 


Attached is a listing of businesses delin- 
quent in the payment of 1976 Personal 
Property Taxes, as well as updated listings 
of delinquent 1975 and 1974 Personal Prop- 
erty Taxes. This listing is being submitted 
to all Department Heads to accommodate 
City Charter provisions which prevent the 
City from making a contract with anyone 
delinquent in the payment of taxes.

Gentlemen : 
In December 1976 I was approached on 
accepting responsibility for the continua- 


tion of the Bicentennial Office staff, and 
community events scheduled in 1977. I 
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agreed to accept these responsibilities with 
the understanding that the costs for pro- 
viding these services would be from reve- 
nue generated by the events, or from 
appropriations supplemental to our oper- 
ating budget. The transfer of the Bicen- 
tennial Office to our department was com- 
pleted in January in accordance to these 
guidelines, 


Ms. Barbara Isreal, Community Events 
Coordinator, has been concentrating on 
programs planned for July 4th, 1977 week- 
end. Included are a series of activities 
which we will be able to provide without 
the need of special] budget appropriations. 
These include: 


1. Outdoor Theatre performance, 


2. Various scheduled concerts. 
8. Interdenominational religious service. 
4, Children’s events (small carnival, 


Sof show, clowns, puppet show, 
ete.). 


5. Activities sponsored by merchants on 
the Washington Mall. 


Also proposed is a continuation of the 
Ethnic Festival which was so successful in 
1976. Currently all of the groups which 
participated last year are involved in the 
planning process for this year’s event. 
Because of the need for unbudgeted support 
services the department staff has pre- 
pared a tentative schedule of fees which 
includes rates for smal] displays, and those 
which would distribute food and beverage. 
Department expenses are estimated to be 
$1,000 with approximately $575 being re- 
turned in revenue from these fees, 


Also proposed for the July 4th weekend 
would be continuation of the parade, and 
a fireworks display. We would not antici- 
pate receiving any revenue in return from 
either of these two programs, The recom- 
mended budget for the parade and fire- 
works is $3,500 (which is $1,075 less than 
that expended in 1976). The savings is re- 
fiected in the city expense for the parade ; 
while the fireworks display will be an im- 
provement over that offered in 1976. 


Also involved in this project is the re- 
quest from the Ethnic Festival Committee 
concerning the permission to sell ethnic 
beers, wines, and liquors. Requests have 
been received thus far from the German, 
Latin American, Puerto Rican, and Greek 
Orthodox Associations. At least two other 
groups are waiting to see if alcohol is ap- 
proved before making a commitment to 
participate in the 1977 ethnic event. As 
you will remember I have recommended in 
earlier report that the City establish for 
events such as this an area for the sale 
and consumption of alcoholic beverages on 
a permit basis. 


I would appreciate your approval to 
proceed with the plans for these special ac-

The 
portion referred to currently reads as 
follows: 


The Citizens’ District Council shall 
consist of fifteen members with the com- 
bination of elected and appointed mem- 
bers as follows: 6 members elected from 
the Development Area; 2 members ap- 
pointed from the Development Area; 4 
members elected from the balance of the 
District Area, excluding the Develop- 
ment Area; and 8 members appointed 
from the District Area, excluding the 
Development Area, 


It has been our experience that the resi- 
dents and property owners who live in the 
District Area, excluding the Development 
Area, have displayed substantially less 
interest in the planning and implementing 
of projects than their counterparts in the 
Development Area. A probable cause for 
this lower level of interest is that these 
Community Development projects focus 
their attention on the Development Area. 
Consequently, it has been very difficult for 
the CDC to find people willing to fill 
vacancies in District Area positions. Con- 
versely, citizens from the Development 
Area who are anxious to serve on the CDC 
must be turned away. 


Therefore, the CDC would like the City 
Council to reapportion the representatives 
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to permit greater representation from the 
Development Area on the CDC for NDA 
No. 2. Your prompt attention to this mat- 
ter will be greatly appreciated.

(b) A deposit of $30.00 shall be required 
of customers who paid more than one 
bill after the due date during the pre- 
vious twelve months but who did not 
require additional collection action. 


(c) A deposit of $45.00 shall be required 
of customers who have required shut 
off action during the previous twelve 
months, 


(d) In cases where actual metered water 
usage is substantially greater or less 
than 2400 cubic feet per quarter, the 
Board of Water and Light may au- 
thorize a security deposit based on 
actual usage but not less than 1/3 of 
the amounts stated in (a), (b) or 
(c) above, 


The payment for such sewerage cash 
deposits shall be enforced by termination 
of sewage disposal services by discontinuing 
the water service to the affected premises, 
notwithstanding that the water service 
charges or water deposit to the premises 
may not be delinquent.

such manner as shall be specified by the 
city before discharging such sewage into 
the sewage disposal system. Rates for all 
users obtaining all or part of their water 
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supply from sources other than the city’s 
water system may be determined by gaug- 
ing or metering the actual sewage entering 
the system or by metering the water used 
by them, in a manner acceptable to the 
city council. The commodity charge for 
resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of nine hundred (900) cubic feet per 
month per customer where gauging or 
metering is not practical.

Industrial Cost Recovery 


All process waste water from industrial 
facilities are subject to an industrial cost 
recovery charge. Process waste water in- 
cludes all liquid wastes discharged into the 
sanitary sewers of the city from an indus- 
trial facility, less those waste waters that 
originate from employees’ use of sanitary 
appliances. The industrial cost recovery 
charge becomes effective on or about 
January 1, 1977, and is to be added in the 
foregoing schedule of sewerage charges. 
and is to be computed as follows: 


The annual industrial cost recovery 
charge is to be equal to the product of the 
ratio of the average annual amount of 
industrial process waste water discharge 
to the sewer per day to a plant design 
capacity of forty million gallons per day, 
said ratio to be multiplied by one- 
thirtieth (1/30) of the amount of federal 
grant received under federal Public Law 
92-500 for construction of the waste water 
treatment facility. Based on an expected 
federal grant of $24,693,750, the annual in- 
dustrial cost recovery charge shall be 
$0.042 per one hundred (100) cubic feet of 
industrial process waste water. 


The industrial cost recovery charge shall 
be collected with sewer service billings, 
one-half (1/2) of which shall be remitted

The contract with the Lansing Model 
Cities Federal Credit Union contained a re- 
quirement that detailed business forecast 
goals toward financial independence be 
drawn and that a mid-year report of prog- 
ress be made. 


Accordingly, we are forwarding a copy 
of the goals and the subsequent mid-year 
progress report, The agency has met its 
goals and appear to be in a position to be 
financially independent on July 1, 1977. 


There appears to be a direct relationshi 
between the personnel reorganization water: 
occurred at the end of the last contract 
year and the increased business activity 
underway at the Credit Union. Addition- 
ally, the implementation of a computerized 
accounting system on July 1, 1976 has re- 
duced staff time spent on hand posting of 
account transactions and leaves more time 
for activities which increase business. The 
computer system also provides management 
sont vital to determining future direc- 
on. 


The membership and income of the Cred- 
it Union reflects a consistent growth pro- 
jection from moderate earned income at 
the beginning of the contract year when 
a totally new staff took over the operation 
of the Credit Union. 


During the first half of this contract 
year, the new staff became acclimated to 
their new jobs and made substantial 
changes in the direction of the Credit 
Union. After comparing the monthly in- 
come trends of their Credit Union to other 
Credit Unions, they were able to quite 
closely project the trends and level of ac- 
tivity necessary to work toward self- 
sufficiency. 


Their projected and actual income fol- 
lowed typical trends of climbing upward in 
the Fall and dropping downward during 
the Christmas shopping and year end tax 
period. Although January and February 
data is not normally included in a mid- 
year report, we have information which 
shows that the upward income trend for 
these two months is higher than projected, 
Earned income for these two months was: 


Projected Actual 
January $1,300 $1,707 
February $1,500 $1,566 


This indicates that the growth activities 
pursued in the prior six months provided 
increased income during that time period, 
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but also is providing a continued income 
base to build upon. 


The Credit Union is also ahead of sched- 
ule in meeting the scopes of its contract. 
With 650% of the contract time expired, 
the agency has succeeded in attaining 85% 
of its scopes of service as follows:

The Housing and Redevelopment Advi- 
sory Board, at its meeting held on March 
22, 1977, unanimously agreed to advise the 
Lansing City Council that the proposal to 
purchase and redevelop the residential re- 
development site located at Cedar and Shi- 
awassee Streets is a concept that satisfies 
the objectives of the Development Plan for 
Urban Renewal Project No. 2, Michigan 
A-6. The Board wishes to inform the Lan- 
sing City Council that it strongly desires 
the opportunity to again review this pro- 
posal, if and when the developer obtains 
the necessary financing commitments and 
finalizes working drawings and specifica- 
tions. 


In reviewing this proposal, the Board: 


a. Did not address the tax abatement or 
Section 8 subsidy requirements made 
by F/S Development Company. The 
tax abatement issue is a decision that 
must be made by the Lansing City 
Council, after it receives the advice of 
the City Attorney. The Section 8 sub- 
sidy situation is a decision that must 
be jointly made by the City Council 
and HUD-FHA. 


pb. Encourages the City Council to give 
thought and consideration to funding, 
through Federal Revenue Sharing 
monies or other sources, the extension 
of the Board of Water and Light 
steam system to serve all three (3) 
available urban renewal sites east of 
the Grand River, at 2 cost roughly es- 
timated at $175,000. This specific rec- 
ommendation is based, on the fact, 
that given today’s utility situation, it 
makes a good deal of sense to utilize 
our nation’s most available fuel source, 
coal, to offset dwindling gas and oil 
supplies. Steam, which is generated 
by coal, is a logical development in- 
centive, which can and should be pro- 
vided by the City. 


ec. Understands that a pre-application for 
a DNR grant has already been filed to 
obtain $60,000 for the renovation of 
the ConRail railroad bridge to create 
a pedestrian walkway. Local match- 
ing share would be generated from the 
proceeds of the sale of this property.

I am compelled by my own beliefs and 
those of several of my constituents, to once 
again reflect my views concerning the Com- 
munity Development Program, I have con- 
sistently tried to encourage members of the 
Lansing City Council, specifically Council- 
men Hull and Baker, and various City staff 
members to cooperate in a collective effort 
to pull together for the betterment of the 
City’s Community Development program, 
Obviously I have not been successful in this 
endeavor. 


I read with dismay the article printed in 
the Lansing State Journal on March 22, 
1977 prepared by Mary Flood. The title of 
the article was “Job Squeeze by Council’s 
‘guns or butter stand’.” If my wish could 
be granted at this moment, I would wish 
that-the sensible members of the Lansing 
City Council censor any conversation rela- 
tive to Community Development by Council- 
men Baker, and Hull. When will we start 
trying to pull this community together? 
Councilmen Hull and Baker do not reflect 
my sentiments, nor those of many of the 
people in my neighborhood that I know, 
therefore, I would have to ask whose in- 
terests do they represent if not us as mem- 
bers of the public who elected them? 


The members of Citizens’ District Council 
No. 2, with me as their chairman during 
the past year have been working with Mr. 
Sharp and his staff, as well as other de- 
partment staff members in City Hall for 
almost one year, I have listened to com- 
ments made by members of Citizens’ Dis- 
trict Council No. 1 and No. 2 reflecting 
upon the type of staff support they are get- 
ting. If Mr. Baker knew what he was talk- 
ing about he would not have stated, “If 
he were getting results from the current 
staff there would be good public relations.” 
That is exactly what is being done and in 
an outstanding manner. We, as the public, 
do have a good relationship with City staff 
members who reprsent the Community De- 
velopment program, 
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During the Community Development Com- 
mittee meeting last Tuesday, Mr. Sharp 
requested that Councilmen Baker and Hull 
provide to him in writing their concerns 
about the Community Development Manage- 
ment, with constructive suggestions. I re- 
iterated that request later during the meet- 
ing.

I am really not certain of his 
response since it was so indecisive, It 
would seem to me entirely appropriate for 
Councilman Baker and Hull to air their 
problems with the Community Development 
Program, give management an opportunity 
to straighten out these problems if they 
are valid complaints, and then go about 
their business of supporting the program 
one-hundred per cent. 


It is realized that this is a political year, 
but I most strongly request that the Lan- 
sing City Council not permit the Commu- 
nity Development Program to suffer be- 
eause of the personal interests of certain 
politicians in attempting to downgrade the 
program for political purposes. 


The Community Development Promotion 
program is now in the hands of City Coun- 
cil. I, for one, will be interested in follow- 
ing the outcome of the proposed program. 


I request that the Mayor direct the City 
Clerk to read my letter so that it might 
become part of the official record of your 
City Council proceedings.

Following months of expectation on my 
part, and detailed on the part of Michigan 
Bell Telephone Company, the Company has 
begun activating for public use the first of 
its Lansing pay telephones equipped to 
handle coin-free emergency calls. The new 
service, called “Dial Tone First,” allows 
callers to dial an operator from pay tele- 
phones without depositing coins — when 
the operator answers an individual advises 
of the emergency, and can be immediately 
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put in contact with the Police Department, 
ete, 


Lansing is the first major city in Michi- 
gan Bell’s southern area to be converted 
to “Dial Tone First.” 


In a meeting Thursday, March 24, I was 
advised by Mr. A. E, Lewis, General Mana- 
ger for Michigan Bell’s southern area, that 
the Company has begun converting 165 
pay telephones within the Company’s “321” 
Exchange, which serves the northwest part 
of Lansing. He advises, further, that a 
massive conversion program will extend the 
‘Dial Tone First’? emergency service to 
all Lansing’s 1,100 pay telephones. 


To reach the point we are now at, ex- 
tensive central office modifications and the 
addition of new equipment has been neces- 
sitated. An overall conversion program, 
for Michigan Bell’s 51,000 pay stations in 
Michigan, will follow the project now un- 
derway in our own City and at a cost of 
$15 million. 


As each telephone in our City is con- 
verted to the emergency no coin necessary 
system, and those that are to follow in 
Michigan, a special sticker will be placed 
on each phone as an aid in identifying 
those that have been converted. Too, an 
instruction card will be placed on each pay 
phone ready to handle the new service in- 
forming the customer that all he or she has 
to do to get the dial tone is to lift the 
receiver, dial the operator and advise of 
the emergency. 


In taking this opportunity to advise you 
of this innovative system, I express my 
very sincere “thanks”? and appreciation to 
Michigan Bell Telephone Company and her 
many employees.

In accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 8.2 of the City Charter, I am herewith 
submitting my Eighth Annual Recom- 
mended Budget, which is for Fiscal Year 
1977-78, commencing July 1. My Recom- 
mended Budget is the result of almost four 
months of effort on the part of my Budget 
Committee, and myself, not including the 
hundreds of hours necessitated on the part 
of departmental staffs. It represents what 
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I think is a sound document, based upon 
an excellent foundation of cooperation, re- 
search and analysis, and a free exchange 
of thought by my Budget Committee and 
departmental representatives, during fhe 
presentations on the various appropriation 
requests, 


For the City of Lansing, the general 
economy appears to be on the upswing. 
Also, as pointed out in my State of the City 
Message, building permits issued, for 1976, 
in Lansing rose to the second highest level 
in our history — And, the State and Local 
Fiscal Assistance Act (Federal Revenue 
Sharing) has finally been re-adopted, 


As a result of the aforementioned, and 
with cautious optimism, my Eighth Annual 
Recommended Budget for Fiscal Year 1977- 
78, commencing on July 1, provides for a 
property tax rate of $11.49, including debt 
retirement. This represents a DECREASE 
of 13.15% from the present, or $1.74 LESS, 
per one thousand dollars of assessed valu- 
ation; this proposed tax rate is lower than 
the average tax rate of $12.09 for the pe- 
riod of 1969-1977. Of the total reduced 
rate of $11.49, I am recommending that 
$1.27 be used for Debt Retirement, and 
$10.22 for General City Operations. 


The proposed reduction of $1.74 in the 
tax rate will mean that the average prop- 
erty owner will annually pay, with Income 
Tax, approximately $196.00 for regular 
City services, such as Ambulance, Fire, 
Police, Parks and Recreation, general Pub- 
lic Service, Purchasing, Finance, Account- 
ing, Debt, etc. 


The proposed reduction of $1.74 per one 
thousand dollars of assessed valuation, will 
mean that the propety owners, combined, 
will pay approximaately $1,271,500 LESS 
IN PROPERTY TAXES FOR CITY PUR- 
POSES, even with new assessments, than 
is presently being paid. The proposed re- 
duction will mean approximately $100,000 
LESS IN PROPERTY TAXES than was 
collected for City purposes back in 1971-72, 
despite skyrocketing inflation and increased 
operational and personnel costs since that 
time. 


The proposed tax rate of $11.49 will keep 
the City of Lansing in a good position com- 
pared to other Michigan cities. For ex- 
ample, the latest figures, available to me 
from the Office of the City Assessor and the 
State Tax Commission, show that the City 
of Detroit, a municipality with substantial 
problems, has a tax rate of $33.18, up from 
the 1975 level by $5.21; Wayne is up to 
$19.05; Ypsilanti up to $23.30; River Rouge 
up to $23.10; Oak Park up to $23.89; 
Muskegon up to $18.35; Kalamazoo up to 
$18.99; Birmingham up to $19.50; Ann 
Arbor up to $19.00; Ecorse up to $22.15; 
Ferndale up to $22.27; Harper Woods up 
to $20.90; and Hazel Park up to $21.40; 
while Sault Ste. Marie is down to $24.55; 
Hamtramck down to $27.15; Highland Park 
down to $26.02; Inkster down to $19.00; 
and, Grosse Pointe down to $19.85; while 
Bay City is at $22.00; Benton Harbor at 
$23.18; Iron River at $23.87; Ironwood at 
$25.31; Ishpeming at $21.50; Taylor at 
$22.07; and Munising is at $27.94. 
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I recommend to you a budget for all 
General City Operations of $30,046,472, in- 
cluding $29,093,314 from the General Fund, 
and $953,158 from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Fund. 


I am, also, recommending a Capital Im- 
provements and Preventative Maintenance 
Program totaling $2,091,842, including 
$445,000 from the General Fund and 
$1,646,842 from Federal Revenue Sharing— 
Of this total, $1,658,720 is for Capital Im- 
provements, which is substantially higher 
than the $394,000 approved by you for Fis- 
cal Year 1976-77. 


In addition, I am recommending an 
Emergency Fund of $300,000, which, when 
considered in the light of my total recom- 
mendations, should be adequate to cover 
contingencies of Fiscal Year 1977-78. 


In summary, my total] budget recommen- 
dation of $32,438,314 from the General 
Fund and Federal Revenue Sharing Fund 
ean be divided into: (a) $30,791,472 in 
ongoing program costs, representing a 6.4% 
increase resulting from increases in wages 
and salaries, fringe benefits, utilities, ma- 
terials and supplies, plus {(b) $1,646,842 
in Capital Improvements and Preventative 
Maintenance, recommended especially in 
areas of special need, those that would re- 
duce repair and maintenance costs, those 
that would improve departmental service 
levels, and those which would correct safe- 
ty deficiences required under the new safe- 
ty legislation at the Federal and Staie levels 
(OSHA). 


The General Fund Budget reflects a de- 
crease of more than $3.7 million from de- 
partmenta] requests. Some of the requests 
were rejected outright, while others were 

+ modified, or transferred to the Federal Rev- 
enue Sharing Fund. The judges of the 54th 
District requested, for example, that the 
City raise its salary contribution to the 
level of $12,500 in addition to the $24,930 
salary contribution (an increase) received 
from the State of Michigan —— currently, 
the City contributes $11,056 making the 
salaries of District Judges $35,906 per year. 
General City Employees are receiving ap- 
proximately 5.5% in pay increases; the re- 
quest of the District Judges for a 13% 
increase in the level of City contribution, 
in addition to the recent State increase, was 
rejected. 


Recommended Capita] Improvements vary 
substantially. Some are as follows: 


—Ever increasing is the participation by 
men, women and youth in softball (both 
fast and slow pitch}, and in baseball. In 
Year 1976, more than 7,400 individuals 
participated on our fields. To upgrade 
our facilities, I have included $95,000 to 
light the three fields, and install proper 
fencing, at Gier Park; $75,000 to light 
two fields, and for fencing, at Davis 
Park; and $30,000 for lights. and other 
improvements, at Westside Field. In ad- 
dition, I support an expenditure of 
$78,000 from the Ranney Park Trust 
Fund to upgrade that facility by install- 
ing a new Scorer-Press Box, public ad- 
dress system, First Aid Station, drinking 
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fountain, restrooms, outfield sod, analysis 
of soil, benches and dugouts, overhead 
backstop at the American Softball Asso- 
ciation recommended minimum distance 
behind home plate, the lighting system to 
standard, and maintenance free covers 
for wooden bleachers. 


—To complete the final phase of improve- 
ments at Potter Park, I have included 
$77,620 for paving, and $30,000 for 
matching of dollars of Friends of the Zoo 
Society, and for roof replacement of the 
Bear Pit, Lion House improvements, 
pheasant display, entrance development, 
duck pond, etc. 


—To develop the Forest Road Park, $15,000 
is included, and another $12,000 is made 
available for the repair of the roof at the 
Oak Park Field Office, and $20,000 for 
the Mill Street Garage. 


—As a part of the total project of improy- 
ing Aurelius Road (Mt. Hope to Jolly), 
$125,000 is provided for sewer outlets. 
(An additional $275,000 is provided under 
Act 51 Funds for a new Aurelius Road 
Bridge.) 


—To help alleviate flooding problems in the 
area from Miller Road and Aurelius, east 
of Pennsylvania, and those problems at 
Frandor, the City will be contributing 
to two Ingham County drain projects to 
clean, widen and enlarge the Pawlowski 
and Montgomery drains, I am including 
$100,000 for this purpose as a first year 
payment, of what will spread over 10 
years. 


—-In respect of your decision to install side- 
walks and sewers from Miller Road to 
Willoughby, along the west side of South 
Cedar Street, I have included $25,000 for 
Storm Sewers and $21,800 for Sidewalks. 


—An ongoing cost is that of the City’s 
share of petitioned storm sewers — I am 
ineluding $50,000 for this annual cost. 


—The Lansing Fire Department has stepped 
up its training and service, especially in 
the field of Paramedics and Emergency 
Medical Technicians for Ambulance Ser- 
vice. The City’s ambulances made 5,443 
runs in 1976. The fast response and the 
training of the personnel have enabled us 
to have a save rate of nearly 100% of 
victims of heart attacks. In keeping with 
this service, $28,000 has been provided 
for a new ambulance. (An additional 
$5,000 is provided in the Budget Recom- 
mendations for improving the electrical 
wiring and components for fire and am- 
bulance vehicles.) Another $5,500 is pro- 
vided for another Hurst Power Tool to 
more easily and quickly free persons 
trapped in vehicles involved in accidents. 


—For the Building Department, I have pro- 
vided $6,200 for a Microfilm Reader/ 
Printer, and $22,000 for Radio Separa- 
tion Equipment, to bring about a more 
efficient operation. 


-——To start a vehicle-equipment replacement 
program, I have provided (a) $597,800 
to the Public Service Department, for 2 
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new street sweepers, 1 cab and chassis 
tandem-flusher tank, 4 solid waste packers 
(trucks), 14 dump trucks, 1 grader, 4 
tailgate spreaders, 12 snow plows and a 
frame, etc., and (b) $128,900 to the De- 
partment of Parks and Recreation for 
16 trucks. 


—For safety purposes, I am providing the 
Traffic Department with $50,000 for a 
Traffic Line Paint Machine, and $14,000 
for a Thermoplastic Applicator — Also, 
provided is $5,000 for a Sign Fabrication 
Machine. 


—Compared year by year to the Base Year 
of 1970, major crime in Lansing has de- 
creased for 1971 by 2%, for 1972 by 11%, 
for 1973 by 28%, for 1974 by 17%, for 
1975 by 20%, and for 1976 by 19%. For 
the first two months of 1977, major crime 
is down by 26% over the 1976 pace. One 
of the weapons used in our battle against 
crime is the Helicopter Unit, which has 
enabled the Police Depatment to “Light 
the Night” for improved safety and en- 
forcement. Because of the value and for 
the safety of the pilots, I have provided 
$100,000 to replace one helicopter. An 
additional $6,600 is provided for_another 
Helicopter Search Light. Also, I recom- 
mend an expenditure of $6,000 for a 
Mobile Field Maintenance Unit. 


—In the past, I provided one million dol- 
lars towards the purchase of a new Po- 
lice Department Building — unfortunate- 
ly, the funds were used for other pur- 
poses, including the down payment for 
the purchase of the W. T. Grant Build- 
ing for general City offices, As unfortu- 
nate, also, is the fact that the City Coun- 
cil agreed to pay 8% on land contract 
payments annually, through the Fiscal 
Year 1979-80. In keeping with the con- 
tract, I have provided $117,000 for the 
upcoming payment. 


—In the more recent past, you have ex- 
pressed the need for a Police Department 
Building, the purpose being to relocate 
the offices from the W. T. Grant Building 
(City Hall Annex) to the present Police 
Building, thereby returning the former 
W. T. Grant Building to the private mar- 
ket and back on the tax rolls. In keeping 
with this expression, I have provided 
$50,000 for a Criminal Justice Facility 
Study, I have, also, provided $5,000 for 
a Helicopter Hangar/Pistol Range Study, 
and $95,000 for General Services Studies. 


Other improvements are meaningful, nec- 
essary and substantial. For example, some 
are as follows: 


~-Preliminary plans for the replacement of 
the Kalamazoo Street Bridge are current- 
ly being reviewed, and a “target date” 
for construction is early in 1978. Bxist- 
ing funds, plus $500,000 in Federal 
Urban Systems, will] be supplemented by 
$1,200.000 in this budget recommendation 
for this replacement, currently estimated 
to cost approximately $1.8 to $2.0 million. 
The structure will, in addition to nrovid- 
ing for the Kalamazoo Street traffic, be 
designed for bicycle paths and for the 
proposed extension of Mill Street. 
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—Through the Community Development 
Block Grant, the City has been able to 
schedule the replacement of 14,630 lineal 
feet of sidewalk on the Eastside and 
10,000 lineal feet on the Westside. In 
addition to this, I am recommending that 
$36,000 from the General Fund, and 
$40,000 from Revenue Sharing be used 
for sidewalk replacement, and to be pri- 
oritized by the Public Service Depart- 
ment. Also, $2,000 is provided for side. 
walk repairs due to tree damage. 


—For curb and gutter repair, and curb cuts 
for the handicapped, $99,000 is provided 
for Major Streets out of Act 51 Funds, 
and another $43,000 is provided for Local 
Streets. Resurfacing and blacktop con- 
struction, etc., of Local Streets is pro- 
vided at a level of $229,000. This compli- 
ments the $516,000 in Anti-Recessionary 
Funds I recommended you expend on 
Local Streets, and which you recently 
approved, An additional $120,000 to 
$150,000 is expected to be received by the 
City in the not too distant future and 
these too can be allocated to this purpose. 


—An _ additional $20,125 is provided for 
road surfacing, and maintenance, at 
Washington Park, West Side Park, Fran- 
ces Park, Miller Road Community Hall 
Parking lot, North Side Drop In Center 
and Quentin and Bancroft. 


Some of the additional budget recommen- 
dations include: 


—Expending $25,466 for the Central Garage 
for carbon monoxide exhaust systems, 
south side door, gas pump and booth, 
vehicle front end alignment rack, wheel 
balancer, ete. 


—Expending $41,631 for the Police Depart- 
ment for a 4-wheel drive Emergency Ve- 
hicle, walkie-talkies, closed circuit tele- 
vision monitors for the prisoner cell area, 
and a Viber X Balance and Tracking Kit 
to balance the Police Helicopter blades. 


—Meeting now OSHA Standards, by pro- 
viding for the Fire Department, $8,000 
worth of parts for Seott Masks, $10,000 
for night firefighting trousers (NOMEX 
TYPE), and $20,600 for firefighting coats, 
helmets and boots. 


—To compliment the several million dollar 
improvements to the Civic Center and 
Senior Citizens’ extension, I have pro- 
vided $32,600 for resurfacing of the park- 
ing lot, for gate equipment and for 300 
folding, soft-seat chairs. 


—New equipment for the general City of- 
fices, and for the Department of Parks 
and Recreation, Fire Department and 
Police Department, plus funds for build- 
ing maintenance, including some _ re- 
roofing of buildings, 


In 1974, I recommended that $380,000 in 
Revenue Sharing Funds be approved by 
City Council to build a swimming facility 
in the City’s Southeast area. City Council 
agreed, This project has never been jim- 
plemented. The funds are not doing any- 
body any good this way, in fact, are vio- 
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lating the intent of the State and Local 
Fiscal Assistance Act, I am, therefore, rec- 
ommending that these funds be repro- 
grammed into recreational uses, unless you 
proceed with the original project. 


Too, the railroad crossings at Grand 
River and Logan, East Michigan Avenue, 
East Shiawassee Street and others, are 
scheduled for reconstruction to install ‘“rub- 
ber mats”, as are now in use on S. Wash- 
ington Avenue, and which permit easy flow 
over railroad tracks by vehicles. The City’s 
share of $68,000 for the Olds Avenue rail- 
road crossing, plus curb, gutter, etc., is 
provided, as is $26,000 for the crossing at 
West Michigan Avenue. 


In addition to the aforementioned, please 
be advised that the City has filed Pre- 
Applications: 


~-With the Michigan Department of Nat- 
ural Resources for $75,000 for site work, 
8 tennis courts, landscaping, etc., for the 
Riverfront Park. 


—wWith the Michigan Department of Nat- 
ural Resources for $60,000 for a Walk- 
way to connect the east and west banks 
of the Riverfront Park, adjacent to the 
railroad bridge, now crossing the Grand 
River. 


~-With the Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources for $445,000 for (a) tennis 
court construction at Biggie Munn Park, 
Beck Park. River Street Park, Wilson 
Park and Woodereek Park; (b) $190,000 
for ball field improvements at Westside 
Park, Davis Park and Gier Park; (ce) 
drainage at Gier Park; and, (d) parking 
facilities at Davis Park. 


Such would compliment what I have al- 
ready included in this Budget Message. You 
will be kept apprised of the progress of 
these Pre-Applications. 


In addition, I will soon be appointing a 
City Beautification Committee to devote 
attention to public awareness and efforts 
towards beautifying our City. Hovefully, 
the private sector, in all areas of the City, 
will particivnate in small and large ways, 
but especially by taking pride in their own 
properties. The City must be an attractive 
place to live, work and do business, but 
it takes more than the City government, 
and some of the private sector, to fully 
achieve this — it takes everyone, Proposals 
will, therefore, be forthcoming to you. 


The Ethnic Festival of July 4, 1976, was 
an overwhelming success. It will happen 
again this Fourth of July weekend, I am, 
therefore, including $3,000 for fireworks, 
this being larger than last year’s expendi- 
ture, and with the thought that some pri- 
vate contributions will be sought. Too, I 
am once again appointing Dr, Philip Gan- 
non, President of Lansing Community Col- 
lege, to head the organizational committee 
for the activities in question, and for those 
to follow during other weekends. 


For the operation of the Capital Area 
Transportation Authority, during the pres- 
ent Fiscal Year, the City of Lansing con- 
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tributed $370,000 of the total $528,039 con- 
tributed by all local units of government. 
However, the CATA Executive Director has 
advised that revenues are not up to pro- 
jections and that costs have substantially 
increased, i.e., employee wages and fringe 
benefits; that it subsidizes costs of $800.00 
per year, per handicapped person who uses 
the system; that it costs $49,000 — net — 
to run the loop into Frandor, where only 
one passenger uses the system every 5 runs, 
etc, On the basis that problems would be 
analyzed, and that cost-savings recommen- 
dations are to be made to you later regard. 
ing same, I am providing $400,000 for CA- 
TA, an increase of approximately 8%, and 
above that provided regular City depart- 
ments for operations. 


In the recent past, the City Council ap- 
proved an Affirmative Action Program. In 
the process, though, you did not appropri- 
ate the funds necessary to staff the imple- 
mentation of that plan. I have, therefore, 
included a Personnel Technician VII and a 
Statistical Records Clerk IIB in the Per- 
sonnel Department, and an Affirmative Ac- 
tion Specialist V in Human Relations to 
allow the implementation of the vlan you 
adopted. The cost of these positions is 
$38,748 for the start up year, plus fringes 
and equipment. 


The question of how to most economically 
maintain the properties of the City must 
be addressed. These properties are held 
in trust for the citizens of Lansine and we 
have a responsibility to insure their preser- 
vation. I am, therefore, advising that I 
will soon be appointing a committee to re- 
view the current status of routine and pre- 
ventative maintenance and make a recom- 
mendation on the most economical manner 
to upgrade and maintain City properties. 
This report will be requested by December 
1, 1977, and will be considered in develop- 
ment of next year’s budget. Policy con- 
siderations arising from this report will, 
of course, be referred to Council for re- 
view and action. It is, however, necessary 
to address this problem because the loss of 
efficiency and deterioration of City prop- 
erties results in increased costs to the tax- 
payers. 


Also, be advised that I have ordered the 
Finance Department to conduct an in-depth 
utilization review of City owned trucks and 
special equipment to determine if we have 
the correct types and numbers needed to 
most efficiently and economically accomplish 
the City operations. I have reouested a 
report by December 1, 1977, so that I may 
recommend a total vehicle and truck re- 
placement plan to be implemented, starting 
in Fiscal Year 1978-79. 


Much has been said in Michigan, and in 
our own City, about property taxes. There- 
fore, I wish to advise that the City is 
REQUIRED by State law to collect taxes 
for the county, the school districts and 
Community College, and to pay the costs 
of such collections without financial reim- 
bursement. The City’s share of such col- 
lections is only 20% -- while the Lansing 
public school system receives 57% ; Ingham, 
Clinton and Baton counties and the Ingham 
Intermediate School District receive 18%; 
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and, the Community College gets 5%. De- 
spite the continuing inflationary pressures 
and increasing costs of basic City services 
such as Police, Fire and virtually all others, 
my Budget Committee, and I, have made 
every attempt to keep the tax rate to its 
lowest possible level, while sill providing 
quality City services and sound fisea]l man- 
agement. I request other local govern- 
mental units to do likewise. 


The aforementioned are some of the high- 
lights of my Recommended City Budget 
for Fiscal Year 1977-78, The actual Rec- 
ommended Budget, and supporting informa- 
tion — 14 inches in thickness — are on file 
in the Office of the City Clerk. Basic copies 
will be provided to each of you. I direct 
your immediate attention to it.

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Commission in an effort to acquaint our- 
selves with Charter changes affecting re- 
sponsibilities of elected officials. Specific 
information was requested from the In- 
ternal Auditor and Assistant Personnel 
Director relative to salaries currently paid 
Chief Executives, Clerks and Council Mem- 
bers in selected Michigan Cities. 


At the last meeting of Tuesday, March

At the April 4, 1977 City Council meet- 
ing, Mr. Louis Adado requested a report on 
the development of Plans for Wilson Park, 
when we received a citizen’s proposal for 
development, and the time spent to prepare 
plans for inclusion in the 1977-78 budget, 


At their December 15, 1976 meeting the 
Lansing Park Board received a plan pre- 
pared by the Community Design Center for 
the development of Wilson Park. This plan 
was placed on file for future consideration, 
and the staff was directed to consider im- 
provements in Wilson Park for future Cap- 
ital Improvement Programs. Furthermore, 
additional methods for making more imme- 
diate improvements to the area were to be 
considered by the staff. The latter part of 
this direction included the installation of 
picnic tables and stoves, the planting of 
small trees, etc, 


Because of the timing of the request the 
improvement as proposed by the citizens 
were not submitted as part of the 1977-78 
Capital Improvement, or the operating 
budget requests. 


The department plans for most neighbor- 
hood parks of over 4 acres include the in- 
stallation of tennis courts, The proposal 
prepared by the Community Design Center 
did inelude 4 such courts, but it has been 
the department’s practice to install 2 in 
park areas the size of Wilson. 


Mr. George Lokken, working from my 
recommendation and with direction from 
the Committee on Parks and Recreation, 
submitted to the Department of Natural 
Resources a preliminary application for the 
construction of tennis courts at six park 
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locations. This application is prepared for 
the purpose of review to determine if the 
project is eligible for funding under the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation funding act. 
If these projects meet the B.O.R. criteria, 
we would prepare a final application which 
must be acted upon by City Council. 


Parks included in this project are River 
Street, Forest View, Biggie Munn, Beck, 
Wilson and Woodcreek, These six sites 
were selected based on our analysis of 
proximity of residents to both city, and 
school district tennis facilities, 


Current master plans were on file for 
Munn, Woodcreek and Wilson. Staff time 
was spent on completing the Beck and 
Forest View designs, and updating the 
River Street plan. Total time involved was 
approximately 40 staff hours. 


If Mr, Lokken receives notice from the 
D.N.R. that tennis courts in neighborhood 
locations are fundable projects, the City 
Council could direct the final application 
be prepared for alternate locations. Those 
sites defined in the preliminary grant ap- 
plication are those which were given a tech- 
nical recommendation as ideal locations.

A meeting was held between Human Re- 
lations personnel and Police Department 
Administration staff personnel on March 8, 
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1977. This meeting was held for the ex- 
press purpose of reviewing the complaints 
received by Human Relations regarding 
police misconduct in the handling of the 
incident at the Armory on South Washing- 
ton on the morning of January 16, 1977 
and if in fact the Human Relations Staff 
had established a basis for charges of po- 
lice misconduct. 


The facts sheet, attached hereto and pre- 
pared by Human Relations Staff, was pre- 
sented to the Human Relations Committee 
meeting on the following Thursday, March 
10, 1977. This meeting was attended by the 
Chief of Police and the Assistant Chief of 
Police along with several] members of the 
Police Administrative Staff. During this 
meeting the fact sheet was not challenged 
by the attending members of the Human 
Relations Committee, however, one mem- 
ber did request another meeting of the 
Human Relations Committee in which he 
eould be briefed on the findings of the in- 
vestigation as he had little knowledge of 
what had been learned through the joint 
investigation. 


Believing the matter to be resolved the 
Chief of Police held a News Conference 
on Friday morning, March 11, 1977. 


The following Monday evening, March 14, 
1977 the Human Relations Committee met 
again. The next day, Tuesday, March 15, 
1977 the Human Relations Committee made 
a press release charging the Police Depart- 
ment with “using extremely poor judg- 
ment,” “failure to exercise proper re- 
straints,’ and that it appeared “that ex- 
cessive force” in instances had been used.” 


That same Tuesday, March 15, 1977, the 
regular Police Board meeting was held, 
immediately following a meeting was held 
for the purpose of discussing the news re- 
lease made by the Human Relations Com- 
mittee. Members of the Police Board had 
been briefed from time to time on the 
progress of the investigation, however, in 
view of recent developments, a sub-com- 
mittee was assigned the task of reviewing 
the investigation in detail, This committee 
of the Police Board met the following day, 
At the conclusion of this meeting the com- 
mittee members requested a meeting with 
a sub-committee of Human Relations Com- 
mittee members. 


The meeting between the two sub-com- 
mittees was held on March 22, 1977, After 
several hours of discussion during which 
the Human Relations Committee presented 
no new factual information bearing on the 
issues, the meeting was concluded, A Police 
Board meeting was held Thursday, March 
24, 1977 to review the committee report on 
its findings. After considerable discussion 
it was the decision of the board to present 
the following statements to Mayor Gerald 
Graves and the City Council. 


After review of all available information 
the Lansing Police Board fully supports 
the actions taken on the part of the Police 
Officers regarding the incident at the South 
Washington Armory the morning of Jan- 
uary 16, 1977. 
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The Police Board and the Police Depart- 
ment recognizes that the relationship be- 
tween the Police Department and the Hu- 
man Relations Staff has been very useful 
in the solving of many problems between 
community groups and the Police Depart- 
ment which, if left unresolved, may have 
accelerated into serious confrontations. The 
Human Relations Staff has responded, with 
successful results, to many neighborhood 
problems encountered by police officers 
which were not of the nature that responds 
to a police action. Human Relations Staff 
personnel have been utilized in recruiting 
and training police personnel with con- 
siderable success. In addition, the working 
relationship between Human Relations Staff 
personnel and officers assigned to the school 
athletic programs has enabled these pro- 
grams to continue where as in many cities 
they have been discontinued because of 
rowdy conduct, 


The Police Commissioners, along with 
the Administrative Staff of the Lansing 
Police Department see no useful purpose 
being served in the further airing of a dis- 
agreement with the Human Relations Com- 
mission in this matter. 


We would concur with the Human Rela- 
tions Committee in the recommendation to 
Mayor Gerald W. Graves that he re-estab- 
lish the Police/Community Relations Team 
under his direction. 


We would also concur in addition train- 
ing of police personnel in the area of com- 
munity awareness and will seek meaning- 
ful methods in which such training micht 
be implemented, In conjunction with this, 
training methods will be sought to educate 
the community on the role of Law Enforce- 
ment in policing a community such as the 
City of Lansing.

The Traffic Board reviewed _a_ request 
from the Allied Industrial Workers of 
America Local No. 182 to change the pres- 
ent parking meters in the 1600 block of N.

These meters are located on 
the east side of the street in front of the 
Motor Wheel Corporation. The union’s con- 
cern is that the 30 minute meter does not 
provide enough time for employees to com- 
plete their business in the employment of- 
fice. This employment office includes the 
medical facilities and the insurance bene- 
fit office. 


We received a letter from Mr. D. E. 
Dohnal, Secretary and Counsel of Motor 
Wheel Corporation, stating that the corpo- 
ration believes the thirty minute time lim- 
jtation is generally adequate. Mr. Dohnal 
stated they believe that permitting parking 
for longer periods would reduce the avail- 
ability of the spaces for individuals enter- 
ing the plant to discuss matters relating to 
company sickness and accident programs 
and other employee’s benefits. A copy of 
Mr, Dohnal’s letter is attached. 


Discussions with our parking checker su- 
pervisor and with Mr. Miller of Motor 
Wheel Corporation reveal that some of the 
meters are currently being utilized by 
workers in the plant for all day parking.

Mr. Douglas Finley, Director of Lan- 
sing’s Parks and Recreation Department, 
recently took a stand on Children’s sports 
that has become somewhat controversial. 
I happen to agree totally with Mr. Finley’s 
actions, 


I have been connected with children’s 
sports in Lansing and Detroit for the past 
twelve years. I have been a coach, an 
umpire/referee and an interested spectator. 
I have seen children ridiculed, booed, and 
humiliated by adults who should have better 
sense. I have seen adults actually get into 
a fight over a happening in one of these 
children’s games, I have seen coaches 
ridicule or not play children who had not 
yet mastered the fine points of whatever 
game they were playing. 


Some children take longer to learn the 
basic skills of any sport than others do. 
This does not, however, mean that they 
will not become proficient, given the oppor- 
tunity and someone willing to help them. 
The emphasis of children’s sports should 
be placed on teaching the children how to 
play the game and the importance of team- 
work. The only way a child can learn to 
play a sport is by plaing it. Sitting on the 
bench or playing a token inning or minute 
will not help. 


It is important that we take the empha- 
sis off winning at this stage and place it 
on the children. The best way for people 
to learn what teamwork means is to allow 
all members of that team an equal oppor- 
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tunity to contribute. The more advanced 
players will probably learn more from 
Mr. Finley’s approach than they will under 
the present approach, also, with less pres- 
sure, 


I totally support Mr. Finley in_ this 
matter and trust, with your combined wis-

The Planning Board specifically recom- 
mends that the Mayor and City Council 
adopt the following position and submit it, 
along with the attached position paper, to 
the State Boundary Commission: 


1. The City of Lansing opposes the incor- 
poration proposal of Lansing and Delta 
Townships to establish a new City, Lan- 
sing is particularly opposed to the in- 
corporation of the west portion of Lan- 
sing Township into a new city. The 
incorporation would result in further 
fragmentation of services to the resi- 
dents of the remaining portion of Lan- 
sing Township. 


2. In the event a decision is made to pro- 
ceed with the incorporation of the new 
city as proposed, then the State Bound- 
ary Commission should consider the con- 
solidation of the remaining portions of 
Lansing Township with the City of Lan- 
sing. Also, the southeast portion of 
Delta Township bounded by Jolly Road, 
Waverly Road and the Grand River, 
should be considered for consolidation 
with the City of Lansing. 


In the event the Boundary Commission

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 
April 19, 1977, recommended that the peti- 
tion initiated by the Lansing City Council 
for the purpose of changing the zoning at 
1035 Lathrop and 1511 Walsh streets from 
“EF” Commercial District to a “B-1" Fam- 
ily Residential District be approved. The 
proposed change would bring the zoning 
and land use into conformance with the 
Neighborhood Development Area No, 2 Phy- 
sical Development Plan. 


The Board found that 1035 Lathrop was 
not being used for commercial purposes, 
nor was the tax assessment based on a 
commercial use or zoning. The Board be- 
lieves that it is necessary to change this 
zoning back to a residential district to as- 
sure stability in the residential area and 
discourage the encroachment of commercial 
uses which would be detrimental to the 
overall residential development. 


The Board found that 1511 Walsh has a 
commercial type building, which has been 
used for storage. It was also found that if 
this is proposed for a more intense com- 
mercial development, it would be difficult, 
if not impossible, to provide for adequate 
off-street parking. It should be understood, 
that any non-conforming status of this site 
is allowed and that this change of zoning 
is recommended to discourage the expansion 
and continuation of the non-residential 
uses, 
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The Board has recommended the exten- 
sion of sidewalk along the north side of 
Walsh Park, which will serve as a pedes- 
trian access. The Board believes that this 
is further reason to discourage commercial 
development in the vicinity.

Having now completed work on the pro- 
posed new charter draft, we have received 
quotations and determined to again handle 
distribution of the Charter document 
through the State Journal at a cost of 
$2,249.00 for distribution only of 37,000 
copies and again use the Lansing Labor 
News for the set-up and printing of the 
document at a cost of $2,190.50, 


The above figures are for a 16 page tab- 
loid at a total cost of $4,439.50.

Since the early 1960’s the Front Page 
Restaurant (previously Lou Coomes) has 
been using the adjacent Harris Street 
right-of-way, and a portion of Gier Park 
for customer parking, and trash storage. 
On several occasions this has caused prob- 
lems, and to avoid further complications 
the Park Board has since 1975 actively en- 
couraged the resolving of this situation. 


Related to this, the Board has studied 
for some time the desirability of acquiring 
a 10 acre parcel which would connect the 
4 acre “West” Tecumseh Park to the 
larger and more commonly known as 
Tecumseh property. Acquisition would al- 
low for the long term development of the 
entire site which would total 40 acres, with 
5,870 feet of river frontage (an increase 
of 770). Cost has previously prohibited 
the Board from pursuing the city acquisi- 
tion of this site. 


The Park Board has received a proposal 
from the representatives of the Front Page 
offering the Tecumseh property to the 
city, in exchange for the city portion of 
the Harris ROW, and adjacent property 
that totals equal appraised value of that 
offer, The concept of this exchange was 
approved by the Park Board at their April 
20, 1977 meeting.

In November 1976 the department was 
notified by the Ingham County Health De- 
partment of certain code deficiencies at 
the Hunter and Moores Park Swimming 
Pools, Many of these are being corrected 
by the purchase of minor equipment, and 
others are being studied as we prepare to 
open later this spring. There will be some 
additional but moderate cost in order to 
comply with these immediate requirements, 


In the November report we were noti- 
fied that there is a possibility that the 
filtration, water circulation, and piping 
system at the Moores Pool, as well as some 
seepage through pool walls, may present 
a significant obstacle in our obtaining 
future use permits unless major repairs 
are completed. Closer inspection indicates 
the system (which was installed in 1922, 
and upgraded in the 1950’s) is rapidly 
deteriorating; with a very real potential 
existing that the city may lose the use of 
that facility in the near future. 


Laitala, Freeman, Smith, and Fowler, 
Architects, who conducted the renovation 
on the Boy’s Training School, Walter 
French, Eastern, and Pattengill pools 
examined the Moores facility and advised 
that a reasonable cost estimate for replac- 
ing the mechanical systems, ete, is 
$125,000. 


In order to assure the continued avail- 
ability of important recreational facilities 
in Lansing I am respectively advising City 
Council to consider (1) authorizing the 
preparation of plans for the replacement 
of the mechanical systems, piping, etc., 
at the Moores pool, or (2) the feasibility 
of construction of the pool facility bud-

The new Freedom of Information Act 
of 1976 (1976 PA 442) will take effect 
April 18, 1977. : 


Basically, the Act requires disclosure of 
certain public records within five business 
days after receipt of the request. The Act 
also provides for numerous classes of in- 
formation which are exempt from dis- 
closure and for which requests may be 
denied. 


The Act further requires that all 
denials of requests for public records 
which are exempt from disclosure be ap- 
proved by the Mayor or an individual ap- 
pointed by the Mayor for this purpose. 


Since many classes of public documents 
are protected from disclosure under the 
Act, it is essential that City employees fur- 
nishing records to the public be thoroughly 
familiar with what may or may not be dis- 
closed. Assistant City Attorney John 
Dwaihy has prepared a memorandum out- 
lining the major aspects of the Act and 
conducted an informational session for City 
department heads and boards on April 15. 
The session was designed to make the 
various departments and boards aware of 
which public records may or may not be 
disclosed, 


Because of the complications of the Act, 
and my desire to see that the provisions are 
fulfilled, I am designating John Dwaihy, 
Assistant City Attorney, to determine 
which public records are exempt from 
disclosure, He is thoroughly familiar with 
the various aspects and operations of the 
ere I am so notifying all department 
heads.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members: 


Last Monday, April 25, I expressed to 
you my concern over the fact that the 
rezoning request for the Roosevelt Hotel 
was not on the Agenda and before you. 
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The Chairman of the Council’s Committee 
on Planning was quick to advise that: 
(a) if the Mayor knew the law, he would 
be aware that a Public Hearing on the 
rezoning petition had to be held before 
the City Council; (b) that he, for one, was 
going to abide by the law and that he had 
scheduled a Public Hearing before the 
Council for May 9; and, (c) that on the 
Monday following the Public Hearing, he 
would place the matter on the Agenda 
for a decision by the City Council. Pos- 
sibly, you are not aware, and it is obvious 
that the Chairman of the Council’s Com- 
mittee on Planning is not aware, BUT 
THE REZONING REQUEST FOR THE 
ROOSEVELT HOTEL WAS BEFORE THE 
CITY COUNCIL FOR A PUBLIC HEAR- 
ING ON MONDAY, APRIL 18, OR ONE 
WEEK PRIOR TO THE CHAIRMAN’S 
REMARKS—the matter in question was 
listed as Item 1.c. under Public Hearings 
and I referred the matter to the Commit- 
tee on Planning, at that time. 


My concern revolves around the fact that 
the Roosevelt Hotel is needed by the House 
of Representatives by November 18, 1977; 
that building permits must be issued as 
soon as possible and the complete building 
remodeled so that the House of Represen- 
tatives will have office space in appropriate 
time. This overall matter was discussed 
by Representative William Ryan, former 
Speaker of the House, before the State 
Building Commission, of which I am a 
member as is Councilman Lucile Belen, 
on Wednesday, April 27. Representative 
Ryan advised that the outside of the old 
Roosevelt Hotel would be finished to re- 
semble the outside of the newly remodeled 
State AFL-CIO headquarters on South 
Washington, or white stucco with a char- 
coal trim; that the House of Representa- 
tives was most anxious to make the move 
since the present space occupied by them 
in the old Millers Mutual Building would 
not be available; and that he was per- 
sonally working out, with representatives 
of the adjacent churches the use of the 
parking space by parishioners of the 
churches on weekends, 


Again, I express my concern to you and 
request immediate action on the rezoning 
petition. To me, it is ironical that just a 
few months ago you made a decision to 
host members of the Michigan Legislature 
at a “party” to improve the relations be- 
tween the City Council and the House and 
Senate, and then have the aforementioned 
procrastinating undo what you might have 
achieved, I am concerned, too, because the 
property in question was offered for sale 
at $424,000 three years ago, and a sale 
was not consummated. Too, I am con- 
ecrned because you have before you an 
opportunity to take a ragged looking build- 
ing and turn it into an excellent appear- 
ing, beneficial and worthwhile facility in 
the Centra] Business District, and such is 
not being provided the “go ahead.” 


If you have been lead to believe that 
such approval would hinder construction 
of State facilities in the Capitol Commons, 
such is not the case. In the past, for exam- 
ple, I advised you that the State Building 
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Commission had for several years cham- 
pioned capito] improvements through a 
bonding approach under a State Building 
Authority—in 1976, the Michigan Legisla- 
ture finally sanctioned this approach, with 
the legislation taking effect Apri] 1, 1977. 
The question of legality of the approach 
upon the recommendation of the State 
Building Commission and the Michigan 
Legislature, was put hefore the State 
Supreme Court, which to date has not 
handed down an opinion—the tentative 
priority listed for construction in the Capi- 
tol Commons did not include a new facility 
for the House of Representatives, but did 
include major office facilities and a cen- 
tral chiller system, the cost of which would 
approximate $90 million. 


I urge your immediate attention to the 
rezoning petition affecting the Roosevelt 
Hotel, so that another major improvement 
ean take place in our City.

To the People of Lansing— 


The Lansing City Council presented its 
recommended City Budget for the next 
fiscal year on Monday, April 26, 1977. The 
Council will hear your comments and 
recommendations at the regular Council 
meeting on Monday, May 9, and will adopt 
the new budget on Monday, May 16. 


As a result of more than fifty hours of 
budget hearings recently, the Council made 
over one hundred changes in the Mayor’s 
recommended budget. We made increases 
in the General Fund totaling $267,042 and 
decreases totaling $43,121 for a net increase 
of $223,921. This recommended increase 
is offset by $211,359 in increased revenue 
estimates ; therefore, the net impact of the 
Council’s changes is rather minor, $12,562 
less in the Stabilization Fund (formerly 
known as the Fund Balance), a fund that 
should still have more than four million 
dollars in it by the end of the Fiscal Year 
(June 80, 1978). This will put the size 
of the Stabilization Fund right on target 
with the recommendation of the Council’s 
Ad Hoc Taxation Committee earlier this 
year, 


The Council is making the following 
changes in the Mayor’s recommended bud- 
get. We are recommending the addition 
of a Zoning Inspector in the Planning De- 
partment in order to increase enforcement 
action against the ever-enlarging number 
of zoning violations throughout the City. 


We are recommending the addition of a 
Court Officer and two clerks for the Dis- 
trict Court, to be paid almost entirely with 
CETA funds, The Court Officer will assist 
the Magistrate (a position created by the 
Council on December 20, 1976 and appoint- 
ment confirmed on February 21, 1977) and 
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will cover the sixth courtroom, helping 
with juries, prisoners, arraignments, secur- 
ity, and general order. These additional 
personnel should provide for increased ef- 
ficiency in the scheduling of court cases, 
making for speedier trials and less public 
dissatisfaction. 


The changes in the Police Department’s 
budget are minimal, such as a few new 
tape recorders, a fingerprint file cabinet, 
a transcriber, a coat of paint on the Pedes- 
trian Safety Bus, and no additional officers 
or technicians, The $38,790 General Fund 
increase in the salaries line item was 
necessary merely to offset the same amount 
of Revenue Sharing Funds that were re- 
moved from that same line item in order 
to use these Revenue Sharing dollars for 
additional equipment for the Building and 
Park Departments. This action was in 
conformance with the Council Ad Hoc 
Taxation Committee’s recommendation to 
use Revenue Sharing money for non-recur- 
ring costs, such as the purchase of new 
equipment, The Mayor’s Budget Commit- 
tee complied by recommending over $1.5 
million in Revenue Sharing dollars for 
equipment purchases. 


In_ the Assessor’s office, we are recom- 
mending an additional Appraiser, hoping 
that increased emphasis will be placed on 
commercial and industrial appraisals, 


The Council recommends a $7,600 in- 
crease in the Fire Department’s budget for 
such items as four new humidifiers, re- 
placement of six air conditioners, new 
lounge and dining chairs, voice alarm 
speakers, kitchen sink repairs, and twelve 
bicycle exercisers, The Council agreed 
with the Mayor in not recommending a 
new pumper and additional firemen. 


The $19,629 recommended increase for 
the Civic Center includes a City automobile 
for the manager, two hundred new chairs 
for the public, a new vacuum sweeper, and 
a new floor scrubber, 


In the Treasurer’s office, the Council] is 
recommending deletion of the Investigative 
Collector for $13,772 which was recom- 
mended by the Mayor. In the Public Ser- 
vice Department, the Council is recom- 
mending an additional $11,000 for more 
sidewalk repair and $9,100 for more fre- 
quent snow removal from residential side- 
walks. The Council does not concur with 
the Mayor’s recommendation for a new 
Utility Man (painter) at $11,567 because 
the Council approved a CETA project for 
the painting of the interior of City Hall. 
This work is now being accomplished. 


The recommended $4,500 increase in the 
Central Garage account pertains to the 
recommended addition of a City automobile 
for the Probation Department so that one 
of the probation officers doesn’t have to 
use his private automobile for transport- 
ing clients, 


The Council recommends an additional 
$68,087 for the Parks Department for such 
items as five positions in the Forestry Divi- 
sion (mostly CETA funding), higher wage 
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and supply accounts for Kingsley Place, 
swimming pools, volleyball and volleyball 
clubs, and flag football. Other additions 
include hand mowers, gang mowers, an air 
conditioner, leaf blowers, a new slide at 
Potter Park, water service at Ferris, Wil- 
son, and Edmore Parks, the resurfacing of 
several tennis courts, the construction of 
two basketball courts, Potter Park Zoo 
building remodeling, and a tennis court 
reservation program and concession stand 
at the South Washington Tennis/Ice Skat- 
ing Complex. 


$5,108 was deleted for the change from 
coaches to instructors in Midget Baseball 
because of the conflict going on at that 
time between the Park Department and 
the coaches. A compromise has since been 
reached, and I assume that the Council 
should re-evaluate that line item. 


In the area known as City Supported 
Activities, the Council] recommends the 
following additions: $8,000 for the National 
Council on Alcoholism, $2,500 for the Lan- 
sing Metropolitan Development Authority, 
$2,500 for the Greater Lansing Safety 
Council, $2,000 for the Fine Arts Council, 
$11,000 for the Impression 5 Museum 
(total subsidy), and $40,000 for the Tri- 
County Regional Planning Commission 
(total subsidy). $1,470 decrease for 
CATA results from CATA’s receipt of 
more money from the State of Michigan. 


The other changes recommended by the 
Council are minor in nature and can be 
seen on the summary sheets in the Clerk’s 
office. 


The Council endorses the $3.7 million de- 
crease from departmental requests as 
recommended by the Mayor’s Budget Com- 
mittee. We further endorse the preventa- 
tive maintenance and capital improvement 
recommendations from the General Fund 
and Federal Revenue Sharing Fund and 
wish to commend the departmental staffs 
for successfully implementing the Coun- 
cil’s new CIP Planning process. Such 
projects include softball and baseball im- 
provements at Gier, Davis, and Ranney 
Parks and at Westside Field, paving at 
Potter Park, Forest Road Park improve- 
ments, Oak Park Field Office repairs, 
Aurelius Road sewer improvements, en- 
larged drains near Miller and Aurelius 
Roads and near Frandor, storm sewers 
and sidewalks on the west side of South 
Cedar from Miller Road to Willoughby, 
new storm sewers were petitioned, a new 
Fire Department ambulance, an additional 
Hurst Power Tool to free people from 
impacted automobiles more quickly. In ad- 
dition, there are thirty-eight new replace- 
ment vehicles for the Public Service De- 
partment, sixteen new replacement trucks 
for the Parks and Recreation Department, 
three new machines for the Traffic Depart- 
ment, a new replacement helicopter, heli- 
copter search light and a four- wheel drive 
emergency vehicle for the Police Depart- 
ment, road surfacing in a number of parks, 
a resurfaced Civic Center parking lot with 
new gate equipment, and three hundred 
folding chairs for the Civie Center,

The Council believes this 1977-78 budget 
to be the most comprehensive and informa- 
tive document ever presented for public 
review. In 1975 and 1976, the Council 
created and funded additional positions in 
the Finance Department for the express 
purpose of working with each and every 
department in an attempt to identify short- 
range and long-range goals and objectives, 
to identify existing and future levels of 
service, and to identify the true cost of 
providing those levels of service, The suc- 
cess of this endeavor is evidenced by the 
recommended reorganization of the Finance 
Department as proposed in the new budget 
and also by the greater efficiency by which 
the Council was able to hold its own budget 
hearings. We wish to commend the Fi- 
nance Department and all City depart- 
ments for the cooperative effort made in 
developing and implementing extensive 
changes to the budget work program. 


The Council is recommending a property 
tax rate of $11.49, including debt retire- 
ment, This represents a decrease of $1.74 
per one thousand dollars of assessed valua- 
tion. We await your comments.

In the past, I pointed out to you some 
of the problems centering around the Dis- 
trict Courts, including disbursing of reve- 
nues, costs not levied on tickets gone to 
warrant, and some of those contained in 
the September 23, 1976, audit as completed 
by Maner, Costerisan and Ellis, Certified 
Public Accountants. Some of the problems 
have been corrected, 


However, still remaining is that problem 
of the Police Department having to chase 
down overdue parking and traffic fines. 
I am not talking about the basic, law- 
abiding ctiizen who occasionally makes a 
mistake, I am talking about the violators 
who are cronic scofflaws, who require a 
number of warrants, in effect thumbing 
their noses at law enforcement efforts. 
Now, I think there is a way to correct 
that problem, It has been done in the City 
of Denver and in the County of Denver 
and other places by immobilizing a vehicle 
owned by an individual with a number of 
warrants issued for violations, which are 
overdue in payment, In short, the owner 
of a vehicle immobilized will respond vol- 
untarily to the warrants outstanding. The 
immobilization of the vehicle of the viola- 
tor will, also, help to put an end to the 
unfairness of law abiding citizens having 
to fund enforcement costs incurred as a 
result of violators, 


For your information I am attaching a 
copy of the Denver Ordinance authorizing 
the use of immobilization.

The Pornography Ordinance of the City 
of Lansing leaves a great deal to be de- 
sired, For example, there has not been one 
conviction since its adoption. The present 
Ordinance covers only the display of ob- 
scene material after publication or manu- 
facture. However, the Ordinance does not 
cover publication of pornography or the 
use of minors as participants in its pub- 
lication. 


This is of concern to me, because more 
and more law enforcement agencies around 
the Nation are discovering a wide use of 
children in pornography and they are re~ 
porting an avalanche of publications and 
films featuring youngsters. To prohibit 
the problem from arising in this com- 
munity, I am recommending that you 
amend the present Pornography Ordinance 
to include the following, or similar lan- 
guage: 


“Jt shall be unlawful for any person to 
make, exhibit, sell, deliver, provide, pur- 
chase or knowingly receive, or offer or 
agree to make, exhibit, sell, deliver, pro- 
vide, purchase or knowingly receive, or 
have in his possession with intent to 
exhibit, sell, deliver, provide, purchase 
or knowingly receive, any printed mat- 
ter, visual representation or sound re- 
cording, including but not limited to 
books, magazines, motion picture films, 
pamphlets, newspapers, picture, phto- 
graphs, drawings, sculptures, tape or 
wire recordings, which depict or describe 
the body or conduct of a minor child un- 
der eighteen years of age engaged either 
actively or passively in sexual conduct, 
or the creation of which entailed the use 
of a minor child under eighteen years of 
age engaged either actively or passively 
in sexual conduct. 


‘Sexual conduct’ means acts of mastur- 
bation, homosexuality, lesbianism, beas- 
tiality, sexual intercourse or physical 
contact with a person’s clothed or un- 
clothed genitals, pubic area, buttocks or 
the breast or breasts of a female for the 
purpose of sexual stimulation, gratifica- 
tion or perversion.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members: 


The liquidation group which has cus- 
tedy of what is commonly called the 
Diamond Reo Properties, heretofore known 
as the Diamond Reo Joint Venture, Reo 
Properties, Inc., or Southern Salvage, plans 
to eventually vacate the property and sus- 
pend activities there. This liquidation 
group has had two enormously successful 
auction sales and a massive scrap-salvage 
operation, which, for all practical purposes, 
concluded on May 6, 1977. What is obvious 
is that the maintenance of the physical 
plant has been on a gradually increasing 
decline, since Diamond Reo Joint Venture 
assumed custody of the 38.7 acre facility. 
Further, the harshness of this past winter 
took its toll on Reo’s physical profile; pipes 
up to 8 in. in diameter broke and fell 
throughout the plant, paint on the walls 
chipped and cracked, wood blocks in 
the floors buckled, making maneuvering 
throughout the plant hazardous. 


The Fire Marshal’s Division of the Lan- 
sing Fire Department, has kept a watch- 
ful eye on the properties concerned and 
also ordered all dangerous chemicals, such 
as sodium cyanide, myric acid and caustic 
acid removed. When a fire broke out in 
early March, the matter was immediately 
attended to. 


Security has been a problem. Some 
people have wandered aimlessly throughout 
the old building, others were caught on 
the roof, and, in another instance, one 
individual took it upon himself, while un- 
der an influence, to operate a motorized 
unit, doing considerable damage. 


MAY 9, 1977 


The Reo property, safety-wise, should 
have been torn down years ago. A mam- 
moth, predominately wood factory resting 
in the neighborhood of wood frame houses 
is flirting with the odds. 


Because of the situation, I have had 
meetings inside and outside of the old 
plant. I now have assurances that secu- 
rity forces will be retained, around the 
clock, at the plant to prevent intruders 
from entering. I have been assured that 
some of the hazardous conditions, within 
the plant, such as water in work pits, open 
holes, big piles of debris, etc., will be cor- 
rected and I have instructed the Fire 
Marshal and the Building Commissioner 
to guarantee this. 


In the meantime, I have met with re- 
sponsible officials who have authority over 
the property to reach an agreement on the 
sale price of the property, demolished and 
with taxes paid. There is a possibility that 
a buyer will be forthcoming. I am asking 
for full cooperation, the goal being to see 
this happen, I am requesting you to estab- 
lish the overall property (plot plan at- 
tached) as a Plant Rehabilitation District 
or an Industrial Development District, or 
both, The establishment of an Industrial 
Development District creates an_ incentive 
to the property owner to build new or 
replacement facilities and/or equipment 
which is taxed for twelve years at % the 
rate otherwise assessed. Section 14(2) of 
the Act provides: 


“The amount of the industrial facility 
tax, in each year in the case of a new 
facility, shall be determined by multi- 
plying % of the total mills levied as ad 
valorem taxes for that year by all tax- 
ing units within which the facility is 
situated by the state equalized valuation 
of the facility excluding the land and 
the inventory personal property.” 


Please be advised that pursuant to Sec- 
tion 4(2) of 1974 PA 198, the City Council 
may, on its own initiative, establish a 
plant rehabilitation district or an indus- 
trial development district, or both. 


The Act is somewhat unclear in Section 
4(2) regarding the creation of industrial 
development districts upon initiative of 
City Council. However, when read as a 
whole, the Act clearly grants this power 
to City Council, This is confirmed by the 
State Tax Commission. 


I trust you will give this your most seri- 
ous attention and that you will act as 
speedily as possible, The net result could 
be the demolition of a useless plant, pay- 
ment of delinquent taxes and a new em- 
ployment oriented facility on the location.

At the regularly scheduled meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Employee’s Re- 
tirement System held on April 21, 1977, 
the following resolution was adopted, 


“Tt was moved by Trustee English, sup- 
ported by Trustee Bodwin, that the benefit 
formula used to compute retirement bene- 
fit allowances be increased from 1.4% to 
16% and that this recommendation be 
forwarded to the City Council for consider- 
ation.” 


Adopted by the following roll call vote: 


Yess: Bodwin, English, Graves, Gunther, 
Hufangel, Swagler and Whitford—7. 


Absent: Trustee Roe. 


The cost of making this benefit change 
has been actuarially determined to require 
an additional $194,957 to the City’s current 
contribution level of $750,000. This repre- 
sents a 26% increase in the City’s contribu- 
tion level. 


I would recommend that you refer this 
matter to the Council’s Finance Commit- 
tee for further study with regard to the 
funding considerations, Favorable consider- 
ation beyond that point would require an 
amendment to Sec, 26-22 (a)(2) of the 
Code of Ordinances as follows: 


Current language — “‘(a)(2) A pension 
which, when added to his annuity, shall 
provide a straight life retirement allow- 
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ance equal to the number of years, and 
fraction of a year, of his credited service 
multiplied by one and four-tenths per cent 
of his final average compensation.”

That particular problem has obviously not 
confused those candidates for major elec- 
tive office who decided to declare their in- 
tentions to the people as early as April, 
1977, however. In addition, I believe that 
duly elected Charter Commission members 
owe a far greater allegiance and responsi- 
bility to all of the voters of Lansing than 
they do to a few possible faint hearted as- 
pirants to elective office, and,

will suffer irreparable harm and “open 
government” become a mockery because of 
the Charter Commission’s insistence upon 
a June 13 election date for the voters de- 
cision on Lansing Municipal Governments 
Most basic document, now,

Councilman Hull asked to explain his 
“no” vote and that his remarks be printed 
in the official council proceedings.

Councilman Blair spoke. 


Councilman Hull explains his ‘no’ vote 
on the passage of the 77-78 FY Budget: 


I deeply regret that it was necessary to 
vote “no” tonight. The “no” vote came 
from a very simple and very straightfor- 
ward reason, The political process, the 
process by which we develop the budget 
to meet the needs of the city, has been sub- 
verted and turned into a political football. 
There’s a time for politics and all of us 
involved in politics, but I am not going to 
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get into the game of politics at the point 
where it destroys the budget capable of 
delivering essential services to my ward 
and the people I was elected to represent. 
Since that budget cannot deliver the type 
of services I think my ward deserves and 
requires, I voted “no.” 


Councilman Baker reserved the right to 
explain his “‘no’” vote and requested it be 
printed. 


Thank you, Mr. Mayor. I voted “no”’— 
I didn’t think I would ever do that after 
going through the budget hearings—I had 
my chance to offer suggestions for pro- 
grams, I didn’t get all I wanted a better 
solid waste pick-up system, I wanted police 
to walk beats in certain parts of the town, 
I wanted some additions to some depart- 
ments, I wanted some deletions from other 
departments but we adopted a process here ; 
we agreed that it was a good process and 
everybody on this council voted for it. 
There were open public hearings and any- 
one could come in and have their say, make 
their input, make suggestions and it was 
done that way and it was a honest budget. 
And then we come up to the last when de- 
partment heads can’t have personnel, we 
just say we can make all these changes, 
public does not have any input to them, 
the department heads don’t have any input 
to them, and we just ramrod a 5-8 vote 
to them. Services are not going to be per- 
formed in certain parts of the city like they 
should and need to be done and I can’t 
vote for a budget that does that. To hold 
hearings and then subvert them at the last 
moment like this council just did. People 
have to wonder what it’s all about and why 
did we go through 60 hours of hearings if 
we are going to turn topsy-turvy at the 
last minute, For that reason, I voted “no” 
and it’s really a sad evening. Thank you, 
Mr. Mayor.

Also given considerable discus- 
sion was the urban green space value of 
park properties located in the center of a 
heavily industrial/urban area; and the 
current usage by senior citizens, and club 
groups using the Scott Center, for outdoor 
weddings, and by Oldsmobile employees 
for lunch periods, ete. 


General Motors has defined the advan- 
tage to the City as the possibility of direct- 
ing dollars from the sale into needed rec- 
reational facilities which would provide for 
more intense and accessible usage. Deed 
restrictions on the Cooley Gardens property 
oer prohibit the realization of this poten- 
tial. 


It was the Park Board’s opinion that the 
property was given to the City to protect 
as open space, and that Scott Park and 
Cooley Gardens continue to meet that type 
of intended use.

While 
these issues are of great and immediate 
concern, it appears that the development 
of the vacant land adjacent to the city’s 
northeastern boundaries will continue to 
ereate issues of concern for the foresee- 
able future. 


“We have been informed that the city 
has the right to plan for the physical de- 
velopment of areas outside its boundaries, 
if the areas impact the planning of the 
City. Certainly, it should be clear by now 
that Lansing residents who live in sec- 
tions of the city whieh border other cities 
and townships are directly affected by the 
land use decisions of those jurisdictions 
and that the city’s plans for these border 
neighborhoods are impacted by the decision 
of these other political entities. It is also 
clear that the City of Lansing cannot 
dictate to the surrounding areas and ex- 
pect anything but anger in return. We 
believe it is time for the elected of the 
City to go to the elected officials of East 
Lansing and take the first step toward 
Lansing and the Charter Township of 
resolving the problems which are bound 
to occur if we all continue to act as_if 
we live on separate, isolated islands. We 
further believe that compromises can and 
must be reached between our city and 
the surrounding jurisdictions. Lansing 
cannot expect to have everything its way 
if it is hurting East Lansing and Lan- 
sing Township, by the same token, nor 
can these jurisdictions disregard the needs 
and interests of Lansing. 


“We hereby request that the Mayor and 
the City Council immediately take all the 
steps necessary to establish formal, con- 
tinuing contact with the elected leaders of 
East Lansing and the Charter Township 
of Lansing, with the specific purpose of 
resolving the issues addressed above. Fur- 
ther, we request that all required actions 
be taken to formalize continuing contact 
between the Lansing Planning Board, the 
East Lansing Planning Commission and 
the Charter Township of Lansing Planning 
Commission, with the specific purpose of 
mutually developing plans for the border 
areas of these political jurisdictions which 
meet the housing, recreation, circulation 
and economic needs of the area. 


“We request that this letter be read 
aloud at the City Council meeting and 
that members in the audience in support of 
the request be asked to stand.

This office has investigated the claim of 
W. S. Teszlewicz for $161.20 incurred as 
the result of a traffic accident he had at 
the corner of Alpha and Lincoln Streets 
on January 10, 1977. 


The accident report indicates that the 
cause of the accident was due to a stop 
sign being down, Mr. Teszlewicz has also 
indicated that the downed sign resulted 
in the accident, 


MCLA 691.1403; MSA 8.996(108) states: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a rea- 
sonable time to repair the defect before 
the injury took place. Knowledge of 
the defect and time to repair the same 
shall be conclusively presumed when the 
defect existed so as to be readily apparent 
to an ordinarily observant person for 
a period of 30 days or longer before the 
injury took place.” (emphasis added) 


The maintenance of road signs is con- 
sidered as part of the operation of the 
highway. It has been noted by Mr. Ray 
Severy, the Traffic Engineer, that the 
sign was standing on January 7, 1977. 
Therefore, the chief question is when the 
sign was felled and whether the City should 
have known of the occurrence. 


Because the Traffic Department cannot 
ascertain exactly when the sign was first 
down, it is difficult to make a recom- 
mendation on the claim. However, no 
proof has been shown that the City knew 
of the defective sign nor is there any proof 
that the City should have known of the 
defective sign, 


Therefore, it is the opinion of this office 
that Mr. Teszlewicz’ claim be denied.

“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existence of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair the defect before 
the injury took place.” 


The chief issue in this matter is whether 
the City knew or should have known of 
the condition of the roadway. 


Ms. Hanes in her letter states that the 
wrecker attendant advised that hers was 
the second such call he had received that 
night. ‘Chuck holes,” however, are a 
common occurrence in the spring, espe- 
cially after a hard winter. 


There has been no evidence brought to 
light that the Public Service Department 
knew or should have known of the con- 
dition beforehand. Therefore, it is the 
opinion of this office that Ms. Hanes’ 
elaim be denied.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On March 10, 1977, Mr. James M. Grif- 
fith of 7404 Creyts Road, Dimondale, en- 
tered the North Capitol Ramp. While 
driving through the ramp, a piece of con- 
crete dislodged from the ceiling of the 
ramp damaging the fender area of Mr. 
Griffith’s car in the amount of approxi- 
mately $150. MCLA 691.1406; MSA 3,996 
(106) states in pertinent part: 


“Governmental agencies have the obli- 
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gation to repair and maintain public 
buildings under their control when open 
for use by members of the public. Gov- 
ernmental agencies are liable for bodily 
injury and property damage resulting 
from a dangerous or defective condition 
of a public building if the governmental 
agency had actual or constructive knowl- 
edge of the defect, and, for areasonable 
time after acquiring knowledge, failed 
to remedy the condition or to take action 
reasonably necessary to protect the pub- 
lie against the condition.” 


The Traffic Engineer has reported that 
prior to the accident in question and 
throughout the winter months that pieces 
of cement had fallen in the North Capi- 
tol Ramp. In a majority of the cases the 
pieces of cement did not fall to the floor 
but rather were caught by the drainage 
areas. Inspections and corrections of the 
eonditions however were not completed 
until after Mr. Griffith’s accident even 
though the aforementioned incidents had 
occurred with some regularity. 


In light of these facts it is the opinion 
of this office that the City had actual 
knowledge of the defect for a reasonable 
time prior to the Griffith accident and 
should satisfy Mr. Griffith’s claim for the 
lowest bid of $146.52,

The Municipal Development Team, pur- 
suant to your resolution of April 4, 1977, 
has reviewed the issues of tax abatement, 
provision of steam service and subsidy re- 
quirements relative to the F/S Develop- 
ment Company’s proposal to develop Par- 
cel 7, Urban Renewal Project No. 2, 
located at Cedar and Shiawassee. 


We wish to present the following infor- 
mation and recommendations and request 
that it be referred to the appropriate 
Council Committee(s) for presentation of 
documentation and explanation. 


Tax Abatement: Based on our analysis 
we have determined that tax abatement 
if required for project feasibility. But, 
upon advice of City Attorney, we con- 
clude that the City of Lansing is limited 
as to when and how abatement may be 
provided for residential development. 
The purpose of Sections 29-8 and 29-4 
of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing is to provide abatement to 
elderly housing. In addition State Statute 
MCLA 125.1415(a) allows abatement 
benefits to apply to low income residents 
and State Act 250 allows for the pro- 
vision of abatement to development proj- 
ects within designated “blighted” areas. 
At present these are the only available 
means of abatement. 


We, therefore, recommend consideration 
by the City of Lansing and the proposed 
developers of the possible use of S.A. 250 
for the Cedar/Shiawassee site and we have 
requested that the City Attorney’s Office 
conduct the appropriate research for such 
consideration, 


We also recommend Sections 29-8 and 
29-4 of the Code of Ordinances and MCLA 
125.1415(a) be reviewed and consideration 
be given to adopting a new city ordinance 
bringing city policy in line with etsablished 
enabling legislation. 


Finally, we recommend that provision of 
any form of abatement, especially for non- 
elderly units, be tied to proposed rent levels 
and certified operating expenses and should 
be subject to periodic review, and that these 
concerns be incorporated into a formal 
procedure for consideration of tax abate- 
ment which we are now preparing. 


Section 8 Subsidies: At this time Lan- 
sing has no uncommitted Section 8 sub- 
sidies, Lansing’s proposed Housing As-

sistance Plan has included sufficient sub- 
sidies for this project but they are not 
currently available. 


We urge the Mayor and the Planning 
Department to undertake all appropriate 
actions to secure additional Section 8 
subsidies, 


Steam Service Extension: We have re- 
quested information from the developer 
providing justifications for expenditures 
required in extending steam lines and 
we have requested a reaction from the 
Board of Water and Light regarding the 
proposed extension. 


The developer’s architect has projected 
a total project savings of $28,000 per 
year for tenants through the use of 
steam for heating and cooling. 


The Board of Water and Light has 
indicated that, subject to the availability 
of steam production capacity, if the de- 
veloper (including the City of Lansing) 
would absorb the costs of extending 
steam service to the site on a non-refund 
basis, the Board of Water and Light 
would consider expanding service lines 
to the site. 


Board of Water and Light cost pro- 
jections are $241,000 for extension of 
service to Parcel 7 and an additional 
$100,000 for Parcel 5 (Cedar/Saginaw). 


We recommend that, subject to the 
availability of funds, the Housing and 
Redevelopment Department, on behalf of 
the City of Lansing, negotiate with the 
developer an equitable distribution of costs 
for steam service extension to the site and 
that, once such an agreement has been 
reached and has been approved by City 
Council and the Mayor, the Housing and 
Redevelopment Department will formally 
advise the Board of Water and Light of 
the City’s desire for steam line extension, 
In the event that this cannot be done, we 
have advised the developer that he should 
Penediansy apply for gas service reserva- 
‘ions, 


We respectfully request that these issues 
be considered promptly so that the status 
of the pending F/S Development Com- 
pany’s proposal may be resolved. 


The Municipal Development Team is 
prepared to provide the details and thought 
processes upon which the above recom- 
mendations are based to the appropriate 
Council Committee (s).

The Committee on Buildings and Proper- 
ties asked that I examine the feasibility 
of the department’s utilization of the Mill 
Street Property for Field Office operations. 
This study is part of an overall examina- 
tion being conducted to determine the 
future use of those buildings, and the loca- 
tion of the Traffic Department Sign Shop. 


I have informally advised both legisla- 
tive and technical staff studying this mat- 
ter that the decentralization of our Field 
Office operations requires considerable de- 
tailed study considering the loss of effi- 
ciency from any Significant separation of 
employees and/or equipment. 


Attached is a brief feasibility study on 
our department’s use of the Mill Street 
property as requested. Because of crowd- 
ing at our Oak Park Compound there are 
possible advantages for our relocating some 
operations to the Mill Street location. Un- 
fortunately, the Mill Street site is smaller 
than what we are currently using and 
therefore cannot be considered as a sub- 
stitution to Oak Park. 


The report defines several problems, in- 
eluding access, building, site, and staffing 
which would need to be resolved prior to 
use of the C.A.T.A. facility for Park and 
Recreation operations. To do any less than 
these, and attempt to relocate a small 
section of our operation would create in- 
efficiency which would negate the gain of 
additional space at the Oak Park Facility 
currently needed to house our, or any other 
operation,

Gentlemen : 


On the evening of May 19, 1977 at 7:00 
P.M. an interview was scheduled by Ms. 
Pauline Sandoval of the Human Relations 
staff and Sergeant John Baylis of the Lan- 
sing Police Department to meet with an 
individual who had entered a complaint 
against the Lansing Police Department. 
The complaint was received by the Human 
Relations office on February 28, 1977. An 
investigation of the complaint ensued. At 
the conclusion of the investigation it was 
deemed necessary to meet with the com- 
plainant in regards to certain discrepancies 
in statements made. 


When the investigators, Ms. Sandoval 
and Sergeant Baylis, arrived at the citi- 
zen’s home for the interview, they were 
met by the complainant and a group of 
assembled people. Among the group was 
one (1) Ingham County Commissioner, two 
(2) Lansing Councilmen, one (1) person 
from the Minority Substance Abuse Pro- 
gram, one (1) member of the Lansing 
Legal Aid Agency and two (2) male com- 
munity persons. Rather than a routine 
interview, it appears that the investigators 
were confronted by a “Board of Inquiry.” 


On May 5, 1969, the Lansing Police 
Board and Human Relations Committee 
adopted a plan of procedures for investi- 
gating complaints against officers of the 
Lansing Police Department. An Addendum 
was added on January 19, 1971, Since that 
time many complaints have been investi- 
gated. The procedures adopted have proven 
to be very successful and have met with 
the full support of both Boards. The co- 
operative efforts of staff personnel of 
both the Police Department and the Human 
Relations Department have neutralized 
many controversial situations. 


The reception confronting the investi- 
gators on the evening of May 19, 1977, 
placed them in a very uncomfortable posi- 
tion. We highly disapprove of this inter- 
ference. We are both in agreement that 
our investigators must not be confronted 
by such unorthodox groups in the future. 
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Therefore, we request that the City Coun- 
eil go on record to support the procedures 
as adopted by the Lansing Police Board 
and the Human Relations Committee that 
allow our investigators to conduct their 
investigations as they have in the past 
without outside interference.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members: 


On November 5, 1976, I forwarded to 
you a communication which read, in part, 
as follows: 


“After lengthy deliberation by the 
City Council, and some disagreements, 
on the question of space aliocation for 
departments, and building utilization, 
you did on September 7, 1976, approve 
a Resolution, which: 


—Resolved that actual space allocation 
planning, and execution, be done, through 
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administrative action, under the direc- 
tion of the Mayor; 


—Appropriated $156,000 to accomplish 
the aforementioned ; 


—Resolved to utilize the City Hall and 
the Washington Square Annex for de- 
partmental offices ; 


—Resolved to cease utilization of the old 
City Hall Annex and order it razed when 
it is determined that there is no need 
for this space for any City department, 
or agency use; 


—Retained $30,000 for the razing of the 
old City Hall Annex, and that determi- 
nation with regard to such razing be 
made by May 1, 1977. 


In keeping with the aforementioned 
responsibility granted to me by the City 
Council, I am now submitting to you 
the following, so that you may be ap- 
praised of the finalized plans for depart- 
mental relocation, which is expected to 
be undertaken shortly... .” 


“. . . This plan eliminates all City 
use of the City Hall Annex (Poxson 
Building). Negotiations are currently 
being conducted through the Mayor’s 
Office for possible sale of this property 
for extensive restoration, If such sale 
is not possible, demolition of this site 
improvement can be expected to be ac- 
complished at the earliest pleasure of 
the Council.” 


As of Saturday, May 21, 1977, the relo- 
cation of various offices as mentioned in 
my communication of November 5, was 
completed, with the exception of the Senior 
Citizens Office on Aging, scheduled for 
the Civic Center. To date, you have not 
made the determination with regard to 
the razing of the old City Hall Annex 
(Poxson Building) and May 1, 1977, has 
already gone by. 


As today, Monday, May 238, 1977, my 
office has received a communication from 
Gary L. Johnson, G. L. Johnson and Asso- 
ciates, Professional Center West, Suite 
415, 701 N, Logan, Lansing, Michigan, re- 
garding the purchase of the old City Hall 
Annex (Poxson Building) (see attached). 
Mr. Gary L. Johnson also attached a 
down-payment check in the amount of 
$1,000.00, plus a Greater Lansing Board 
of Realtors Uniform Buy and Sell Agree- 
ment. Mr. Johnson advises that it is the 
intention of G, L, Johnson and Associates 
to invest approximately $450,000 in the 
remodeling of the facility. In short, you 
have a bona fide offer to buy the City Hall 
Annex (Poxson Building), so a decision 
by you must be made. If it is your desire 
to sell the aforementioned, for the pur- 
poses of seeing the property renovated, put 
back on the property tax roll, and to see 
it occupied, apparently the way has been 
cleared by the Office of the City Attorney. 
In a communication dated 5/12/77, from 
Timothy W. Sanderson, City Attorney, to 
Councilman James Blair, he stated in 
part: 
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“Since no deed, dedication, stipulation, 
ordinance or resolution exists limiting 
the property’s usage to park or recrea- 
tion, we find no legal obstacle to its 
use for office or commercial purposes, 
While the Master Plan does indicate 
planned usage as a park, it does not have 
the force of law unless adopted by) or 
incorporated into an ordinance. ., . 


“Nothing in the chain of title to the 
property, the City ordinances or proceed- 
ings of the City Council prohibits the 
transfer of the building to the EDC or 
its use for commercial rather than park 
purposes. Any transfer of the Poxson 
Building to the EDC would, of course, 
have to comply with the requirements 
of Section 14.3 of the City Charter, in- 
eluding Council approval by six votes.”

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem and 
Council Members : 


In a communication to you dated Octo- 
ber 21, 1976, (see attached), I requested 
your support of a Resolution which I pro- 
posed to the Building Commission of the 
State of Michigan, and which was unani- 
mously approved. To date, my only re- 
sponse has been that from your Program 
Coordinator George Lokken, who advised 
on October 29, 1976, some concern over the 
advisability of your adoption of a Resolu- 
tion of support “because the State Supreme 
Court has not as yet ruled on the con- 
stitutionality of the proposed bonding pro- 
gram.” Well, the State Supreme Court 
has ruled that bonding for construction of 
badly needed new State office facilities 
would be legally acceptable. Once again, 
I am requesting your support. 


In a yery related matter, the members 
of the State Building Commission, of which 
both Councilman Lucile Belen and I are 
members, seriously discussed the need for 
a MICHIGAN HISTORICAL MUSEUM. 
Please be advised that I will be introduc- 
ing at the next regularly scheduled meeting 
of the State Building Commission to be 
held on July 12, a Resolution in support of 
such a facility and the Resolution will re- 
quest the Joint Capital Outlay Committee 
of the Michigan Legislature to release the 
funds now being held in abeyance so that 
schematics and planning can get underway 
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for such a facility. Originally, such dollars 
for a new State Historical Museum were 
authorized in 1965, but no progress has 
been made to date. As a result, the present 
Michigan Historical Museum is _ over- 
crowded, in the wrong location and is 
far from reaching a potential, with thou- 
sands of historical items, artifacts, etc., 
having to be stored in State warehouses. 
A proper facility could result in thousands 
of visitors annually becoming: knowledge- 
able about the State‘s total cultural de- 
velopment. 


Sheer numbers alone dictate the need of 
such a facility—there are 14 million visi- 
tors to the State each year; within 175 
miles of Lansing there are 2 million school 
children; and, for the first three weeks of 
May of this year, more than 47,000 persons 
visited the State Capitol alone. A real 
Michigan Historical Museum could easily 
double the number of visitors to the Capital 
City and make a significant impact upon 
people’s minds of “what the past was 
truly like, what course of events con- 
nected then and now, and in finding out 
how we got this way.” 


The Museum in question would approxi- 
mate $7,000,000 in construction costs and 
would cover several acres of land, with 
parking available, in the vicinity of 
Ottawa, Butler, Ionia and Sycamore streets, 


I request your support, also, of such a 
facility.

(3) Beer or wine may be sold for con- 
sumption in the Riverfront Park if a 
special license for such sale is obtained 
from the Michigan Liquor Control Com- 
mission and if the City Council approves 
the license application prior to the issu- 
ance of the license. Approval by the City 
Council for sale of beer or wine in the 
Riverfront Park shall be obtained only if 
the license is to be utilized in conjunction 
with a City approved cultural, ethnic, or 
community activity open to the public.

The members of the Lansing Planning 
Board have reviewed the attached memo- 
randum from George Lokken, Program 
Coordinator, regarding the priorities for 
public works projects which were recom- 
mended by the technical staff of City 
government. Due to the short time period 
in which the City has to make its priori- 
ties known to the Economic Development 
Administration and the necessity to give 
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you time to discuss these priorities, indi- 
vidual Planning Board members were 
contacted by phone to indicate their con- 
eurrence or suggestions regarding the 
technical staff's priorities recommenda- 
tions for Public Works funds. In addition, 
the Board is aware of a requirement of 
the legislation which indicates that the 
local school district and the City should 
get together to determine their priorities. 
The Board members are also aware that 
the Lansing School District is willing to 
eeeapt a Number 4 priority for their facili- 
ties.

The Lansing Planning Board has con- 
cerns about ecrtain aspects of two projects. 
The Board is concerned with the design 
characteristics of Aurelius Road from 
Cavanaugh north to Mt. Hope. This project 
was submitted for a Public Act 285 review 
to the Board and the Board has tabled 
action on this pending more information 
from the staff. The Board is concerned 
that widening of the roadway to four lanes 
would further increase traffic and pres- 
sure for extension of Aurelius Road north 
of the freeway. Before the Board is pre- 
pared to make its recommendations, it 
wishes to carefully review the alternatives. 
The Board has no problem with widening 
of Aurelius Road from Cavanaugh south 
to the City limits basically because the 
road is seen as an industrial road providing 
access to the freeway. 


Board members were also concerned 
about the basic parks package, particularly 
the lighting of soft ball diamonds and 
the effects on adjacent residential areas.

The Claimant in the above matter alleg- 
edly incurred personal injuries when she 
tripped on a sidewalk in the 100 block of 
South Capitol, adjacent to state owned 
property. The claimant was contacted in 
this matter and related that she tripped 
over a newly poured section of sidewalk 
which was, in her opinion, not properly 
blended with the adjacent old section. Ms. 
Nielson stated that the section was one and 
one-half to two inches too high. Investiga- 
tion of the sidewalk section in question dis- 
closes a slight uneveness in the sidewalk 
sections referred to, however, the Public 
Service Department measured the rise at 
less than one inch. 


In addition to the question of physical 
evidence, we have received no information 
which would indicate that the cement work 
was actually performed by the City or 
any agent of the City. Responsibility for 
the maintenance and repair of sidewalks 
rests with the owner of the land through 
which the right-of-way runs, in this case 
the State of Michigan. 


Because pedestrians have a duty to use 
the sidewalks in a reasonably safe manner 
and exercise reasonable caution and because 
there is no evidence of negligence on the 
part of the City or any agent of the City, 
it is the recommendation of this office that 
the claim be denied.

The claimant in the above matter ad- 
vised this office that she was turning at 
the corner of Haag Road and Logan Street 
when she drove her automobile over a 
fresh road patch and a stone flew up from 
under her car and broke her windshield. 


The Public Service Department has re- 
ported that it has no knowledge of the 
accident. It should be noted, however, that 
all such patching is followed by a rolling 
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process which blends very smal] stones into 
the tar. 


It is possible, according to the Public 
Service Department, that windshield dam- 
age could result from a high velocity impact 
of a small stone. However, in this case 
from the facts, it is doubtful that the claim- 
ant’s own vehicle could have propelled the 
stone into its own windshield. Conceivably, 
another vehicle could have been the source 
of the stone. 


In the present case, there is no evidence 
that a patching stone caused the damage. 
Furthermore, there is no evidence of un- 
reasonable accumulation of stones at the 
scene or that the City knew or should have 
known of such a condition,

Subject: Ordinance to adopt provisions of 
Act 88, PA 1961 “Reciprocal Re- 
tirement Act” for the Policemen’s 
& Firemen’s Retirement System 


Act 88, Public Acts of 1961 provides for 
the preservation of retirement system ser- 
vice credits for public employees who trans- 
fer employment between units of govern- 
ment, In order to become a reciprocal unit, 
the governmental unit must elect to adopt 
the provisions of the act by a majority vote 
of its governing body. 


The City Council did act to place the 
Employee’s Retirement System under the 
provisions of Act 88 by an ordinance change 
adopted June 1, 1965 (Section 26-48 Code 
of Ordinances.) This was never done for 
the Policemen’s & Firemen’s Retirement 
System. 


On June Ist the Board of Trustees of 
the Policemen’s & Firemen’s Retirement 
System did meet in special session to re- 
ceive a report on Act 88 from Board mem- 
ber, Mr. Steve VanNote, who is also Di- 
rector of the Municipal Employee’s Retire- 
ment Systems, State of Michigan. 


The Board then approved a resolution 
“copy attached” urging the City Council to 
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adopt the provisions of Act 88 for the 
Policemen’s & Firemen’s Retirement Sys- 
tem. 


The benefit to the members of the sys- 
tem would be as follows. Currently, a 
member must have 10 years of service for 
vesting. If a member terminates with less 
than 10 years of service, he receives a re- 
fund of his accumulated contributions and 
loses all service credit years. Under Act 
88, if a member achieves 5 years of service 
credit with a participating unit, he may 
then accumulate service credit between 
units to meet the 10 year service require- 
ment for a regular retirement pension. 
(Note: The benefit is individually paid by 
each pension system computed on only 
those service credit years earned in each 
system.) 


The only negative effect associated with 
this change would be a reduced incentive 
that may exist for a policeman or fireman 
to remain in the Lansing system when he 
can transition to a reciprocal governmental 
unit without losing service credit years. 


I have reviewed the implications of adopt- 
ing Act 88 with the City’s actuary, Gabriel, 
Roeder, Smith & Company, and have deter- 
mined that the financial impact to the sys- 
tem would be difficult to quantify, but in 
any case would be very minimal. 


As Finance Director and Secretary, I 
would recommend this change to you. This 
letter should be referred to the Committee 
on Ordinance and Contracts and the City 
Attorney who will prepare the appropriate 
ordinance necessary to effect this change.

Gentlemen : 


The 1977-78 budget for Street Planting 
provides for covering city expenses to plant 
trees acquired directly by property owners. 
No funds were provided for the replace- 
ment of trees which die, or to plant any 
vacant locations in subdivisions developed 
prior to the City Ordinance which now re- 
cups this as part of the initia] develop- 
ment, 


At the time our budget was prepared 
there were approximately 4,200 vacant tree 
planting locations. Because of an extreme- 
ly dry planting season in 1976, and and un- 
usually severe winter, there was a reason- 
ably heavy loss of trees planted under the 
Title X program. We are currently deter- 
mining the figure of actual loss but indi- 
cations are that it will create at least 2000 
additional planting locations. 


At the time of our budget hearing with 
the combined Parks/Finance Committee I 
was advised to examine possible sources for 
Federal funds for the purpose of tree pro- 
curement so the backlog of vacant locations 
may be reduced, The Title X planting pro- 
pram had planted over 8,000 trees during 
1976, and it was our objective, rather than 
have the number of vacant locations again 
start increasing each year, that we further 
reduce this backlog. Ideally, we would work 
toward having trees in all planting loca- 
tions, and therefore make future tree plant- 
ing budgets only cover the cost of replace- 
ment of dead trees. 


A manageable one year program would 
include the planting of 4,000 street trees, 
The cost for procurement of these trees 
(based on $25.00 each, totaling $100,000) 
and supplies (gasoline, staking equipment), 
totals $105,000. The labor for planting and 
for tree maintenance would be obtained 
from the C.E,T.A. Title IV Park Facility 
Maintenance and Improvements Project, 
submitted by our department and currently 
under review in the Manpower Office. 


I am respectively requesting that consid- 
eration be given for an appropriation of 
$105,000 from the fifth quarter entitlement 
of the Anti-Recessionary Fund appropria- 
tion. The use of such monies constitute an 
eligible expense for this program. 


I will be glad to discuss this matter at 
your convenience,

During the recent past, and upon the 
request of the attorney for Reo Properties 
and Southern Salvage, owners of what is 
commonly called the Diamond-Reo property, 
I convened a meeting, also attended by rep- 
resentatives of General Motors Corporation. 
Long discussions centered on the Diamond- 
Reo property, net price, less taxes and 
demolition. The total price would be 
changed only if the demolition costs ex- 
ceeded the estimate then being used in the 
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discussions, As of Friday, June 3, a rep- 
resentative of General Motors has advised 
that they are not now interested in pur- 
chasing the property in question. I am of 
the opinion that the property is very suit~ 
able for heavy industry and would make 
an excellent industrial park, different from 
any available in the City. 


In my discussions with your Program 
Coordinator, he advised that such purchase 
would not be permitted under the Public 
Works Act. However, I have been advised 
by an employee of the U. S. Economic De- 
velopment Administration that such was 
plausible. In short, it is my hope that the 
City of Lansing could purchase the property 
in question with Federal dollars for the 
purpose of an industria] park — privately 
constructed building for heavy industrial 
use would then be located on leased land, a 
process which is already underway in some 
areas of the City. 


The need for such a facility was illus- 
trated this past week. A corporation with 
91 employees, double that of two years ago, 
is in the consideration stage of moving to 
Canada, or to another state other than 
Michigan, or attempting to expand in our 
own City under difficult conditions, Present 
industrial parks do not contain the facili- 
ties required by this corporation. Together, 
a member of my office and representatives 
of the Economic Development Corporation, 
and the Lansing Metropolitan Development 
Authority, are now working to retain this 
firm. Certainly, there will be other indus- 
tries in the same position in the future. 


Therefore, I am recommending that you 
give my suggestion your most serious con- 
sideration with hopes that you will add it 
to the priority rankings for Public Works 
Projects. 


In a communication to you dated approxi- 
mately one month ago, I requested that 
you establish the overall property as a 
Plant Rehabilitation District or an Indus- 
trial Development District. I have heard 
nothing from you since. I trust you will 
react favorably to my request and speedier 
than you have to my recommendation for 
a Plant Rehabilitation District or an In- 
dustrial Development District. Positions of 
employment, and an increase in the tax 
base which industries can provide, are ex- 
tremely important.

The Traffic Board reviewed a request for 
installation of a traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Logan Street & Cavanaugh Road. 
Traffic Department analysis of this inter- 
section shows that traffic volumes more 
than mect the criteria for installation of 
a traffic signal as set forth in Warrant No. 
2 in the Michigan Manual of Uniform Traf- 
fic Control Devices. The warrant states 
that the volume criteria must be met for 
eight hours of each day; volume at this 
intersection exceeds the minimum for a 
total of fifteen hours, 


In addition to the volume warrants being 
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met, it is difficult for drivers on Cavanaugh 
to see northbound traffic on Logan because 
of the crest of the hill just south of the 
intersection, Accident experience at this 
intersection nearly meets warrants for a 
traffic signal, During the first four months 
of 1977 a total of five accidents occurred, 
four of which were right angle accidents 
which may have been preventable by in- 
stallation of a traffic signal. 


Installation of a_ traffic signal at this 
intersection will undoubtedly encourage ad- 
ditional traffic to use Cavanaugh Road.

The Traffic Board reviewed the Traffic 
Department’s analysis for a traffic signal 
installation at the intersection of Washing- 
ton Avenue and Northrup Street. The 
analysis of this intersection shows that the 
major cause of accidents has been drivers 
not stopping at stop signs on Northrup. 
Drivers involved in accidents have indicated 
that they thought Northrup was a through 
street. Volumes at this intersection are 
not high enough to meet the traffic signal 
warrants as specified in the Michigan Man- 
ual of Traffic Control Devices. The increase 
of accidents from three or four per year 
from 1971 to 1975 to nine in 1976 was the 
result of the detouring of traffic from Mil- 
ler Road north on Washington Avenue. 


The Traffic Board unanimously recom- 
mended that since the warrants for a traf- 
fic signal were not met, a flashing light be 
installed at this intersection to better iden- 
tify the intersection. The light would fiash 
amber for traffic on Washington and red 
for traffic on Northrup. In addition the

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 
June 7, 1977, recommended that the re- 
quest by Ashland Chemical Company, a di- 
vision of Ashland Oil, Inc., to grant a spe- 
cial use permit to allow construction in the 
Grand River Flood Plain be approved. 


The proposed special use permit would 
allow the construction of a 19 ft, 4 in. x 
29 ft. 4 in, addition to the existing Ashland 
Chemical office. No chemical storage is 
proposed, the addition would house only 
office equipment, furniture and supplies. 


The Board found, based on evidence sub- 
mitted by the Department of Natural Re- 
sources that, although the proposed addition 
is located in the floodway on a site in- 
undated by the April 1975 flood, no impact 
to the flood plain or floodway would result 
from the construction. These findings were 
based on the assumption that the addition 
will be placed in line with, and no further 
riverward than the existing structure, The 
Board also found that the proposed use is 
in accord with the Master Plan, and the 
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requirements of the National Flood Insur- 
ance Program. 


The Board further recommended that the 
addition be constructed in accord with the 
requirements of the Lansing Flood Plain 
Control Ordinance, State of Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources, and the 
National Flood Insurance Program, and 
that no building permits be issued prior 
to obtaining the proper permits from the 
Department of Natural Resources.

The Lansing Planning Board, at their 
meeting of June 7, 1977, recommended that 
the request by Herman Miloszewski to 
grant a special use permit which would 
allow three parcels in the Red Cedar Flood 
Plain to be filled, be denied. 


The petitioner indicated that the lots 
would be filled in the following manner: 


“Fill in from the sidewalk to the City 
Code setback, From that point I want to 
fill in about four feet to back of lots” 


(letter from Heman Miloszewski to the 
Mayor and City Council, dated 4/29/77) 


Further discussions with petitioner re- 
vealed that he intends to move three single 
family homes to the site at a later date, 
During a routine field inspection of the 
property on May 19, 1977, it was discovered 
that the fill operation was underway. 


The Board found that Section 386-63 (b) 
specifically prohibits dumping or back fill- 
ing in the flood plain unless the following 
eriteria are met: 


1) Through compensating excavation and 
shaping of the flood plain, the flow and 
impounding capacity of the flood plain 
will be maintained or improved, and 
will not cause an increase in the flood 
hazard or damage from floods and will 
not allow water to collect in pools that 
will stagnate. 

2) No significantly measurable reduction in 

the flow or impoundment capacity of the 

flood plain thereby results, 


— 


3) Where there is dumping, back filling or 
excavation in any manner, adequate 
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site plans and engineering drawing shall 
be submitted to effectively show the 
final results of such action. 


The petitioner has submitted no such in- 
formation, 


The Board further found that Section 
1909.24(b) of the Rules and Regulations 
for the National Flood Insurance Program 
subjects a community which “fails to ade- 
quately enforce or repeals its flood plain 
management regulations’ to suspension 
and/or termination of eligibility for sale 
of flood insurance. 


It was also felt that allowing the fill 
operation would encourage new residential 
development in the flood plain, in an area 
inundated with 8 ft. to 9 ft. of water in 
the April 1975 flood.

As members of the Citizens’ District 
Council (C.D.C.) for Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Area No. 2 (NDA No, 2), we have 
studied many needs of the citizens in our 
neighborhood. We would like to bring a 
problem to your attention. 


Potter Park is adjacent to our area on 
the south. There is an entrance to the 
park, from Dakin Street via a bridge over 
the Grand Trunk Railroad. A steep gradi- 
ent here makes entering and exiting the 
park every difficult for citizens with mo- 
bility problems (e.g., some elderly people 
and users of wheelchairs, crutches, walk- 
ers and strollers.) 


The CDC for NDA No. 2 has attempted 
to improve all types of circulation in the 
neighborhood. We have given special at- 
tention to the five dead end streets within 
the N.D.A. Our physical development plan 
provides for the construction of an eight 
foot wide pedestrian walkway along the 
Woodman Street right-of-way. At each 
street intersection, a fifteen foot wide all 
purpose sidewalk ramp will be constructed. 
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This will enable emergency vehicles to back 
and turn around with more ease, The 
Woodman Street walkway will be lighted, 
fenced and landscaped. 


Dakin Street is one of the streets that 


‘ will receive this treatment, Because the 


entrance to Potter Park is here, and be- 
cause this entrance is used to attend the 
needs of the park when the Red Cedar 
River is flooded, we would like the bridge 
to be repaired and painted and the south 
end of the bridge made as accessible as the 
north end. 


We feel that Potter Park could be a 
lovely place for all if a plan is drawn up 
to make all areas of the park accessible 
to people. with mobility problems. Entrance 
and exit ramps should be built with spe- 
cial consideration to see that the ramps 
complement the structure, All landscaping 
and pathway construction should keep this 
in mind, is it accessible? Extremely rough 
ground, steep gradients and steps are all 
off limits for those citizens in wheelchairs 
or who use other aid to be mobile. 


Mr, Eric Gentile, Director of the Handi- 
eapped Students Program at Michigan 
State University (353-9642) has offered to 
assist the City in accomplishing these tasks 
with taste and concern. 


We request that you take action to cor- 
rect the access problems at the Dakin 
Street entrance to Potter Park as soon as 
possible.

In the preparation of the FY 77-78 Budg- 
et, funds were requested by the Parks De- 
partment—Forestry Division for extensive 
tree planting operations, It was my under- 
standing, at the time, that the 8,700 trees 
planted last year under the Title X, at a 
cost of $136,273, and other special pro- 
grams, would require substantial mainten- 
ance. It was also my understanding that 
the City, due to existing Parks priorities, 
has received less comprehensive tree trim- 
ming, tree services and tree removal than 
would be necessary to properly maintain all 
existing trees, which are the City’s re- 
sponsibility. 


Mr. Douglas Finley, Parks Director, also 
indicated that there were vacancies in the 
Forestry operation. The Budget Review 
Committee, therefore, recommended a re- 
alignment of priorities to insure more em- 
pasis on maintenance of existing trees. 
Concurrently, the Parks Director was in- 
structed to apply for CETA funds to hire 
personnel where vacancies existed in For- 
estry. 


It has come to my attention that the 
trees planted last year suffered an unusu- 
ally high loss rate due to poor planting con- 
ditions, and the subsequent bad winter. In 
addition, the vacancies anticipated in the 
Forestry Division cannot be adequately com- 
pensated for by the use of CETA personnel. 


I am, therefore, recommending that the 
fourth period allocation of funds under the 
Anti-Recession Program be utilized, at 
least, in part, for Forestry personnel and 
for some additional trees. This would be 
an extension of our previous program in 
this area under Title X funds,

Subject: Fiscal Implications of General 
Motors Request for Tax Abate- 
ment 


Tonight the City Council will consider 
the question of tax abatement for the in- 
dustrial rehab district proposed by General 
Motors. I have received several inquires 
this past week with regard to the fiscal im- 
plications of said tax abatement. 


The long range financial plan of the City 
projects an increase of 3 to 4% a year in 
the City’s property tax base (state equal- 
ized valuation.) This is supported by his- 
torical data and reflect normal assessing 
practice applied to residential and commer- 
cial property values on an annual basis. 
The 180 million dollar expansion program 
at Oldsmobile and Fisher Body is an addi- 
tional revenue factor not currently pro- 
vided for in the City’s long range financial 
plan. I conservatively estimate that this 
project will equate to $500,000 a year in ad- 
ditional resources to the City from prop- 
erty taxes when the project is completed 
and placed on the tax roll, This repre- 
sents approximately 14% of the $30,000,- 
000 budget utilized for the provision of 
basic City Services. While this is indis- 
putably a significant dollar amount when 
considered alone, when considered within 
the context of total City resources it be- 
comes only one of many factors related to 
the annual development of City programs 
and property tax rate. 


The City’s property tax base does not 
fluctuate wildly from year to year, but 
rather reflects the slow degree of success 
or lack of success with which the City is 
dealing with industrial growth, employ- 
ment, housing, schools and the general de- 
sirability of the community as a place to 
live. A steadily deteriorating tax base is 
a reflection of more serious problems which 
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can severely impact those resources which 
are more sensitive to economic changes 
such as the city income tax and state and 
federal shared revenues. 


The question, therefore, is long term and 


' relates to the role of Oldsmobile in the 


community on an ongoing basis. It has 
long been recognized that Lansing bene- 
fits from a diversified tax base which in- 
cludes a major industry, state government 
and educational institutions. The high de- 
gree of stability of this economic base has 
been proven thru recessionary periods, ma- 
jor industrial strikes, ete. In my opinion, 
Oldsmobile is the anchor to this economic 
pase, I believe that there is substantial 
advantage to the City in working coopera- 
tively with Oldsmobile by allowing them 
those economic benefits provided by law and 
designed to assist them in remaining com- 
petitive in the national market scene while 
also encouraging them to consider Lansing 
as an ongoing major center of operations. 


I would finally advise you that the ques- 
tion of tax abatement will not have any 
adverse impact on the City’s AAA credit 
rating. Rating services will be interested 
in reviewing the criteria used to give tax 
abatement, but assuming that criteria is 
logical, there would be no second guessing 
on the part of a rating service which 
would impact our credit rating. 


I therefore recommend that the long 
Tange positive impact of General Motors 
in the community be considered as the most 
salient economic feature of the proposed 
abatement.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


We are in receipt of the claim of Howard 
Buck whose car was damaged when driven 
over a chuckhole in the 6900 block of South 
Washington Avenue, Lansing, Michigan. 


We are informed that the Public Service 
Department has no knowledge of the acci- 
dent and that it is aware of no prior no- 
tice of the road hazard in question, 


Submitted with the claim are estimates 
of damages in the amount of $45.41, Claim- 
ant has also submitted a copy of the an of- 
ficial traffic accident report disclosing de- 
tails of the Lansing Police Department's in- 
vestigation of the scene. The statement on 
the accident report is consistent with the 
statement originally filed with this claim 
and contains measuremens of the chuckhole 
taken by the officer. The size of the hole 
is estimated on the accident report as 244 
feet by 3 feet by approximately 544 to 6 
inches deep, There is also verification of 
the immediate damage in the report, Offi- 
cer Arnold of the Lansing Police Depart- 
ment also related that his on-the-scene ob- 
servation disclosed that the chuckhole al- 
most certainly existed for several] months, 
This conclusion was based upon weathering 
of the sides and bottom of the hole, its size 
and the absence of broken asphalt. Claim- 
ant reported the mishap immediately and 
his representation of the incident is con- 
sistent with the officer’s report. 


Under the applicable statute, the City 
would be immune in a case such as _this 
unless it had knowledge of or should have 
known of the defect and had reasonable 
time to repair the same. Such knowledge 
and time are conclusively presumed when 
the defect existed so as to be readily ap- 
Parent to an ordinarily observant person 
for a period of thirty days or longer be- 
fore the injury took place. 1964 PA 170, 
being MCLA 691.1403(3) ; MSA 38.996 (103), 


Therefore, based upon the likelihood of 
an unsuccessful governmental immunity de- 
fense and substantive evidence that the de- 
fect in question was in existence for over 
thirty days, it is the recommendation of 
this office that the claim be allowed.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On July 18, 1975 Spartan Department 
Stores, Inc., filed a petition with the Mich- 
igan Tax Tribunal protesting its property 
tax assessment for the 1975 tax year for 
the Spartan Department Store located at 
6015 South Cedar Street. On July 15, 1976 
petitioner additionally amended its petition 
to include the property tax assessment for 
the 1976 tax year. In their petition it was 
alleged that the assessed valuation of 
$318,000 placed upon the property by the 
City of Lansing was in excess of 50% of 
the property’s true cash value and further 
alleged that the assessed valuation should 
be $252,000. The City filed an answer stat- 
ing that the assessed valuation of the prop- 
erty was accurate and lawful, 


Recently members of this office, the City 
Assessor’s office and representatives of 
Spartan Department Stores, Inc. entered 
into negotiations in an effort to resolve 
this dispute. A review of the condition of 
the property in question indicates it has 
been vacant at all times during the 1975, 
1976 and 1977 tax years and is in an ad- 
vanced state of deterioration. We have also 
been informed, however, that Spartan De- 
partment Stores, Inc. has agreed to sell the 
property for an amount not yet determined 
but less than $580,000. Because of the 
pending sale, Spartan Department Stores, 
Ine. is anxious to settle the dispute over 
the assessed valuation of the property, pay 
the back taxes on the property and thereby 
clear their title. As a result of the nego- 
tiations in this matter, it was agreed, sub- 
ject to approval by Ciy Council, that (1) 
The City of Lansing and Spartan Depart- 
ment Stores, Ine. wil agree that the as- 
sessed valuation of the property for the 
1975 and 1976 tax years will be reduced 
on the subject property from $318,000 to 
$800,000 which is $18,000 less than claimed 
by the City, but $48,000 more than claimed 
by Spartan Department Stores, Inc. and 
(2) that Spartan Department Stores, Inc. 
will not dispute the assessed valuation of 
the property in the amount of $318,000 for 
the 1977 tax year. 


The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that the amounts agreed upon are 
substantially in excess of 50% of the re- 
eently agreed upon sale price for the prop- 
erty and because settlement avoids the pos- 
sibility of a substantial reduction in the 
assessed valuation of the property as a re- 
sult of the property’s continued deteriora- 
tion, pursuant to a Michigan Tax Tribunal 
hearing. Additionally, settlement of this 
matter will facilitate the sale of he prop- 
erty, encouraging its return to productive 
use and avoid the expense of litigation. It 
should also be noted that the City Assessor 
concurs in this proposed settlement. 
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Therefore, it is my recommendation that 
this office be authorized to enter into a 
stipulation effectuating the settlement out- 
lined in this letter.

On June 14, 1972, claimant in this matter 
was allegedly injured while working for 
the Department of Parks and Recreation. 
Workers Compensation benefits were paid 
to the claimant as a result of the alleged 
work-related injury. 


On September 20, 1976, claimant filed a 
petition for a hearing before the Bureau of 
Workers Compensation asserting that he 
was totally and permanently disabled as a 
result of the June 1972 injury. 


A finding of a total and permanent dis- 
ability entitles a claimant to at least 800 
weeks of Workers Compensation benefits 
irrespective of the claimant’s earning capa- 
city, ability to work, or recovery from the 
injury. 


This office opposed the claimant’s peti- 
tion on the grounds that the medical evi- 
dence did not support a finding of total and 
permanent injury. 


After a hearing was held on the matter 
and medical testimony and other facts were 
presented by both sides, the Honorable Her- 
bert H, Sharples, Administrative Law 
Judge, found that the evidence presented 
did not permit a finding of total and perm- 
anent disability.

Since that time, 
the Committee has met on a regular basis 
to consider and recommend changes in the 
tentative City wide policies prepared by the 
Planning Department. 


At our next meeting, we expect to com- 
plete this task and begin work on our pri- 
mary objective of developing policies spe- 
cifically for the River Island area. We an- 
ticipate that we will be able to accomplish 
this by the end of August if we are able 
to proceed as presently planned, However, 
we feel that in order to develop the most 
meaningful and useful document, additional 
opportunities for citizens to participate 
must be made available. Therefore, they 
must be made aware of what the River 
Island Committee is doing and how they 
can participate both in the formulation of 
area policies and in district committees 
which will be organized in September, 1977. 


The primary obstacle to expanding citi- 
zen participation is the lack of funds avail- 
able to disburse information. We realize 
that funds are scarce, however, the im- 
portance of the Master Plan for guiding 
future development of the City necessitates 
that some monies be appropriated. We have 
devised a plan for broadening citizen input 
and would require $5,000.00 to implement 
it. 


Due to the severe time constraints which 
we are operating under, we would appre- 
ciate your earliest attention and considera- 
tion of this matter. If you have any ques- 
tions, or additional information, please do 
not hesitate to contact me at 372-8730.

SECTION 9-3. 


AMENDMENTS TO UNIFORM 
BUILDING CODE 


The Uniform Building Code adopted by 
Section 9-2 of this Chapter is hereby 
changed, altered or amended to read as 
follows: 


Section 108. Scope, is hereby amended by 
adding a new paragraph: 


Where, in any specific case, different 
Sections of this Code specify materials and 
methods of construction inconsistent with 
Section 316 “Provisions for Barrier Free 
Design” of the State of Michigan Construc- 
tion Code, Section 316 shall govern, 


Section 201. Creation of Department., is 
hereby deleted and a new sec- 
tion added as follows: 


Building Department Established. There 
is hereby established a Building Depart- 
ment, the head of which shall be the City 
Building Commissioner. The Building Com- 
missioner shall be appointed by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the City Council and shall 


or until his successor is appointed and has 
qualified, unless removed in accordance with 
the provisions of the Charter of the city. 
The Building Commissioner shall have a 
four (4) year college degree in one of the 
following fields: building construction, res- 
idential building, civil engineering, mechan- 
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ical engineering, electrical engineering, or 
architecture, The Building Department 
shall consist of the Building Commissioner, 
Assistant Commissioner, Chief Electrical 
Inspector, Chief Mechanical Inspector, 
Chief Plumbing Inspector and such other 
assistants, clerks, inspectors and employees 
ag May be necessary to carry out the work 
of the Building Department as in this Code 
provided, and said employees shall hold of- 
fice at the pleasure of the Building Com- 
missioner, They shall perform such duties 
as shall be prescribed by the Building Com- 
missioner and shall devote their entire time 
to the work of the Building Department. 
Neither the Building Commissioner nor any 
employee of the Building Department shall, 
during his term of office, be engaged in 
any private business pertaining to the plan- 
ning or erection of buildings. 


Section 202. (B). Deputies., is hereby de- 
leted and a new subsection 
(B) added as follows: 


Employees. The employees of the Build- 
ing Department shall be appointed by the 
Commissioner and shall be paid such com- 
pensation as established by the City Coun- 
cil. Appointment of the Chief Electrical 
Inspector, Chief Mechanical Inspector and 
Chief Plumbing Inspector shall be made 
consistent with prerequisites established by 
their respective codes. 


Section 208. Unsafe Buildings., is hereby 
deleted and a new section 
added as follows: 


Demolition of Unsafe Buildings, Hearing 
Examiner, Creation, Duties, Powers. 


A. General. It is unlawful for any owner 
or agent hereof to keep or maintain any 
unsafe or dangerous buildings. “Unsafe or 
dangerous buildings,” means any building 
which has any of the defects or is in any 
of the conditions hereinafter described, 


(1) Whenever any door, aisle, passage- 
way, stairway or other means of exit does 
not conform to the fire codes applicable to 
a and the Lansing Uniform Building 

ode. 


(2) Whenever any portion has been dam- 
aged by wind, flood, or by any other cause 
in such a manner that the structural 
strength or stability is appreciably less 
than it was before such catastrophe and 
is less than the minimum requirements of 
the Lansing Uniform Building Code for a 
new building or similar structure, purpose 
or location, 


(3) Whenever any portion or member or 
appurtenance is likely to fall or become 
detached or dislodged, or to collapse and 
thereby injure persons or damage property. 


(4) Whenever any portion has settled to 
such an extent that walls or other struc- 
tural portions have materially less resist- 
ance to wnids than is required in case of 
new construction. 


(5) Whenever the building or structure 
or any part, because of dilapidation, dete- 
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rioration, decay, faulty construction, or 
because of the removal or movement of 
some portion of the ground necessary for 
the purpose of supporting such building or 
portion thereof, or for other reason, is like- 
ly to partially or completely collapse, or 
some portion of the foundation or under- 
pining is likely to fall or give way. 


(6) Whenever for any reason whatsoever 
the building or structure or any portion is 
manifestly unsafe for the purpose for 
which it is used. 


(7) Whenever the building or structure 
has been so damaged by fire, wind or flood, 
or has become dilapidated or deteriorated 
as to become an attractive nuisance to 
children who might play therein to their 
danger, or as to afford a harbor for vag- 
rants, criminals, or immoral persons, or as 
to enable persons to resort thereto for the 
purpose of committing a nuisance or un- 
lawful or immoral acts. 


(8) Whenever a building or structure, 
used or intended to be used for dwelling 
purposes, because of dilapidation, decay, 
damage or faulty construction or arrange- 
ment or otherwise is unsanitary or unfit 
for human habitation or is in a condition 
that is likely to cause sickness or disease 
when so determined by the Health Officer, 
or is likely to work injury to the health, 
safety or general welfare of those living 
within, 


(9) Whenever any building becomes va- 
cant, dilapidated and open at door or win- 
dow, leaving the interior of the building 
exposed to the elements or accessible to 
entrance by trespassers. 


B. Vacation. If the building or structure 
is in such condition as to make it imme- 
diately dangerous to the life, limb, proper- 
ty or safety of the public or the occupants, 
it shall be ordered to be vacated. 


A sign shall be posted at or upon each 
exit of the building and shall be in sub- 
stantially the following form: 


‘DO NOT ENTER 
UNSAFE TO OCCUPY 


It is a misdemeanor to occupy 
this building, or to remove 
or deface this notice. 
Building Dept. 

City of Lansing” 


No person shall remain in or enter any 
building which has been so posted, except 
that entry may be made to repair, demolish 
or remove such building under permit. No 
person shall remove or deface any such no- 
tice after it is posted until (1) the re- 
quired repairs, demolition, or removal has 
been completed, (2) the Building Commis- 
sioner has given his written permission that 
the sign be removed, and (3) a Certificate 
of Occupancy, if applicable, has been issued 
pursuant to the provisions of the Uniform 
Building Code. Any person violating this 
subsection shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


C. Recordation of Unsafe or Dangerous 
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Condition. When the Building Commission- 
er or his authorized representative has de- 
termined that a building is unsafe or dan- 
gerous, he shal] file in the office of the 
Registrar of Deeds, a notice describing the 
property and certifying that the building 
is an unsafe or dangerous building, and 
that the owner has been so notified. 


Whenever the corrections ordered shall 
thereafter have been completed or the build- 
ing demolished so that it no longer exists 
as an unsafe or dangerous building on the 
property described in the notice, the Build- 
ing Commissioner or his authorized repre- 
sentative shall file a new notice with the 
Registrar of Deeds certifying that the 
building has been demolished or all required 
conditions have been made so that the 
building is no longer unsafe or dangerous. 


D. Notice. 


(1) When the whole or any part of any 
building or structure is found to be in a 
dangerous or unsafe condition, the Build- 
ing Commissioner or his authorized repre- 
sentative shall issue a notice of the dan- 
gerous and unsafe condition. 


(2) Such noitce shall be directed to the 
owner, agent or lessee registered with the 
Building Department. If no owner, agent, 
or lessee has been registered, then the no- 
tice shall be directed to each owner of or 
party in interest in the building in whose 
name the property appears on the last local 
tax assessment records, 


(8) The notice shall specify the time and 
place of a hearing on the condition of the 
building or structure at which time and 
place the person to whom the notice is di- 
rected shall have the opportunity to show 
cause why the building or structure should 
not be ordered to be demolished or other- 
wise made safe, 


(4) The Mayor shall appoint two (2) or 
more hearing officers, one of whom shall 
be a registered engineer and who shall not 
be employees of the city. There shall be a 
minimum of one (1) hearing per month. 


(5) All notices shall be in writing and 
shall be served upon the person to whom 
they are directed personally, or in lieu of 
personal service may be mailed by certified 
mail—return receipt requested addressed to 
such owner or party in interest at the ad- 
dress shown on the tax records, at least 
10 days before the date of the hearnig de- 
scribed in the notice. If any person to 
whom a notice is directed is not personally 
served, in addition to mailing the notice, 
a copy thereof shall be posted upon a con- 
spicuous part of the building or structure. 


E. Hearing and Costs, 


(1) The hearing officer shall take testi- 
mony of the Building Commissioner or his 
authorized representative, the owner of the 
property and any interested party. The 
hearing officer shall render his decision 
either closing the proceedings or ordering 
the building to be demolished or otherwise 
made safe, 
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(2) If it is determined by the hearing 
officer that the building or structure should 
be demolished or otherwise made safe, he 
shall so order, fixing a time in the order 
for the owner, agent or lessee to comply 
therewith. 


(3) If the owner, agent or lessee fails 
to appear or fails to act within two weeks 
from the date of the hearing, the hearing 
officer shall file a report of his findings 
and a copy of this order with the Lansing 
City Council and request that the necessary 
action be taken to demolish or otherwise 
make safe the building or structure. A 
copy of the findings and order of the hear- 
ing officer shall be served upon the owner, 
agent or lessee in the manner prescribed 
in Section D. 


(4) The Lansing City Council shall fix 
a date for hearing, reviewing the findings 
and order of the hearing officer and shall 
give notice to the owner, agent or lessee in 
the manner prescribed in Section D of the 
time and place of the hearing. At the 
hearing, the owner, agent or lessee shall 
be given the opportunity to show cause 
why the building should not be demolished 
or otherwise made safe and the Lansing 
City Council shall either approve, disap- 
prove or modify the order for the demolition 
or making safe of the building or structure. 
If the City Council makes the determina- 
tion that the building shall be demolished 
or made safe, the owner, agent, or lessee 
shall have twenty (20) days within which 
to commence repairs or demolition. If, 
after twenty (20) days, the Council’s order 
has not been substantially complied with, 
Council may order the Building Commis- 
sioner to proceed with the work specified 
in such order. 


(5) Any cost incurred by the City in the 
demolition or making the building safe 
shall be a lien against the real property 
and shall be reported to the assessing of- 
ficer of Lansing who shall assess the cost 
against the property on which the building 
is located. 


(6) The owner or party in interest in 
whose name the property appears upon the 
last local tax assessment records shall be 
notified of the amount of such cost by first 
class mail at the address shown on the 
records, If he fails to pay the same within 
30 days after mailing by the assessor of 
the notice of the amount thereof, the asses- 
sor shall add the same to the next tax roll 
of Lansing and the same shall be collected 
in the same manner in all respects as pro- 
vided by law for the collection of taxes in 
Lansing. 


F. Appeal to Circuit Court. An owner 
aggrieved by any final decision or order of 
the City Council under Section E may ap- 
peal the decision or order to the circuit 
court by filing a petition for an order of 
superintending control within 20 days from 
the date of the decision. 


Section 204. Board of Appeals is hereby 
deleted and a new section 
added as follows: 
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In order to determine the suitability of 
alternate materials and methods of con- 
struction and to provide for reasonable in- 
terpretations of the provisions of this Code, 
there shal] be and is hereby created a Board 
of Appeals, consisting of five (5) mem- 
bers who are qualified by experience and 
training to pass upon matters pertaining 
to building construction, The Building 
Commissioner shall be an ex officio mem- 
ber and shall act as secretary of the Board. 
Members of this board shall he appointed 
by the Mayor with the advice and consent 
of the City Council. This Board shall con- 
sist of one member each representing the 
following professions and/or groups: (1) 
general contractor, (2) residential contrac- 
tor, (3) American Associate of Architects,

The terms of the residential con- 
tractor and citizen representatives shall 
commence on July 1, 1980. The term of 
the general contractor shall commence on 
July 1, 1981.

The Board of Plumbing shall con- 
sist of six (6) members, two of whom shall 
be active employing master plumbers with 
ten years experience, two active journey- 
men licensed plumbers with ten years ex- 
perience, and two citizens of the City who 
are not engaged in the plumbing or build- 
ing business, The Board of Plumbing shall 
create its own organization have a Presi- 
dent and Vice-President. The City Engi- 
neer and the Chief Plumbing Inspector 
shall be ex-officio members and shall be 
authorized to attend all meetings in a non- 
voting capacity. The Chief Plumbing In- 
spector shall act as secretary of the Board 
and shall serve as a liaison between the 
Building Commissioner and the Board. 


SECTION 9C-3. 
AUTHORITY OF BOARD 


The Board of Plumbing shall consider 
all proposed amendments to the Uniform 
Plumbing Code, promulgated to safeguard 
the standards for the installation and alter- 
ation of plumbing within the City of Lan- 
sing, and shall make recommendations re- 
garding the same to the City Council. 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of the 
Chief Plumbing Inspector, the Plumbing 
Board shall submit the name(s) of a quali- 
fled person(s) to the Building Commissioner 
for his consideration. The Building Com- 
missioner shall then appoint a person to 
the office of the Chief Plumbing Inspector 
put he may appoint a person whose name 
was not on the list submitted to him. The 
Chief Plumbing Inspector shall have six 
(6) years experience in the plumbing field 
as a journeyman licensed plumber or me- 
chanical engineer. The Chief Plumbing In- 
spector shall have registered his license 
with the City of Lansing for a minimum 
of two (2) years or be certified as a plumb- 
ing inspector by the International Confer- 
ence of Building Officials. z 


The Plumbing Board shall make all nec- 
essary rules, regulations and interpretations 
and applications of the Code and shall di- 
rect the Chief Plumbing Inspector to im- 
plement and enforce the same. The Board 
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shall direct the Plumbing Inspectors only 
in the areas of its technical expertise, leav- 
ing administrative direction to the Build- 
ing Commissioner, Appeals from decisions, 
rules, regulations, and interpretations shall 
be submitted to the Board of Appeals. 


SECTION 9C-4. 
INSURANCE REQUIRED 


Every person, firm or corporation en- 
gaged in the business of or performing the 
work of plumbing contracting or perform- 
ing the work of a master plumber shall 
file with the City Clerk proof of a public 
liability policy insuring said person, firm, 
or corporation against any liability imposed 
upon such person, firm, or corporation aris- 
ing out of the performance of said work. 
Such policy shall provide for the payment 
up to one hundred thousand dollars ($100,- 
000.00) in the event of injury to or death 
of any one (1) person and for the payment 
of up to three hundred thousand dollars 
($800,000.00) in the event of injury to or 
death of more than one (1) person and for 
payment up to one hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($100,000.00) for property damage. 
Such policy shall bear an endorsement to 
the effect that the insurance company shall 
notify the City Clerk a minimum of ten 
(10) days prior to the cancellation or ex- 
piration of such policy. 


SECTION 9C-5. 
REGISTRATION OF BUSINESS: 
LICENSE 


No person, firm or corporation shal] en- 
gage in the business of or perform the 
work of contracting plumbing unless the 
person, firm or corporation has first regis- 
tered his business with the Building De- 
partment, nor shall any person, other than 
a licensed master or journeyman plumber, 
or plumbing apprentice, who are employed 
by and working under the direction of a 
holder of a master plumber’s license whose 
business is registered with the City, in any 
manner undertake to execute any plumbing 
work. 


The registration forms shall be approved 
by the Board. A plumbing business shall 
be registered with the Building Department 
only after the payment of a fee of $20.00. 
A licensed master plumber shall be regis- 
tered with the Building Department only 
rine o payment of a fee of one dollar 

1.00). 


The Building Department shall allow to 
be registered pursuant to this section only 
those persons with a current master plumb- 
er’s aad issued by the State Plumbing 
Board. - 


All registrations shall expire on the date 
the applicable license expires. 


SECTION 9C-6. 
PERMIT APPLICATION ; 
CONDITIONS OF ISSUANCE 


Any person desiring to install or alter 
plumbing in the City shall make applica- 
tion therefor at the office of the Chief 
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Plumbing Inspector. Such application shall 
be addressed to the Chief Plumbing Inspec- 
tor, and shall be accompanied by the neces- 
sary permit and inspection fees, and by a 
plan showing the proposed installation or 
alteration. If such application is in proper 
form and the proposed installation or alter- 
ation will not violate the law or the rules 
and regulations to be promulgated here- 
under, a permit shall be issued for the 
work named in the application. Such per- 
mit shall be posted on the premises where 
the work is to be done and shall remain 
posted until final inspection and approval. 
If the application is not in proper form it 
shall be referred to the Chief Plumbing 
Inspector who shall have power to grant 
variations in order to prevent undue hard- 
ship provided such variations do not, in the 
opinion of the Chief Plumbing Inspecior, 
create a health hazard. 


SECTION 9C-7. 
OWNER’S CONSTITUTIONAL 
PRIVILEGE 


Nothing herein contained shall prohibit 
any bona fide owner from personally doing 
any work regulated by this Code in his own 
home or on his own premises at which he 
presently resides or is about to reside, pro- 
vided that said owner shall: 


A. Furnish signed affidavit. 
B. Apply for and secure a permit, 
C. Pay the required fees, 


D. Fa. the work in accordance with this 
le. : 


E. Do the work himself or herself. 
F. Apply for inspection. 
G. Receive the approval of the inspector. 


Home owner’s privileges shall extend to 
single family residences only and shall not 
apply to any residence or structure from 
which a monetary gain is being received 
or is intended to be received or which is 
being used for commercial purposes. 


A person may obtain home owner's per- 
mits on only one residence in any twelve 
month period. The twelve month period 
shall commence from the date of the last 
home owner permit obtained by the home 
owner. 


SECTION 9C-8, 
ADVERTISING ; 
CONDITIONS THEREOF 


Any person who shall for hire engage in 
the business of plumbing, drain laying or 
sewer cleaning in the City of Lansing, 
shall after the effective date of this section, 
have prominently displayed on all vehicles 
used to convey material and/or equipment, 
in lettering of two and one-half (214) 
inches or more on each side of the vehicle, 
the business name under which the business 
operates. . 
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Any word or words used in any sign, dis- 
play, business form, or document, or adver- 
tising medium which indicates or tends to 
indicate that any person is qualified to 
contract for, supervise, install, repair, re-~ 
place, remove or service any plumbing 
which requires a permit or inspection from 
the City of Lansing, shall be in violation 
of this Chapter unless uttered, published 
or displayed by authority of a licensed or 
registered master plumber whose place of 
business is known to and registered or re- 
corded with the authority specified by the 
statutes of the State and the ordinances of 
the City. Specifically, the intention is to 
regulate sewer cleaners, welders, plumbing 
supply firms, refrigeraion installers, instal- 
lers of fire sprinkler systems, and simi- 
lar trades and vocations, so that they shall 
not advertise under the classifications or 
captions of “plumbers” or “plumbing” un- 
less a licensed master plumber is author- 
ized or responsible as part of the business 
so advertised, 


SECTION 90-9. 
PENALTIES, REVOCATION OF PERMIT 


Any person who shall violate the provi- 
sions of this Chapter, or the rules and reg- 
ulations which may be adopted hereunder, 
or who shall cover up work before it has 
been inspected and approved, shall have his 
permit revoked, and shall not be eligible to 
receive any future permits until all viola- 
tions have been corrected to the satisfac- 
tion of the Chief Plumbing Inspector, and 
shall also, upon conviction thereof, be sub- 
ject to punishment as provided in Lansing 
ordinances, chapter 1, sections 1-8. Each 
day such violation shall continue shall be 
deemed a separate offense. 


' SECTION 90-10. 
RIGHT OF ENTRY 


Whenever necessary to make an inspec- 
tion to enforce any of the provisions of 
this Code, or whenever the Chief Plumbing 
Inspector or his authorized representative 
has reasonable cause to believe that there 
exists in any building or upon any premi- 
ses, any condition which makes such build- 
ing or premises unsafe as defined in Lan- 
sing ordinances, Chapter 9, Section 9-3(38), 
the Chief Plumbing Inspector or his au- 
thorized representative may enter such 
building or premises at all reasonable times 
to inspect the same or to perform any duty 
imposed upon the Chief Plumbing Inspec- 
tor by this Code; provided that if such 
building or premises be occupied, he shall 
first present proper credentials and demand 
entry; and if such building or premises be 
unoccupied, he shall first make a reasonable 
effort to locate the owner or other persons 
having charge or control of the building 
or premises and demand entry. If such 
entry is refused or if the owner or other 
persons having charge or control of the 
building or premises cannot be located, the 
Chief Plumbing Inspector or his authorized 
representative shall have every recourse to 
every remedy provided by law to secure 
entry. 
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SECTION 9C-11. 
STOP ORDERS 


Whenever any work is being done con- 
trary to the provisions of this Code, the 
Chief Plumbing Inspector may order the 
work stopped by notice in writing served 
on any persons engaged in the doing or 
causing such work to be done, and any such 
persons shall forthwith stop such work 
until authorized by the Chief Plumbing In- 
spector to proceed with the work, 


SECTION 9C-12. 
EXISTING EQUIPMENT 


Plumbing and drainage systems, hot 
water heaters or other miscellaneous equip- 
ment lawfully installed prior to the effec- 
tive date of this Code may have their exist- 
ing use, maintenance or repair continued 
if the use, maintenance or repair is in 
accordance with the original design and lo- 
cation and is not a hazard to life, health, 
or property. 


SECTION 9C-13. 
AUTHORTIY TO CONDEMN 
EQUIPMENT 


Whenever the Chief Plumbing Inspector 
learns or ascertains that any plumbing 
equipment has become hazardous to life, 
health, or property, he shall order, in writ- 
ing, that such equipment be restored to a 
condition of safety or be dismantled or 
removed from its present location. The 
written notice shall fix a time limit for 
compliance with such order. No person 
shall use or maintain the defective equip- 
ment after receiving such notice. 


SECTION 9C-14. 
LIABILITY 


The Chief Plumbing Inspector or any 
employee charged with the enforcement of 
this Code, acting in good faith and without 
malice for the jurisdiction in the discharge 
of his duties, shall not thereby render him- 
self liable personally and he hereby is re- 
lieved from al] personal liability for any 
damage that may accrue to persons or 
property as a result of any act required or 
by reason of any act or omission in the dis- 
charge of his duties. Any suit brought 
against the Chief Plumbing Inspector or 
employees, because of such act or omission 
performed by him in the enforcement of 
any provisions of this Code, shall be de- 
fended by the City Attorney or his author- 
ized representative until final termination 
of the proceedings. 


SECTION 9C-15. 
ALTERNATE MATERIALS AND 
METHODS OF CONSTRUCUTION 


The provisions of this Code are not in- 
tended to prevent the use of any material 
or method of construction not specifically 
described by this Code, provided any such 
alternate has been approved. 


The Plumbing Board may approve any 
such alternate provided it finds that the 
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proposed design is satisfactory and complies 
with the provisions of this Code, and that 
the material, method, or work offered is, 
for the purpose intended, at least the equiv- 
alent of that prescribed in this Code in 
quality, strength, effectiveness, fire resisi- 
ance, durability, and safety. 


The Plumbing Board shall require that 
sufficient evidence or proof be submitted to 
substantiate any claims that may be made 
regarding its use. 


SECTION 9C-16. 
DUTIES OF CHIEF PLUMBING 
INSPECTOR SHALL INCLUDE: 


A. The examination and approval of 
plans and specifications, 


B. The inspection and/or reinspection of 
plumbing and drainage installations. 


C. Witnessing tests as required herein. 


D. The issuance of certificates of inspec- 
tion and approval. 


E, Keeping record of all violations and 
making complaints to proper prose- 
cuting authorities. 


F. The enforcement of the Uniform 
hia Code as adopted or amend- 
ed. 


G. Keeping a record of all inspections 
made or complaints received and in- 
vestigated, plans and specifications, 
examinations, notices served, applica- 
tions for certificates, and all other 
duties as established by this Code. 


SECTION 9C-17. 
PERMITS REQUIRED 


No person or persons shall excavate or 
obstruct any public or private street, alley 
or other thoroughfare for the purpose of 
installing plumbing or sewerage; or con- 
nect to any private or public sewer with- 
out first obtaining the proper permit. No 
person or persons shall commence the con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration or re- 
pair of a plumbing or sewerage system 
within the walls of a building without first 
obtaining a plumbing permit; provided, 
however, that no permit shall be necessary 
for the unstopping of sewers or waste 
Pipes. No person, or persons shall install 
piping for potable water on any property, 
whether it be inside or outside the walls 
of a building, without first obtaining a 
plumbing permit; however, no permit shall 
be required for the installation of water 
service lines by the Board of Water and 
Light. All plumbing permits shall be sub- 
ject to the rules and regulations of the 
municipal department having jurisdiction. 


When making application for permit the 
following information should be furnished: 


A. Name and address of owner, agent, 
or other party for whom work is 
being done. 


B. Name and address of master plumber. 
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C. Name and address of builder, contrac- 
tor, architect or agent having charge 
of work, 


D. Location of work as regards munici- 
pality, street and number or lot and 
block when street and number are 
not available, 


E. Number and kind of fixtures to be in- 
stalled or nature of reconstruction, 
alteration, or repair. 


The builder, architect or plumber may, 
and shall when required, file a plan and 
specification sheet showing the type of 
fixtures to be used, the location and size 
of all soil, waste and vent pipes; building 
drains and building sewer; inside conduc- 
tor; the chases, recesses or pockets to be 
provided for their installation or for access 
to the same and the means provided to 
gain access to traps, cleanouts, fixtures, 
water control valves and other valves. 


SECTION 9C-18, 
FEES 


For each permit issued a fee of seven 
dollars ($7.00) shall be charged to which 
the following fees shall be added, for each 
fixture installed or location changed. (The 
minimum total permit fee shall be $10.00).

Double Fee. Where work for which a per- 
mit is required by this Code is started or 
proceeded with prior to obtaining said 
permit, the fees above specified shall be 
doubled, but the payment of such double 
fee shall not relieve any persons from 
fully complying with the requirements of 
this Code in the execution of the work nor 
from any other penalties prescribed herein. 


Plumbing Safety Inspections of existing 
buildings for resale purposes, including a 
letter listing any corrections needed shall 
be performed on receipt of a written re- 
quest and by payment of a fee, payable 
prior to issuance of said inspection report, 
of $10.00 for single family residential build- 
ing or $10.00 per hour for other buildings. 


SECTION 9C-19. 
ADDITIONAL PERMIT, FEE REQUIRED 


A permit shall be required and an inspec- 
tion fee shall be charged for the repair, 
eutting into or the installation of any soil 
pipe, waste pipe or fitting including re- 
placement of all plumbing fixtures and re- 
lief valves. 


SECTION 9C-20. 
PERMITS REGULATED 


A, Except as otherwise provided in Sec- 
tion $C-7, permits for all plumbing work 
shall be issued only in the name of a per- 
son who is a registered licensed master 
plumber. 


1, All work not performed under a home 
owner’s permit shall be performed 
under the entire supervision of a 
properly registered employing master 
plumber. 


2. All work not performed under a home 
owner’s permit shall be done by li- 
censed master or journeymen plumb- 
ers, or apprentices who are registered 
= ance with the State Plumbing 

oard, 


3. The Board of Plumbing may revoke 
the permit of any plumber who has 
violated any of the provisions of 
the rules and regulations governing 
plumbing or neglect of the plumber 
to make necessary changes as directed 
ee three (3) days after notifica- 

ion. 


B. Every permit issued by the Chief 
Plumbing Inspector under the provisions of 
this Code shall expire by limitation and 
become nul] and void, if the work author- 
ized by such permit is not commenced with- 
in 60 days from the date of such permit, 
or if the work authorized by such permit 
is suspended or abandoned at any time 
after the work is commenced for a period 
of 120 days, Before such work can be 
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recommenced a new permit shall be ob- 
tained to do so, and the fee therefore shall 
be one-half the amount required for a new 
permit for such work, provided no changes 
have been made or will be made in the 
original plans and specifications for such 
work; and provided, further that such sus- 
pension or abandonment has not exceeded 
one year.

ECTION 9C-21, 
CHANGES SN be A PLUMBING 


The Uniform Plumbing Code, adopted by 
Section 9C-1 of this Chapter, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Part 1. Administration., is hereby deleted. 


Section 310 (c), Prohibited Fittings and 
Practices., is hereby amended 
to read: 


No waste connection shall be made to a 
closet bend 4” or less or stub of a water 
closet or similar fixture without venting. 
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Section $22, Validity., is hereby deleted and 
-H new section added as fol- 
OWS = 


Energy - Conservation. 
A. Conservation. of hot water. 


1. Showers used for other than safety 
reasons shall be equipped with flow con- 
trol devices to limit total flow to a maxi- 
mum of 8 gpm 1.9 x 104m 3/S per shower 
head. 

2. Lavatories in restrooms of public 
facilities shall: 


a. Be equipped with outlet de- 
vices which limit the flow of hot water to 
a maximum of 0.5 gpm (8.2 x 105m 3/8). 


b. Be equipped with devices which 
limit the outlet temperature to a maximum 
of 110 degrees F (43 degrees C). 


ec. Be equipped with self-closing 
valves that limit delivery to a maximum of 
0.25 gal. of hot water (9.5 x 10-4m!), 


Section 328, Validity., is hereby added as 
follows: 


If any provision of this code, or the ap- 
plication thereof to any person or circum- 
stance, is held invalid, the remainder of 
this code, or the application of such pro- 
vision to other persons or circumstances, 
shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 410 (a), Materials, is hereby 
amended as follows: 


Drainage pipe shall be cast iron, galvan- 
ized steel, galvanized wrought iron, lead, 
copper, brass, ABS, PVC or other approved 
materials having a smooth and uniform 
bore, except that no galvanized wrought 
iron or galvanized steel pipe shall be used 
underground and shall be at least six (6) 
inches above ground. 


Section 501, Vents Required, shall be 
amended by adding a new 
paragraph as follows: 


Any fixture branch shall be vented if it 
is connected within three (3) feet of a 
waste stack base, and above which, into 
the stack, other fixtures with a combined 
discharge of four (4) fixture units or more 
are connected. 


Section 601, Indirect Waste Conditions, 
shall be amended by adding a 
new paragraph as follows: 


All food service establishments licensed 
under Act 269 of the Health Service Food 
Sanitation ordinance shall comply with the 
following requirements : 


{1) No disposal unit shail be instailed in 
a three compartment sink unless installed 
in a depressed well specifically designed 
for such unit with -a separate trap and 
waste connection. 


(2) All dishwashers, and the sanitizing 
compartment of a three compartment sink 
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shall have an indirect waste connection _un- 
less there is a floor drain installed which 
connects to the same waste line within 
three feet of the unit. 


Section 6138, Vertical Wet Venting., is 
amended by deleting subsec- 
tions (a), (b), and (c), and 
adding the following: 


Any combination of fixtures with ratings 
of three (8) fixture units or less may be 
connected to waste stacks at different floor 
levels without reventing, not to exceed the 
following schedule: 


11%” Waste Stack ....2 Fixture Units 


2” Waste Stack... 4 Fixture Units 
8” Waste Stack _._...8 Fixture Units 
4” Waste Stack .... 86 Fixture Units 


Section 702, Traps Protected by Vent Pipes, 
is amended by deleting sub- 
section (b) and Table 7-1 and 
adding the following: 


Single fixtures which are within eight 
(8) feet in developed length from the seal 
of the trap to a main vented line, may be 
installed without additional venting, pro- 
viding the vertical drop does not exceed 
three (3) feet, 


Section 704, Traps Prohibited., is hereby 
amended as follows: 


No form of trap which depends for its 
seal upon the action of movable parts or 
concealed interior partitions shall be used. 
Bell traps are prohibited. Crown-vented 
traps are prohibited. No fixture shall be 
double trapped. 


Section 806 (a), Drainage System., is here- 
by amended as follows: 


Any fitting or connection. which has an 
enlargement, chamber or recess with a 
ledge, should or reduction of pipe area, 
that offers an obstruction to flow through 
the drain is prohibited, except that spe- 
cifically designed stack fittings may be used 
upon approval as to safety by the Building 
Official. 


Section 1312, Venting of Water Heaters— 
General, is hereby amended 
by adding new sub-paragraph 
(i) as follows: 


(i) Single wall metal pipe used as a con- 
nector shall not originate in any unoccu- 
pied attic or concealed space and shall not 
pass through any attic, inside wall or con- 
cealed space. 


Appendix H. Battery Drainage System, is 
hereby amended as follows: 


Any horizontal branch, soil or waste pipe, 
to which two (2) or more fixtures (except 
blowout type water closets), are connected 
in a battery, may be vented by a circuit 
or loop vent, 
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The circuit or loop vent of a battery 
drainage system shal] be installed vertic- 
ally in front of the last upstream fixture. 
In addition, lower floor branches serving 
more than three (3) water closets shall be 
provided with a relief vent taken off ver- 
kiana in front of the first fixture connec- 
tion. 


No more than eight (8) water closets 
™may be connected to a battery drainage 
system. The fixture unit value for all fix- 
tures shall be as listed in Tables 4-1 and 
4-2. The horizontal branch for its full 
length to the furthest fixture shall be uni- 
formly sized as listed in Table 4-8, based 
on the total number of fixtures. 


The vent of a battery drainage system 
shall be sized for the fixture unit demand 
of the battery system according to Table 
4-8, based on the total number of fixtures. 
The relief vent may be wet vented with a 
fixture drained vertically into the battery 
drainage system, such vent shall be the 
same size as the circuit vent it intersects, 


All vents shall rise vertically to six (6) 
inches above the flood level of the highest 
fixture on the system. 


SECTION 90-22. 
SEVERABILITY 


The sections, paragraphs, sentences, 
clauses, and phrases of this ordinance are 
severable, and if any phrase, clause, sen- 
tence, paragraph, or section of this ordi- 
nance shall be declared invalid by the judg- 
ment or decree of any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such invalidity shall not affect 
any of the remaining phrases, clauses, sen- 
tences, paragraphs, and sections of this 
ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding Sections to be numbered 
9B-1 through 9B-11, inclusive, to read as 
follows: 
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SECTION 9B-1. 
ADOPTION OF MECHANICAL CODE 


That certain document or booklet accom- 
panying this ordinance, an official copy of 
which is on file in the office of the City 
Clerk of the City of Lansing, being marked 
and designated as the Uniform Mechanical 
Code, 1976 Edition, published by the Inter- 
national Conference of Building Officials, 
is hereby adopted and made part of the 
“Lansing Uniform Building Code” pursu- 
ant to the authority vested in the City of 
Lansing by the State Enabling Act. 


This Code provides regulations for the 
erection, installation, alteration, repair, re- 
location, replacement, addition to, use, or 
maintenance of any heating, ventilating, 
comfort cooling, refrigeration systems, in- 
cinerators or other miscellaneous heat-pro- 
ducing appliances. 


SECTION 9B-2. 
BOARD OF MECHANICAL EXAMINERS 
CREATED 


There is hereby created a Board of Me- 
chanical Examiners, hereinafter known as 
the Board, composed of five members, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor with the advice and 
consent of the City Council, one of whom 
shall be a licensed residential heating and 
air conditioning contractor, one of whom 
shall be a licensed commercia] heating and 
air conditioning contractor, one of whom 
shall be a licensed heating, air conditioning 
and refrigeration contractor; one of whom 
shall be a licensed industrial mechanical 
contractor, and the fifth such member shall 
be any resident of the City of Lansing. 
All members shall serve for a term of four 
(4) years and said term shall commence 
on July 1 of the calendar year. The term 
of the Heating, Air Conditioning and Re- 
frigeration contractor shall commence July 
1, 1979. The term of the Residential heat- 
ing and air conditioning contractor shall 
commence July 1, 1980. The term of the 
citizen representative shall commence July 
1, 1981. The term of the Commercial heat- 
ing and air conditioning contractor shall 
commence July 1, 1982. The term of the 
industrial mechanical contractor shall com. 
mence July 1, 1983. The existing board 
members hold the following positions: 


Residential heating and air conditioning 
contractor — Marcus Metoyer 


Commercial heating and air conditioning 
contractor — William Downs 


Heating, Air conditioning and refrigera- 
tion contractor — Ernest Fox 


Industrial mechanical contractor — Leslie

statt 


All vacancies thereafter are to be filled 
by the Mayor with the advice and consent 
of the City Council. The Chief Mechanical 
Inspector shall serve as a liaison between 
the Building Commissioner and the Me- 
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chanieal Board and shall be authorized to 
attend all meetings in a non-voting capac- 
ity, and shall also serve as Board Secretary. 


SECTION 9B-3. 
AUTHORITY OF BOARD 


The Board is hereby empowered to con- 
duct examinations for persons seeking li- 
censes to engage in the business of mechan- 
ical contracting and for persons seeking 
licenses to engage in the installation or 
repair of mechanical equipment or mate- 
rials while in the employ of a licensed me- 
chanical contracter. Upon successful com- 
pletion of the examinations the Board shall 
authorize the City Clerk to issue a mechan- 
ical license. 


The Bosrd shall consider all proposed 
amendments of this Code, promulgated to 
safeguard the standards of the mechanical 
construction within the City of Lansing, 
and shall submit same to the City Council. 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of the 
Chief Mechanical Inspector, the Mechanical 
Board shall submit the name(s) of a per- 
son(s) to the Building Commissioner for 
his consideration. The Building Commis- 
sioner shall then appoint a person to the 
office of the Chief Mechanical Inspector, 
but he may appoint a qualified person 
whose name was not on the list submitted 
to him by the Mechanical Board. The Chief 
Mechanical Inspector shall have six (6) 
years of experience in the mechanical con- 
struction industry as a mechanical contrac- 
tor, tradesman or engineer. The Chief 
Mechanical Inspector shall be licensed by 
the City of Lansing as a heating and air 
conditioning contractor for at least two (2) 
years prior to his appointment or be cer- 
tified by the International Conference of 
Building Officials. 


SECTION 9B-4, 
EXAMINATION AND LICENSE 
REQUIRED 


No person, firm or corporation shall en- 
gage in the business of, or perform the 
work of installing, altering, reconstructing, 
or repairing any mechanical equipment un- 
less the person or an individual of a firm 
or of a corporation hag first obtained a 
license therefore from the city, by filing 
with the City Clerk an application, and an 
insurance policy as herein required. Should 
& vacancy occur in the position of the sole 
licensed individual] of a firm or ecorpora- 
tion, the firm or corporation may select a 
qualified individual from that firm or cor- 
poration to take the license examination at 
the next regular mechanical board meeting. 
Upon approval of the mechanical board of 
the applicant as to his professional quali- 
fications and upon approval of all required 
documents by the city attorney and upon 
the filing of the proper license fee, the 
City Clerk shall issue the proper license 
to the applicant. 


Annual renewal of licenses shall be filed 
with the City Clerk no later than April 
15th of each year. Such renewal shall be 
accompanied by a certificate of insurance 
and the renewal fee. If the renewal appli- 
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‘eation is made one year after the expira- 


tion date of the last valid license, reapplica- 
tion shall be treated in all respects as a new 
application and require a reexamination. 


SECTION $B-5, 
LIABILITY POLICY 


Every person, firm or corporation en- 
gaged in the business of mechanical con- 
struction shall file with the City Clerk a 
publie liability policy or certificate thereof, 
insuring such person, firm or corporation 
and the City of Lansing against any liabil- 
ity imposed upon such person, firm or cor- 
poration and the City of Lansing arising 
out of the performance of the work car- 
ried on by such person, firm or corporation, 
Such policy so filed shall provide for the 
payment to any person injured, or by rea- 
son of the death of any one person, to the 
extent of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00), and for the payment of three 
hundred thousand dollars ($300,000.00) for 
injuries to or death of more than one per- 
son, and for property damage in the 
amount of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00). Such policy shall bear an 
endorsement that the insurance company 
shall notify the City Clerk at least ten (10) 
days prior to the expiration of such policy 
whether by cancellation of limitation of 
term. 


SECTION 9B-6, 
RECIPROCAL LICENSING 


Reciprocal licensing procedures with 
other licensing authorities may be imple- 
mented by the Mechanica] Board. The 
Board may, at its discretion, accept the 
licenses of those licensed by other licensing 
authorities, whether or not the reciprocal 
agreement is reached, subject to the other 
licensing authorities having equivalent li- 
censing examinations and work experience 
requirements. 


SECTION 9B-7. 
REVOCATION OF LICENSE 


The Board may, after a hearing, recom- 
mend to the City Council that any license 
heretofore or hereafter granted be revoked 
for violations of this code. The Board, 
prior to such recommendation, shall serve 
a notice of a written complaint upon the 
holder of the license, which notice shall 
specify the sections of the code believed to 
have been violated and the time, date and 
place of the hearing. The notice shall be 
served upon said licensee at least ten (10) 
days before the time set forth for the 
hearing before the board and shall advise 
the licensee that he may appear in person, 
or together with counsel and contest such 
recommendation of revocation. If the Board 
determines that the license should be re 
voked, it shall, within five (5) days, notify 
the City Council of said recommendation 
and request that the license be revoked. 


SECTION 9B-8, 
LICENSE FEES

It shall hereafter be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to in- 
stall any heat producing system or refrig- 
eration system such as are subject to reg- 
ulations by the provisions of this Code in 
or for any building or to alter or replace 
any such existing heating system or refrig- 
eration system without first making writ- 
ten application to and securing a permit 
from the Building Department. 


Owner’s Constitutional Privilege, Noth- 
ing herein contained shall prohibit any 
bona fide owner from personally doing any 
work regulated by this Code in his own 
home or on his own premises at which he 
presently resides or is about to reside, pro- 
vided that said owner shall: 


A. Furnish signed affidavit.

This claim comes before the Lansing City 
Council and the City Attorney’s Office as a 
result of an alleged improper assessment 
made at the home of Ignatius J. Konrad, 
3819 Ridgefield Road, Lansing, Michigan. 
Mr. Konrad has met with the City Assessor, 
Paul S. Creevy, with respect to this matter 
and Mr, Creevy has advised that Mr. Kon- 
rad has paid $520.12 since 1967, which rep. 
resents an overpayment due to alleged im- 
Proper assessment. Mr, Konrad has ap- 
proached this office with respect to the legal 
ramifications involved in this mater, 


MCLA 211.588; MSA 7.97(1) sets forth 
the statute of limitations which applies to 
a situation similar to the instant matter, 
Such section states: 


“Any taxpayer who is assessed and 
pays taxes in excess of the correct and 
lawful amount due to because of clerical 
error or mutual mistake of fact made by 
the assessing officer and the taxpayer 
may recover the excess so paid, without 
interest, if the suit is commenced within 
three years of the date of payment, not- 
withstanding the payment was not made 
under protest.” 


In the instant situation, Mr. Konrad 
would be limited to the excess in payment 
made from 1974 to the present time. The 
total as computed by the Assessor is $86.87. 


A similar statutory provision specifically 
refers to the matter at hand. That pro- 
vision is embodied in MCLA 211.58b; MSA 
7.97(2), which states: 


“As an alternative to section 58 when- 
ever there has been a clerical error or 
mutual mistake of fact relative to the 
correct assessment figure, the rate of tax- 
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ation or the mathematica] computation 
relating to the assessing of taxes, and 
the error or mutual mistake is verified 
by the local assessing officer, and ap- 
proved by the board of review at a meet- 
ing held only for such purpose on Tues- 
day following the second Monday in De- 
cember. The board of review shall file 
an affidavit relative to the errors or mu- 
tual mistake with the proper officials who 
are involved with the assessment figures, 
rate of taxation or mathematical compu- 
tation and all official records relative 
thereto shall be corrected. ere such 
error or mutual mistake results in an 
overpayment or underpayment, the rebate 
shall be made to the taxpayer or the tax- 
payer notified and payment made within 
30 days of such notice, A correction 
under this section may be made in the 
year in which the error was made or in 
the following year only.” (emphasis 
added) 


This section restricts Mr, Konrad to the 
present year and the past year’s errors. As 
the case stands now, the assessment has 
been rectified so that there is no error with 
respect to the 1977 taxes. Therefore, Mr. 
Konrad by this agreement could only re- 
gain the overage paid for the year 1976, 
which is $19.71. 


In either instance, it can be seen that 
Mr. Konrad can only recoup a small por- 
tion of the overage paid the City. By Board 
of review action he can only regain the 
overage paid in 1976. Further, should he 
seek remedy in the courts, the statute of 
limitations woud only allow for a minimal 
recovery of what has been paid, i.e., three 
years of overpayments. 


The equities in this matter are strongly 
in favor of Mr. Konrad, However, as un- 
fortunate ag the facts of the case may be, 
it is my duty to advise as to legal ramifi- 
cations involved in this matter. Those ram- 
ifications have been set forth above. As a 
result, I recommend from a purely legalis- 
tic approach that Mr. Konrad’s claim of 
$520.12 be denied.

During the last several years, the Water- 
front Development Board and the Park 
Board have discussed and promoted a proj- 
ect of improving identification to river ac- 
cess points and to the sign of bridges to 
aid boaters in their orientation on the 
river.

Section 7.6(c) of the City Charter, in 
part, reads as follows: 


“Members of the boards shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. No such appoint- 
ment shall be effective until it has been 
confirmed by .the Council, The Mayor 
shall file with the Council his appoint- 
ments to the several boards during the 
month of May of each year and the Coun- 
ci] shal] act on each such appointment, 
respecting the confirmation thereof, at 
or prior to its meeting held in the second 
week in June. Each such appointee who 
is confirmed by the Council shall assume 
office on the first day of July followin: 
such appointment. Appointments to fill 
vacancies shall be made at any time and 
each person so appointed shall assume 
office immediately after the confirmation 
of this appointment by the Council...” 


You have NOT fulfilled the requirements 
of this section of the City Charter in re- 
gard to 41 of the 44 appointments I pre- 
sented to you during the Regular Session 
of City Council held on May 81, The task 
should have not been too difficult to meet 
the Charter requirements, considering that 
40 of the 44 appointments were re-appoint- 
ments of individuals already serving. 


As of Monday, June 27, you will be two 
weeks overdue with confirmations. AND, 
this is not the first time you have failed 
to meet the Charter requirements. I am 
concerned and I request your immediate 
attention to this matter. 


Members of the various City Boards serve 
for a definite term of four years. The 
Board members expend considerable time 
and effort serving the City of Lansing and 
receive no pay. The terms of office of 
Board members are to commence on July 
1, and end on June 30, four years there- 
from. The City Attorney has, in the past, 
ruled that Board positions become vacant 
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upon the occurrence of the expiration of 
the term of office; that in the event the 
Council takes no formal] action to vote a 
Board appointment up or down prior to 
July 1, the office becomes vacant; and, that 
the failure of the Council to act prior to 
or at its second meeting in June as delin- 
eated in the Lansing City Charter does not 
operate as a confirmation by default, 


Without some immediate action by you 
on June 27, the last regularly scheduled 
meeting of the City Council, it is conceiv- 
able that some Board meetings of the City 
of Lansing will not be held, especially if 
other Board members still serving have 
scheduled vacations, are ill, etc. Therefore, 
I recommend that you (a) immediately con- 
firm the appointments I submitted to you 
approximately one month ago, or (b) you 
immediately approve a resolution consent- 
ing to a continuation in office by the Board 
members holding the office prior to July 1. 


In short, procrastinating is not going to 
achieve what must be done, nor will over 
amounts of conversation resolve the issue. 
I am requesting that you make a decision 
immediataely to permit smooth functioning 
by the City Boards with the least amount 
of interruption.

MCLA 691.1408; MSA 3 996(103) states: 


- “No governmental agency is liable for 

injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agen- 
cy knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the exist- 
ence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the in- 
jury took place, Knowledge of the defect 
and time to repair the same shall be 
eonclusively presumed when the defect 
existed so as to be readily apparent to 
an ordinarily observant person for a pe- 
riod of 80 days or longer before the in- 
jury took place.” 


Maintenance of sewer lids on a roadway 
falls within the scope of the above statute. 
Further, an inspection of the site disclosed 
a properly installed and maintained storm 
drain. Consequently even in the absence 
of statutory immunity there has been no 
showing of any negligence or fault on the 
part of the City. 


Therefore, it is the opinion of this office

Dear Mayor and Council: 


By a letter dated June 3, 1977, Mr. C. J. 
Baker notified the City that his 1977 auto- 
mobile was damaged by a stone thrown by 
a city owned rotary mower. 


From the information submitted by Mr. 
Baker and by Morris Williams, a city em- 
ployee, it appears on June 2, 1977, Mr. 
Morris was mowing grass with a 20 inch 
rotary mower between the sidewalk and 
curb along Oakland Avenue in the City of 
Lansing. As Mr. Baker was driving west- 
bound past Mr. Williams in his 1977 auto- 
mobile, a rock was thrown by the mower 
against the side of his automobile causing 
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damage to its door and hood in the amount 
of $102.00. Inquiry indicates the mower 
used was a 20 inch Jacobson Commercial 
rotary model which did not have a stone 
deflector on it to prevent rocks from being 
thrown. While city employees had checked 
the area to be mowed for trash and stones 
prior to beginning the mowing operation, 
they admitted that the grass was high and 
the stone presumably was missed. 


Pursuant to MCLA 691.1402; MSA 3.996 
(102) a municipality is responsible for the 
maintenance of its roads and highways so 
that they are reasonably safe and conve- 
nient for public travel. However, liability 
does not arise unless the municipality knew 
or should have known of the existence of 
the defect and had reasonable time in 
which to repair the defect, MCLA 691.- 
1408; MSA 3 996 (103). 


The City is responsible not only for re- 
moving defects in the road itself but also 
for remedying conditions along the road- 
way which create conditions which are un- 
safe’.for travelers on the roadway. See 
Miller v Oakland County Road Commission, 
43 Mich App 215; 204 NW2d 141 (1972). 


As noted, the 20 inch commercial rotary 
mower involved in the instant matter did 
not have the shield or deflector on it to 
prevent stones from being thrown. Prior 
experience has indicated that it is not un- 
common for such mowers to throw stones 
while in operation. By letter dated July 
19, 1976 this office advised the city to pay 
2 similar claim by a driver whose wind- 
hield was broken by a stone thrown by a 
rotary mower and strongly recommended 
that shields be placed on the mowers and 
that other steps be taken to prevent such 
occurrences, A copy of that letter is at- 
tached hereto. 


Inquiry of a local distributor for Jacob- 
son lawn mowers disclosed that stone de- 
flectors are available for the rotary mowers 
and are included as standard equipment 
on all of the newest models, 


. Because the City has prior notice of the 
‘danger of stones being thrown into public 
streets by rotary mowers and because the 
eity could have utilized deflectors to mini- 
mize that danger, it is the opinion of this 
office that Mr. Baker’s claim in the amount 
of $102.00 should be paid. This office addi- 
tionally, again recommends that stone de- 
fiectors be installed to eliminate this prob- 
lem in the future,

Dear Mayor and Council: 


Approximately one week ago, the Fire 
Prevention Bureau brought to the attention 
of this office the fact that two juveniles 
had been burned by the use of fireworks. 


At the request of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau, this office began an investigation to 
determine whether or not the Lansing or- 
dinance governing fireworks was enforce- 
able. 


Lansing ordinances ch 22, §22-17 pro- 
hibits among other things the sale of fire- 
works containing any explosive or inflam- 
mable compound or any tablets or other 
device commonly used and sold as fireworks 
containing nitrates, chlorates, phosphorous 
and the like. 


Laboratory tests conducted by the De- 
partment of Public Health disclosed that 
some of the fireworks being sold within 
Lansing contained nitrates. 


Based upon the laboratory tests coupled 
with a thorough review of the applicable 
statutes and case law, this office concluded 
that, except as to sparklers and toy snakes, 
the Lansing ordinance was enforecable. 


As a result, on Friday, June 24, 1977, the 
Fire Marshal sought voluntary cooperation 
from merchants in the City to remove from 
sale the fireworks believed to be in viola- 
tion of the ordinance. It is my understand- 
ing that the merchants have cooperated in 
this regard. 


On Friday, June 24, 1977, this office was 
advised by a distributor of fireworks in 
Laning that a hearing had been scheduled 
for 3:30 p.m. Monday, June 27, 1977 before 
the Honorable Noel Fox, United States Dis- 
trict Judge, to determine whether a tempor- 
ary restraining order should issue prohibit- 
ing the City of Lansing from enforcing the 
fireworks ordinance, 


After hearing oral arguments in open 
court and considering evidence on legal 
briefs submitted by the parties, the court 
advised this office on Tuesday, June 28, 1977 
that the City of Lansing was permanently 
enjoined from enforcing the fireworks or- 
dinance in question. Basically, the Court 
reasoned that since the state statute gov- 
erning hazardous substances permitted the 
sale of certain fireworks devices, the City 
could not completely ban such sale, The 
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Court, however, did not indicate that there 
was a possibility of local regulations re- 
lating to the use of such fireworks devices 
by minors. 


As a result of the Court’s decision, I re- 
quested the Fire Marshal to immediately 
contact area merchants to advise them that 
they could now sell their fireworks prod- 
ucts which we had previously requested 
they remove from sale, 


This office will be reviewing the Court’s 
opinion and order to determine whether an 
ordinance amendment prohibiting the use 
and sale of fireworks devices by and to 
minors would be appropriate.

In the early 1970's, my Budget Committee 
became concerned about some of the fiscal 
problems centered in the District Court. In 
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my Recommended Budget for Fiscal Year 
1972.73, I recommended the purchase of a 
cash register-validation machine so that the 
Courts might resolve their own problems, 
and you approved that recommendation. 
Strangely, the equipment was not pur- 
chased but other items were, including 
$485.55 worth of blazers for Court Officers, 
$2,204.10 worth of carpeting, etc. 


In Fiscal Year 1978, Seidman and Seid- 
man, Certified Public Accountants, did a 
management study in which they recom- 
mended that the District Courts purchase a 
new cash register-validation machine and 
that the Court centralize the cashier func- 
tion. Then Maner, Costersian and Ellis, 
Certified Public Accountants, in a commu- 
nication dated September 28, 1976, very 
vividly pointed out that the operations of 
the District Court left a great deal to be 
desired, Shortly, thereafter, I quoted the 
following to you from that report: 


“We noted that bond money has not 
been returned for cases that have been 
completed or dismissed as much as four 
years ago. Efforts should be continued 
to return these monies to the appropriate 
parties, 


We also noted that bonds are returned 
in cash. To strengthen internal control 
over cash disbursed and to provide a 
better record of bonds returned, bond 
monies should be returned by check or 
warrant that can be cashed at the City 
Treasurer’s Office, 


The detail records of trial and interim 
bonds deposited in the ‘City of Lansing 
and Bond Trust and Agency Fund’ did 
not agree with the general ledger at June 
80, 1976. We urge continuation of the 
efforts to bring the detail records into 
agreement with the general ledger and 
the performance of monthly reconcilia- 
tions to keep these records in agreement. 


The Court has obtained a new cash 
register, but it is not being used to the 
fullest extent of its capabilities and is 
one of three registers being used in the 
Court by more than a dozen employees. 
Thus, the daily reconciliation of cash 
transactions is difficult, time consuming 
and possibly inaccurate as may be in- 
dicated by the $3,400 balance in the cash 
short account. Also, because of the num- 
ber of people using the cash registers, 
it is generally impossible to fix responsi- 
bility for cash shortages, mis-ringings on 
the register, ete. We again recommend 
that a central cashier function be estab- 
lished and that the new cash register be 
the only one utilized. 


We noted that personal checks of Court 
employees have heen cashed with the 
Court funds and that, on at least one 
occasion, an employee’s check had to be 
re-deposited due to insufficient funds in 
the employee’s personal account, A good 
system of internal control would prohibit 
the cashing of personal checks with the 
Court funds and we recommend that this 
practice be terminated immediately. 
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The Court has custody of a $7,100 im- 
prest cash fund which is used as a change 
fund for the cash registers and a fund 
from which bond pay-outs are made. Due 
to the non-reporting of cash shortages 
on a daily basis throughout the year, the 
imprest fund decreased by amounts ac- 
cumulating to approximately $2,600 at 
year end, Though adjusted for upon dis- 
covery, this non-reporting of shortages 
withheld important information from the 
accounting records during the year. It 
also resulted in a reduction of imprest 
cash sufficient enough to cause occasional 
delays in making bank deposits, We rec- 
ommend that cash shortages/overages be 
reported daily and deposits adjusted ac- 
cordingly so that the imprest cash fund 
remains intact. 


We also noted that part of the imprest 
fund balance is composed of approxi- 
mately $1,300 in NSF checks, some over 
two years old. As these checks represent 
a loss of revenue to the Court and a re- 
duction of available cash in the imprest 
fund, we recommend that efforts be re- 
newed to collect on these checks or, if 
deemed uncollectible, write them off and 
eee the imprest cash fund accord- 
ingly.” 


Regarding the aforementioned, I stated 
that the Finance Department, advised that 
the matter was so bad in District Court 
that it would take three man-months to 
correct the problems. The study by the 
Finance Department shows that: 


—The District Court wrote off $12,987.90 
to the Cash Short Account; 


—The District Court will write off ap- 
proximately $860.00 in cash shortages in 
this Fiscal Year ; 


—The District Court also, holds approxi- 
mately $1,680.00 in “rubber checks,” the 
majority of which have been held for a 
period of time exceeding one year; 


—A police investigation into a cash short- 
age of $7,252.12 experienced in Fiscal 
Year 1975 failed to provide any conclu- 
sive results of who, if anybody, could be 
held responsible for the shortage. 


Though the District Courts have been in- 
dependent of General City Government in 
the past, things have become so bad that 
the recommendations of the Finance De- 
partment are finally being accepted, Basic- 
ally, the system will be one very much like 
that of the City Treasurer where accuracy 
and responsibility are by-words; under the 
new proposed system for the District 
Courts, each sashier will work with a cash 
register-validation machine, and their own 
lockable cash drawer, and each will be held 
accountable for all transactions processed 
and the corresponding cash involved. 


Presently, remodeling and construction is 
being undertaken in the District Couris, 
Because the new system requires cash 
drawers to be built into the Court service 
counter, it was necessary this past week 
that the technical specifications necessary 
for installing the remote cash drawers, and 
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cash register-validation machines be con- 
veyed to the carpenters. Therefore, an 
emergency purchase order was issued, in 
the amout of $10,597.00 --------- communi- 
cations from Purchasing Director Vaughan 
McKinech and Accounting Supervisor Ste- 
phen Duarte are attached. These are filed 
in accordance with Section .2-87(1) (a) of 
the Code of the City of Lansing.

In 1962, the City acquired a four acre 
parcel south of Miller Road, between Penn- 
sylvania and Washington, It was the orig- 
inal intent that when residential develop- 
ment of the area took place this property 
would be developed, along with an adjacent 
parcel, into a combination school/park 
site, The Lansing School District has since 
abandoned any plans for the development 
of a school in that location. The Kahres 
property remains isolated from the exist- 
ing development, and is not used for reec- 
reational purposes. 


The Public Service Department’s consult- 
ant engineer has determined that the Edge- 
wood Boulevard extension will bisect the 
Kahres property. Once Edgewood is com- 
pleted, there will be residential development 
in the area, and the need for neighborhood 
open space would justify the development 
of Kahres Park. Obviously, the land pur- 
chased in 1962 will not be suited for meet- 
ing this recreational need, 
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The Neller Company has approached the 
Parks and Recreation Department with a 
proposal for an exchange of land which 
would require the City disposing of the 
four acre Kahres site, and receiving in ex- 
change four acres located less than 260 
feet north of the current park holding. By 
executing such an exchange, the City would 
retain its open space holdings in the area. 


The Park Board considered this matter 
at their June meeting and is recommending 
that exchange be considered by City Coun- 
cil in accordance with the provisions defined 
in the Lansing City Charter.

Gentlemen : 


Department staff, along with contractors 
responsible for development of the North 
Washington Pedestrian Mall, have com- 
pleted their study of problems in the opera- 
tion of the lighting and sprinkler systems, 
the fountains, cement and brick work, 
drinking fountains, and plant material. I 
am providing herein a general statement 
relative to each of these problem areas, 
along with the recommended method of 
solving each problem, 


Ground Lights 


Currently 90 of the 130 small lights in- 
stalled in the Mall (shining up on trees and 
walls) are out of service. The principal 
cause for malfunction is the filling of the 
unit with water resulting from rain, sprink- 
ling, and/or condensation, The costs for 
replacement of all non-working units is 
estimated at $17,000. Following replace 
ment, the Department would establish a 
maintenance schedule for the weekly vac- 
uuming of water out of each unit. Lights 
would have to be re-sealed after each clean- 
ing. This process will increase our general 
labor need for mall maintenance. 


Fountains 


The fountains in each of the three blocks 
have been drained because of problems in 
the electrical system becoming filled with 
water and creating the potential for injury. 
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The City Electrical Inspector has stated 
that when the system was installed it met 
required code, but under current standards 
is considered dangerous. An electrical] con- 
tractor is working on the fountain in block 
number 2 (the least expensive) to deter- 
mine the best route for making the unit 
both operational and safe. Fountains in 
block number 1 and number 3 will be done 
if the system currently being installed in 
block 2 is approved by the electrical in- 
spector. The cost of these is estimated at 
$1,500. 


The lights on the fountain in the 100 
block are functional, and will be reinstalled 
when the overall electrical problem is 
solved. The lights will be mounted under- 
neath the cone, out of the water. 


Following complete repair of all three 
fountains, a service contract should be 
entered into for the purpose of winterizing 
the units, and putting them back in opera- 
tion in the spring. 


Sprinkler System 


The sprinkling system for all planter bed 
material is operated by electrical units lo 
cated in pits in the planter beds them- 
selves, Water from the sprinkling system 
drains down into each of these pits and has 
caused a maulfunction in the electrical sys- 
tem. The cost to relocate the panels (out 
of the pit) onto a pedestal, along with the 
repair or replacement of the unit itself, is 
estimated at $1,100. The contractor re- 
sponsible for the original installation (as 
specified by the architect) has examined 
this system and advised us of the desir- 
ability of proceeding in this general direc- 
tion. 


Drinking Fountains 


Four of the six drinking fountains on the 
Mall are currently not in operation, The 
Board of Water and Light installed the 
water lines from the main to the control 
valve, with a contractor responsible for in- 
stallation from the valve to the fountain. 
There is a malfunction in the valve and is 
scheduled for repair by the Board of Water 
and Light. Accessibility to this valve may 
be a problem and could require the re- 
moval of some concrete to make required 
repairs. 


Plant Material 


Currently all the plant material on the 
mall is alive, although in need of weeding, 
and general trimming to maintain proper 
scale, There are trees in the one hundred 
block which are not healthy, probably the 
result of being planted over a steam line. 
Original trees planted in these locations 
died and insulating of the planter pits was 
done prior to replanting those locations, 
The general death rate of trees on the 
Washington Mall does not exceed that we 
are experiencing on street trees in other 
locations in the city. Funds are available 
in appropriate accounts to cover the cost 
of necessary replacements. 


Tree Irrigation 
The original design and construction of 
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the Mall included under water “bubbler” 
for all Mal] trees. This unit was not de- 
pendable and was in fact contributing to 
the high mortality rate experienced during 
the first two years. The Department has 
quit using this bubbler system in favor of 
surface watering which is more time con- 
suming than the bubbler, but also more 
dependable. 


Cement and Brick Surface 


Currently in the 1977-78 operating budget 
are funds for the replacement of broken 
brick tile, damaged cement, and the sealing 
of joints currently needed. 


In addition to the above defined problems, 
there are both genera] manpower needs 
and specialized equipment needs. The addi- 
tion of CETA personnel to the Department 
will assist us in obtaining the high level 
of appearance expected for the mal] area. 
Repair or the replacement of existing 
meni erenne equipment is currently being 
studied,

The following is an excerpt from my 
State of the City Message dated Monday, 
January 10, 1977: 


“On June 11 of 1976, following meet- 
ings with General Motors officials, I an- 
nounced that a multi-million dollar ex- 
pansion—modernization program would 
take place at Fisher Body and at Olds- 
mobile, hopefully to be completed over a 
8 to 5 year period; that the plans for 
Fisher Body called for more than 500,000 
square feet of new, or modernized facili- 
ties, and the demolishing of almost 
250,000 square feet of buildings, some 
more than 50 years old; that the Fisher 
Body plans included a new paint shop, 
body shop, upholstery trim area, seat 
cushion facility, and improved employee 
accommodations; that the proposed fa- 
cilities would equate to one-third the size 
of the whole Diamond Reo Plant, and 
substantially larger than the John Bean 
Building; and with a projected employ- 
ment increase of 600-800 positions. 


Planned improvements announced for 
Oldsmobile included the complete instal- 
lation of assembly conveyors and equip- 
ment in a previously erected building at 
Main Plant Final Assembly Complex, 
plus an improved materials handling sys- 
tem, enlarged plant yard space to accom- 
modate materials storage, new marshal- 
ling area for finished vehicles, improved 
truck and rail receiving facilities, and the 
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demolishing of several older buildings, to 
be followed by the construction of new 
ones, 


On June 21, 1976, a request that a 
Plant Rehabilitation District be estab- 
lished for both projects was officially be- 
fore you, based on the State Act and 
Guide I forwarded to City Council in a 
communication of September 6, 1974, To 
date, you have not approved either re- 
quest, even though a $9,000,000 Building 
Permit has been requested by Fisher 
Body from the City’s Building Depart- 
ment. Directly before you are a real 
significant number of jobs —- some of 
these wil be permanent, when the proj- 
ects are completed, and some on a 8 to 
5 year temporary basis during the period 
of demolition, and then reconstruction 
and construction — the first to be em- 
ployed, will be construction workers, who 
are presently 30 to 40 percent unem- 
ployed. Directly before you is a giant 
commitment of new and expanded facili- 
ties, which is an assurance of improve- 
ment and permanence of our overall em- 
ployment positions, and a_ substantial 
gain in the income tax base,” 


I recommend your immediate attention 
to the long delay in your decision making 
process, inasmuch as you had the afore- 
mentioned projects for just short of 7 
months. You did not act until June 14, 
1977, and more than one year after you had 
received the Oldsmobile and Fisher Body 
requests. Your decision was not to grant 
a 100% tax abatement to Fisher Body and 
a 50% tax abatement to Oldsmobile—I am 
not chiding you for turning down the re- 
quests since it is your prerogative to make 
policy decisions. However, I feel that it 
is absurd to take more than one year to 
make a decision on an important matter 
which can have an affect on the City of 
Lansing and positions of employment for 
many years to come, 


With sincere hopes that the log-jam 
created by City Council over the Olds- 
mobile-Fisher Body requests can be broken, 
I am submitting to you two sets of tax 
abatement resolutions for your considera- 
tion. Each set provides for a partial tax 
abatement for the construction now under- 
way at Fisher Body and Oldsmobile. Unlike 
the full tax abatement requested by Fisher 
Body and Oldsmobile, and unlike the one 
to provide 100% tax abatement to Fisher 
Body and 50% for Oldsmobile recently de- 
feated by you, Plan A calls for a 50% tax 
abatement for Fisher Body and a 50% tax 
abatement for Oldsmobile. Plan B calls for 
a 60% tax abatement for Fisher Body and 
50% for Oldsmobile. 


Under Plan A, the tax increases over a 
12 year period for the General Motors ex- 
pansion, now underway, would amount to 
$7,749,051, while the tax abatement for the 
same period would equal a like amount, 
The tax gains to the local taxing district, 
over the 12 year period, would provide an 
additional $2,702,994 to the City of Lan- 
sing, $1,707,896 to the Lansing School Dis- 
trict, $505,782 to Lansing Community Col- 
lege, and $2,832,379 to Ingham County, 
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Plan B provides for tax increases to 
Fisher Body and Oldsmobile, over a 12 
year period, in an amount of $6,442,548, 
while tax abatement over the same period 
would amount to $9,055,560. The tax gains 
to the local taxing district, over the same 
period, under this plan would provide an 
additional $2,323,525 to the City of Lan- 
sing, $1,507,488 to the Lansing School Dis- 
trict, $446,432 to Lansing Community Col- 
lege and $2,500,022 to Ingham County. 


Under either of these plans, everyone 
gains and everyone sacrifices, At the same 
time, we can carry out an attempt to com- 
pete with those states in the so-called sun- 
shine belt, which have for years been liter- 
ally stealing industries from the midwest 
and the northeast parts of the Nation, 


In regard to the aforementioned, I refer 
you to my State of the City Message of 
January 2, 1973, which called for property 
tax reform. The following is an excerpt: 


“It would be unrealistic to believe that 
any new tax reform proposals do not 
contain inequities —- even present ones 
do, There may be some within my pro- 
posal, The fact is that it can be ad- 
ministered — the fact is that no city, 
school district, community college or 
county will lose any of its present tax 
base. This proposal will require a slight 
decrease in tax revenues generated by 
new construction, or improvements, for 
several years, but a gain of 4% increase 
attributable to the ever present inflation- 
ary factor will still be present each year, 
This proposal should be considered an 
investment by local units of government 
— an investment in the future — and, 
I might add, an investment we must not 
hesitate to make. It will be an incentive 
to people, Too, many Southern states 
such as South Carolina, Arkansas, Loui- 
siana and Mississippi presently have some 
form of tax incentive to attract and hold 
expanding industry — a recently com- 
pleted survey shows that Michigan lost 
35,508 jobs from late 1970 through early 
1972, so it is time to recognize that in- 
dustry, too, needs similar incentives to 
remain and expand here in our own 
State.” 


To add to the above statistics, it is shud- 
dering to note that hundreds of industries 
from the State of Michigan departed to the 
south between the years of 1966 and the 
present. The attached news clip taken from 
Plant Location magazine, March-April, 
1977, and furnished by the Lansing Metrc- 
politan Development Authority, will give 
you an additional insight into what is 
transpiring. The net result is that it be- 
comes harder and harder to locate new 
manufacturing plants in the midwest and 
northeast part of the United States. The 
relocating of industries, in itself, brings 
heartaches to families who must separate 
through relocation, and if relocation does 
not take place, an enmployee must scramble 
about to find a new position of employment 
if such is available. With this, comes men- 
tal anguish, loss of retirement credits, 
seniority, etc. 


The acceptance of either one of these 
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plans will go a long way to tell industries 
around the Nation that we are interested 
in positions of employment and the loca- 
tion of new plants in the City of Lansing. 
The acceptance of either one of these plans 
will tell the taxpayers, and the taxing dis- 
tricts that they will not lose any of the tax 
base presently being used, but that the gain 
will be at a lesser pace for property pur- 
poses. 


The Finance Department has advised that 
under either plan that if all of the assump- 
tions, as earlier presented to you by the 
Planning Department, do materialize, the 
financia] gain to our community will equate 
to approximately $14 to $16 million. Let 
us suppose, however, that only some of the 
assumptions materialize, the financial gain 
is still substantial, 


Regarding all of the aforementioned, the 
City Attorney has advised that the City of 
Lansing and General Motors cannot nego- 
tiate a rate of less than 100% on the Fisher 
Body Rehabilitation District. However, 
General Motors can apply for an exemption 
for all, or any part, of the rehabilitation 
district. In short, should you act on Plan 
A or B, General Motors could apply for a 
certificate up to that percentage, or that 
percentage would be held as the maximum 
by the State Tax Commission. Too, I am 
confident that the language inserted in the 
resolutions will be acceptable to the tax 
tribunal.

General Motors Corporation hereby an- 
nounces its intent to work in a spirit of 
cooperative creative partnership with the 
City of Lansing as Lansing develops its 
intermediate and long-range plans for civic 
improvement and growth in the capital city. 
And General Motors affirms its intent to 
comply with Environmental Protection 
Agency standards and regulations as they 
may pertain to General Motors facilities 
within the city, 


In fulfiillment of creating a more coop- 
erative creative partnership General Motors 
Corporation plans to: 


1. The Plant City Committee which is 
currently comprised of representatives 
form Oldsmobile, Fisher Body and Gen- 
eral Motors Parts Division plants will 
initiate action to insure that there is 
ongoing communications with Lansing 
City Hall (elected and appointed of- 
ficials) and the members of the Lan- 
sing legislative caucus, 


2. Inform the citizens of the area of the 
programs, projects and activities that 
are supported and funded through the 
auspices of the Plant City Committee. 


8. Explore the possibility of becoming

9. Assist in the planning and development 
of a transportation museum in the City 
of Lansing.

General Motors Corporation in regard to 
improving the environment in and around 
its facilities will initiate dialogue with 
community organizations and will provide 
individual citizens with a means to com- 
municate directly with GM regarding en- 
vironmental problems. 


Finally, in regard to reviewing proce- 
dures available to the city under Act 198, 
Genera] Motors will provide to the City of 
Lansing basic data reflecting the increase 
in employment and financial investment 
since commencement of improvements in 
the projects for which tax abatement is 
being provided.

Councilman Baker read the following 
statement and asked that it be made a part 
of the record, 


July 11, 1977 


City Council tonight voted a tax abate- 
ment for GM. It was a vote I could not 
support for many reasons, And while I 
applaud Mr, McKane’s efforts, I cannot 
support the abatement as approved. 


P.A, 198 was designed to give incentives 
for businesses to locate or expand in Michi- 
gan. It was intended to attract new busi- 
ness with tax breaks and help already. es- 
tablished companies expand by_ reducing 
their taxes for a period of time. It was not 
meant to be a reward for finishing a proj- 
ect that was started three years ago, or a 
gift to the City’s largest employer. A 
legitimate use of the incentive would be 
in persuading GM to locate its Diesel plant 
here by promising a tax abatement district. 


The price of this tax abatement is too 
high for the possible return, Even if the 
economy remains strong and jobs material- 
ize we have no guarantee that the residents 
of Lansing and Ingham County, the people 
who are providing the subsidies, will be re- 
warded by being hired for the newly cre- 
ated jobs. When the question of reserving 
a proportion of the new jobs for Lansing 
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citizens was raised, GM officials said it 
couldn’t be done and predicted lawsuits. 
In Cleveland, an area reputed to have a 
good business climate and an area that has 
been successful in attracting new busi- 
nesses, 50% of all jobs created by tax 
abatement must go to residents of Cleve- 
land. To date, there have been no lawsuits. 


It is useful to look at what GM is doing 
at a plant in the area to get an idea about 
what may be in store for Lansing. Last 
week, 29 employees were laid off at their 
parts plant in Delta Township because GM 
moved 29 high seniority employees from a 
recently phased down plant in Flint. In- 
dications are that more will be coming from 
Flint and possibly as many as 200 from a 
parts plant that is reducing operations in 
West Virginia, At the same time, GM ap- 
plied for a plant rehab district from Delta 
for this parts plant, Not only are they 
bumping local workers out of their jobs, 
but they are asking local subsidies to do it, 


Oldsmobile and Fisher Body have operated 
in our community for many years, taking 
advantage of a well trained industrial work- 
force, some of the lowest water and electric 
rates in the state and a pleasant city in 
which to operate. However, GM has done 
much to destroy several of Lansing’s es- 
tablished neighborhoods, Thousands of tons 
of pollutants pour out of Fisher Body into 
West Side neighborhoods, They’ve refused 
to meet the Federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency’s guidelines, EPA is cur- 
rently going to court to gain compliance 
with Federal clean air standards, GM has 
en to obey the law on pollution con- 
trol, 


The Olds Freeway was located north of 
the river to allow recom for Oldsmobile ex- 
pansion, In the process a viable neighbor- 
hood was destroyed. The Birch bridge was 
built around Olds instead of over to accom- 
modate GM. It resulted in the isolation of 
hundreds of people in the Logan-Birch tri- 
angle. Those people were subsequently re- 
located and another neighborhood was de- 
stroyed. 


In return, Lansing has received a place 
for its citizens to work and little else. 
Large corporations in other cities have 
foundations that work with local citizens 
and officials to improve the quality of life 
in their town, Upjohn in Kalamazoo, Kel- 
logg in Battle Creek, Consumers Power in 
Jackson, Stroh’s and Hudson’s in Detroit 
sponsor and pay for that city’s Fourth of 
July fireworks. Many foundations do such 
things as provide money for parks, foun- 
tains, upgrading zoos, museums and other 
civic improvements. Oldsmobile and Fisher 
have done very little of this. Hopefully, 
this experience has convinced GM that they 
must participate in Lansing as a eommu- 


. nity, 


Government has the responsibility to look 
after the interests of all the people, To 
paraphrase an old saying: “What’s good 
for GM is not necessarily good for Lan- 
sing. 


City Council can be proud of the way 
this tax abatement question was handled. 
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We took a long thoughtful look at the 
question and in the process reduced the 
eost to the citizens of Lansing. Mayor 
Graves, in his State of the City message in 
January, urged Council to pass the abate- 
ment district proposal giving GM $35 to 
$70 million in tax breaks, 18 to 35 million 
of which would have been taxes never col- 
lected by Lansing area governments and 
their citizens. Instead, Council persevered: 
we asked questions, we investigated. Some 
of us came to the realization that what GM 
mee asking for was not an incentive but a 
gift 


The compromise resolution means Lan- 
sing will collect from $3 to $6 million 
more than under the original proposal that 
some were so anxious to push through. 
This money can and will be used to improve 
services to all Lansing’s residents. 


I would like to thank City Council mem- 
bers for their time and patience research- 
ing and studying this proposal so a de- 
cision could be made on facts; City Asses- 
sor Paul Creevy and Finance Director 
James Dowsett for their help with figures 
and Ed Vogt for his useful input. 


Now is a good time for Oldsmobile and 
Fisher Body executives and City officials to 
get together to find ways for GM to play 
a meaningful part in the total life of the 
community, and that it follows through 
on the commitments it made tonight.

He did 
state however that inspection revealed that 
a piece of concrete was broken out beside 
the catch basin. Mr. Backus further related 
that in his opinion it was questionable as 
to whether a tire could be damaged by the 
current state of disrepair.

Several options to the existing loan and 
grant program were explored with the ob- 
jective of improving the clarity of the pro- 
gram, providing incentives to encourage 
additional loan participation and providing 
methods by which households with insuf- 
ficient disposable income can participate in 
the rehabilitation effort. The Planning 
Board considered suggestions by the Citi- 
zen District Councils in NDA’s 1, 2, and 3, 
and input from the implementing depart- 
ments before making a recommendation to 
revise the existing Residential Rehabilita- 
tion Loan Program, These proposed revi- 
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sions streamline the administration of the 
program and make it more easily under- 
stood by both citizens and program imple- 
mentors. In summary, the recommenda- 
tions by the Board are: 


1) The provision of principal reduction 
rebates as a part of the loan program 
so as to encourage an increase in loan 
applicants 


2) The provision of a series of financial 
services designed to assist households 
with insufficient disposable income in 
the achievement of the Neighborhood 
Rehabilitation Standards. More spe- 
cifically, the sequence of services offer- 
ed would be, credit counseling, debt 
consolidation, refinancing or outright 
grants 


8) The provision of principal reduction 
rebates to absentee owners so as to 
encourage an increase in loan applica- 
tions for rental properties in the tar- 
get area, The upgrading of rental 
dwellings is considered critical to the 
overall improvement of the environ- 
ment in NDA No, 1 and NDA No. 2, 


4) The reaffirmation that the Neighbor- 
hood Rehabilitation Standards are the 
minimum rehabilitation requirements 
for the Target areas. The parallel 
changes to the loan and grant pro- 
gram as described above were made 
so that sufficient funds would be avail- 
able to achieve the Neighborhood Re- 
habilitation Standards. If the Com- 
munity Development rehabilitation ef- 
fort is to have any long range impact 
on the physical condition of the hous- 
ing stock, the Rehabilitation Standards 
must be universally applied to all 
units in the target area,

Therefore, the Human Relations Depart- 
ment is requesting that the City Council 
notify the Purchasing Director to refrain 
from engaging in further business trans- 
actions with Beach Manufacturing Com- 
pany until such time the Company submits 
the required information.

The Ingham County Road Commission 
has received a request for installation of a 
traffic signal at the intersection of Delta 
River Drive and Waverly Road. Since the 
City of Lansing would have to approve in- 
stallation of a signal at this location the 
Road Commission requested that Lansing 
Traffic Department investigate this inter- 
section. 


Analysis of the engineering data collected 
reveals that warrants for a traffic signal 
are not met at this intersection. There 
have been twenty accidents at this inter- 
section during the past five years, and two 
accidents so far in 1977. Of these 22 acci- 
dents, 17 have been of a type that may 
have been prevented by installation of a 
traffic signal. The warrants state that a 
signal may be necessary if 5 or more re- 
ported accidents of types susceptable to 
correction by a traffic signal have occurred 
within a 12 month period. Volume war- 
rants are also not met at this intersection. 


While it is true that at certain times of 
the day some delay is incurred for west- 
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bound traffic on Delta River Dr. at Waverly, 
for most times of the day operation at this 
intersection is satisfactory. 


The Traffic Board recommended for City 
Council consideration that the request for 
a traffic signal at this intersection be de- 
nied, and that a flashing amber light on 
Waverly and a flashing red light on Delta 
River Dr, be installed. Installation of this 
flasher would indicate to motorists on Wa- 
verly Road that they should proceed thru 
the intersection with caution, 


_ Installation of a traffic signal at this 
intersection would undoubtedly result in an 
increase in traffic on Delta River Drive. 
This would be undesirable since Delta River 
is primarily a residential street. Residents 
have already expressed concern over the 
volume of thru traffic on Delta River Drive,

Gentlemen: 


The Traffic Board reviewed a request for 
stop signs on Clifford Street at Elizabeth 
Street to control the speed of traffic on 
Clifford Street. Presently there is a yield 
sign on Elizabeth Street at Clifford Street, 
The Board reviewed a similar request in 
September 1974; that request was denied 
because there were no warrants for stop 
signs, The City Council concurred in that 
recommendation for denial. 


Current data reveals that warrants for 
stop signs still are not met, There has 
been only one accident at the intersection 
in the last five years; this accident would 
not have been prevented by installation of 
stop signs. A speed survey taken from 2:80 
to 4:30 on Friday afternoon July 8, 1977 
reveals that the 85 percentile speed on 
Clifford St. is 25 miles per hour southbound 
and 29 miles per hour northbound. The 
highest speed recorded in each direction 
was 34 mph. Sight distance at the inter- 
section is such that stop signs are not 
warranted. 


The primary concern of residents in the 
area is over the safety of children crossing 
Clifford Street on their way to Hunter Park. 
The Traffic Board recommended unanimous- 
ly that the request for stop signs be denied 
and that the Traffic Department stripe 
erosswalks, and other pavement markings 
at the intersection to increase the motorist’s 
awareness of the high pedestrian traffic in 
the area.

The Planning Board, at their meeting of 
July 19, 1977, recommended that the re- 
quest by John Effner to divide Lot 595 of 
Pleasant Grove Subdivision No, 8 into two 
parcels, both of which will be below the 
minimum requirements of the Subdivision 
Ordinance regarding the depth, be denied. 
One parcel will be 70 feet by 86 feet; the 
other parcel will be 70 feet by 84 feet. The 
Subdivision Ordinance requires that any lot 
platted or created shall have a minimum 
width of 60 feet and a minimum depth of 
100 feet on interior lots; a minimum width 
of 70 feet, a minimum depth of 100 feet on 
corner lots.

Subject: Criticism of Midget Baseball 
Operation 


Attached are correspondence from Mayor 
Gerald Graves, and from a committee of 
Junior Baseball Coaches and Parents, titled 
“Grievances Regarding This Summer's 
Junior Baseball Program.” 


Listed in the set of grievances are 10 
specific points which I have addressed in- 
dividually. 


1. “The Department of Parks and Recre- 
ation’s unwillingness to comply with 
the previously agreed upon policy for 
this summer’s Junior Baseball Pro- 
gram.” 


Unfortunately, problems in mechan- 
ics of implementing the program have 
been confused with our attitude rela- 
tive to acceptance of the compromise 
program. It is my impression that the 
staff, and most of the parent/coaches 
have received the new program format 
in a positive way, and have not in- 
dicated any unwillingness to implement 
the activity. 


2, “Unfit playing fields for children: (a) 
poor infield conditions, (b) no back- 
stops, (c) no drinking or toilet facili- 
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ties, (d) Gier Park Diamond No, 4 was 
not even on City employees mainten- 
ance list and there was no trash re- 
eeptacle available.” 


Junior Baseball games are scheduled 
at Gier Park, Washington Park, Davis 
Park, and Marshall Park. Washington 
and Marshall are established fields. The 
Washington outfield has been regraded 
due to construction of the tennis/ice 
complex and has not yet established a 
grass turf like that at Marshal] and 
other playing fields, 


Both Gier and Davis are new loca- 
tions, but with good new infield de 
velopment. Neither outfield is compar- 
able to that of an established field and 
have therefore required additional 
maintenance, 


The selection of these four fields was 
based on overall playing dimensions 
(Midget Baseball requiring less space 
than softball), and limiting the use of 
less desirable fields such as Old Everett. 
The maintenance of the infield and out- 
field on any Midget Baseball Diamond 
is basically the same as that provided 
on most other baseball and slow pitch 
softball fields, 


The Gier field did not have a back- 
stop completed for the first day of play, 
This was in the process of erection and 
was completed by the second day’s 
game, 


There are water and restroom facili- 
ties at Marshall, Washington, and Gier 
Parks. There is a distance factor in- 
volved in the use of the Gier restrooms, 
and also problems of vandalism which 
forced us to close them on several 
occasions, There are no water or rest- 
room facilities open at Davis Park but 
such facilities are under construction 
and will be available late this season. 


Trash receptacles have been placed 
at all locations and Gier Park Diamond 
Park No, 4 has been on our employees 
maintenance schedule since the incep- 
tion of the season. 


“Player rating discrepancy.” 


(a) “A” players being assigned to 
“BRB” and “C” teams, (b) “B’” and “C” 
players being assigned to “A” teams, 


The Department, working with par- 
ent/coaches conducted four tria] ses- 
sions at each of the four park locations. 
Youngsters classified, but not satisfied 
with their placement were given the 
opportunity to be retested at the same, 
or other park locations. Some have 
been retested four or five times. Ap- 
proximately, 30 youngsters were re- 
classified to higher level divisions after 
the first testing, Additional youngsters 
have been tested since the season 
began, and can do so by simply having 
their coach arrange for a test by one 
of our field supervisors who has_ the 
authority to evaluate and make adjust- 
ments. 
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We fully expected that the screening 
of nearly 700 youngsters would lead to 
some incorrect placements. Provision 
was made in the rules for correction 
of such errors, and such adjustments 
have been made. 


“Transportation problems have been 
created as boys from the south end 
have been assigned to teams that prac- 
tice and play games in the north end 
and vice versa; this, after the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recreation claimed 
the boys would be assigned within six 
blocks of their home.” 


There was no guarantee that any 
youngster would be placed within a 
six block limit after the Board with- 
drew their original plan of scheduling 
games at 10 locations, Furthermore, 
eoaches attending the Park Board pub- 
lic hearings requested that the Depart- 
ment not assign youngsters on a neigh- 
borhood basis (as originally proposed). 
We have complied with this request. 
Problems of youngsters being assigned 
and not able (because of distance) to 
attend practice sessions have been 
solved on an individual basis. 


“Notification of city wide rating pro- 
gram was poorly publicized and in 
some cases not publicized at all, A 
very small segment was devoted to the 
rating program by the State Journal, 
and the school systems notified the boys 
after the ratings had taken place.” 


The Department prepared and deliv- 
ered over 5,000 flyers to 4th, 5th, and 
6th public and parochial students 
(through central administrative offices). 
These deliveries were made two weeks 
in advance of tryout sessions. There 
was a total of four announcements (the 
first being partially incorrect) placed 
in the Lansing State Journal. There 
were a total combination of 20 tryout 
sessions scheduled over a three week 
period. 


“Several volunteer coaches signed up 
for teams and have yet to be assigned 
a team, We find this very discouraging 
as there are many young boys and girls 
still without a team or a coach. There 
was also lack of notification of the 
players as to what division they were 
to join.” 


The Department staff knows of only 
one individual who volunteered to coach 
but has not been assigned. This indi- 
vidual agreed to accept this responsi- 
bility if it would help give his young- 
ster a better chance to be assigned to 
a team, The youngster was placed, and 
= prespective coach withdrew his 
offer, 


The Department of Parks and Recre- 
ation did not accept responsibility for 
the notification of any players as to 
what division they were assigned, un- 
less the youth specifically made that re- 
quest to the Department. This respon- 
sibility was left to the coach who was 
to be given a roster of their players, 
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Apparently, due to staff error certain 
coaches did not receive their rosters 
as early as did other coaches in the 
program. 


All children that participated in the 
tryouts, or have asked to join the pro- 
gram after it started, have been as- 
signed to a team. 


“There have been a number of occa- 
sions when umpires and field super- 
visors were not at assigned locations 
or have come but not had a key to the 
building which holds the bases, etc. 
This has caused delay or forfeiture of 
these games,” 


There have been a total of five in- 
cidents where umpires did not arrive, 
or arrived late to assigned locations, 
Dependability is a definite problem in 
the implementation of league programs, 
and a more thorough confirmation of 
assignments has helped to minimize 
this problem. 


No forfeitures are ever given for 
games which are not played because of 
our error. 


“The City allotted equipment still has 
not been received by many of the 
teams. However, several park employ- 
ed coaches seem to have an abundance 
of new equipment.” 


The City does not, nor ever has al- 
lotted equipment to each team. Some 
items are available upon recepit of de- 
posit and these include a face mask, 
chest protector, batting helmets, etc. 
These are available on a first come, 
first serve basis. 


Teams in the beginning (Central di- 
vision) which are coached by the City 
staff (because of an absence of volun- 
teer coaches) do have equipment pur- 
ehased for their use. The equipment 
given each team is the same variety 
of that available upon receipt of de- 
posit from any of the teams participat- 
ing in our program, 


“There has been no consistency by the 
umpire crews or field supervisors in the 
interpretation of the rules: 


a. Six or seven innings games, 
b. Steal or no steal, and 


ec. Class “‘C” players, ages seven and 
eight playing against nine, ten, and 
eleven year olds. 


For various reasons, both ours and 
the coaches responsibility, some coaches 
have been using outdated sets of rules. 
New sets of rules have been distributed 
to all coaches, umpires and field super- 
visors. 


Class “C” players (ages seven and 
eight) do play against older youngsters 
but only on levels of equal ability. At 
the date of this correspondence, one 
team, comprised solely of seven and 
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eight year olds has not lost to any 
team, including those made up of older 
youngsters, This is consistent with the 
objective of the program; that being, 
to equalize competition based on ability 
and not age. 


10. “Overwhelmingly apparent is the City’s 
desire to see that the Adult Softball 
Program is maintained on the best 
playing surfaces while the children play 
on poorly maintained fields. This is 
ludicrous when it comes to player 
safety.” 


The assignment of fields is based 
principally on physical limitations and 
not on the preference of any one pro- 
gram over any other, All fields are 
maintained in the same manner, by the 
same maintenance crew. 


In addition to these “Grievances,” I have 
received from the Mayor a correspondence 
which highlights, in a genera] manner, the 
aforementioned grievances, and adds sev- 
eral points of interest. With the exception 
of two items, all are dealt with above. 


1. “That in one game the pitching mound 
was altered for distance and a catcher’s 
shin pad was used for a mound.” 


This was done in the Central Divi- 
sion and was for the purpose of allow- 
ing the pitcher to be able to throw the 
bail the distance from the mound to 
home plate, This league deals with 
young beginners, (ages seven, eight, 
and nine and of limited ability), One 
of the objectives of the program is to 
provide learning experiences, which 
cannot be accomplished by strict ad- 
herence to rules designed for partici- 
pation by older youngsters, The ad- 
justment of the pitching distance is 
@ common practice in this league, and 
is encouraged if it helps provide a good 
learning experience for the youngster, 


2. “One coach has four youngsters that 
live in the City’s west side, while the 
balance of his team came from Bath, 
Michigan.” 


An analysis of the rosters for the 
coach referred to (who also spoke this 
point at the City Council meeting of 
July 5) shows that of 20 players, one 
youngster does live in Bath, the re- 
maining live within the Lansing/East 
Lansing area. 


I did, at the Mayor’s suggestion, schedule 
meetings on Friday, July 8, with coaches of 
the three divisions in the Midget Baseball 
Program. The meeting with coaches in the 
Beginners (Central Division) attracted one 
parent. The intermediate grouping (Na- 
tional Division) had eight of the thirteen 
coaches in attendance. Discussion with 
both the Central and National League 
coaches centered on the mechanices of the 
programs, rule interpretation, and prob- 
lems experienced in obtaining information 
from our Genesee staff. 


The meeting with the coaches in the 
American League (most advanced players) 
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lasted two and one-half hours and was par- 
ticipated in by twelve of fourteen coaches, 
In addition to the items reviewed at the 
earlier sessions, time was spent on the phi- 
losophy of the program, and the responding 
to a large number of questions. During 
this period, I accepted a fair number of 
constructively critical comments on our sys- 
tem of operation, the conditions of facilities, 
and general communication. 


At the close of our meeting, I offered to 
meet with individual] coaches, or a commit- 
tee of coaches as organized at the sugges- 
tion of the Mayor, I have scheduled such 
a meeting. for Friday, July 22, 1977. Fol- 
lowing the completion of the program, I 
will organize another series of meetings 
for the purpose of critiquing the Midget 
ae and prepare recommendations for

This is to advise Mayor and City Council 
that the City of Lansing’s pre-application 
for Land and Water Conservation funds for 
ballfield lighting and tennis court construc- 
tion has been approved.

$331,000 of which 50% or $165,500 must be 
provided by the City of Lansing. The fol- 
lowing projects were approved. 


Gier Park (ballfield lighting, 
fencing and drainage) $120,000 


Davis Park (ballfield lighting) 177,000 
Wood Creek Park (two 


tennis courts) 28,000 
River Street Park (two 

tennis courts) 23,000 
Marscott Park (two tennis 

courts) 23,000 
Wilson Park (two tennis 

courts) 23,000 
Forest View Park (4 tennis 

courts) 42,000 

$331,000 


The city’s match share of $165,500 is 
currently available in Parks and Recreation 
accounts established for Gier and Davis 
Park Ballfield Lighting and Improvements, 
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It is recommended that the City Council 
authorize and appropriate $50,000 from the 
sale of the two fire stations for improve- 
ments at Marshall & Gier Parks per Coun- 
cil resolution on the use of proceeds from 
these sales. This action, by Council, will 
then allow Parks & Recreation Department 
to complete the projects approved in the 
grant, those budgeted by the Mayor and 
City Council (Gier Park and Davis Park 
Improvements) and complete the improve- 
ments to the Marshall Street property as 
planned.

Lnasing, Michigan 
Dear Mayor Pro-Tem 
and Council Members: 


The 200th birthday of our Nation took 
place in 1976, as you are aware. Regard- 
ing that celebration, the atatached are ex- 
cerpts from my State of the City Message 
of January 12, 1976, and January 10, 1977. 
Ahead of us now is a Centennial] Celebra- 
tion, or what could commonly be termed 
the “100th Birthday of the State Capitol 
Building,” ;which will commence on Janu- 
ary 1, 1979, 


This edifice, the center of government 
since 1879, is Michigan’s third capitol, It 
replaced the frame building that was erect- 
ed nearby in 1947 when the capital was 
removed to Lansing from Detroit, Con- 
struction began in 1872 on the new building 
designed by Elijah Myers, It cost $1,510,130 
to build, and was dedicated January 1, 1879, 
at a meeting addressed by six of Michigan’s 
governors. Reproducing it today would 
cost an estimated $200 million. 


The exterior of the building has been 
changed very little since the facility was 
dedicated more than 98 years ago. Though 
many changes have been made inside the 
building to accommodate a constantly grow- 
ing State government, the basic legislative 
chambers, hallways, stairways, marble 
floors, carved woodwork, ceilings and mag- 
nificient chandeliers of copper and crystal 
remain almost unchanged and are evidence 
of the past elegance. The State Capitol 
Biulding, also houses the Office of the 
Governor, 


One of the centers of attraction is the 
Rotunda. On both sides of the Rotunda, 
grand staircases lead to the upper floors. 


.The chandeliers one sees throughout the 


hallways, are made of copper, one of the 
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State’s leading metals, and they are said 
to weigh almost 400 pounds each. They 
were designed by Tiffany’s of New York 
and installed in 1878. There are 19 of them 
in the Capitol and one-half of the State 
Seal appears on each four times. One of 
the most sepctacular sites in the Capitol 
is the view of the dome from the first floor. 


It is impossible in a short communica- 
tion to describe all of the unique features 
of the Capitol but in the nine prints being 
provided to each of you, the results of 
more than six months of research, the art- 
ist has chosen these views which he felt 
would represent the sentimental and his- 
torical significance of the building itself 
and the history which has been made with- 
in its walls. 


Lansing is different from any other city 
in Michigan, because it is the Captial City. 
It behooves us, therefore, to play a large 
part in the 100th birthday of the State 
Capitol Building, to encourage people from 
all over the Nation to personally visit the 
Cepitol Building, in addition to the thou- 
sands of visitors who tour the facility 
monthly, and to do whatever is necessary 
to alert all that we are proud of being the 
Capital City. As with the Bicentennial 
year of the Nation, I am pleased to advise 
you that I am establishing a Capitol Build- 
ing Centennial Celebration Committee.

Following the completion of discussions 
this past week with representatives of R 
and R Development Company, that firm 
will officially present to the City’s Housing 
and Redevelopment Board, on Tuesday, July 
27, a $1,700,000 project proposal:for a pro- 
fessional office-retail building, to be located 
on the Northeast corner of the Washing- 
ton Square Mall and Ottawa Street. 


The project proposal is for a 65 story, 
4 floor building with 52,000 gross square 
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feet, having 111 feet of frontage on the 
Mall and 110 feet of frontage on Ottawa 
Street. The proposal calls for a 10’ x 40’ 
set-back at the corner for landscaping and 
sculpture pieces, while the North property 
line will have a 6’ set-back on ground 
level for a covered retaiJ-restaurant area, 
highlighted by a pedestrian walkway. The 
North and South facades are to be of 
bronze or silver mirrored glass, while the 
East and West building facades are pro- 
posed to be either a trowled textured drivet 
system, or precast sand-blasted concrete 
panels.

On July 19, 1977, this office was served 
with an Order obtained by the plaintiffs 
from the Ingham County Circuit Court 
which prohibited the City of Lansing and 
the Board of Water and Light from imple- 
menting four street lighting projects; 
namely, Project No. 3 along Riddle Street 
which involves the Vivian Riddle School 
and the Kingsley Community Center; Proj- 
ect No. 7 along West Michigan Avenue; 
Project No. 22 in the Washtenaw, Michigan 
Avenue, Jenison and Verlinden Streets 
area; and Project No. 23 in the Jenison, 
Michigan Avenue and Washtenaw areas. 


JULY 25, 1977 


The Order was obtained by the plaintiffs 
ex parte, i.c., without notice or hearing to 
the City or the Board. In addition, the 
Order set the matter for a hearing on the 
merits on September 23, 1977, seven (7) 
days before the end of the normal construc- 
tion season for the Board. 


In defense of the suit, this office on July 
21, 1977 filed a Motion to Dissolve the 
Court’s Order on certain technical grounds, 
and particularly as it applied to Projects 
rel 2, No. 7 and No, 22 on the grounds 

at: 


1. In the event the Order was continued 
until the hearing on September 23, 
1977, the Vivian Riddle School area 
and the Kingsley Community Center 
would be totally unlighted for the up- 
coming year, thereby endangering the 
safety of school children and users of 
the community center ; 


2. That Project No. 7 had been com- 
pleted and was therefore a moot issue ; 


8. That in Project No. 22, the present 
street lights incurred numerous inter- 
mittent cable failures during wet 
weather when street lights are most 
needed and, as such, should be im- 
proved as soon as possible in the inter- 
est of the safety and public welfare. 


The Court scheduled a hearing on the 
Motion for July 22, 1977 at 11:30 a.m, The 
Motion by the plaintifis for an adjournment 
was denied. After a hearing of the matter, 
the Court dissolved its Order prohibiting 
the City and the Board from implementing 
Projects No, 8, No, 7, No. 22 and No. 28 
for the reason stated in its Order, a copy 
of which is attached, Further, the Court 
scheduled a hearing on the merits in rela- 
tion to Street Lighting Project No. 23 only 
for September 28, 1977 at 10:30 a.m.

On Monday, July 25, 1977, you approved 
by a 8-0 vote, a contract between the City 
of Lansing and the Community Design Cen- 
ter, The contract totaled $120,881 for ser- 
vices to be provided. In prior years, the 
City of Lansing’s contract with the Com- 
munity Design Center was through the 
Housing and Redevelopment Department, 
or with the former Model Cities program. 
Since the scope of services in the contract 
proposal overlaps several departments, and 
also since previous contracts lacked the 
specificity and accountability controls that 
are essential for meaningful evaluation, I 
assigned the negotiation of this contract to 
the Office of Community Development by 
authority of Section 2A-12 (Executive As-~ 
sistant’s Implementing Authority) of the 
Lansing Code of Ordinances. 


Unfortunately, it might be embarrassing 
to some of you who were asked to vote on 
this issue to know that the ADMINISTRA- 
TIVE PROCEDURES established by the 
Office of Community Development in the 
proposed contract in accordance with law, 
were changed by the Community Develop- 
ment Committee of City Council. This was 
not a POLICY DECISION, but merely an 
infringement upon the prerogative of an 
administrator attempting to establish a 
working document, under which the execu- 
tion of the contract could be properly con- 
trolled, executed, and evaluated. Because 
all members of City Council, prior to voting 
were not adequately and correctly informed 
about the circumstances in negotiation of 
this contract, I find it necessary to go into 
some detailed background in this matter. 


The original proposal submitted to the 
Community Development Committee, and 
which appeared on the City Council agenda 
several weeks ago, was withdrawn because 
some administrators felt that the scope of 
services provided in the contract did not 
contain the specificity necessary, During 
the week that followed, two principle dif- 
ferent points of view were resolved, which 
involved budgetary considerations and an 
element of the scope of services section, 
wherein the Community Design Center was 
being required to submit to the Office of 
Community Development service requests 
for approval prior to actual performance of 
such requested services. These two points 
at issue were resolved at a meeting con- 
vened at 11:00 a.m. on Tuesday, July 19, 
1977. Among others in attendance were 
Mr. Pat Smith, the Community Design Cen- 
ter Executive Director, and Mr. Jay Bur- 
roughs, Board President, Both individuals 
were in full agreement with the contract 
proposal, which included provision for a 
service request form to be submitted to the 
Office of Community Development for prior 
approval because most of the services to be 
provided are not specifically delineated in 
the contract, Same had already been ap- 
proved by department heads involved, 


On the same day, during the presentation 
of this new proposal to the Community De- 
velopment Committee, one Councilman in- 
sisted that the scope of services section 
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which required the CDC to submit’ service 
requests to the Office of Community Devel- 
opment for prior approval of requested ser- 
vices, was a “Mother, may I please” ap- 
proach, which no other City funded agency 
had to agree to and was entirely untenable 
to him. Here I would like to point out that 
every contract we have with an agency has 
built into it a “Mother, may I please’’ ap- 
proach ; and, specifies are spelled out. Spe- 
cifics are not spelled out in the revised con- 
tract you just approved, which is very 
“open-ended.” Under an Other Miscella- 
neous Services caption of that contract, 
which the Assistant City Attorney, assigned 
to contracts, advises that “it says next to 
nothing,’’ and he urges the adoption of the 
control presented to you. 


During the discussions by you of the con- 
tract, and changes, one Councilman advised 
that the Community Design Center has had 
NO AUDIT EXCEPTIONS OF ANY CON- 
SEQUENCES IN THE PAST SIX YEARS 
—fact or fiction? FICTION. The FACT is 
there were Audit Exceptions. Audit Excep- 
tions included: Federal Income Tax Returns 
(Form 990) were not filed; W-4 forms did 
not agree with exemptions for withholding 
of payroll taxes; Payroll Time Cards were 
not signed and approved; Minutes of Spe- 
cial Board Meetings were not signed by 
proper officials; Project files lacked docu- 
mentation whether or not “clients”? were 
Properly billed, and why some were not 
billed at all; Ledger Accounts were not re- 
viewed and analyzed for errors, resulting in 
difficult year-end audit work; Purchase 
Orders did not agree to actual invoice 
costs ; etc. 


The statement that the City has been 
doing business with the Community Design 
Center for the last six years under previous 
contracts is not, in my estimation, a valid 
reason for not changing the contract at 
this point in time. Let me remind you that 
this is the first time a contract has been 
prepared between the Office of Community 
Development and this operating agency. I 
do not intend to deny my Executive Assist- 
ant the opportunity to achieve maximum 
benefit from service contracted for if such 
benefits can be improved upon, nor would 
I have denied the cave man the use of the 
wheel just because he got along without one 
for millions of years prior. 


After a lengthy discussion, it was the 
decision of the Council’s Community De- 
velopment Committee to change the lan- 
guage of the scope of services section of 
the contract so that the Community Design 
Center would be provided the option of 
either approving or rejecting the requests 
for services and that they be required only 
to report on a monthly basis what they 
already provided. This action was taken 
even though the Office of Community De- 
velopment advised the Community Develop- 
ment Committee members that the original 
language was strongly desired, and that if 
this language were to be deleted, this would 
result in the Executive Assistant to the 
Mayor for Community Development request- 
ing that a mayoral veto be effected. 


The procedure which is now included in 
the scope of services section of the contract 
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is considered to be entirely inappropriate 
because it perpetuates the situation, where- 
in the Community Design Center alone de- 
cides what work requests, and in what pri- 
ority, will be accepted and completed, I 
object to this loose use of taxpayer’s dollars. 


The purpose of a contract is to provide 
an instrument for binding an agreement 
between two or more persons or parties. It 
is a writing made by the parties to evi- 
dence the terms and conditions of a con- 
tract. To improve upon the conditions of 
a contract with the Community Design Cen- 
ter has nothing to do with questioning the 
integrity of the individuals involved, in par- 
ticular the members of the Community De- 
sign Center’s Board, Is there truly any- 
thing wrong with expecting and getting 
what is expected from an agency that is 
being paid to provide the maximum services 
possible to the citizens of the City of Lan- 
sing with the minimum amount of funds? 


This Community Development Committee 
action sets a precedent whereby other con- 
tracting agencies are being advised that ne- 
gotiations with administrators are mean- 
ingless because the City Council will grant 
their wishes regardless of the administra- 
tor’s desires. The Director of the Commu- 
nity Design Center approached City Coun- 
eit] members on an individual basis and 
presented to them a revision of the con- 
tract being proposed by the administrative 
staff without the Office of Community De- 
velopment’s knowledge, or copies of the 
proposal being provided. Additionally, no 
other City-funded agency is given the pre- 
rogative of determining what it shall or 
shall not do. In essence, the contract ap- 
proved by City Council is a defective in- 
strument. 


For any City Council member to state 
that all department heads were in agree- 
ment with the changes that were incorpo- 
rated in the proposed contract is completely 
in error. However, it would be accurate to 
say they were in accord, BEFORE the 
Council amendment. 


If the City of Lansing is having difficulty 
in negotiating this contract with the Com- 
munity Design Center to provide services 
as defined in the contract, with the appro- 
priate controls, then I recommend one of 
two courses of action: 


1. That a “Request for Proposal’ be pre- 
pared on specific services required and 
advertised for competitive responses 
from interested agencies, After re- 
ceipt of offers, make a decision as to 
which agency can provide the best and 
greatest amount of services at the 
least possible cost, or 


2. Hire two qualified architects to pro- 
vide services desired at approximately 
$15,000 to $20,000 per annum, and 
supplement the Building Department 
with two qualified specification writ- 
ing draftsmen at approximately $12,- 
000 to $14,000 per annum. This total 
amount would not exceed $70,000 per 
annum which would save _ approxi- 
mately $50,000 in current administra- 
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tive expenditures, afford more control 
over services provided, and architects 
qualified to do a “total” job including 
specifications which we are not now 
privileged to, 


One year from now, I do not want to be 
in the same position that we are in today 
in respect to determining what the per- 
formance of the Community Design Center 
has been. I want an evaluation that is de- 
finitive enough to specifically report what 
has, or has not, been accomplished by the 
Community Design Center in respect to 
Community Development support, I do not 
want to place the Executive Assistant to 
the Mayor for Community Development in 
the position of having to administer a con- 
tract with the Community Design Center 
that offers very litile control of what is to 
be done for the funds provided. 


Attached to this letter is a copy of a let- 
ter from the Community Design Center 
Board of Directors indicating that, with 
two minor revisions to the language in the 
originally proposed contract, they are in 
accord with the contract as written and 
presented by City staff administrators. 
With the Community Design Center Board 
of Directors’ desires in mind, and those of 
City staff members who must administer 
the contract, I would hope that the City 
Council would reconsider its decision and 
vote favorably on a Contract which con- 
tains the modified language as it has been 
mutually agreed upon by the Community 
Design Center and the responsible City ad- 
ministrators. 


In the meantime, until such action is 
taken, I must, in the interest of sound 
management, invoke Section 6.8 of Chapter 
6 of the City Charter, that grants veto 
power to the Mayor over matters adopted 
by the City Council. In accordance with 
this provision, and for the reasons here- 
tofore mentioned, I place my veto over the 
contract in question,

The Committee on FINANCE, to whom 
was referred the recommendation regarding 
changes in the Employee’s Retirement Sys- 
tem, reports as follows: 


That the recommendations of the Board 
of Trustees of the Employee’s Retirement 
System regarding benefit changes and the 
Finance Director's recommendations viewed 
the recommended reduction of the age re- 
quirement for regular retirement from age 
60 to age 58. This would result in a $28,000 
increase in the annual City contribution to 
the system. The recommendation to in- 
crease the formula for computing benefits 
from 14% to 1.6% of the Final Average 
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Compensation (and elimination of the 1.1% 
rate on the first $4,200) would result in an 
additional annual City contribution of 
$195,000, In addition to the Board of Trus- 
tees’ recommendation the Committee re- 
viewed a proposal to reduce the vesting 
period for General Employees from 10 years 
service to 8 years service. At least 18 
Michigan counties, townships and cities al- 
ready have vesting at 8 years or less ser- 
vice credit. The additional cost of this ben- 
efit would be approximately $5,300 annu- 
ally. Because the Committee feels that it 
is desirable to have the Employee’s Retire- 
ment System be competitive with other sys- 
tems, and because the Policemen’s and Fire- 
man’s Retirement System has had substan- 
tial henefit improvement, the Committee on 
Finance recommends all three changes to 
the Employee’s Retirement System, and re. 
quests that the matter be referred to the 
Committee on Ordinance and Contracts and 
City Affairs to have the appropriate ordi- 
nance changes made. The Committee fur- 
ther recommends that funding for this be 
drawn from the Anti-Recession Funds 
($150,000) and from the City’s Fringe Ben- 
efit account ($78,300).

The above captioned claim was referred 
to this office for investigation and a recom- 
mendation. The claimant in the matter 
asserts that on June 20, 1977 the rear tire 
of his vehicle struck a hole in the street 
on Michigan Avenue, 


PA 1964 170; MCLA 691.103; MSA 3,996 
(108) states: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the 
existnce of the defect and had a reason- 
able time to repair the defect before the 
injury took place. Knowledge of the de- 
fect and time to repair the same shall be 
conclusively presumed when the defect 
existed so as to be readily apparent to 
an ordinarily observant person for a 
period of 30 days or longer before the 
injury took place,” 


The Public Service Department has in- 
formed this office that it had no record of 
the hole that the claimant allegedly struck 
and can only assume that it was a usual 
pothole in the roadway. As a result of 
this disclosure it is apparent that the hole 
was not so great as to be discovered by the 
Public Service Department and that the 
Public Service Department had no prior 
knowledge of a hole in the area described 
by Mr. Terryn. 


Therefore, based upon the facts and 
statutory authority cited, it is the opinion 
of ee office that Mr. Terryn’s claim be

The City was notified of the claim of 
Durward J. Barnes, 2237 Sunnyside, Lan- 
sing, Michigan, on July 20, 1977, for the 
amount of $12.18 arising from a broken 
window caused by an errant golf ball from 
Sycamore Golf Course. 


The claim was referred to the City At- 
torney’s office for investigation on July 25, 
1977, 1964 PA 170 being MCLA 691.1407; 
MSA 3.996(107) states: 


“Except as in this act otherwise pro- 
vided, all governmntal agencis shall be 
immune from tort liability in all case 
wherein said governmental agency is en- 
gaged in the exercise and discharge of a 
governmental function. Except as other- 
wise provided herein, this act shall not 
be construed as modifying or restricting 
the immunity of the state from tort lia- 
bility as it existed heretofore, which 
immunity is hereby affirmed.” 
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It is generally recognized that the opera- 
tion of parks and golf courses is within 
the meaning of “governmental function.” 
However, Douglas Finley, Director of 
Parks and Recreation, has informed this 
office that the operation of the Sycamore 
Golf Course results in a surplus of revenue, 


An exception to the aforementioned statu- 
tory law is found in 1964 PA 170, §113, 
supra, which states: 


“The immunity of the state shall not 
apply to actions to recover for bodily 
injury or property damage arising out 
of the performance of a proprietary func- 
tion as herein defined, Proprietary 
function shall mean any activity which 
is conducted primarily for the purpose 
of producing a pecuniary profit for the 
state, excluding, however, any activity 
normally supported by taxes or fees, No 
action shall be brought against the state 
for injury or property damage arising 
out of the operation of proprietary func- 
tion, except for injury or loss suffered 
on or after July 1, 1965.” 


As a result of the aforementioned statu. 
tory authority and the disclosure by Mr. 
Finley, it is my recommendation that the 
claim be approved, 


In an attempt to eliminate future dam- 
age done by errant golf balls, Mr, Finley 
has advised that the Parks Department has 
purehased a screen fence (15 feet by one 
hundred fifty feet) to be constructed paral- 
lel to Sunnyside Street. Mr, Finley believes 
that the fence will cure the present con-

The Planning Board, at their August 2, 
1977 meeting, recommended approval of 
the proposed pornography ordinance, in- 
cluding the attached amendments as a re- 
sult of the meetings with the Planning 
Staff, and the City Attorney’s office, The 
Board further recommended approval of 
this ordinance subject to the estraction of 
applicable licensing procedures, and further

The Planning Board conducted the public

The Planning Board believes that the 
proposed ordinance as amended will con- 
trol the location of adult bookstores, adult 
movie theaters and health clubs and would 
prohibit future clustering of such estab- 
lishments and the penetration into resi- 
dential areas, These proposed amendments 
are expected to clarify the ordinance and 
bring it in line with the latest court 
rulings,

The Planning Board, at their August 2, 
1977 meeting, reviewed the proposal to 
locate the Traffic Department Sign Shop 
at the South Street Public Service Garage. 
This proposal is in keeping with the major 
type of development that has occurred in 
that vicinity. Therefore, the Planning 
Board believes it is unnecessary to conduct 
an additiona] locational review since the 
sign shop is a similar operation to the 
Public Service Garage activities and the 
South Street development had been re~ 
viewed by the Board in March of 1974. 


The Board noted several advantages for 
the South Street proposal over other alter- 
native locations in that there is available 
(1) office and employee facilities, (2) vehi- 
ele maintenance and gas supply, and (3) 
dispatch and utility systems. The proposal 
will eliminate duplicate facilities and pro- 
vide better utilization of City property. 


The Planning Board favors the proposal 
to locate the Traffic Department’s Sign 
Shop at the South Street Public Service 
Garage.

The Planning Board, at their meeting 
of August 2, 1977, recommended that the 
request by J. Lee Hamrick to rezone prop-

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Dear Mayor Pro-Tem 
and Council Members: 


On Monday, August 8, 1977, by a 6-0 
vote, you approved a contract with the 
Community Design Center retroactive to 
July 1, 1977, and terminating on August 
81, 1977. City Council had previously taken 
action to extend the former contract by 
seven (7) days which expired on June 30, 
1977, to July 7, 1977. Therefore, both the 
start-up date and the budget for the con- 
tract you have now adopted, is inappropri- 
ate. The budget should cover only seven 
(7) weeks operation—not eight (8) weeks 
as it was formulated. In short, both the 
date and financial amounts are in error. 


This action came as a complete surprise 
to myself and to members of my adminis- 
trative staff, who should be deeply involved 
in the negotiation of any contract with the 
Community Design Center. No one, includ- 
ing myself, was privileged to receive a copy 
of this resolution, until it was introduced 
during City Council proceedings on August 
8, 1977. In fact, I did not have a copy at 
anytime during the discussion of the mat- 
ter, or when it was voted upon. I received 
a copy the NEXT DAY, Tuesday, August 9, 
through the kindness of the City Clerk. 
Yet, copies were on hand before the start 
of Monday’s Council Session, but Council- 
man Richard Baker personally chose NOT 
to release them, If this is the type of City 
Council prerogative which was pointed out 
by one Councilman concerning policy-mak- 
ing and City Council’s input to City con- 
tracts, then I suggest to you that it is a 
poor system, or a poor method of choice, 
that was taken to introduce this matter. 
Certainly, the members of the City Council 
should pay more attention to the desires of 
City administrators rather than the politi- 
cal impact caused by hasty policy-making 
decisions, Additionally, in my opinion, this 
action was contrary to the spirit of the 
“Open Meetings” concept, a concept, used 
by some Council members, to fit their needs, 
but ignored by the same individuals when 
it is contrary to their position. 


The matter of the Community Design 
Center is a question of whether or not the 
Community Development Department will 
have some controls over a contract which 
is being forced upon them, I, for one, 
deem it proper that the Community Devel- 
opment Department have authority, since 
it has responsibility. 


The scope of services which had been pro- 
posed in the Community Design Center con- 
tract were as follows, including the asso- 
ciated estimated cost for each service:

A-1 Assist planning the move-

A-3 Prepare working drawings

A-5 Employ an independent ar- 
chitect to develop working 
drawings and specification 
for the restoration of fa- 
cades in the North Lansing 
Historic Commercial Dis- 
trict. Provide construction 
supervision and inspection 


services. 22,500.00 
B-1 Prepare plans and specifi- 

cations and cost estimates 

for rehabing twenty resi- 

dential structures, 10,000.00 


Sub-Total $ 42,600.00 
A-2 Assist in evaluating design 
concepts contained in rede- 
velopment proposals. Unknown 
B-2 Provide design and_ site 
planning assistance on ex- 
terior treatment of front 
elevations of residential 
structures, including recom- 
mendations for landscaping 
front yards. Unknown 
C-2 Responding to miscella- 
neous requests for service.

Total Budget $120,881.00 


As you can see, the total estimated cost 
for services that were specified in the con- 
tract amounted to $42,600. These specifies 
covered only 385% of the total contract 
amount of $120,881.00. The balance of the 
eontract amount (65%) was for services 
not specifically delineated. It was for this 
reason primarily, that City administrators 
strongly advocated that a Service Request 
be used to specify the additional services 
which might be required in the future. You 
chose to provide to Community Design Cen- 
ter a free-wheeling, free-spending approach 
instead. Therefore, my original veto. 


In addiiton to the proposed full-year con- 
tract total of $120,881.00, as originally ap- 
proved, an amount of $41,000 for rent, util- 
ities and maintenance would also have to 
be paid using Community Development 
funds under a separate contract for the 
facilities currently being used by the CDC 
and the Housing Assistance Foundation. It 
is estimated that the CDC’s share of this 
cost would approximate $20,000 per year 
to $25,000, depending upon the actual build- 
ing occupancy, since the CDC now occupies 
75% of the building. The total cost to 
fund this agency must take into account 
this rental and utility/maintenance cost, an 
over-cost for the services being received 
from tax dollars. 


In studying the activities of the Commu- 
nity Design Center, I took note that the 
publicly funded, privately operated agency 
participated in a range of activities unre- 
lated to the Community Development De- 
partment goals, including: 


—A “Mr, Allen” received a remodeling 
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plan designed and drawn by staff of the 
Community Design Center. 


—Information on North Lansing (photos, 
maps, documentation) was compiled for 
an MSU researcher. 


—Graphies work for the Urban League 
was completed and delivered. 


—CDC staff worked on a roof analysis re- 
quest submitted by the Church of the 
Bible Covenant. 


—Staff extended graphic design services 
to the “Coalition for Responsible Govern- 
ment.” 


—Stationery design and preparation of 
camera ready copy was completed for the 
“Coalition for Better Government.” 


—Coronado Gardens Coop. was referred 
to CDC for park design assistance so a 
site plan could be presented to the Parks 
and Recreation Department. Cost analy- 
sis was included. 


—Preliminary plans were drawn for an 
all purpose recreational center, upon the 
request of MSU students. 


—CDC staff designed a brochure for the 
Montessori School at 2745 E. Mt. Hope, 
Okemos. 


—Graphics materials were provided for 
a group called “Reading is Fundamental.” 


—CDC staff did research on the advisa- 
bility of the proposed I-69 highway from 
Charlotte to the completed section in 
Eaton County. 


CDC staff completed graphics design re- 
quests for a group called “Reading is 
Fundamental,” 


—Graphies designs were completed for 
the “Institute for Research on Teaching.” 


—A site plan was completed for one 
“Gordon Springborg.” 


In reply to my concern that Federal tax 
dollars, or any equipment paid therefrom, 
could not be used for the aforementioned, 
I was advised that if I desired any records 
I could go to the CDC and research same— 
The accountant attached to the City’s Com- 
munity Deevlopment Department has also 
been refused records, he advises, because 
“such was not available.” This approach 
on the part of CDC IS NOT acceptable and 
is contrary to guidelines of good public 
administration. 


On Wednesday of last week, it was the 
desire of the Community Design Center 
Board of Directors to meet with Office of 
Community Development staff to negotiate 
a new contract for the Community Design 


Center without any assistance from the 


Community Design Center’s Director, Mr. 
Pat Smith, On Friday, August 5, 1977, a 
member of the CDC Board of Directors, 
telephoned the Office of Community Devel- 
opment and stated that the CDC Board 
of Directors had voted the night before to 
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have only Pat Smith negotiate the CDC 
contract with the Office of Community De- 
velopment. This was the third time that the 
Community Design Center Board of Direc- 
tors had changed its policy during negotia- 
tions of the proposed contract, It presents 
an effort in futility. 


Some Councilmen who have complained 
about so called exorbitant administrative 
costs in implementing the Community De- 
velopment Program, are now advocating 
the adoption of an exorbitant contract that 
is not justified in terms of services specified. 
These same Councilmen must be completely 
aware that the services provided by the 
CDC in the past cannot be justified in 
terms of cost, For example, a 1977 Evalu- 
ation Report states that “‘their cost per 
CD workload to date has been $567.45.... 
This figure is below the estimate established 
at the contract inception of $1,584.14." An 
individual at Lansing Community College 
knowledgeable in the architectural field, ac- 
cording to the Community Development De- 
partment, approximates that the College 
could do the same work at a cost of $200. 


During the past few days, department 
beads have been involved in the negotiation 
of the Community Design Center Contract 
and have discussed the feasibility of con- 
tinued funding of the Community Design 
Center. THESE DEPARTMENT HEADS 
CONCUR THAT THE SERVICES RE- 
QUESTED OF THE COMMUNITY DE. 
SIGN CENTER ARE NO LONGER. NEC- 
ESSARY AS ORIGINALLY PLANNED. 
IN LIEU OF A CONTRACT WITH THE 
cDC, CONCERNED DEPARTMENT 
HEADS NOW RECOMMEND THAT AN 
ARCHITECT BE HIRED IN THE BUILD- 
ING DEPARTMENT TO FACILITATE 
THOSE SERVICES THAT CANNOT BE 
PROVIDED BY THE CURRENTLY EX- 
ISTING DEPARTMENT STAFF. THEY 
ARE ALSO RECOMMENDING THAT 
THIS ARCHITECT BE HIRED AT THE 
IXA LEVEL, AT AN APPROXIMATE 
COST OF $20,000 PER ANNUM, PLUS 
FRINGES, 


It has been agreed upon by all the de- 
partment heads concerned, that the services 
requested in the CDC original contract, 
paragraphs A-1, A-3, A-5, B-1, could be 
provided through either existing or pro- 
posed City staff personnel. 


Contract paragraphs A-1, B-2, and C-1 
above costs have been indicated as unknown, 


All of the items contained in the scope 
of services could be achieved without the 
CDC in the following manner: 


1, Planning the movement and reinstal- 
lation of three houses could be handled by 
the Building Department, Rehabilitation Di- 
vision, with the assistance of the City em- 
ployed architect, and/or through a general 
contractor, 


2. The tool bank could be transferred to 
the Youth Development Corporation, or 
some other currently funded agency. 


8. The preparation of drawings and spe- 
cifications for the East Michigan Commer- 
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cial District and the provision of construc~ 
tion supervision and inspection services, 
could be accomplished through the City em- 
ployed architect. 


4. Working drawings and specifications 
for the restoration of facades in the North 
Lansing Historic Commercial District, 
along with the construction, supervision 
and inspection services, could be handled 
also by the City employed architect with 
oe baie of the Building Department 
staff. 


5. Plans and specifications and cost es- 
timates for rehabilitating 20 residential 
structures could be handled by the Building 
Department with the additional staff they 
will soon be bringing on board through the 
CETA program. 


6. Design concepts contained in redevel- 
opment proposals could be reviewed by the 
Planning Department staff. 


7. Design and site planning assistance 
on exterior treatment of front elevations of 
residential structures could become a major 
assignment for the City employed architect. 


All of the above indicate that a substan- 
tial savings, somewhere in the vicinity of 
$80,000 to $100,000, could be realized and 
consequently reflect a significant reduction 
in current Community Development admin- 
istrative costs. 


I concur with City staff administrators 
in this matter and strongly recommend that 
appropriate department heads be given 
policy guidance to commence implementa- 
tion of the above scope of services formally 
contained in the proposed CDC contract. 
Additionally, I recommend that action be 
taken to approve an architect IXA for the 
Building Department without further delay. 
Regarding this approach, I have already 
been in contact with the Licensing Division 
of the State of Michigan. A problem may 
exist in CDC, but none would exist for the 
City of Lansing. 


I deem it entirely appropriate at this 
time to cut Community Development ad- 
ministrative costs whenever, and wherever, 
we can. This is a step in that direction and 
I remind you that during the next three 
years the Community Development Program 
appropriations for the City of Lansing 
funding will be reduced by approximately 
50%. If we do not begin facing this type 
of problem at this time, then when will we 
start? 


Too, this approach will eliminate the 
“political swirl’? created by, and for CDC. 
It will facilitate our efforts to improve 
the Community Development Department 
service, eliminate time expended being 
“bounced around” between CDC and the 
City Council, and will provide the full 
capabilities for architectural design in the 
Neighborhood Development Districts, 


Therefore, I must, in the interest of 
sound management, invoke Section 6.8 of 
Chapter 6 of the City Charter, that grants 
veto power to the Mayor over matters 
adopted by the City Council, In accordance 
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with this provision, and for the reasons 
heretofore mentioned, I place my veto over 
the resolution and contract in question,

On or about April 28, 1977 the Veterans 
Administration informed us that they had 
made the second payment and requested a 
refund. The VA had requested a duplicate 
tax statement earlier, however, their mail 
stamp and mortgage service numbers had 
been crossed out with a felt marking pen, 
leading my deputy to conclude that Mrs. 
Phillips had made the payment, As owner 
of the property, her name and address ap- 
peared on the tax statement, 


Numerous phone calls and personal visits 
to the home of Mrs. Phillips during May 
and June failed to secure return, By Mrs. 
Phillips, of the funds to which she was 
not entitled because she did not pay the 
tax, and for which she agreed to reimburse 
the City. 


On June 24, 1977 I sent a communication 
to the City Attorney requesting that office 
to take action in this matter. On July i, 
1977, Stephen R. Sawyer, Chief Assistant 
City Attorney sent a letter to Mrs, Phillips, 
which produced an immediate phone call

In the early 1970’s, some representatives 
of the City Council held occasional meet- 
ings with representatives of the Washing- 
ton Square Coalition Promenade, the latter 
being a group of Downtown businessmen 
interested in seeing their proposal for im- 
provement become a reality (see attached). 
The Downtown businessmen basically pro- 
posed that a special tax assessment dis- 
trict be established by the City Council to 
meet the financial obligations of their pro- 
posal—the tax assessment district was to 
run from Shiawassee Street on the north 
to Hillsdale Street on the south and from 
Townsend Street on the west to the Grand 
River on the east, The balance of the pro- 
posal, and I quote, was as follows:

The method of providing funds for the 
construction of the promenade is by the 
City Council establishing a Special Assess- 
ment District. Within the District, the 
amount of assessment is distributed among 
four different zones. 


NOTE: THIS IS THE MAXIMUM 
AMOUNT OR ASSESSMENT PER ZONE 
AND PER PROPERTY. 


All properties within the assessment dis- 
trict are obligated to pay the Special As- 
sessment, This includes city-owned prop- 
erties which will iniur an estimated 14 
percent of the total cost of the promenade. 


Payment of the Special Assessment can 
be spread over a period of 10 years with 
an interest rate of approximately 5 to 6 
percent. This interest rate is determined 
by the average interest rate paid on the 


revenue bonds, plus an amount not to ex- 
ceed an additional 1 percent. 


The first payment for the Special Assess- 
ment (either the total amount, or by in- 
stallments) is due 90 days after the City 
has levied the Special Assessment, which 
is approximately the same time as the City 
awards the contract for the construction of 
the promenade, 


The amount of assessment may be re- 
duced if the City is successful in obtaining 
a Federal Urban Beautification Grant, or if 
the cost of the total promenade is less than 
the current cost estimate.” 


You did not approve a special tax assess- 
ment district but did accept my recom- 
menadtion of 1974, that $100,000 be re- 
served as part of the City’s share for Down- 
town improvement, 
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In my State of the City Message, ad- 
dressed to you and dated January 13, 1975, 
I said, and I qquote: 


“Other forward thinking business lead- 
ers in the south one-half of the downtown 
area have for over two years expressed 
great interest in developing a ‘Washing- 
ton Square Promenade’, an area to be a 
four block southerly extension of the Wash- 
ington Square Mall bounded on the north 
by Shiawassee Street, on the south by 
Lenawee Street, on the west by Seymour- 
Townsend and on the east by Grand River, 
It has been proposed that the cost of this 
now estimated $1,192,000 project be de- 
frayed by the establishment of a ‘Special 
Tax Assessment District’ including a 
coalition of 51% of the private property 
owners involyed and Lansing City Govern- 
ment. Sub-Part A—General Provisions of 
the Community Development Act of 1974, 
Section 570.2 and Sup-part C, Section 
570.200 (a) permit the use of Community 
Development Funds for ‘more rational utili- 
zation of land and better arrangement of 
commercial activity centers plus construc- 
tion or reconstruction of pedestrian malls 
and walkways’, 


In view of these provisions of Community 
Development Revenue Sharing, I urge you 
to affirmatively consider and authorize the 
use of a portion of these funds for the pur- 
pose of defraying the City’s proportional 
cost, not to exceed 50% of the total cost 
of this project to further the preservation 
and enhancement of the vital tax base 
represented by those privately owned prop- 
erties lying within the established Special 
Tax Assessment District.’”’ 


You did not approve the special tax as- 
sessment district, nor did you chose to 
adopt my recommendation to use Com- 
munity Development Revenue Sharing 
Funds to pay up to fifty percent of the 
total cost. Had you moved ahead, rather 
than procrastinate, the project in question 
would be completed. You did not do so. 
STRANGELY, THE LOCAL NEWSPAPER 
WAS CONSPICUOUS BY ITS SILENCE 
ON THE PROPOSALS. 


THEN WHAT HAPPENED? MORE 
DELAYS, AND MY COMMUNICATION 
TO YOU OF MARCH 10, 1976, CLEARLY 
POINTS THIS OUT, and I quote: 


“On Wednesday, May 28, 1975, a meeting 
was held in my office with leading repre- 
sentatives of the community from the fields 
of business, industry and labor to establish 
an Economic Stabilization Program for 
the City of Lansing by utilizing Public 
Aet 197 of the Public Acts of 1975, and 
Act 838 of the Public Acts of 1975. These 
Acts, resulting from State of Michigan 
legislative action, provide for the estab- 
lishment of Downtown Development Au- 
thorities (197) and Economic Development 
Corporations (338). 


As a result of this conference, I for- 
warded a communication to the Lansing 
City Council on June 23, 1975, supported 
by written testimonials from the Lansing 
Regional Chamber of Commerce, the Tri- 
County Regional Manpower Administration, 
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Greater Lansing Board of Realtors, Olds- 
mobile, Michigan National Bank, Bank of 
Lansing and American Bank and Trust, 
requesting that the City Council act im- 
mediately to establish an Economic De- 
velopment Corporation and prepare the 
necessary applications to receive a 4.5 mil- 
lion dollar grant from the United States 
Department of Commerce to be used in 
conjunction with funds raised locally to 
finance a revolving “seed money’ fund to 
assist businesses in the City of Lansing. 


Once again, on August 21, 1975, I urged 
the Members of the Lansing City Council 
to act on this recommendation and further 
advised this body that members of my staff, 
in concert with Planning Department per- 
sonnel, had worked at great length to as- 
sist perspective buyers of Diamond-Reo, 
Inc., the Olds Plaza Hotel and various 
others in an attempt to secure extended, 
low-interest mortgage assurance, the pur- 
pose being to not only retain businesses 
we have here in the City of Lansing, but 
to improve them as well. Finally, on Mon- 
day, November 10, 1975, the Lansing City 
Council passed two resolutions clearing the 
way for the City to move ahead in these 
vitally important areas, 


A Public Hearing was held on Tuesday, 
December 9, 1975, in the Lansing City 
Council Chambers for the purposes of es- 
tablishing the authority and boundaries of 
a Downtown Development Authority and 
an Economic Development Corporation for 
the City of Lansing. The proposed project 
was overwhelmingly approved by those in 
attendance who represented a complete 
eross section of business and industrial 
representatives of the City. 


Following this action, the City of Lan- 
sing’s ordinance establishing the Lansing 
Downtown Development. Authority was 
filed with the Michigan Secretary of State 
on January 19, 1976, together with the 
Articles of Incorporation for the Economic 
Development Corporation, The Incorpora- 
tors were City Councilman Jack D. Gun- 
ther, Arthur Clyne and myself. The name 
of the Initial Resident Agent (Acting Di- 
rector), is Robert B. Black, Executive As- 
sistant to the Mayor, 


After receiving and discussing with the 
Lansing City Council, on various occasions, 
a list of over 150 names of individuals 
being considered as nomines for appoint- 
ments to the Board of Directors for the 
Downtown Development Authority and 
Economic Development Corporation, I sub- 
mitted my final recommendations for these 
appointments to the Lansing City Council 
on January 29, 1976. Further delay in 
this matter was attributable to a new per- 
sonnel interviewing procedure introduced 
by certain members of the Council. The 
last of my recommended appointments was 
eventually approved by the City Council on 
Monday, February 23, 1976.” 


After all the delay and a refusal on the 
part of some of you to make a decision, a 
Councilman in opposition to my candidacy 
for re-election as Mayor, “proposed,” 
three years too late, THE EXACT FIG- 
URES furnished to you three years ago 
for a Tax Assessment District to fund the 
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Downtown improvements. The “old hat” 
proposal became a divine truth, an aston- 
ishing disclosure and an enlightenment to 
Ms. Mary Flood, a reporter for a local 
newspaper. STRANGE, ISN’T IT? The 
real sin of it all, however, is a quote at- 
tributed to the Councilman in opposition 
to my candidacy. That quote reads as 
follows: 


“We've got all that empty land down- 
town and the mayor hasn’t done anything 
but go off and meet people on a few oc- 
easions, .. .” 


THE RECORD of communications and 
Council Proceedings clearly points out how 
untruthful that individual’s statement truly 
is, Furthermore, as Mayor, I personally 
met with the developers of the old Ar- 
baugh’s building and announced the reno- 
vation of that facility which is now a 
Yeality; as Mayor, I personally met on 
a number of occasions with William 
Marshall, State President, AFL-CIO, and 
received assurance that the State _head- 
quarters of the Michigan State AFL-CIO 
would be located just to the south of the 
now remodeled Arbaugh building, AND 
THAT IS A REALITY; as Mayor, I per- 
sonally met with Richard Cahill on a num- 
ber of occasions to insure that he would 
construct his new building, soon to be 
opened in the 800 block of Washington 
Square Mall, and that building is a reality; 
and, as Mayor, I personally met with rep- 
resentatives of R R Development Com- 
pany, before and after their submission 
to construct a new facility at the corner 
a peau and the Washington Square 


NOW, WHAT OF THE FUTURE? The 
proposal made by merchants of the Cen- 
tral Business District some years ago and 
my proposal of January 13, 1975, both later 
to be plagiarized in a recent news con- 
ference by a member of Council should now 
be dead issues. They did have merit at the 
time but are no longer pertinent. The 
Downtown Development Authority agrees. 
A more sophisticated, detailed and better 
approach is ahead. Several months ago, the 
Downtown Development Authority entered 
into a contract with the firm of Warren, 
Holmes and Black to perform a Scope of 
Services which basically includes: 


—Developing a phased improvement plan 
for the Centra] Business District (Down- 
town), including costs and priorities of 
each phase; 


—Developing detailed design drawings for 
a $1,000,000 Phase I improvement with 
directions given to replace curbs, gutters 
and plant trees on side streets, if at all 
possible, with the $1,000,000 improve- 
ment; and 


—Prepare working drawings and super- 
vise the actual construction of the mall. 


Simultaneously, I held a meeting with 
various department heads, one of the major 
goals being to prepare a master plan of 
all utility line locations (steam, water, 
electricity, telephone, gas), something 
heretofore not available, AND to deter- 
mine the exact location of all underground 
vaults in the Central Business District 
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right-of-ways. The work is in_ progress 
with good cooperation from Consumers 
Power, Michigan Bell, etc. Regarding the 
“vaults” many persons are unaware that 
under various sidewalks in the Central 
Business District such ‘vaults’? extend in 
_ number of locations almost to the curb 
ine, 


Aside from this latter effort on the part 
of City departments, the total cost is 
esimated to be $121,250, of which $65,000 
is for the Overall Plan and Promenade 
Design (items No. 1 and No. 2 above) and 
the balance of $56,250 is for working 
drawings and supervision of the construc- 
tion of the $1,000,000 project. 


The present contract with the firm of 
Warren, Holmes and Black is for $33,000 
the funding already available, and _ this 
architectural firm understands that it is 
not to incur expenses in excess of this 
amount without prior written approval. 
Our goal should be to move ahead, and 
as rapidly as possible. Therefore, I am 
requesting that a minimum of $42,000 be 
allocated immediately, from the 1974 ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to the Downtown 
Development Authority to contract for the 
completion of the scope of services—of 
this amount, $32,000 will enable the Down- 
town Development Authority to complete 
the Scope of Services, and the balance of 
$10,000 will be used for a much neded, but 
not on hand, topographical survey for a 
complete description of needed informa- 
tion. Those funds are on hand and are 
now needed. I direct your attention to this 
request, 


In the future, I will be forwarding to 
you a request for funds to undertake and 
complete a fiscal study, for the overall 
project, a study which will determine, 
(a) whether or not any development funds 
are available from a number of founda- 
tions; (b) whether or not a corporation, 
or corporations, will make a cash contribu- 
tion in the interest of bettering the Cen- 
tral Business District; (c) whether or not 
any Federal, State or bonding funds are 
available; and, (d) assessments to be levied 
depending upon the outcome of the items 
a, b and c. 


You should recognize that the original 
contract funds provided earlier to the 
Downtown Development Authority were 
not based on a specific scope of services 
but rather funds allocated by the Com- 
munity Development Technical Coordinat- 
ing Committee to show a commitment to 
the Downtown. Too, be advised that the 
Downtown Development Authority, the 
Economic Development Corporation, the 
Planning Board, the Downtown Council 
and businessmen are in support of this 
project. Given the conditions and poten- 
tial competition from another mall, I 
request that you do not delay—that the 
waters not be muddied—and that you act 
expeditiously to take advantage of _ the 
SSLEOES, positive spirit in Downtown Lan- 
sing.

Re: General Motors Tax Abatement 
Request 


The City of Lansing has, over the past 
year, evaluated the ramifications of grant- 
ing tax abatement to General Motors. The 
City has given serious consideration to the 
fact that the aggregate amount of indus- 
trial facilities exemption certificates grant- 
ed to date including Fisher Body & Olds- 
mobile would be equal to approximately 
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8.77% of the state equalized valuation of 
property in the City of Lansing, Although 
it would be impractical to again present 
all the financial data involved in_ this con- 
sideration, this letter will provide a brief 
recapitulation of the impact of this abate-

Sec, 80-5. Driver’s license—Required, ap- 
plication, qualifications of driver, fee, 
badge, expiration date, hearing. 


No person, whether owner or employee, 
shall. drive a public taxicab within the city 
wthout having first obtained a license as 
a public driver from the city clerk. 


(1) Application, contents, approval; fee. 
Application for a city public driver's 
license shall be made upon blank supplied 
by the office of the city clerk, shall have 
attached thereto three (3) sets of full fin- 
gerprints, and such applicant must state 
thereon that he is a citizen of the United 
States, or permanent resident alien, a 
resident of the state, eighteen (18) years of 
age and upwards, of sound physique, being 
without uncorrectable defective sight or 
hearing and able to operate a motor vehicle 
safely, able to read, write, and speak the 
English language, and not addicted to the 
the use of intoxicating liquors or to drugs, 
which application shall be subscribed and 
sworn to before a notary public and filed 
with the city clerk, The City Clerk shall 
submit within five (5) days all applica- 
tions to the Chief of Police for his review 
and recommendation for approval or dis- 
approval, A recommendaton of disapproval 
by the Chief of Police shall be for cause 
only, The following may constitute cause 
for a recommendation of disapproval. 


(a) Applicant is physically or mentally 
unfit to operate a public taxicab safely. 


(b) Applicant is not eighten (18) years 
of age or older. 


(ce) Applicant is addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors or drugs. 


(d) Applicant does not possess a valid 
current State of Michigan  chauffeur’s 
license. 


(e) Applicant possesses a driving record 
of such a nature as to indicate that he is 
unfit in the interest of public safety to 
operate a taxicab. 
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(£) Applicant has failed to complete the 
application in full, 


(g). Applicant has been convicted of a 
violation of this chapter within five years 
of the recommendation of disapproval. 


(h) Applicant has been convicted of a 
felony within five years of the recom- 
mendation of disapproval. 


If the Chief of Police recommends dis- 
approval of an application for the license, 
he shall put in writing his reason for said 
recommendation of disapproval and shall 
attach such reasons to the application 
form, He shal] then forward the applica- 
tion, with the attached reasons for recom- 
mendation of disapproval if applicable, to 
the City Council for its review and final 
approval or disapproval. Such application 
shall be forwarded within fourteen (14) 
days after receipt by the police chief. If 
the Chief of Police has recommended ap- 
proval of the license, the City Council may 
adopt the recommendation of the police 
chief and approve the license. If the Coun- 
cil does not concur in the police chief’s 
recommendation for approval, it shall set 
the matter for a hearing. If the police 
chief has recommended disapproval, the 
Council shall set the matter for a hearing. 
Council shall only disapprove a license 
for one of the reasons set forth above, If 
the Council does approve the application, 
the City Clerk shall issue a city public 
driver’s license to the applicant upon pay- 
ment of five dollars, 


(2) Form. The city public driver’s li- 
cense granted hereunder shall be in such 
form as to contain a true photograph of 
the licensee, the licensee’s signature, and 
sufficient blank space upon which a record 
may be kept of any arrest of such driver 
or serious complaint against him, 


(8) Badge, Upon the issuance of such 
city public driver’s license there shall be 
delivered to such licensee, a metal badge, 
with the license number thereon, such 
badge must be continually and conspicu- 
ously displayed on the outside of the li- 
censee’s cap when he is engaged in his 
employment as a public driver. 


(4) Records. A full and complete copy 
of each application filed and each license 
issued hereunder, together with record 
entries, renewals and revocations thereof 
Sheed be kept on file in the office of the city 
clerk, 


(5) Revocability for cause. The city 
council may revoke such license at any 
time hereafter for one or more of the 
reasons stated in 80-5 (1) herein. The 
license shall not be revoked until after a 
hearing pursuant to Section 30-5 (8). 


(6) Automatic, permanent revocation. 
When any entry on such license has been 
defaced, renewed or obliterated, or the 
licensee fails to wear his badge as herein 
provided, such license shall automatically 
be revoked, and any driver, whose license 
has been so revoked, shall not again be 
licensed as a city driver in the city. 
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(7) Expiration date. All public driver’s 
licenses shall expire, unless sooner revoked, 
on the thirtieth (30th) day of April of each 
year, All licenses shall be renewed upon 
payment of three dollars ($3.00) to the 
city clerk if the license has not previously 
been revoked. 


(8) Hearing in contested cases, 


(a) Pursuant to Section 80-5 (1), the 
council shall schedule a hearing without 
undue delay. 


(b) Applicant or licensee shall be given 
twenty (20) days notice of the hearing, 
which notice shall include: 


(i) A statement of the date, hour, place 
and nature of the hearing. 


(ii) A statement of the legal authority 
and jurisdiction under which the hear- 
ing is to be held. 


(iii) A reference to the particular sections 
of the ordinances and rules involved. 


(iv} A short and plain statement of the 
matters asserted. 


(c) At the hearing, any party may ap- 
pear in person, or by agent or attorney. 
Applicant or licensee shall be given an 
opportunity to present oral and written 
arguments on issues of law, policy and 
fact and shall have the opportunity to 
cross-examine witnesses, 


(d) The council shall grant or deny the 
application or revoke or not revoke the 
license based upon the evidence presented 
at the hearing within fifteen (15) days 
after the hearing. Written notification of 
the decision, including the reasons there- 
for, shall be given to the applicant or 
licensee, 


(e) Any applicant or licensee aggrieved 
by the decision of the council shall have 
the right to appeal to circuit court as pre- 
scribed by law.

Councilman Hull] stated that he was not 
satisfied with the statement given by 
General Motors at last night meting and

The following statement was read by 
Mr. Gene Bellew: 


Mr. Mayor, members of the city council, 
ladies and gentlemen, 


My name is Gene Bellew, and I am a 
representative of Fisher Body from War- 
ren, Michigan, 


We appreciate your reconvening today to 
discuss the Fisher Body and Oldsmobile 
industrial exemption certificates. Various 
General Motors representatives have been 
before this body a number of times during 
the past nine months to address matters 
relative to the modernization projects at 
the two GM locations here. Apparently, 
there exists some misunderstanding and 
misconceptions about the project at Fisher 
raeed I would like to address myself to 

em, 


It should be forthrightly stated that 
Fisher Body intends to comply with all 
applicable Federal EPA standards and 
regulations as they pertain to the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources Air 
Pollution Control Commission and our 
facilities here in Lansing. 


Perhaps it will be helpful to review the 
following statement made by Mr. Phil 
Hoffman of General Motors, before the City 
Council on June 14th of this year on the 
subject of air pollution. Mr. Hoffman said, 
quote: 


“It should be pointed out that the capac- 
ity of the Fisher plant is going up by 
30%. Nevertheless we are looking at 
a significant 25% reduction in current 
level of hydrocarbons, The new Fisher 
facilities comply with all current regula- 
tions, We will continue to do so in the 
future, 


Now, odor and hydrocarbons are not spe- 
cifically the same. On the subject of 
odor, I have a commitment, for the 
record, from Paul Pender, the Divisional 
General Manager of Fisher Body and a 
Vice President of General Motors Cor- 
poration, that when reasonable and ap- 
plicable technology is available, G.M. will 
install it and not wait until forced by 
any governmental agency. In _ other 
words, when the “know how” is avail- 
able we will install it. Moreover, we 
consider this to be a continuing obliga- 
tion to solve the odor problem, On this 
point, I remind you that there is a meet- 
ing tomorrow night between G.M. and 
residents of the Fisher plant area to 
explain in detail what has been done, 
what is being done and what the future 
holds (including on-going studies to im- 
prove the odor situation),” 


On July 11th again before this body, Mr, 
Hoffman made the following statement: 
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“General Motors Corporation hreeby an- 
nounces its intent to work in a spirit of 
cooperative creative partnership with the 
City of Lansign as Lansing develops its 
intermediate and long-range plans for 
civic improvement and growth in_ the 
eapital city. And General Motors affirms 
its intent to comply with Environmental 
Protection Agency standards and regula- 
tions as they may pertain to General 
Motors facilities within the city.” 


Now some people want to read into both 
of these statements more than was in- 
tended. There was never any intent to 
give up our legal right to question inter- 
pretations of federal regulations just as 
the city questions federal interpretations. 


Now a litile background about separate 
happenings on or about the same time. On 
March 22, 1977, the Fisher Body Lansing 
application for permits to instal] paint 
facilities for the 120/hour project were ap- 
proved by the Michigan Air Pollution Con- 
trol Commission, Subsequently on June 
17th a notice of violation of the Michigan 
Implementation Plan was issued to General 
Motors Corporation and the State of Michi- 
gan by the federal] EPA. As a result of 
that notice a conference was held at the 
Capital Park Motel on August 11, 1977, 
between the EPA, General Motors and the 
State to discuss this notice, I would like 
to quote from the statements made in the 
Lansing State Journal the following day: 


“After hearing a day of testimony from 
General Motors and state representatives, 
David Kee of the EPA said it is likely 
that the agency will be taking some fur- 
ther actions within a month.” Later on it 
states—“GM officials said Thursday that 
the actual emission rate, including all 
planned innovaions, will be 4,214 tons 
per year or a 46% emission reduction 
from the current level.”” And further on 
it states, “Kee (of the Federal EPA) 
explained that the 775 tons of hydro- 
varbon per year limit using water-based 
top coating is not a figure set down by 
law. He said this limit is the EPA de 
signed Lowest Achievable Emission Rate 
(LAER) meaning the standard EPA 
will apply considering the available tech- 
nology the industry can use.” 


Now the point we are trying to make is 
that there are differences of legal interpre- 
tations and expert opinions regarding what 
is attainable and practical. GM, just like 
the city, has a legal right to question the 
EPA interpretations. Meetings and further 
negotiations are continuing between Gen- 
eral Motors, the State and Federal EPA. 
Keep in mind that the new facility will 
result in a 46% reduction in hydrocarbons 
from the current level. 


Councilman Blair offered the following 
amendment: 


Be It Further Resolved, that this appli- 
cation is approved on the condition that 
Fisher Body Division of Genera] Motors 
Corporation takes action to immediately 
comply with all Environmental Protection 
Agency requirements for a new plant, at 
its Fisher Body Plant at Lansing, Michigan 
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and that failure to comply with this section 
will automatically terminate this tax 
exemption certificate.

Request 


The City of Lansing has, over the past 
year, evaluated the ramifications of grant- 
ing tax abatement to General Motors. The 
City has given serious consideration to the 
fact that the aggregate amount of indus- 
trial facilities exemption certificates grant- 
ed to date including Fisher Body & Olds- 
mobile would be equal to approximately 
8.77% of the state equalized valuation of 
property in the City of Lansing. Although 
it would be impractical to again present 
all the financial data involved in this con- 
sideration, this letter will provide a brief 
recapitulation of the impact of this abate- 
ment to the financial position and opera- 
tions of the City of Lansing and other 
taxing units affected. 


In the City’s long range financial plan, 
I have projected an annual growth of 3 to 
4% in the City’s property tax base (state 
equalized valuation). This is supported by 
historical data and reflects the City’s nor- 
mal assessment practices. The 130 million 
dollar expansion at Oldsmobile and Fisher 
Body is an additional resource which was 
not reflected in our current financia] plan, 
Therefore, with the 75-50 abatement, the 
City will realize $140,689 in additional 
property taxes annually during the abate- 
ment period. L.C.C, will receive an addi- 
tional $26,284; the School District $88,895, 
and Ingham County $147,423, In all cases, 
this will be over and above the revenues 
projected on the current tax base. Subse- 
quent to the 12 year abatement period, 
this expansion will result in an annual in- 
crease above the existing level as follows: 


City of Lansing $450,499 
L.C.c. 84,387 
School District 284,650 
Inghar: County 472,063 


There has been a prevalent misconception 
that the City, and other units, will “lose” 
revenue. The opposite is true; the General 
Motors expansion and related abatement 
will represent revenue increases for all 
taxing units. Deferring the full increase 
will, in my judgement, in no way impair 
the financial position or operations of 
either the City of Lansing or the other 
taxing units, 


There has been extensive debate regarding 
the financial impact of the abatement, In 
the report prepared by the Ad Hoc Tech- 
nica] Committee, the financial impact was 
considered to be significantly less favorable 
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to all texing units than the figures pre- 
sented above. However, due to the fact that 
major elements of that report were based 
on assessment practices different from 
those actually used by the City, I could not 
concur with the financial conclusions. In- 
dividuals using that report for source data 
should be aware of this when attempting 
to compare financial impact statements. 
Also, the original abatement request was 
reduced after lengthy discussion between 
the City and General Motors. This reduc- 
tion is reflected in the stated figures but 
was not the case considered in the Tech- 
nical Report. 


In addition, there is a high probability 
that the G.M. tax abatement will result in 
additional revenues through the income tax 
and through ancillary expansions, The im- 
pact of such potential revenues has not 
been incorporated into the assessment of 
financial] impact, Therefore, the figures 


“presented should be considered a conserva- 


tive estimate of the potential for increased 
revenues, 


Finally, it must again be noted that 
General Motors provides a significant por- 
tion of Lansing’s economic base. The sta- 
bility and growth of that base are critical 
to the economic vitality of our community. 
Therefore, while the City will enjoy the 
benefit of the additional revenues, it should 
also be considered that the tax abatement 
represents a positive effort by the City to 
preserve and expand its economic tax base.

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You have asked this office whether you 
may vote on the issuance of tax exmption 
certificates for the Lansing Oldsmobile and 
Fisher Body plants in view of your interest 
as a stockholder in General Motors. You 
have informed us that the total worth of 
your General Motors shares is less than 
$25,000 and that you are not an employee 
of General Motors. 


This office has previously issued opinions 
75-85, 77-27 and 177-103 concerning the 
effect of your General Motors stock owner- 
ship upon other matters before City Coun- 
cil. Copies of those opinions are attached 
for your information, As noted in those 
opinions there are three major legal im- 
pediments to your vote on matters involv- 
ing General Motors Corporation: 


1. 1968 PA 317 (MCLA 15.821 et seq; 
MSA 4.1700(51) et seq.) which pro- 
hibits you from being a party, directly 
or indirectly, to a contract with the City 
of Lansing or from soliciting a con- 
tract between Lansing and a corpora- 
tion in which you own over 1% or 
$25,000 worth of stock unless you dis- 
close your interest in the contract, ab- 
stain from voting on the matter and 
the matter is approved by 2/8 vote of 
Sy Council. See City Attorney Opinion 
75-85. 


2. Section 5.5(i) of the Lansing City Char- 
ter which provides that “no member of 
Council shall vote on any question upon 
which he has a private interest or a 
financial interest other than as a citi- 
zen of the city,” (See City Attorney 
Opinions 77-103 and 77-41); and 


8. Michigan case law (or common law) 
restricting any interest by public offi- 
cials in contracts or other activities in- 
volving the public body of which they 
are an official and a corporation in 
which they have an interest. (See City 
Attorney’s Opinion 77-108, page 2). 


Analyzing the previously mentioned re- 
strictions on your power to vote, as a 
member of the Lansing City Council, on 
the granting of tax exmption certificates 
for General Motors facilities, it is the 
conclusion of this office that none of them 
prohibit your vote on the matter for the 
following reasons: 


A. APPLICABILITY OF 1968 PA NO. 317 


The restrictions of 1968 PA No. 817 do 
not apply to your vote on this matter for 
several reasons. Firstly, the Act applies 
only to contractual relations, Since the 
approval of an exmption certificates does 
not create any legal obligation by General 
Motors the vote will not create a contrac- 
tual relationship and the statute will not 
apply. See 6 Michigan Law & Practice, 
Contracts, Sec. 2 and see City Attorney’s 
Opinion 77-103 at page 2. Secondly, even 
if a contract were created, the prohibition 
of Section 2 (MCLA 15.322; MSA 4.1700 
(52) would not apply. Since the value of 
your General Motors stock is less than 
$25,000, the restriction of Section 2(2) of 
that statute upon the solicitation of a 
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contract between a corporation in which 
you own stock and the City of Lansing 
would not be applicable. 


Neither would the prohibition by Sec- 
tion 2(1) of 1968 PA 317 of any contract 
with the City of Lansing to which you 
are a direct or indirect party be applicable 
to a contract with General Motors, since 
you would not be a party to such a con- 
tract within the meaning of that statute. 
If the intention of the Michigan legislature 
in enacting 1968 PA 317 had been to con- 
sider a stockholder of a corporation an 
indirect party to any contract with a public 
body of which he was an official, thereby 
prohibiting such a contract unless the offi- 
cial could avail himself of the exemption 
provided by Section 3 of that Act (MCLA 
15.828; MSA 4.1700(58) ; the restriction by 
Section 2(2) of the statute upon solicita- 
tion of such a contract by a public official 
owning more than $25,000 worth ‘of stock 
in the interested corporate party would be 
meaningless. 


B. APPLICABILITY OF SECTION 5.5(j) 
OF THE LANSING CITY CHARTER 


As noted in City Attorney Opinions 
77-103 and 77-41, Michigan courts have in- 
terpreted restrictions on the voting power 
of public officials such as that imposed by 
Section 5.5(i) of the Lansing City Charter 
to be aplicable only where the interest of 
the official involved is substantial, definite 
and direct as opposed to remote and specu- 
lative, See Thompson v_ School District 
No. 1, 252 Mich 629; 288 NW2d 849 (1980); 
Bogue v Delong, 147 Mich. 63; —... NW___.. 
(19_.....); People of the State of Illinois v 
Simpkins, 359 NW2d 828 (Ill. App (1977). 
As noted, the financial benefit of the issu- 
ance of exmption certificates to you as 
the owner of miniscule number of the out- 
standing shares of stock in General Motors 
is at best speculative and minimal. There- 
fore, your vote on the issuance of those 
certicates is not_prohibited by the Lansing 
City Charter. In passing, however, this 
office again wishes to emphasize that while 
we are of the opinion that your vote on 
this matter is not prohibited by the City 
Charter, no statutory or case law expressly 
permits it and there is no determinative 
legal authority on precisely what quantum 
of interest in the matter would require 
your abstention. Viewed in that light, 
your decision to vote in the matter in- 
volves a personal judgment which could 
be subject to legal challenge. 


Cc. APPLICABILITY OF MICHIGAN COM- 
MON LAW 


Because you are not an officer, employee 
or substantial shareholder of General 
Motors, Michigan common law does not 
appear to prohibit your vote on the issu- 
ance of tax exemption certificates to Gen- 
eral Motors, See City Attorney Opinion 
77-108, page 2. As it additionally appears 
that Michigan courts are reluctant to fur- 
ther expand the applicability of common 
law restrictions to the activities of public 
officials, it is unlikely that such restrictions 
will be expanded to apply to your vote. 
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SUMMARY 


Because the law of the State of Michigan, 
as it applies to your ability to vote on the 
issuance of a tax exemption certificate is 
unclear in some respects, a_ definitive 
opinion by this office is impossible. It ap- 
pears, however, that your vote on the 
matter is not specifically prohibited and 
that existing law and court decision lend 
support to your right to cast such a vote. 
As this office has previously noted the 
propriety of such a vote is a matter of 
subjective opinion and personal judgment 
which can always be questioned by others. 
Therefore, it is the opinion of this office 
that, if you wish to vote on the issuance 
of the tax exemption certificates, your 
action will be legally permissible and de- 
fensible,

Re: General Motors Tax Abatement 
Request 
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The City of Lansing has, over the past 
year, evaluated the ramifications of grant- 
ing tax abatement to General Motors. The 
City has given serious consideration to 
the fact that the aggregate amount of in- 
dustrial facilities exemption certificates 
granted to date including Fisher Body ” 
Oldsmobile would be equal to approximately 
8.71% of the state equalized valuation of 
property in the City of Lansing. Although 
it would be impractical to again present 
all the financial data involved in this con- 
sideration, this letter will provide a 
brief recapitulation of the impact of this 
abatement to the financial position and 
operations of the City of Lansing and 
other taxing units affected. 


In the City’s long range financial plan, 
I have projected an annual growth of 8 to 
4% in the City’s property tax base (state 
equalized valuation). This is supported by 
historica] data and reflects the City’s nor- 
Mal assessment parctices. The 180 million 
dollar expansion at Oldsmobile and Fisher 
Body is an additional resource which was 
not reflected in our current financial plan. 
Therefore, with the 15-50 abatement, the 
City will realize $140,689 in additional 
property taxes annually during the abate- 
ment period. L.C.C. will receive an addi- 
tional $26,284; the School District $88,895, 
and Ingham County $147,423. In all cases, 
this will be over and above the revenues 
projected on the current tax base. Subse~- 
quent to the 12 year abatement period, this 
expansion will result in an annual increase 
above the existing level as follows: 


City of Lansing $460,499 
L.C.C. 84,387 
School District 284,650 
Ingham County 472,063 


There has been a prevalent misconception 
that the City, and other units, will “lose” 
revenue, The opposite is true; the General 
Motors expansion and related abatement 
will represent revenue increases for all 
taxing units, Deferring the full increase 
will, in my judgement, in no way impair 
the financial position or operations of 
either the City of Lansing or the other 
taxing units. 


There has been extensive debate regard- 
ing the financial impact of the abatement. 
In the report prepared by the Ad Hoe Tech- 
nical Committee, the financial impact was 
considered to be significantly less favorable 
to all taxing units than the figures pre- 
sented above. However, due to the fact 
that major elements of that report were 
based on assessment practices different 
from those actually used by the City, I 
could not_concur with the financial con- 
clusions, Individuals using that report for 
source data should be aware of this when 
attempting to compare financial impact 
statements. Also, the original abatement 
request was reduced after lengthy discus- 
sion between the City and General Motors. 
This reduction is reflected in the stated 
figures but was not the case considered in 
the Technical Report. 
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In addition, there is a high probability 
that the G.M. tax abatement will result in 
additional revenues through the income 
tax and through ancillary expansions. The 
impact of such potential revenues has not 
been incorporated into the assessment of 
financial impact, ‘Therefore, the figures 
presented should be considered a conserva- 
tive estimate of the potential for increased 
revenues, 


Finally, it must again be noted that 
General Motors provides a significant por- 
tion of lLansing’s economic base. The 
stability and growth of that base are criti- 
eal to the economic vitality of our com- 
munity, Therefore, while the City will 
enjoy the benefit of the additional revenues, 
it should also be considered that the tax 
abatement represents a positive effort by 
the City to preserve and expand its eco- 
nomie tax base.

MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) states: 
“Except as in this act otherwise pro- 
vided, all governmental agencies shall be 
immune from tort liability in all cases 
wherein said governmental agency is en- 
gaged in the exercise and discharge of 
a governmental function, Except as 
otherwise provided herein, this act shall 
not be construed as modifying or re- 
stricting the immunity of the state from 
tort laiiblity as it existed, heretofore, 
which immunity is hereby affirmed.” 


It is apparent from Mr. Cannon’s letter 
and from the report of Mr. Backus that 
the plugged condition of the sewer was 
caused by the heavy downpour, Addition- 
ally it has been the consistent application 
of this office that sewer back up at the 
operation of a city sewer is a governmental 
function and comes within the governmen- 
tal immunity section of the aforementioned 
statute. 


In light of the fact that the condition 
was caused by an Act of God; that the 
operation of the city sewers is clearly a 
governmental function; and that no evi- 
dence of negligence has been shown on the 
part of the City, it is the recommendation 
of this office that the claim of Mr. Cannon 
be denied.

Lansing Senior Citizens, Incorporated, 
with funds supplied by the Tri-County Con- 
sortium on Aging (Ingham, Clinton and 
Eaton), and by other sources, has adminis- 
tered two Senior Centers, namely, the 
Ottawa Street Center, on the City’s West- 
side, and the Jolly Road Center, on the 
City’s Southside. For various financial 
reasons, it was necessary for the Tri- 
County Consortium on Aging (Ingham, 
Clinton and Eaton) to reduce the budget 
of the Lansing Senior Citizens, Incorpo- 
rated, effective October 1, 1977. The Tri- 
County Consortium on Aging (Ingham, 
Clinton and Eaton) did not advise speci- 
fics, so the Lansing Senior Citizens, In- 
corporated, took an easy way out, that 
being to: (a) retain a bloated payroll; 
(b) to keep the Ottawa Street Center 
operating from 8:00 am. to 5:00 p.m., 
during 5 days of the week, even though 
no use was had by Seniors during 3 hours 
each day; and, (c) chose to close the 
Jolly Road Center in total, The AFORE- 
MENTIONED RESULTED IN THE SEN- 
IORS FROM THE JOLLY ROAD CEN- 
TER REQUESTING ASSISTANCE FROM 
MY OFFICE, EVEN THOUGH I DID NOT 
HAVE AUTHORITY OVER THE TWO 
CENTERS. I OBLIGED. 


On Wednesday, August 3, and upon my 
request, a meeting of approximately 200 
Senior Citizens was held at the Jolly Road 
Center, and input was received from the 
Tri-County consortium on Aging (Ingham, 
Clinton and Eaton), from our own Depart- 
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ment of Human Resources, from Senior 
Citizens, ete. I learned, as did the Seniors, 
that: the State of Michigan has changed 
the ground rules for Senior Centers; that 
the finances were not available under the 
present administrative structure to keep 
the Jolly Road Center open ; that the physi- 
eal facilities housing the Jolly Road Cen- 
ter and the Ottawa Street Center are the 
only two out of approximately 16 within 
the corporate limits of the City where 
rent is charged, these totaling over $10,000 
annually; AND, that the administrative 
costs to operate ‘the two centers exceed the 
services and cost of food. 


It was readily apparent that something 
must be done to alter the situation, so that 
both centers could be available to serve 
Senior Citizens, until a permanent solution 
could be worked out. I, therefore, proposed 
at the meeting, and my proposal was ac- 
cepted by the Seniors, that a 10 member 
committee of Senior Citizens be named by 
myself to look into the problem, aided by 
City and Tri-County staff and to make 
recommendations before mid-September to 
guarantee this goal. The Senior Citizens 
Task Force is as follows:

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3:00 p.m., because of “no use” now of 
the Center by Seniors during the 3 
hours per day being eliminated. 


—That the high, inflated budget formerly 
approved under the old Model Cities Pro- 
gram and carried on by Tri-County Con- 
sortium on Aging for the Lansing Senior 
Citizens, Incorporated, be slashed from 
$200,000 annually (including CETA em- 
ployees) to $119,866 annually (including 
CETA employees), this being achieved 
by eliminating the $15,000 position of the 
so-called Director, the $11,500 position, of 
the Administrative Assistant, paying 
other personnel in relation to actual 
hours of employment, etc. ; 


—That both Centers be operated by Co- 
ordinators 30 hours per week at $6,000 
per year salaries, which is the same 
level of those of the City’s Department 
of Parks and Recreation ; 


—That approximately one year from now 
Lansing Senior Citizens, Incorporated be 
eompletely eliminated and the services 
of the Ottawa Street Center be trans- 
fered to the Kingsley Center, and the 
Jolly Road Center be transfered to the 
Miller Road Center, both then to be 
operated under the guidance of the City’s 
Department of Parks and Recreation ; 


—That the attached budget be approved 
to achieve the programs in question ; 


—That the City immediately employ. an 
architect to prepare preliminary designs 
to expand and improve the Miller Road 
Center into a Community Center, with a 
Senior Citizens wing, explore the pos- 
sibility of acquiring some land directly 
to the south, to the north and possibly 
to the east, at a total cost estimated to 
be $200,000 ; 


—That a Title V application, being pre- 
pared by a Special Committee, then be 
submitted by the City of Lansing through 
the Tri-County Consortium on Aging 
(Ingham, Clinton and Eaton) with the 
State of Michigan, with funds presently 
in the budget of the Departemnt of Parks 
and Recreation to be used for match, for 
the Miller Road Center improvement, and 
further, that a second priority be given 
in the application for a Senior Service 
Wing for the Kingsley Center, 


The Senior Citizens Task Force, and I, 
seek your concurrence in the aforemen- 
tioned. It has already been approved by 
the Finance Department representative, and 
the representatives of the Department of 
Parks and Recreation (Douglas Finley), 
Human Resources (Jacqueline Warr), and 
Tri-County Consortium on Aging (Rox- 
anne O’Connor), Certainly, other decisions 
could have been made, but the question of 
time brought everyone to the decision as 
stated, In addition, it does have tentaive 
approval of the State of Michigan, includ- 
ing the desire of the Department of Social 
Services to phase out the expensive ap- 
proach formerly used by Lansing Senior 
Citizens, Incorporated,

REASONS FOR DENYING 
By Councilmen Baker, Hull— 


The Plant Rehabilitation and Industrial 
Development Districts Act (Act No. 198, 
P.A. 1974 as amended) was, according to 
the Office of Economie Expansion, Michi- 
gan Department of Commerce in their 
Guide dated March, 1976, “designed to pro- 
vide a stimulus in the form of significant 
tax incentives to industry to renovate and 
expand aging plants and to build new 
plants in Michigan.” (Pg. 1 of Guide.) 


The proposed exemption certificate for 
Oldsmobile Division of General Motors that 
failed to obtain five (5) affirmative votes 
of Lansing City Council (as required for 
passage by the Lansing City Charter) does 
not represent an incentive to General 
Motors, Officials of the firm have stated 
publically, with press representatives pres- 
ent, that they will proceed with their ex- 
pansion plans regardless of the approval 
or disapproval of the exemption certificate. 


Therefore, approval of the exemption 
certificate constitutes a gift and not an 
incentive, since G.M. has stated their 
intent to proceed, and have in fact moved 
to substantially implement the construc- 
tion project at this time. 


P.A. 198, Sec. 9 (1) (c) requires that 
the granting of the certificates will have 
the “reasonable likelihood to create em- 
ployment, retain employment, or prevent 
the loss of employment in the community 
in which the facility is located.” 


Oldsmobile Division of General Motors 
has in the application stated that “. . . sev- 
eral hundred employees will be hired in 
addition to present number on roll.” (Ap- 
plication packet of Nov. 5, 1976, pg. 2, 
Att. B) At other times, they have stated 
700 employees would be added (letter of 
Feb. 14, 1977 to Councilman Richard Baker 
from E. G. Vogt, Divisional Comptroller, 
Oldsmobile Division of General Motors.) 


However, at no time has G.M. agreed in 
writing that they would insure that either 
“several hundred” or “seven hundred’ 
jobs would be created, or even that as a 
result of the new facilities that, in fact, 
there might be a net decrease in manu- 
facturing jobs associated with this im- 
provement. 


The City of Lansing, as well as the other 
taxing units, in a time of escalating costs 
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of services, cannot afford to be denied at 
best as assured slower growth in the tax 
base, while at the same time fail to have 
any assurance of at the least, retaining 
present employment levels. 


Unemployment in Lansing is currently 
at 8.2%. The City of Lansing is being 
asked to guarantee a tax abatement for 
12 years for G.M. without any assurances 
at all that as a result of modernization and 
further automation at Oldsmobile, less 
jobs rather than more jobs will result. 
The City of Lansing has adopted as City 
Policy, the maintenance of employment at 
a minimum of 9.5% of the civilian work 
force, The effect of this abatement, with- 
out written enforceable assurances to the 
contrary, could easily worsen the existing 
unemployment situation in Lansing. 


P.A, 198, Sec. 9(1)(f) requires that 
“exceeding such amount (15%) of the 
jurisdictions SEV shal] not have the effect 
of substantially impeding the operation of 
loca] government or impairing the financial 
See of any unit of local govern- 
ment.’ 


The City of Lansing has approved 
exemption certificates under P.A. 198 
which represent 6.582% of Lansing’s total 
SEV. This request to further freeze 2,186% 
of Lansing’s SEV would raise that which 
is frozen to 8.768%. The amount of tax 
abatement (ad valorem taxes on real and 
personal property that would not be paid 
for the next 12 years) for Oldsmobile Divi- 
sion of General Motors is estimated to be 
$3,993,710. The tax impact in taxes fore- 
gone over the next 12 years by local gov- 
erning units is estimated at: 


City of Lansing $3 727,893 
Lansing School District 468,155 
Lansing Community College 219,056 
Ingham County Govt. 638,398 

$2,053,497 


Additionally, the State of Michigan un- 
der the Bursely Formula, will be required 
to reimburse LSD 380 mills and LCC one 
mill, for “taxes foregone’ amounting to 
an additional $1,940,213. These funds must 
be appropriated to LSD and LCC from 
state funding sources. 


The state implicitly agrees that the taxes 
foregone are in fact a tax loss since it 
provides reimbursement to schools. How- 
ever, it does not provide reimbursement to 
genera] taxing governmental units. There- 
fore, the City of Lansing is facing a real 
tax loss of $727,893 over 12 years, equiva- 
lent to a year levy of one (1) mill in the 
City. Ingham County which is presently 
almost at its millage limit, is faced with 
even greater problems, it would appear. 


The extent to which this loss of revenue 
would impair the City of Lansing’s opera- 
tions is difficult to access, since neither the 
law nor the interpretative material from 
the Department of Commerce address this 
matter. However, since the City of Lan- 
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sing, because of previous approvals of 
exemption certificates, is already foregoing 
taxes in excess of $4,000,000, the additional 
loss of almost three-quarters of a million 
dollars certainly will have a substantial 
impact. 


Additionally, the continuous drain on 
the State Treasury necessitated by the re- 
imbursement of local school districts and 
community colleges should be considered 
by the State, 


Finally, General Motors has failed to act 
in good faith with the City of Lansing and 
its residents. The Manager of Special Tax 
Projects of General Motors Corp., Mr. 
Philip A. Hoffman, stated before City 
Council on Monday, July 11, 1977, “‘and 
General Motors affirms its intent to comply 
with Environmental Protection Agency 
standards and regulations as they may per- 
fain to General Motors facilities within the 

ity.” 


This statement was submitted as part of 
a larger list of statements and made a part 
of the City Council proceedings. Since 
that time, the EPA has determined that 
G.M. is in fact not in compliance with the 
applicable EPA Air Quality standards at 
their Fisher Body Division plant in Lan- 
sing. Further, G.M. at a hearing held at 
the Capitol Park Motel in Lansing on 
August 11, 1977, disputed the EPA findings 
and continues to contest them in direct con- 
bred to their written statement of July 11, 

977. 


In summary, it is felt that General 
Motors has not acted in good faith with the 
City of Lansing in regards to the pollution 
problem at Fisher Body Division. It has 
also failed to ensure that jobs in fact will 
at the least not be lost or that “several 
hundred” will be created. The amount of 
taxes foregone by Lansing City govern- 
ment as well as other jurisdictions is sub- 
stantial, made even more critical by the 
fact of previous exemption certificates 
granted to General Motors and others. 


Based upon the aforecited reasons, the 
City Council has voted to deny the request 
for an exemption certificate for Industrial 
Development District Number 5.

This minority report sets the reasons for 
denial of the tax abatement certificate for 
the General Motors Corporation, Oldsmobile 
Division, Lansing, MI. 


1) After many months of negotiations with 
General Motors Corporation regarding 
both Oldsmobile and Fisher Body Divi- 
sions’ a compromise agreement was de- 
veloped to pass both tax abatement dis- 
tricts. The main agreement that was 
made with General Motors and myself 
was regarding the Fisher Body Division 
meeting all EPA odor and_ pollution 
mandates for a new plant. Subsequent 
to this agreement on August 11, 1977, 
at the Capitol Park Hotel in Lansing, 
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MI, General Motors Corporation indi- 
cated their opposition to these require- 
ments. Again, at a special meeting of 
the Lansing City Council, it was stated 
their unwillingness to meet new plant 
EPA requirements for pollution. 


2) The question of jobs of which this tax 
abatement certificate was to address was 
never supported by documentation that 
this councilman could rely upon. 


8) Strong questions have never been an- 
swered to my satisfaction regarding the 
long-term financia] effeet upon the city 
and taxing units and our ability to have 
adequate tax abatement incentives for 
other future businesses and industry.

The City of Lansing has, over the past 
year, evaluated the ramifications of grant- 
ing tax abatement to General Motors, The 
City has given serious consideration to the 
fact that the aggregate amount of indus- 
trial facilities exemption certificates grant- 
ed to date including Fisher Body and Olds- 
mobile should be equal to approximately 
8.77% of the state equalized valuation of 
property in the City of Lansing. Although 
it would be impractical to again present 
all the financial data involved in this con- 
sideration, this letter will provide a brief 
recapitulation of the impact of this abate- 
ment to the financial position and_opera- 
tions of the City of Lansing and other 
taxing units affected, 


In the City’s long range financial plan, 
I have projected an annual growth of 8 to 
4% in the City’s property tax base (state 
equalized valuation). This is supported by 
historical data and reflects the City’s nor- 
mal assessment practices. The 130 million 
dollar expansion at Oldsmobile and Fisher 
Body is an additional resource which was 
not reflected in our current financial plan. 
Therefore, with the 75-50 abatement, the 
City will realize $140,689 in additional 
property taxes annually during the abate- 
ment period. L.C.C. will receive an_addi- 
tional $26,284; the School District $88,395, 
and Ingham County $147,423. Im all casea, 
this will be over and above the revenues 
projected on the current tax base. Subse- 
quent to the 12 year abatement period, this 
expansion will result in an annual increase 
above the existing level as follows: 


City of Lansing $450,499 
L.C.c. 84,387 
School District 284,650 


Ingham County 472,063 


There has been a prevalent misconception 
that the City, and other units, will “lose’’ 
revenue, The opposite is true; the General 
Motors expansion and related abatement 
will represent revenue increases for all 
taxing units, Deferring the full increase 
will, in my judgment, in no way impair 
the financial position or operations of 
either the City of Lansing or the other 
taxing units. 


There has been extensive debate regard- 
ing the financial impact of the abatement. 
In the report prepared by the Ad Hoc Tech- 
nical Committee, the financial impact was 
considered to be significantly less favorable 
to all taxing units than the figures pre- 
sented above. However, due to the fact 
that major elements of that report were 
based on assessment practices different 
from those actually used by the City, I 
eould not concur with the financial con- 
clusions, Individuals using that report for 
source data should be aware of this when 
attempting to compare financial impact 
statements. Also, the original abatement 
request was reduced after lengthy discus- 
sion between the City and General Motors. 
This reduction is reflected in the stated 
figures but was not the case considered in 
the Technical Report, 
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In addition, there is a high probability 
that the G.M. tax abatement will result in 
additional revenues through the income tax 
and through ancillary expansions. The 
impact of such potential revenues has not 
been incorporated into the assessment of 
financial impact, Therefore, the figures 
presented should be considered a conserva- 
tive estimate of the potential for increased 
revenues, 


Finally, it must again be noted that 
General Motors provides a significant por- 
tion of Lansing’s economic base. The sta- 
bility and growth of that base are critical 
to the economic vitality of our community. 
Therefore, while the City will enjoy the 
benefit of the additional revenues, it should 
also be considered that the tax abatement 
represents a positive effort by the City to 
preserve and expand its economic tax base,

As 
a result, we wish to offer a few additions 
and modifications to our original recom- 
mendations, 


The CDC requests that property within 
the NDA which fronts on East Grand 
River Avenue and the lots at 1210 and 1216 
North High Street be rezoned from F- 
commercial to the appropriate residential 
zoning in order to reflect current usage. 
Conditional upon this rezoning, we recom- 
mend acquiring Smallwood’s Auto Sales at 
1017 East Grand River Avenue as a struc- 
ture to be resold for residential occu- 
pancy. 


In addition, the CDC recommends allo- 
eating up to $80,000 toward the cost of 
meking improvements to the grounds at 
Grand River Elementary School. These im- 
provements are to include the installation 
of a bus drive and a new parking area, 
leveling of the green space, and some site 
improvements. The CDC further recom- 
mends that the structure at 1318 New York 
Avenue, which is currently vacant, be ac- 
quired and demolished so thet this site may 
be used for the school’s new parking area, 
In return for this assistance, the School 
Board is asked to transfer its ownership 
of the vacant parcel at 1712 North High 
Street to the City, so that the CDC may 
be involved in deciding the best use for 
that parcel. 


Some revisions to the traffic circulation 
experiment were presented to our CDC by 
Robert Harris, Neighborhood Planner, at 
the request of Raymond Severy, Traffic En- 
gineer, As a result of our concurrence 
the suggested revisions to the circulation 
patterns, we wish to substitute the attached 
map for Map 11 on page 45 of the proposed 
Physical Development Plan.

The Lansing Traffic Board at its Sep- 
tember meeting reconsidered the action 
taken at the July meeting relative to in- 
stallation of a traffic signal at Waverly 
Road and Delta River Drive. This recon- 
sideration was the result of a request from 
the Public Safety Committee, 


At its July meeting the Traffic Board 
recommended installation of a flasher at 
this intersection rather than a traffic 
signal. This recommendation was made 
because warrants for a signal are not yet 
met at this intersection and the Board did 
not want to encourage more traffic on Delta 
River Drive. There has been some public 
concern relative to the amount of thru 
traffic on both Delta River Drive and 
Tecumseh River Drive, There has been 
some discussion of a traffic diverter system 
to discourage thru traffic from using either 
of these two streets. 
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The Public Safety Committee acknowl- 
edged that thru traffic does use Delta River 
Drive, and they felt that it should remain 
as a collector street thru the neighborood. 
Based on this assumption, the Committee 
felt that a signa] should be installed at 
the intersection of Waverly Road and Delta 
River Drive to reduce delay to traffic on 
Delta River Drive and increase safety at 
the intersection. I informed the Commit- 
tee that should a signal be installed at this 
intersection traffic volumes on Delta River 
Drive would undoubtedly increase to the 
point that warrants for a signal were met. 


The Traffic Board after considering the 
comments from the Public Safety Com- 
mittee recommended unanimously that a 
traffic signal be installed at the inter- 
section of Waverly Road and Delta River 
Drive. The Board however desires that 
City Council be aware that when the traffic 
signal is installed residents along Delta 
River Drive will undoubtedly experience an 
increase in traffic on their street. In addi-~ 
tion, the number of accidents at the inter- 
section will most likely increase because of 
the increase in rear end accidents on 
Waverly Road. The Traffic light will how- 
ever, reduce the delay that is presently 
experienced by traffic on Delta River Drive.

I have received the attached communica- 
tion from Mary Padilla who is the Secre- 
tary of the East Lansing Cable Commission 
in regards to our possible interests in par- 
ticipating in the above proposed association. 
I am bringing this to your attention be- 
cause of its potential, great benefit to the 
residents of the City of Lansing and to 
the Lansing City Government. 


The need for forming such a coalition 
has become apparent over the past few 
months, Rapid changes in the regulatory 
situation, such as the Federal Cable Com- 
mission and its authority over local cable 
franchises, have been brought into the 
sharp question, It appears there is a sub- 
stantial chance that the Federal Cable 
Commission will withdraw almost totally 
from the regulation of local cable fran- 
chises within the next few months. This 
issue, of course, has substantial implica- 
tions for the City of Lansing. 


The State of Michigan is also investi- 
gating various regulatory legislation for 
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application on local cable franchises. The 
need for such regulation will become much 
more critical if in fact the Federal Cable 
Commission does pull out of this field in 
the near future, 


Additionally, the hope and promise and 
potentialities of Cable TV, especially on the 
public and governmental access channels 
is. only now begun to be explored and de- 
veloped, If in fact the Federal Cable Com- 
mission regulations are withdrawn the pos- 
sibilities of even greater development be- 
yond that which is possible, can occur. 


Finally, the City of Lansing now has 
the use of channel 28 for communication 
between various departments within the 
City Government and to the citizens of the 
City, This proposed association will pos-

During the Regular Council Session on 
Monday, September 12, 1977, Two Council 
Members made references .to the operations 
of the Lansing Housing Commission, Ex- 
cerpts are as follows: 


—I have received a few telephone calls in 
the last three or four days from staff 
members of the Lansing Housing Com- 
mission concerning some internal situa- 
tions there. 


—There are at least two complaints that 
have been forwarded to me, the first one 
being personnel matters and I know 
that two other Councilmen have received 
these complaints as well because the 
people who called me said that they 
ealled two more also. 


—That seven positions on the “TO” have 
been terminated, five were already va- 
cant but there were two people involved 
there who were in those two Positions 
and they were informed, at least one of 
them, by telephone when he was on 
vacation that they were laid off for 
economic reasons. 


—The other problem is that there are 
anywhere from, this is estimated, from 
thirty to forty units empty—some of them 
have been empty since April or May 
with no rehabilitation or repairs in the 
offing for many of them and that they 
are sitting there in somewhat of an un- 
safe condition, they have not been board- 
ed up I have been told and that the man- 
agers had to check them every day, some- 
times twice a day because kids get in 
and play house and leave the gas stove 
on or something like that, 


—tThe problem is poor management all the 
way down the line and that is why they 
have got problems. 


—They have also thrown, were going to 
throw the Boys Club out of LeRoy Froh 
and cut back the hours on that one to 
be open because they did not have funds. 
I guess I would ask the Attorney, how 
do we go about conducting an investiga- 
tion out there as to how the—if it is 
being properly managed, 


—My question still is can we call for an 
investigation ? 


—I also want to ask some questions per- 


taining to maintenance not only the 
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, empty houses but the directive has also 
gone out that there will be on preventa- 
tive maintenance of the public housing 
units for the coming winter due to lack 
of funds and that there will be no emer- 
gency repair order requests honored if the 
tenants are behind in their rent or be- 
hind in payment of previous repair fees, 
and s0 on. 


In regard to the aforementioned, I took 
the liberty of talking to Mr. Tom Jones, 
Chief of Program, Management Branch 
of the Grand Rapids Area of the U. S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Rede- 
velopment. Mr. Jones advised that: 


—The financial problems of the Lansing 
Housing Commission are similar to those 
being experienced in other parts of Mich- 
igan and around the Nation, because 
a) There is a restriction against raising 
rental rates, b) Income from tenants is 
extremely limited since it is based upon 
a federally established formula and can- 
not exceed a percentage of income, and 
ce) While restrictions are imposed on 
income, wages and salaries, fringe bene- 
fits, maintenance costs and utility costs, 
etc,, steadily increase, the net result he- 
ing a consistent shortage of operating 
revenues as they relate to total expenses; 


—The maintenance cost of the Lansing 
Housing Commission are slightly_higher 
than those of other agencies, BUT the 
condition of our housing stock is better 
than most others; 


—Lansing has consistently had only a 5% 
vacancy rate for the 900 units the Hous- 
ing Commission operates, this being an 
enviable rate of vacancy; { 


—Upon the completion of the audit of the 
Lansing Housing Commission by the 
U. 8. Department of Housing and Urban 
Redevelopment, the exceptions were al- 
most nil; 


—It is the conclusion of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Redevelop- 
ment, that the Lansing Housing Commis- 
sion is doing an outstanding job, and in 
fact, we are better than most; 


—Due to the imposed restricted income on 
one hand, and the increased cost, on the 
other, as already pointed out above, the 
decision to cut back on expenses was that 
of the U. S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Redevelopment. 


In short, Mr. Jones was slightly per- 
turbed by the charges made regarding the 
operation of the Lansing Housing Com- 
mission. If need be, he is willing to appear 
to make his views known or would welcome 
Members of City Council, a representative 
of my office and one from the City Attor- 
ney’s Office to meet with him at the Man- 
soement Branch of the Grand Rapids 

Tea, é 


Further, you should know that the 40 
units questioned as “vacant” by the Coun- 
cilmen in question was the figure at the 
time Councilman James Blair telephoned 
the Lansing Housing Commission—that

figure is not constant and changes almost 
daily. For exemple, the figure is affected 
by when a vacated unit is received, the 
amount of rehab necessary, the length of 
time it takes to do the rehab, and by when 
the units are assigned and occupied. At 
noon, on September 16, 1977, the total units 
not occupied were 48, or just over 5% of 
our housing sotck of 900 units—of the 48 
units not occupied, 10 units are ready for 
occupancy, and of that 10, 9 have been as- 
signed to tenants—this means that 38 units 
are under rehab, or have not been started 
for a percentage of 4. During the current 
week, September 12 to September 16, 1977, 
the Commission received 3 units for rehab 
and completed rehab on 4 units, ; 


Regarding the Boys’ Club activities in 
the recreational center at the Leroy Froh 
Housing Project on Reo Road, my office has 
been in contact with both the Lansing 
Housing Commission and Boys’ Club of 
Lansing, Inc., on this matter. On Sep- 
tember 6th, representatives of Boys’ Club 
of Lansing, Inc., met with the Lansing 
Housing Commission — representatives of 
Boys’ Club of Lansing, Inc., were advised 
of the order by the Federal Government 
to “cut back financially to stay within the 
restricted income available from tenant 
rents.” Both John Tucker, Executive 
Director, Boys’ Club of Lansing, Inc., and 
Marcel Elliott, Director, Lansing Housing 
Commission, are working on a solution to 
the matter. 


I find it strange that while federal offi- 
eials, who have responsibility over our 
federally funded housing program, advise 
that, the Lansing Housing Commission is 
doing a very commendable job, some Coun- 
cilmen level charges of “poor manage- 
ment,”’ without having information in hand. 
In fact, it was only after the “blasts” were 
made against the Housing Commission, that 
a Councilman telephoned the Chairperson 
of the Housing Commission regarding the 
matter. Also, it is unfortunate that cer- 
tain Council Members did not have the 
decency to contact federal officials before 
they indirectly “kicked them around,” since 
they have control over the program in the 
final analysis. Charges have been made 
and I am here and now requesting specifics, 
not generalizations—if such are not avail- 
able, I request that a public apology be 
given to the Lansing Housing Commission 
and to the Members of the Management 
Bureau of the Grand Rapids Area of the 
United States Department of Housing and 
Urban Redevelopment. The choice now is 
yours,

Dear Colleagues : 


Enclosed herewith is a proposal from 
Health Central of Michigan. They are 
requesting that the City of Lansing assist 
in supporting the development of a health 
maintenance organization (HMO) for the 
use of Lansing area residents. They re- 
ceived a $910,000 grant from the Federal 
government that requires that they match 
that with local monies in the amount of 
$91,000. Their purpose in coming to the 
City of Lansing is to assist them in rais- 
ing a portion of that local match. 


The City of ‘Lansing Personnel Policy 
states that when an operating HMO exists 
in the city, City of Lansing employees 
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have the option of belonging to a HMO 
or to continue their present health insur- 
ance. The City of Lansing, by assisting in 
the support of a HMO, would be helping 
to ensure that in fact this option is avail- 
able to our employees as well as to the 
citizens of Lansing as a whole, 


Health Central is requesting that we 
award a $27,000 contract to them for 
purposes of implementing the HMO. In 
return, the City will obtain several bene- 
fits if experience in other communities 
throughout the country provides a guide: 


1. Sick leave among employees utilizing 
HMO’s is reduced by approximately .55 
of a day per employee per year. 


2. If, at the end of five years of belong- 
ing to HMO, 20% of City of Lansing 
employees have in fact opted for a 
HMO, there are projected cost savings 
in health insurance in excess of $100,000 
for City of Lansing. If membership goes 
higher, the savings also increases, 


8. The HMO offers a broader range and 
more complete level of medica] coverage 
than any conventional health insurance 
such as Blue-Cross-Blue Shield offers. 
Perhaps most prominent is the fact that 
the cost for normal preventive health 
eare are covered by HMO membership 
while they are not covered by Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield. 


The attached material explains more 
completely the benefits that can be ex- 
pected to acerue for City of Lansing, its 
employees, and residents of the city. I 
think that they provide a definite oppor- 
tunity for the city to cut its fringe bene- 
fit costs while at the same time increasing 
services for its employees. I ask that you 
seriously consider this proposal and cast 
an affirmative vote when it comes before 
you,

Attached is a listing of 194 businesses 
delinquent in the payment of July 1977 
Personal Property taxes as of this date.

The 
Personal Property delinquency of $38,107.90 
represents a decrease of $23,169.29 or 37.8% 
over the year ago delinquency of $61,277.19, 
and is made up of $13,173 in delinquent 
City taxes; $8,554 in delinquent Com- 
munity College taxes; and $21,380 in_de- 
linquent School taxes. The largest Per- 
sonal Property delinquency as of this date 
is National Welding, which owes $5,383, 
representing 14.1% of the total delin- 
quency. 


On July 22, 1977 a hearing took place 
in Circuit Court relative to the petition of 
this office, for striking from the Tax Rolls, 
unpaid 1971 Personal Property taxes, Out 
of a total 1971 Personal Property levy of 
$9,245,814.24 due from 3,208 businesses, the 
stricken taxes totalled $892, due from 10 
businesses, and included one bankruptcy 
and balances due from two businesses which 
had previously been sold by this office for 
unpaid taxes. Since 1971 was the first 
year a full-time personal tax collector had 
been employed in this office, the above 
figures favorably reflect the results of ag- 
gressive pursuit of personal property tax 
delinquents. 
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The attached listing is being submitted 
to you and to all department heads to ac- 
commodate Charter provisions which pre- 
vent the City from making a contract with 
anyone in default to the City. Updated 
listings will be submitted to you from time 
to time. Please feel free to contact this 
office at any time relative to the delin- 
quency status of any of the businesses ap- 
pearing in the listing. 


The July 1977 Real Property delinquency 
of $1,483,634.79 represents a decrease of 
$455,844.73 or 24.1% from the $1,888,979,52

$545,494 is due to the City; $128,214 due 
to the Community College; and $759,925 
to the Lansing School District, 


This year 192 Senior Citizens, Veterans 
and other eligible applicants filed affidavits 
with this office, permitting deferment 
(without penalty) of payment of their July 
taxes until December, This compares with 
198 such affidavits filed a year ago. 


An interesting observation, in view of 
the current GM Tax Abatement applica- 
tions, is the fact that Oldsmobile and 
Fisher Body paid $2.9 million dollars, or 
12.7%, of the July property taxes paid to 
date.

Much discussion has evolved around the 
need for a reorganization of Senior Citizen 
Programs. The Human Resources Depart- 
ment was previously advised by the City 
Council Community Development Com- 
mittee to wait for a decision on the loca- 
tion of the C.D, funded Senior Citizen 
Center. 


Since a decision has been made that it 
be located at the Civic Center and the con- 
struction is slated for completion by 
Dieser of this year, a decision is in 
order. 


In keeping with the H.U.D. regulations 
the Center construction, which was an 
eligible activity, was qualified by serving 
the C.D. census tracts, How those services 
will impact the C.D. target areas as they 
are generated from that building, or part 
of the City-wide services, remains a ques- 
tion, 


In addition, closure of L.S.C.I and Cen- 
ters No. 1 and No. 2 by September 30, 
1978, to be transitioned to Kingsley and 
Miller, may impact on other funding 
sources and services for the Parks depart- 
ment as well as the Ingham County Health 
department. Future planning for C.D. 
funding for Senior Citizen Programs is 
also affected, 


A clear cut policy, therefore, is needed 
as to the City’s interest in negotiating a 
reorganization with the Tri-County Con- 
sortium Board as wel] as a directive assign- 
ment as to who the negotiating parties will 
be subsequent to that policy. 


A primary factor is that the Tri-County 
Office on Aging is currently involved in 
the operation of programs, which had 
evolved when alternative agencies did not 
possess the ability to operate the nutrition 
programs, Nonetheless, that agency should 
not be involved in the business of operating 
programs. 


A timely decision is important because 
the Tri-County Consortium Board is the 
body which has the ultimate responsibility 
for making such a decision.

Due to the number of resignations of 
the Youth Development Corporation Board 
of Directors, we believe that Board has 
effectively dissolved itself and consequently, 
the Agency. It is our understanding that 
potentially only nine (9) Board members 
are active out of 21 members with positions 
being available for 24. According to the 
Bylaws, a quorum shall be a majority of 
those members active; however, these By- 
laws existed at a time when the member- 
ship was composed of 21 out of 24 slots. 


In addition, the Agency may have lost 
the ability to maintain internal control. 
Even if the Board could have continued to 
maintain a quorum, it is apparent that the 
turmoil existing within the Agency would 
not have been resolved. Such turmoil would 
have ultimately affected the program and 
its services. We, therefore, are recommend- 
ing immediate suspension of all funds 
going to the Agency and termination of the 
Contract with same. 


Furthermore, the image of the Agency 
has been irreparably damaged impairing its 
ability to remain a viable program in ren- 
dering services to the community, Likewise, 
there currently exist questionable areas of 
contract compliance: 


1. The management plan was due 60 days 
after the execution of the Contract and 
has not yet been submitted, 


2. Due to the quotes of the Director at the 
special meeting, there exists a potential 
violation of the Hateh Act. 


8. On June 21, 1977, the Y.D.C. Board of 
Directors was given 30 days to resolve 
the conflicts.

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4. On September 15, 1977, the Board was 
told to “take appropriate remedial ac- 
tions by September 21, 1977 .. .” and 
put “closure” to “all derogatory issues, 
conflicts and problems.” By their action, 
they are now continuing their own in- 
vestigation, Such a resolution was not 
to the satisfaction of the Human Re- 
sources Department as stated in the 
boiler plate, 


6. On June 28, 1977, Mr. Armitage (Board 
President and I did a handwritten agree- 
ment to endorse our joint commitment 
to the investigation undertaken by the 
Human Relations Department.) 


The entire episode is extremely unfor- 
tunate because the employment status, aci- 
demic status and probationary status of 
some of the varying clients and the in- 
numerable innocent staff is left in the air. 


We are proposing a number of alterna- 
tives to ensure continuation of the services 
or the reactivation of such services for 
these clients, We urge an_ immediate deci- 
sion on the part of the City Council for 
policy formulation regarding the alterna- 
tives being put forth. 


Alternative No, 1—Create a new non- 
profit corporation. 


Alternative No. 2—Establish an agree- 
ment with the remaining Board mem- 
bers that allows them to fill the Board 
themselves, 


Alternative No. 3—Terminate it and do 
nothing. 


Alternative No. 4—Institute immediate 
transition of the services with other 
agencies after determination as to their 
capability and willingness to assume 
the sub-corporate programs of the 


Agency, 


Alternative No, 5—Establish a consor- 
tium board for youth services, as recom- 
mended by Councilman Blair, whose 
sole responsibility will be for the pur- 
pose of planning, and developing youth 
programs, and serving as the appli- 
cant agency for funds with the state 
of Michigan, Tri-County Manpower, 
and, and the City of Lansing but who 
will contract these services for opera- 
tion and implementation services with 
other agencies in the Tri-County, In 
other words, their role will correspond 
to that of the Tri-County Manpower 
planning consortium or office. 


Alternative No, 6—Implement Alterna- 
tives 4 and 5 simultaneously, 


Staff support for assisting in the imple- 
mentation of the Alternatives determined 
by the City Council shall be provided by 
the Human Resources department. Your 
immediate consideration and determination 
of the appropriate Alternative(s) is urged. 
In addition, we further recommend that 
any agencies being considered should give 
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opportunity for interviews of existing staff 
members because there does exist within 
the staff of Y.D.C, competent and qualified 
people as well as dedicated staff persons in 
varying capacities. 


It was the consensus of the resigning 
Board Members that a new non-profit cor- 
poration, or transition to existing agencies, 
be chosen. 


The Human Resources Board made and 
unanimously supported the following 
motion: 


“The Human Resources Advisory Board 
recommend to City Council that an im- 
mediate suspension of all funds to the 
Youth Development Corporation take 
place and, also, that Alternative No. 4 
from the Human Resources Director’s 
letter which states ‘Institute immediate 
transition of the services with other 
agencies after determination as to their 
capability and willingness to assume the 
sub-corporate programs of the Agency.’ 
be instituted immediately. In addition, 
any agencies being considered will be 
required to interview existing staff mem- 
bers because there does exist within the 
staff of Y.D.C. competent and_ qualified 
people as well as dedicated staff persons 
in varying capacities.” 


Due to the continuation of the investiga- 
tion, the audit of the last year’s contract 
has not been closed. 


If termination of the Contract is decided, 
the C.D, Finance Officer, City Attorney, 
and myself fee] that a Thirty (30) Day 
wind-down period is preferable. 


Rationale 


1. Close out of an agency requires that 
amount of time. 


2. To search out new agencies and pre- 
pare contracts continuing services or 
establishing a new non-profit agency 
or consortium would all require at 
least thirty (30) days. 


The Human Resources Director recom- 
mends the forming of a new nonprofit cor- 
poration because of the amount of time 
which can be saved in the transition. 


The concept of this letter represents a 
joint concurrence of the Human Relations 
Director as well as the Human Resources 
Director.

As you are aware, the above referenced 
matter was filed in the Ingham County 
Circuit Court on September 27, 1977. On 
that date the Honorable James T. Kallman 
issued a Temporary Restraining Order pro- 
hibiting the City of Lansing from taking 
any steps to place the issue of the sale of 
the Poxson Building on the November 8, 
1977 ballot as directed by the City Council. 


A hearing on whether the court’s order 
keeping the question off the ballot should 
be continued is scheduled for Friday, Octo- 
ber 7, 1977, It is essential that the de- 
fendants (City of Lansing and Lansing 
City Council) be represented by legal coun- 
sel at this hearing, However, since the 
plaintiffs are members of the City Council 
and instituted the action in their capacity 
of not only residents, taxpayers and regis- 
tered voters of the City, but also in their 
Capacity as members of the Lansing City 
Council, it is my opinion that this office 
is presently foreclosed from representing 
the defendants in this cause. Additionally 
I have been advised that I or members of 
my wat may be called as witnesses in this 
matter, 


The circumstances presented by this situa- 
tion is similar to that wherein outside 
legal counsel was retained in the case of 
Baker v City of Lansing after this office 
advised you: 


“The plaintiff in this matter is presently 
a member of the Lansing City Council. 
Lansing Charter, ch 7, §7.7({a) provides 
that the Department of Law shall be 
directly responsible to the City Council. 
Inasmuch as both the plaintiff and cer- 
tain defendants are members of the City 
Council, a conflict of interest would arise 
as a result of the foregoing in the event 
that I or any member of my staff were 
to defend this matter.” 


A reading of the Code of Professional Re- 
sponsibility of the State Bar of Michigan 
supports this conclusion, 


Therefore, it is the recommendation of 
this office that Mr. Maurice E. Schoen- 
berger be retained to represent the defend- 
ants in this matter at a rate of $45.00 per 
hour, That amount represents the average 
hourly rate which is charged by the local 
legal community and is very reasonable for 
an attorney with Mr. Schoenberger’s ex- 
perience and qualifications.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


This letter is in response to a claim sub- 
mitted by Mr. William E, Kagey, 504 
Laurel Lane, East Lansing, Michigan, and 
referred to the Department of Law for in- 
vestigation and recommendation, 
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The facts disclose that claimant is the 
owner of a duplex at 2016 and 2018 Wood 
Street, Lansing, Michigan. On August 19, 
1977 claimant’s tenants telephoned a plumb- 
ing company concerning a couple inches of 
sewage that had backed up into their base- 
ment, After spending approximately two 
hours at the residence, the plumber could 
not find anything plugging the drains or 
sewers. 


As a result of the intense fumes that cir- 
eulated through the duplex, tenants of the 
claimant had to spend the night in a motel. 


The next morning, the tenants contacted 
the Department of Public Service of the 
City of Lansing to come out and check the 
City trap. 


This office has been informed by the De- 
partment of Public Service that it answered 
the call of the tenants and found the main 
sewer plugged. The sewer was op:ned up 
the same day and the department also in- 
formed this office that they had no knowl- 
edge of any previous sewer back-up at the 
scene, In addition, they informed us that 
the sewer was last cleaned in 1964. 


A city is bound to use caution in estab- 
lishing a system of drainage; and if there 
is negligence in not providing reasonably 
efficient means to carry off the water that 
would be expected to accumulate by reasons 
of its gutters, waters collected and cast 
upon premises which otherwise would not 
have been invaded, the City is liable for 
the damage. Seaman v City of Marshall, 
116 Mich 827; 74 NW 484 (1898). That 
rule of law is still in effect today. 


My previous experience with the Depart- 
ment of Public Service in claims against 
the City for sewage back-up is that the de- 
partment cleans sewers approximately every 
other year. In this instance, most likely 
due to an oversight or lack of complaint, 
the department did not clean the sewer for 
approximately thirteen (18) years. 


Under these particular circumstances, it 
is the recommendation of this office that 
Mr, Kagey’s claim for $198.19 be allowed.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On November 19, 1976, plaintiffs filed an 
action in Ingham County Cireuit Court 
challenging the method of computing pen- 
sion benefits. 


Under the retirement plan presently in 
effect, a member’s pension is based upon 
the monthly average of the compensation 
paid a member during the period of 24 
highest consecutive months of the member’s 
credited service immediately preceding the 
date of retirement. 


The central issue in the case was whether 
or not the lump sum payments paid a mem- 
ber upon retirement for accrued vacation 
pay and unused sick-time should be included 
in the average compensation for the pre- 
vious 24 months prior to retirement. To in- 
clude such lump sums in the 24 month 
average would substantially increase pen- 
sion benefits. The other issue in the case 
was whether the retirement date of a mem- 
ber should be the actual date of retirement 
or whether the date should be the last day 
a member was on the payroll. 


It was plaintiffs’ position that such lump 
sum payments should be included in the 
prior 24 month period. However, from a 
reading of the applicable Charter provi- 
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sions, it was the Board’s position that pen- 
sion benefits were to be based upon the 
average monthly rate of compensation paid 
to an employee irrespective of the extra- 
ordinary lump sum payments for accrued 
vacation and sick-time. It was also the 
Board’s position that any other interpreta- 
tion of the Charter would arbitrarily and 
artificially inflate final average compensa- 
tion to the detriment of other employees 
whose retirement benefits were computed 
without the inclusion of the extraordinary 
payments, 


After the respective parties submitted 
briefs on the question and after oral ar- 
guments were held, the Court determined 
that although the date of retirement should 
be the actual date or last day the member 
was on duty, the Court agreed with the po- 
sition of the Board that the lump sums paid 
for accrued vacation and unused sick-time 
were not to be included in the compensation 
average for the previous 24 months prior 
to the actual retirement date.

After 17 long years of waiting, the City 


is on the verge of seeing two major office 
buildings started in the Capitol Complex 
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Area, something I have championed ever 
since I took office. 


I was advised last Monday that the Gov- 
ernor would submit the construction pack- 
age to the Joint Capital Outlay Committee 
of the Michigan Legislature today, and I 
was again contacted by the Governor’s Of- 
fice yesterday as to the certainty. The two 
buildings to be given priority are the same 
as approved by the State Building Commis. 
sion, upon my recommendation, on July 12, 
1977. The buildings will cost between 85 
and 95 million dollars, the primary occu- 
pants to be the Department of Education 
and the Department of Social Services. 


The following information, was provided 
to me Thursday by the Office of the Gover- 
nor: 


Ottawa Street Office Building: 


(a) Size: approximately 465,000 gross sq. 
ft., exclusive of parking 


(b) Anticipated primary occupant: De- 
partment of Education 


(c) Estimated cost: approximately $40- 
45 million

islative approval 


(e) Time to complete: planning 12 
months; construction 30-36 months 


Kalamazoo Street Office Building: 


(a) Size: approximately 510,000 gross sq. 
ft., exclusive of parking 


(b) Anticipated primary occupant: De- 
partment of Social Services 


(c) Estimated cost: approximately $45. 
50 million 


(ad) Status: schematic drawings have 
been developed and are awaiting leg- 
islative approval 


(e) Time to complete: planning 12

Governor William G. Milliken is present- 
ing to the Joint Capital Outlay Committee 
(House and Senate), of the Michigan Leg- 
islature, these buildings as priorities to be 
constructed under the $400 million proposal 
originally supported by the State Building 
Commission and approved in 1976 by the 
Legislature. 


The final decision, since the building 
needs of the State of Michigan are greater 
than the funds available, by law will be 
made jointly between the Legislature and 
the Executive Office.

On May 7, 1975, and October 8, 1975, I 
vetoed your attempts to continue the ill- 
handled Capitol Commons and advised that 
it was a mistake to continue the project in 
the manner it was being handled, Unfor- 
tunately, you overrode the vetoes. 


On November 10, 1975, I wrote: 


“In a communication to you, dated No- 
vember 3, 1975, I advised of the concerns 
of FHA officials of the problems sur- 
rounding the Embassy Apartments, the 
failure of BILD in the past and the lack 
of an overall package by BILD for the 
future. Now, to further advise you, I 
am attaching a most recent communica- 
tion received by my office, which relates 
to the area already mentioned. 


The key of the communication dated 
November 5, 1975, from the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development is con- 
tained in the second paragraph, and 
which in part reads as follows: 


‘, . . Without a definitive legally bind- 
ing commitment of specific duration to 
accomplish the objectives of the Capitol 
Commons project, this high risk area is 
not eligible for HUD/FHA mortgage in- 
surance.’ 


In short, you are being commended for 
your ‘good intentions’ on one hand, and 
advised of your failures, on the other. 
Before you in the not too distant future, 
therefore, is a major decision, which 
simply stated means that you must take 
away Community Development funds 
from other needed projects or abandon 
the Capitol Commons in total. As a re- 
minder, the following is a quote from 
my most recent veto message pertaining 
to BILD and Capitol Commons: 


‘To date, $1.2 million has been spent by 
BILD on all projects, plus $604,000 for 
administration through June 30, 1975, 
and you allocated an additional $12,600 
for each month of July, August and Sep- 
tember, 1975. More than $567,000 has 
been spent for the acquisition of 48 par- 
cels within Capitol Commons, not includ- 
ing relocation costs. 


The contract now involved provides for 
a total of $676,395 for acquisition pur- 
poses far beyond that needed to complete 
Phase I, As earlier mentioned, relocation 
costs in the amount of $254,174 are pro- 
vided above this amount, In June, 1975, 
BILD estimated that the acquisition costs 
for 19 parcels would run approximately 
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$345,600, or $18,189.47 per parcel, It is 
obvious, therefore, that you are going 
far beyond the completion of Phase I. 
I have been advised, as of this date, that 
there are no marketable parcels presently 
in Capitol Commons, that there are no 
written proposals from any developers, 
and that the completion of Phase I 
MIGHT present a marketable parcel. I 
object to this approach and it indicates 
to me that you are putting more good 
money after bad. 


In reviewing this approach, I also note 
you are providing $2,320 for 7 out-of- 
town trips for BILD employees, plus an 
additional $2,390 for 5 more trips, To 
this I object, 


In short, I am of the opinion that you 
made a mistake in accepting the original 
proposal from Model Cities to proceed 
with BILD and I am of the opinion that 
you are making a mistake by continuing 
the project. BILD was not considered 
a priority by your Technical Committee 
and it was recommended that the project, 
if it were to be continued, should be 
transferred to the Department of Hous- 
ing and Redevelopment. In the face of 
a shortage of funds, you are not only 
continuing BILD but proceeding even be- 
yond the so-called Phase I with no logical 
Proposal on the table detailing from 
where additional funds will be forthcom- 
ing. 


Therefore, I recommend that you cancel 
the BILD contract and transfer acquisi- 
tion and relocation funds to the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Redevelopment and 
charge that department with the respon- 
sibility to appraise, acquire, relocate, de- 
molish and/or rehabilitate the parcels 
scheduled for acquisition and rehabilita- 
tion in the area described as Phase I in 
the contract, and to assume control of 
the net cash assets of the BILD Corp. 
and utilize those funds ($250,000 - $500,- 
000) for Community Development needs 
on the eastside through established City 
departments and procedures, or drop the 
project in total and admit to bad man- 
agement on the part of the Liaison Com- 
mittee of the City Council.’ 


This time you listened, 


As_a result, staff members of the City 
and I went to Washington, D.C., and met 
with U. 8. Senator Donald Riegle, Con- 
gressman Robert Carr and Robert C, Em- 
bry, Jr., Assistant Secretary of the U. S. 
Department of Housing and Redevelopment, 
My aim was to do Capitol Commons—and, 
do it right, with the necessary financing 
to complete the whole project of acquiring 
land and making it readied for developing. 


It has been determined that approximate- 
ly $3 million is necessary to do what must 
be achieved. At the meeting in Washing- 
ton, Assistant Secretary Embry considered, 
and later confirmed (see attached), the pos- 
sibility of the Federal Government putting 
in $1,800,000. This left $1.2 million to be 
contributed by the City of Lansing. I rec- 
ommend the following to you: 
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The City currently has $600,000 ear- 
marked in Community Development Block 
Grant funds for acquisition in Capitol Com- 
mons project area. The remaining $600,000 
would need to be appropriated from other 
City funds and would be used to address 
various public improvement needs in Capi- 
tol Commons as follows: 


Storm Sewers $152,000 
Sanitary Sewers 110,000 
Underground Electrical 25,000 
Street Vacations—Local 40,000 
Street Resurfacing—Major 68,000 
Street Resurfacing—Local 62,000 
Curb & Gutter Construction— 

Local 13,000 


Curb & Gutter Construction— 


Major 9,000 
Sidewalks 21,000 
Contingency for Steamline 

Extension 105,000 

$600,000 


Even though these public improvements 
would be undertaken during the summer 
construction seasons of 1978, 1979 and 1980, 
it is probably necessary that the entire ad- 
ditional $600,000 be appropriated now to 
demonstrate “commitment” on the part of 
the City. 


After considering the variety of public 
improvement work elements involved I 
would recommend funds be appropriated 
from the following City fund resources,

A. The physical conditions of residential 
structures in Neighborhood Development 
Area No. 8 were derived from the hous- 
ing inspections undertaken by teams of 
trained inspectors from the City Build- 
ing Department, the Zoning Division of 
the Planning Department and the Fire 
Prevention Bureau in January, Febru- 
ary and March, 1977, The housing in- 
spection teams checked the structural 
(foundation, walls, roof, stairs, chim- 
neys, etc.), mechanical (plumbing, heat- 
ing, ventilation, etc.) and electrical ser- 
vice, (wiring, lighting, etc.) elements 
of each residential building and recorded 
code violations of the “Lansing Uni- 
form Housing Code’’ and/or deficiencies 
in each of the elements. 218 of the 285 
housing structures were inspected, of 
which 216 were found to contain defi- 
cient elements, The numbers and de- 
grees of deficiencies were used to deter- 
mined a housing condition rating for the 
structures. 


The following criteria were used for 
rating conditions of the inspected struc- 
tures: 


1, Standard (good)—-In order to qualify 
as a standard structure, the follow- 
ing conditions must apply: 


a. No code violations of hazardous 
nature in the primary elements, 


b. No code violations with serious 
deficiencies in the primary ele- 
ments, 


e. No code violations of hazardous 
nature in the mechanical or elec- 
trical elements, 


d. One code violation of hazardous 
nature in the secondary element 
plus two minor deficiencies or any 
combination of deficiencies in_the 
minor elements not to exceed 12 
penalty points (as defined in Lan- 
sing’s Code Compliance Survey, 
Housing Inspection Information 
Booklet, May, 1975). 
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2. Deteriorating (fair)—The following 
conditions must apply: 


a. No code violations of hazardous 
nature in the primary elements. 


b. Not more than one code violation 
with serious deficiencies in the 
primary element plus a combina- 
tion of minor deficiencies not to 
exceed 30 penalty points. 


ce. One code violation of hazardous 
nature in the mechanical and elec- 
trical elements plus other deficien- 
cies in the other elements not to 
exceed 30 penalty points. 


d. A combination of code violations 
and minor deficiencies in the sec- 
ondary and minor elements not to 
exceed 30 penalty points. 


3. Substandard (poor)—The following 
conditions must apply for masonry 
or concrete structures: 


a. One code violation of hazardous 
nature in the primary elements 
except foundation or load bearing 
wall plus code violations and/or 
deficiencies in the other elements 
not to exceed 62 penalty points. 


b. One code violation with serious 
deficiencies in the primary ele- 
ment plus a combination of code 
violations and deficiencies in the 
other elements not to exceed 62 
penalty points, 


e. Any combination of code viola- 
tions and deficiencies not to ex- 
ceed 62 penalty points. 


4. Substandard (poor)—The following 
conditions must apply for frame 
structures: 


a. One code violation of hazardous 
nature in the primary elements 
plus major and minor deficiencies 
in the primary or other elements 
not to exceed 62 penalty points. 


b. Not more than three code viola- 
tions of hazardous nature in the 
mechanical or electrical elements 
plus limited or minor deficiencies 
in the other elements not to ex- 
ceed 62 penalty points, 


ec. Any combination of code viola- 
tions and deficiencies not to ex- 
ceed 62 penalty points. 


5. Critical (very poor)—The following 
conditions must apply for masonry 
or concrete structures: 


a. One code violation of hazardous 
nature in the foundation or load 
bearing wall (primary elements). 


b. All other code violations and de- 
ficiencies with penalty points ex- 
ceeding 62 points, 


6. Critical (very poor)—The following 
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conditions must apply for frame 
structures : 


a. Two code violations of hazardous 
nature in the primary elements, 


b. All other code violations and de- 
ficiencies with penalty points ex- 
ceeding 62 points. 


In addition, the housing inspectors 
checked the structure, the accessory 
buildings and their immediate surround- 
ings to determine whether there were 
existing conditions which constitute fire 
or health hazards and if immediate cor- 
rections were necessary, The types of 
land uses whether single, multi-family 
residential or non-residential uses for 
each structure, accessory structure and 
parcel were verifled to determine their 
conformance with the City Zoning Or- 
dinance. 


The following criteria were used for 
rating environmental conditions (fire, 
health and land use): 


1, Adequate — 


a, Not to exceed 6 code violations 
with hazardous nature or 12 code 
violations with limited deficiencies, 


b. Any combination of deficiencies 
not to exceed 24 penalty points 
(as defined in lLansing’s Code 
Compliance Survey, Housing In- 


spection Information Booklet, 
May, 1975). 
2. Deficient — 


a. Not to exceed 15 code violations 
with hazardous nature or 30 code 
violations with limited deficiencies, 


b. Any combination of deficiencies 
not to exceed 60 penalty points, 


8, Hazardous — 


a. All code violations and deflcien- 
cies with weights exceeding 60 
penalty points. 


Other information obtained by the hous- 
ing inspectors included housing charac- 
teristics such as the total number of 
rooms, bedroom and bathrooms, the 
number of floors and parking spaces for 
each residential structure. The housing 
inspectors also obtained data on the 
number of persons living in the struc- 
ture, to determine overcrowding condi- 
tions. The kind of occupancy, whether 
owner, renter or vacant, was also re- 
corded for each residential building. 


The inspection information was evalu- 
ated by the Planning Department staff 
to determine the physical quality of the 
housing stock and the environmental 
conditions of the Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Area. All of the residential struc- 
tures and parcels were evaluated based 
on assigned weights for every code vio- 
lation or deficiency in each element. 
The code violations and deficiencies for 
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each structure and parcel were analyzed 
to determine the type of activities need-

The City Council further finds that 
the Planning Department of the City 
of Lansing has compiled the pre- 
requisite statistics and data relating 
to families and individuals within 
the project area; racial composition, 
age, income, present tenancy and re- 
location preferences. Persons within 
the project area have been inter- 
viewed and a survey of available 
housing in the community has been 
made. The Plan for Relocation of 
Families and Individuals included 
within the Development Plan appears 
to be adequate for the relocation of 
the estimated 12 households within 
the proposed project area. Said plan 
further contains the data, statistics 
and estimates required by Act 344, 
Publie Acts of 1945, as amended. 
The Plan for Relocation of Displaced 
Families and Individuals demonstrates 
that standard housing units are and/ 
or will be available to the displaced 
families and individuals and rents 
and prices within their financial 
means in reasonable convenient loca- 
tions and no less desirable than the 
development area with respect to 
utilities and facilities, 


It is further found and recommended 
that the Redevelopment Department

ORDINANCE NO. 470 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT CHAPTER 11 OF THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES, CITY OF LANSING, 
MICHIGAN, BE AMENDED BY REVIS- 
ING SECTIONS 11-1, 11-2, 11-8, 11-4, 11-5, 
11-6, AND i1-7 AND BY ADDING A NEW 
SECTION TO BE NUMBERED 11-8 TO

The City of Laning Ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapter 11 of the Code 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by revising Section 11-1, 11-2, 
11-8, 11-4, 11-5, 11-6, 11-7 and by adding 
a new Section to be numbered 11-8 to read 
as follows: 

Chapter 1i 
Civil Defense: Emergency Services 
See, 11-1, Definitions. 


(a) Emergeney Services shall mean the 
preparation for and the carrying out of all 
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emergency functions, other than functions 
for which the military forces are primarily 
responsible, for protection against and to 
minimize and repair injury and damage re- 
sulting from enemy attack, sabotage, or 
other hostile action, or by disaster. 


(b) Disaster shall mean any condition 
seriously affecting or threatening public 
health, welfare, or security as a result of 
severe fire, explosion, flood, tornado, hur- 
ricane or a man caused disaster. 


(c) Emergency shall mean a_ condition 
resulting from enemy attack or disaster, as 
defined, which cannot he handled by nor- 
mal day to day operating personnel and 
facilities. 

(d) Emergency Services shall mean any 
person who serves without compensation in 
the emergency services organization. 


Sec. 11-2. Department; Creation, Organ- 
ization, 


A department of emergency services is 
hereby created utilizing to the fullest ex- 
tent personnel and facilities of existing 
city departments and agencies, The Mayor 
shall be responsible for its organization, 
administration, and operation. The organ- 
ization shall consist of the following: 


(1) A department of emergency services 
within the executive department of the city 
government, There shall be an executive 
head of the department of emergency ser- 
vices, appointed in the manner provided in 
the charter for the appointment of the 
majority of administrative official specific- 
ally enumerated in the charter and with 
approval of the executive board, who shall 
be known as the executive director of 
emergency services, and such assistants, 
clerical help, other employees and emer- 
gency services volunteers as are deemed 
necessary to the proper functioning of the 
organization, The executive director of 
emergency services shall, with the approval 
of the mayor, appoint an assistant execu- 
tive director of emergency services who 
shall perform the duties of the executive 
director during his temporary absence or 
incapacity. 


(2) An executive board with responsibil- 
ity for financial services, law enforcement, 
fire control, utility, engineering services 
and such other services deemed necessary 
shall be appointed by the mayor, These 
shall, so far as possible, be additional duty 
assignments to existing city department 
head personnel, and it is the intent of this 
chapter that emergency services and disas- 
ter assignments shal] be as nearly consist- 
ent with normal duty assignments as pos- 
sible, The mayor shall be the chairman of 
the emergency services executive board. 


(3) The employees, equipment, and fa- 
cilities of all city departments and agen- 
cies suitable for, or adaptable to emergency 
services and designated by the mayor to 
participate in the emergency services ac- 
tivity. 


(4) Special services organized and ad- 
ministered through the Ingham County 
Board of Commissioners, 
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(5) Emergency services volunteers, in- 
eluding persons and private agencies or 
governmental units offering services to the 
organization, 


Sec. 11-8. Powers and duties of mayor. 


(a) In the event of actual or threatened 
enemy attack or natural disaster, the 
mayor, or in his absence or inability to 
serve, the mayor pro tem, as conservator of 
the peace shall: 


(1) Declare that an emergency situation 
exists within the city thereby placing in 
effect the emergency services and disaster 


control plan required by this chapter, and. 


if necessary, request a state of emergency 
declaration from the Governor of the State. 


(2) As soon as may be thereafter, con- 
vene the City Council to perform such leg- 
islative and administrative functions as the 
situation may demand. 


(3) Request the State, its agencies or 
political subdivisions to send aid if the sit- 
uation is beyond the control] of the regular 
and emergency city forces. 


4) Have the power to command services 
and the use of equipment, and facilities for 
such work and duties as the city may re- 
quire to aid the regular and volunteer city 
forces in time of emergency. 


(5) Promulgate such emergency regula- 
tions a8 may be deemed necessary to pro- 
tect life and property and conserve critical 
resources, and such regulations may be in- 
voked when necessary for tests of emer- 
gency services and disaster plans, All such 
regulations shall be subject to approval of 
the council as soon as practicable subse- 
quent to promulgation, 


(b) The mayor, or in his absence or in- 
ability to serve, the mayor pro tem, shal] 
have power to order emergency services 
forces to the aid of the state or political 
subdivisions thereof subject to council re- 
view as soon as practicable, 


Sec. 11-4. Powers and duties of executive 
director. 


(a) The executive director shall be ex- 
ecutive head of the department of emer- 
gency services, and shal] have the respon- 
sibility for the organization, administration 
and operation of the emergency services 
and disaster contro] organization subject 
to the direction and control of the mayor 
and the emergency services executive board, 


(b) The executive director of emergency 
services shall be responsible for public re- 
lations, information and education regard- 
ing all phases of emergency services. 


(ce) The executive director shall be re- 
sponsible for the development of an emer- 
geney services and disaster control plan, 
and upon adoption by the executive board, 
shall be responsible for such implementa- 
tion and revision of the plan as to maintain 
7. on a current state of readiness at all 
times.

(d) The executive director shall coordi- 
nate all activities for emergency services 
and disaster control, and shall maintain 
liaison and cooperate with all other inter- 
ested and affected agencies, public and pri- 
vate. 


(e) The executive director shall coordi- 
nate the recruitment and training of vol- 
unteer personnel and agencies to augment 
the personnel and facilities of the city for 
emergency services purposes. 


(f) The executive director may issue 
proper insignia and papers to emergency 
services workers and other people directly 
concerned with emergency services. 


Sec. 11-5. Defense and disaster control 
plan, 


A comprehensive emergency services and 
disaster control plan shall be adopted by 
resolution of the council upon the recom- 
mendations of the mayor and the emer- 
gency services executive board, In the prep- 
aration of this plan, as it pertains to city 
organization, it is the intent that the ser- 
vices, equipment, facilities and personnel 
of all existing departments and agencies 
shall be utilized to the fullest extent pos- 
sible. When approved it shall be the duty 
of all municipal departments and agencies 
to perform the functions and duties as- 
signed by the plan and to maintain their 
portion of the plan in a current state of 
readiness at all times, 


Sec, 11-6. Suspension of conflicting or- 
estiee orders, rules and regula- 
ions. 


At all times while the orders, rules and 
regulations made and promulgated pursuant 
to this chapter shall be in effect, they shall 
supersede all existing ordinances, order, 
rules and regulations insofar as the latter 
may be inconsistent therewith. 


Sec. 11-7. Violations. 


It shall be unlawful for any person will- 
fully to obstruct, hinder or delay the emer- 
gency services organization in the enforce- 
ment of any order, rule or regulation issued 
pursuant to this chapter or to do any act 
forbidden by any order, rule or regulation 
issued pursuant to the authority contained 
in this chapter. It shall likewise be unlaw- 
ful for any person to wear, carry or dis- 
play any emblem, insignia or any other 
Means of identification as to a member of 
the emergency services organization of the 
city unless authority to do so has been 
oe to such person by the proper of- 

cials, 


Sec. 11-8. Federal surplus property. 


(A) The emergency services executive 
director is hereby designated as the person 
responsible for accepting federal surplus 
property with the power and full authority 
to sign for such surplus property. The 
mayor shall provide a written statement 
to appropriate federal officials designating 
the current name of the executive director 
as responsible for complying with the pro- 
visions of this article. 
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(B) The executive director is responsible 
for the accountability and will maintain 
the necessary records for all surplus prop- 
erty obtained for emergency purposes until 
relieved from accountability by state and 
federal authorities. 


(C) The executive director is further 
authorized to direct payment of services 
charges for surplus property te complete 
all transactions. 


(D) Misappropriation or unauthorized 
private use of such public property while 
still accountable is subject to prosecution 
under federal and state stature. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 3. This ordinance shal] take ef- 
fect thirty days after passage unless given 
immediate effect by the City Council.

Where a third party injures a city em- 
ployee during the course of his employment, 
the City is entitled under the workers com- 
pensation act to be reimbursed less any 
attorney fees for ita workers compensation 
payments from any monies that the em- 
ployee may recover from the third part 
for the injury. 


Mr, Miller, through his attorney, notified 
the city of his intention to initiate a third 
party suit against the driver of the other 
vehicle involved in the accident, After ne- 
gotiations between Mr. Miller’s attorney 
and the insurance carrier for the third 
party it was agreed that the case should 
be settled, As a result of this settlement 
the city is entiled o be reimbursed for the 
workers compensation benefits paid to Mr, 
Miller less any attorney fees involved.

Michigan’s Capital City once again led 
most other cities in the Nation in crime 
decreases, according to the F.B.I. Uniform 
Crime Report released Tuesday, For the 
first 6 months of 1977, the F.B.I. report 
shows that crime decreased 24% in Lan- 
sing, while the average decrease for cities 
of 100,000 to 250,000 population was 8%. 


Crime for other Michigan cities listed 
shows Ann Arbor down 16%; Dearborn 
down 15%; Flint down 18%; Livonia down 
21%; Detroit down 20%; and Warren down 
14%, The City of Grand Rapids had an 
increase in crime of 2% resulting from 
crime dealing with property. 


A check of 178 cities nationally shows 
that Lansing ranks fourth in crime reduc- 
tion slightly behind Columbus, Georgia, and 
Springfield and New Bedford, Massachu- 
setts. 


The Lansing crime decrease situation, 
however, is an exception amongst other 
cities because it has experienced crime de- 
creases in each of the years from 1970 
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through 1976, as well as for the first 6 
months of 1977.

The Lansing Planning Board at their 
regular meeting of October 18, 1977, com- 
pleted review of a proposal to expand the 
commercial center parking area on _ the 
south side of the 2000 block of East Mich- 
igan Avenue. The project will improve 
patron and service access, circulation and 
increase parking at this neighborhood com- 
mercial center. Funds for the project were 
included in the first year Community De- 
velopment Budget. 


The Planning Board’s review under the

1) The Boards concur with the consultants 
preferred alternative known as Align- 
ment AB. This includes implementation 
of the recommendations contained in 
Section 3 through 10 on pages 27 and 
28 of the consultant’s report as follows: 
Section III—That between Cedar Street 
and Logan Street, Alignment AB (re- 
vised) be the Preferred Alternative 
(Figure 7). Basically, it provides the 
required level of transportation service, 
while conforming to most of the desir- 
able attributes postulated during the 
study. It is anticipated impacts that are 
equal to or better than the other two 
alignments. 
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**Section [V—That pedestrian safety be a 
prime consideration when designing the 
facility. These measures must include 
pedestrian crosswalks and overpass (es) 
and fencing, particularly in the Wood- 
bridge Commons and Highlands Coop- 
erative Areas and the Moore Living 
Center, Further, it is suggested that 
representatives of these areas partici- 
pate in determining the features to be 
incorporated into designing the facility. 
Section V—That the right-of-way for 
the facility on new location be from a 
minimum of 105 feet to a maximum of 
120 feet. 


Section VI—That Edgewood Road be- 
tween Washington Avenue and the new 
facility be cul-de-sac at Washington 
Avenue to avoid intersection conflicts. 
Section VII—That Richard Road south 
of existing Edgewood Road be cul-de- 
sac at the new facility to avoid inter- 
section conflicts. 


Section VIII—That approximately 1,800 
feet of Edgewood Boulevard in the High- 
lands and Woodbridge Commons Coop- 
erative areas be reconstructed to correct 
for vertical geometry deficiencies, 


Section [X—That access to the facility 
be by permit only and further that the 
permit must be reviewed and approved 
by the Department of Planning, Public 
Service and Traffic Safety. 


Section X—It is further suggested that 
implementation of the comprehensive 
improvement be as follows: 


First—Accept and approve the Align- 
ment AB concept; 


Second—Design and purchase right-of- 
way for the entire Alignment; 


Third—Construct that part of the im- 
provement from Cedar Street to and in- 
eluding intersectional improvements at 
Washington Avenue; and 


Fourth—Construct that part of the im- 
provement from Washington Avenue to 
Logan Street. Included in this segment 
is the Logan Street—Miller Road—Gro- 
venburg Road intersection improvement. 


**Special emphasis should be given to Sec- 
tion 4 of these recommendations during 
design phase of the project. These in- 
elude adequate pedestrian crosswalks 
and overpasses, screening and protective 
fencing for that portion of the project 
which flows through Woodbridge Com- 
mons and Highland Cooperative. The 
design phase of the above features will 
be prepared in consultation with the 
residents of the area. 


2) That the Boards concur with the staffs, 
and request Council to authorize the 
implementation of Phase 8 of the con- 
sultant’s agreement with Wilbur Smith 
and Associates, Inc., which is dated Oc- 
tober 21, 1976, This phase wil] result 
in a detailed design of Edgewood Blvd. 
from Cedar on the East to Logan Street 
on the West. 
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3) That the Boards concur with the staffs, 
and request City Council to authorize 
the Public Service Department to pro- 
ceed with the submission of a program 
to the Michigan Department of State 
Highways and Transportation for Fed- 
eral Urban System Funds. 


4) That the Planning Board conduct a cost 
feasibility study to determine whether 
or not the property located on the North 
and South sides of LaBelle Street West 
of the Edgewood Blvd, extension should 
be acquired. 


5) That the Planning, Publie Service and 
Traffic Departments in coordination with 
the consultant, evaluate the traffic pat- 
terns North of Edgewood Blvd. in the 
Grovenburg-Logan area, and recommend 
appropriate improvements within the de- 
sign study report.

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In a letter to you, dated August 10, 1977, 
I vetoed a proposed contract with the Com- 
munity Design Center, The matter was 
then referred to the Community Develop- 
ment Committee of City Council for follow 
up action and a committee report on my 
recommendation. As of this writing no ac- 
tion has taken place to date. This is an- 
other case of unnecessarily delaying admin- 
istrative and management activities. 


In my veto message I stated, “I concur 
with City administrators in this matter and 
strongly recommend that appropriate de- 
partments be given policy guidance to com- 
mence implementation of the scope of ser- 
vices formally contained in the proposed 
CDC contract. Additionally, I recommend 
that action be taken to approve an Archi- 
tect IXA for the Building Department with- 
out further delay.” I further stated that, 
“too this approach will eliminate the ‘po- 
litical swirl’ created by, and for CDC, It 
will facilitate our efforts to improve the 
Community Development Department ser- 
vice, eliminate time expended being 
‘bounced around’ between CDC and the City 
Council, and will provide the full capabili- 
ties for achitectural design in the Neigh- 
borhood Development Districts.” 


Councilman Baker requested that another 
proposal be prepared by the Community De- 
sign Center for submission to the Commu- 
nity Development Committee of City Coun- 
cil. On the date this proposal was to have 
been submitted, no one showed up from 
the Community Design Center and the mat- 
ter was tabled until a future meeting. The 
matter has never been removed from the 
table since the Community Design Center 
has not yet completed a proposal. I sug- 
gest to you that this matter should be laid 
to rest, and that action be taken immedi- 
ately in support of my original recommen- 
dation in my veto message, The committee 
system is an excellent means of conducting 
the many facets of City Council business, 
however, committees should act within a 
reasonable period of time and report back 
to City Council with their recommendations 
accordingly, 


Once again I would like to remind you 
that a substantial savings, somewhere in 
the vicinity of $80,000 to $100,000, could be 
realized and consequently reflect a signifi- 
eant reduction in current Community De- 
velopment administration costs, I deem it 
entirely appropriate at this time to cut 
Community Development administrative 
costs whenever and wherever we can. This 
is a step in that direction and during the 
next three years the community Develop- 
ment Program appropriations for the City 
of Lansing funding will be reduced by ap- 
proximately 50%. If we do not begin fac- 
ing this type of problem at this time, then 
when will we start?

Presently the state law provides that 
governmental agencies such as the City of 
Lansing have the obligation to repair and 
maintain public buildings and structures 
under their control and that they are liable 
for bodily injury and property damage re- 
sulting from the dangerous or defective 
condition of a public building or structure 
provided that the governmenta] agency had 
actual or constructive knowledge of the de- 
fect and had a reasonable time after ac- 
quiring knowledge to repair the condition 
but failed to do so, MCLA 691.1406; MSA 
3.996 (106). 


The Traffic Department has advised this 
office that it had received no complaints re- 
garding the sign prior to the alleged inci- 
dent in question and that workmen no- 
ticed the condition of the sign upon return- 
ing to work the morning of September 9 
and undertook immediate repairs of the 
sign. 


Based upon the information supplied by 
the Traffic Department it is apparent that 
the city did not have either actual or con- 
structive notice of the condition of the 
sign at the time the accident allegedly oc- 
curred and upon obtaining notice, prompt- 
ly undertook appropriate repair.

This is to advise you that the Housing 
and Redevelopment Advisory Board, at its 
meeting held on October 25, 1977, did re- 
view and consider each of the two (2) rede- 
velopment proposals that have been received 
for Parcel 6, Project No. 1, Michigan R-87. 
Parcel 6 is located at the southeast corner 
of the intersection of Shiawassee Street and 
the Washington Square Mall, having 1382 
feet of frontage on the Mall. A summation 
of each of the two proposals is as follows: 


1. Hallmark Development Company 


On September 23, 1977, a proposal to 
purchase and redevelop the subject prop- 
erty was received from Hallmark De- 
velopment Company, whose current ad- 
dress is 501 South Capitol Avenue, Lan- 
sing, Michigan. Hallmark proposes to 
construct a two story building, plus 
basement, containing roughly 25,000 
gToss square feet. The building facade 
would be brick with color tones to blend 
with nearby buildings, accented with 
gold and solar glass. The proposed uses 
include retail, business offices, food and 
residential, in a combination to be de- 
fined at a later date when actual ten- 
ancy is determined. The architectural 
work on the proposal] submission was 
done “in-house” and final plans and 
specifications would be sealed by Ar- 
chitects International. The proposed 
starting date would be early summer 
of 1978, The capital investment of the 
basic structure has been estimated at 
$500,000 and site improvements at $125,- 
000 for a total of $625,000. The pro- 
posed building is L-shaped, covering 
roughly 80% of the site. Financing 
would be either self, pension funds, or 
savings and loan, to be determined on 
the basis of the most attractive bid 
available on the money market at the 
time, Hallmark Development has stated, 
in writing, that this is the minimum 
they would do on this project. Verbally, 
they have stated that they might be 
able to construct a larger facility de- 
pending on tenancy. A good faith de- 
posit of $2,145 (5% of the $42,900 land 
sale price) has been received. 


2. Vector Construction, Inc. 


On October 21, 1977, a proposal to 
purchase and redevelop the subject prop- 
erty was received from Vector Construc- 
tion, Inc., whose current address is P.O. 
Box 19039, Lansing, Michigan. Vector 
proposes to construct a four-story build- 
ing, plus basement, containing roughly 
66,000 gross square feet, The building 
facade would be brick on all exposed 
Sides, color coordinated with the sur- 
rounding mall architecture, with an in- 
sulated glass antrium, structurally sup- 
ported by a steel and aluminum frame, 
on the building face fronting on the 
Washington Square Mall. The proposed 
use of the building is executive office 
accommodations. The architectural 
work is to be done by Manson, Jackson 
and Kane, with Mr. William Kane being 
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the principal architect, The proposed 
starting date would be Spring, 1978, 
with a scheduled completion period of 
twelve months. The capital investment, 
ineluding all architectural, mechanical, 
electrical, labor and materials, is es- 
timated by Vector to be roughly $2,500,- 
000. The proposed building would cover 
100% of the site, with a portion of the 
atrium possibly being located in the 
mall right of way. Vector advises that 
the required financing has not been ob- 
tained, but that efforts are presently 
underway to secure same, A good faith 
deposit of $2,145 (5% of the $42,900 
land sale price) has been received, 


At its meeting on September 27, 1977, 
the Housing and Redevelopment Advisory 
Board referred the Hallmark proposal to its 
Proposal Review Committee for review and 
study. On October 11, 1977, the Proposal 
Review Committee met to consider the pro- 
posal and requested departmental staff to 
ask Hallmark to make every effort to clar- 
ify its building plans and amplify the 
building. By letter dated October 20, 1977, 
Hallmark Development responded that it 
“could develop proper drawings” only if 
the proposal was conditionally accepted by 
the City of Lansing and Hallmark was pro- 
vided “some legal right to represent the 
land for one hundred and twenty days.” 


On October 25, 1977, the Proposal Re- 
view Committee again met. At this meet- 
ing, Halimark’s response and the Vector 
proposal were both reviewed. The Proposal 
Review Committee decided to recommend 
to the Housing and Redevelopment Advisory 
Board that the Board recommend to the 
Lansing City Council that although both 
proposals are conceptually in accordance 
with the development objectives expressed 
in the Urban Renewal Plan for Parcel 6. 
the Vector proposal should be conditionally 
accepted, subject to further review of the 
working drawings and specifications when 
they are available and also subject to the 
negotiation of the terms and conditions of 
a contract for sale of land for private _re- 
development, by and between Vector Con- 
struction, Inc., and the City of Lansing, 
for the following reasons: 


1. The Vector proposal contains more than 
twice the square footage of the Hall- 
mark proposal and the Vector proposal 
would provide four (4) times the amount 
of tax base as the Hallmark proposal; 
that is $2,500,000 versus $625,000. 


2. The Vector proposal appears to provide 
an opportunity to generate a more ar- 
chitecturally significant building than 
does the Hallmark proposal, 


This recommendation is consistent with 
the departmental staff position on this 
matter. 


The Housing and Redevelopment Advisory 
Board, at its meeting held on October 25, 
1977, received the above recommendation of 
the Proposal Review Committee and unani- 
mously concurred therein, after suspending 
its rules to receive comments from the rep- 
resentative of Hallmark Development. Hall- 
mark’s representative explained its position

on this matter and again stated that addi- 
tional architectural drawings would not be 
provided until it was provided site control 
so tenancy could be finalized. 


The Board further requested that the 
staff make every effort to attempt to in- 
terest Hallmark Development in other sites 
available, 


It should be fully understood that both 
proposals lack firm financing arrangements 
at this point. Both proposals have the po- 
tential to result in successful and accept- 
able developments. The Housing and Re- 
development Advisory Board and the Hous- 
ing and Redevelopment staff recommend 
that the Lansing City Council instruct us 
to work with the Vector proposal for the 
reasons set forth above, and that the good 
faith deposit received from Hallmark be 
promptly refunded if you concur with the 
recommendation contained herein. We are 
prepared to attempt to work with Hall- 
mark, if you determine to reject our recom- 
mendation. Hallmark has verbally advised 
several] staff members that its proposal on 
Parcel 6 was a “trial run” and could re- 
sult in additional development of other 
available urban renewal parcels, and we 
have no reason, at this point, to doubt 
these intentions. However, on the basis of 
the proposals now in hand, our recommen- 
dation has been made.

breaking the glass. 


The Department of Parks and Recreation 
has advised this office that it is the Depart- 
ment’s policy to spray such trees in an 
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effort to prevent the trees from bearing 
walnuts. The particular tree in question 
was sprayed but it was evidently too late in 
the season to prevent an accumulation of 
walnuts, 


Pursuant to state law municipalities are 
not liable for property damage which re- 
sults from the exercise of a governmental 
function MCLA 691.1407; MSA 38.996(107). 
The maintenance and operation of parks 
has been deemed to be a governmental 
function. 


Therefore, since the tree was located in 
a park and inasmuch as the claim is based 
on maintenance activities in connection 
with the operation of a park, it is the rec- 
ommendation of this office that the claim 
be denied.

The above captioned matter has been re- 
ferred to this office for investigation and 
recommendation. 


Based upon the information contained in 
the claimant’s letter as well as the police 
reports the facis surrounding the incident 
complained of are as follows: On August 
28, 1977 a police officer answered a call at 
1821 W. Jolly Road concerning a report 
that the claimant’s motorcycle had been 
stolen. The officer responding to the eall 
took the vehicle identification number off 
of the sales slip (3005888) and placed it on 
the LEIN the same day. Subsequently it 
has been determined that the vehicle num- 
ber on the sales slip was incomplete. On 
the same day, at a later time, two officers 
stopped a motorcycle for a traffic violation. 
Since there was no license plate on the 
motorcycle, the officers checked the cycle 
serial numbers with the LEIN reports to 
determine whether or not the motorcycle 
was stolen. The officers in their LEIN re- 
quest inadvertantly recorded the vehicle 
number as 6005886, Consequently the re- 
port came back that the vehicle was not 
stolen, However the bike was taken by the 
officers to a local storage garage for a fur- 
ther determination as to proof of owner- 
ship. Thereafter on September 27, 1977 
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another officer while making a routine in- 
spection at the storage garage had the 
claimant’s vehicle pointed out to him. A 
complete vehicle identification number check 
was made with the Secretary of State’s 
office and it was discovered that the claim- 
ant was the registered owner of the motor- 
cycle, 


As a result of the delay in notifying the 
claimant concerning the whereabouts of his 
motoreycle, the vehicle was stored longer 
than necessary which resulted in a storage 
charge of $48.00. 


There are strong equities to support this 
claim since it is apparent that the delay in 
contacting the claimant was caused by error 
in recordation and reporting. However, 
MCLA 691.1407; MSA 8.996 (107) provides 
that all governmental agencies including 
municipalities are immune from liability 
which results from the exercise of a gov- 
ernmental function. The Lansing Police 
Department’s conduct and procedure in this 
case falls within the ambit of this statute. 


Therefore it is the recommendation of 
this office from a legal standpoint that the 
claim in question be denied.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 


AMENDED BY REVISING SECTION 30-5 
OF SAID CODE. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by revising Section 30-5 to read 
as follows: 


Sec. 30-5. Driver’s license—required, ap- 
plication, qualifications of driver, fee 
badge, expiration date, hearing. 


No person, whether owner or employee, 
shall drive a public taxicab within the city 
without having first obtained a license as 
a public driver from the city clerk. 


(1) Application, contents, approval; fee. 
Application for a city public driver’s license 
shall be made upon blank supplied by the 
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office of the city clerk, shall have attached 
thereto three (3) sets of full fingerprints, 
and such applicant must state thereon that 
he is a citizen of the United States, or 
permanent resident alein, a resident of the 
state, eighteen (18) years of age and up- 
wards, of sound physique being without 
uncorrectable defective sight or hearing and 
able to operate a motor vehicle safely, able 
to read, write, and speak the English lan- 
guage, and not addicted to the use of in- 
toxicating liquors or to drugs, which appli- 
cation shall be subscribed and sworn to be- 
fore a notary public and filed with the city 
clerk. The city clerk shall submit within 
five (5) days all applications to the chief 

police for his review and recommenda- 
tion for approval or disapproval. A recom- 
mendation of disapproval by the chief of 
police shall be for cause only. The follow- 
ing may constitute cause for a recommen- 
dation of disapproval. 


(a) Applicant is physically or mentally 
unfit to operate a public taxicab safely. 


(b) Applicant is not eighteen (18) 
years of age or older. 


(c) Applicant is addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors or drugs. 


(d) Applicant does not possess a valid 
eurrent State of Michigan chauffeur’s li- 
cense, 


(e) Applicant possesses a driving rec- 
ord of such nature as to indicate that he 
is unfit in the interest of public safety to 
operate a taxicab. 


(f) Applicant has failed to complete 
the application in full, 


(z) Applicant has been convicted of a 
violation of this Chapter within five (5) 
years of the recommendation of disapproval, 


(h) Applicant has been convicted of a 
felony within five (5) years of the recom- 
mendation of disapproval. 


If the chief of police recommends dis- 
approval of an application for the license, 
he shall put in. writing his reason for said 
recommendation of disapproval and shall 
attach such reasons to the application form. 
He shall then forward the application, with 
the attached reasons for recommendation 
of disapproval if applicable, to the city 
council for its review and final approval or 
disapproval, Such application shall be for- 
warded within fourteen (14) days after 
receipt by the police chief. A hearing shall 
be scheduled for public driver’s license ap- 
Plicants if the application is for renewal 
of an existing public driver’s license and, 
(i) the police chief has recommended dis- 
approval, or (ii) council does not concur 
in the police chief’s recommendation for 
approval. In the event of council denial of 
a new license application, and regardless 
of the police chief’s recommendation, there 
shall be given with the denial a written 
notice of applicant’s right to request a 
hearing within ten (10) days of the date 
of receipt of said denial, Council shall only 
disapprove a license for one of the reasons 
set forth above, If the council does approve 
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the application, the city clerk shall issue 
a public driver's license to the applicant 
bg payment of the fee as set by resolu- 
Aon.

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We would like to jointly point out the 
need for both governmental bodies to es- 
tablish a policy for contracting with out- 
side agencies, 


The recent contract of both units with 
Health Central is an example of this need. 
We, however, in no way wish to imply that 
we are opposed to Health Central receiving 
funding. We, simply, feel that the govern- 
mental units of the City and County have 
two appropriate departments to which such

This procedure is important to ensure 
coordination, reasonable contract terms, 
monitoring of services, and thorough anal- 
ysis of the services in context of the en- 
tire field.

Property to Front Page Restaurant 


Gentlemen : 


The Parks Department has recommended 
the exchange of city property in the 2700 
block of N. East Street (Gier Park) to the 
owners of the Front Page Restaurant. 
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The Board of Water and Light is con- 
eerned about the loss of a municipal well 
located on the property being considered 
for exchange. 


The Board of Water and Light obtained 
permission from the Park Board to con- 
struct a well at this location on March 6, 
1950 with concurrent approval from the 
State Health Department for isolation from 
possible source of contamination (see at- 
tached sketch). Loss of jurisdiction over 
the property for well isolation will place 
the city in violation of Michigan Act No. 
399, P.A. 1976. This Act requires an iso- 
lation for wells and loss of control over the 
isolation area will necessitate abandonment 
of the well. 


Since the Board can ill afford the loss of 
any water production, provisions must be 
incorporated in the exchange agreement 
whereby the recipient of the property 
(owner of Front Page Restaurant) reim- 
burse the Board of Water and Light for 
relocating this well. 


To relocate the well in Gier Park (per 
attached sketch) will cost an estimataed 
$28,000.00. If the Parks Department will 
not grant permission to relocate the well 
as proposed in Gier Park, the cost of re- 
location is estimated to be $62,000.00 includ- 
ing land purchase and transmission main. 


The Planning Department and Parks De- 
partment were made aware of this situation 
in 1976 and to date we have not been as- 
sured that the Board’s relocation cost have 
been incorporated in the proposed property 
exchange, 


We feel the Board of Water and Light’s 
interests have been overlooked by other 
eity departments and hereby request the 
City Council to protect the city’s water 
supply and incorporate the relocation of 
this Neu in the property exchange agree- 
ment,

The Planning Board at their meeting of 
November 15, 1977 recommended that the 
petition by the Soderberg Brothers Con- 
struction Company to rezone property at 
426 East Northrup from “‘A-1” Family Res- 
idential District to “E’’ Apartment Shop 
District be approved.

The Board 
would point out that the parcel in question 
is somewhat unique in terms of relation- 
ship to Cedar Street from other parcels 
and has a land elevation higher than the 
Cedar Street grade, and its orientation is 
to Northrup, a residential collector street. 
The natural features of this site, which 
consist of mature tree growth along Cedar 
Street and additional tree growth within 
the site, tend to give it some protection 
from the adverse influences of Cedar Street 
and adjacent commercial uses. However, 
the pressures from the adjacent strip com- 
mercial uses exist and have made this prop- 
erty less desirable as a single family home

In the past, you have provided a News 
Room directly behind the main telephone 
switchboard on the ground floor of City 
Hall. I am in accord with a News Room, 
but the current situation presents security 
problems, For example, at a meeting called 
by myself and attended by Deputy Police 
Chief Charles Reifsnyder and Officers James 
Gleason and John Hemstreet of the Crime 
Prevention Unit, some security problems 
discussed were: 


1. Easy access to the room. 
2. Key control (how many have a key?). 


8. Users or occupants to this room fail 
to properly secure the room when not 
in use. 


4, The phone lines to all of City Hall are 
exposed, 


5. Maintenance is using this room to 
store equipment. 


Since the phone lines are completely ex- 
posed, the possibility of sabotage or eaves- 
dropping is open for speculation. Also, if 
there were a fire in that room, the entire 
telephone communications of City Hall 
would be wiped out. 
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Therefore, the following recommenda- 
tions are imperative for the safety and 
security of City Hall personnel and the 
telephone communications system, 


1. Strictly limit the personnel allowed 
in this News Room. 


2. Re-key the lock and then adjust the 
locking mechanism like a “storeroom 
lock’? where the outer knob is always 
free, 


3. Have each person sign for a key that 
must have a key. 


4. Conform with the Fire Marshal’s rec- 
ommendations of February 5, 1976, 
page seven, under Charter Commis- 
sion. (At the time the News Room 
was used by the Charter Commission) 
—that recommendation states “provide 
an approved separation between office 
area and City Hall communications 
equipment,” 


5. Conform with the Fire Marshal’s rec- 
ommendations of June 22, 1977, page 
two, under First Floor, that states, 
“it is recommended that the telephone 
equipment in the News Room be pro- 
tected with a material offering one 
hour resistance to fire to protect City 
Hall communications,” 


6. Since the News Room is located with- 
in the Police Building’s jurisdiction, 
the room should be turned back over 
to the Police Department for the stor- 
age of Police records.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

In the case of an impending revocation 
or denial of a license, the City Council 
shall schedule a hearing without undue 
delay, Applicant shall be given twenty 
(20) days notice of hearing, which notice 
shall include: 


(a) A statement of the date, hour, place 
and nature of the hearing; 


{b) A statement of the legal authority 
and jurisdiction under which the hearing is 
to be held ; 


(c) A reference to the particular sections 
of the ordinance and rules involved; and 


(d) A short and plain statement of the 
matters asserted. 


At the hearing, any party may appear 
in person, by agent or attorney. The ap- 
plicant or licensee or his representative 
shall be given an opportunity to present 
ora] and written arguments on issues of 
law, policy and fact, and shall have the 
opportunity to cross examine witnesses. 
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The City Council shall grant or deny the 
application or revoke or not revoke the 
license based upon the evidence presented 
within fifteen (15) days after the hearing. 
Written notification of the decision, includ- 
ing the reasons therefor, shall be given to 
the applicant or licensee. 


Any applicant or licensee aggrieved by 
the decision of the City Council shall have 
the right to appeal to Circuit Court as pre- 
scribed by law. If Council action is not 
taken within the prescribed fifteen day 
(15) period, the licensee may continue his/ 
her operation and the City Council shall 
be estopped from either denying or revok- 
ing a license based upon the facts produced. 
This estopple will not prohibit subsequent 
Council action on the alleged violations. 


Section 2, All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances, inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall become 
effective thirty (30) days after its adoption 
by the Council unless made immediately 
effective by the City Council.

SUBJECT: Proposed Amendments to the 
Ordinance Governing the Em- 
ployee’s Retirement System 
Re: Credited Service 


The Board of Trustees of the Employee’s 
Retirement System is recommending an 
amendment to the Ordinance which would 
limit to four years the period of time with- 
in which a member returning to the system 
could decide to repay contributions in order 
to re-establish prior service credit time. 
The current ordinance has no time limit, 
The Board of Trustees has established an 
interest rate of 8% per annum to be cred- 
ited on refunds of accumulated contributions 
to terminating members and/or repayments 
from members desiring to re-establish ser- 
vice credit time, It is the feeling of the 
Board that a member should not be per- 
mitted to defer the repayment option in- 
definitely, thereby earning a rate higher 
than 3% on these funds rather than paying 
them into the system to be invested. 


Additionally, the Board recommends that 
references to credited service currently con- 
tained in the membership section of the 
Ordinance be consolidated in a separate 
‘Credited Service’ section. 


To accomplish the aforementioned changes 
the Board of Trustees, at a meeting held 
October 27, 1977, recommended the follow- 
ing specific changes to the existing Ordi- 
nance. These proposed changes have been 
reviewed by the City Attorney for appropri- 
ateness and completeness. 


1) Move existing Section 26-15.(c) to be 
prefixed as Section 26-15.(d). 


2) Add new Section 26-15.(c) ‘“‘A member 
who ceases to be employed by the City 
in a membership position shall there- 
upon cease to be a member.” 


3) Delete Section 26-16.(a), (This is later 
addressed under Section 26-18.) 


4) Change the eaption for Section 26-16. 
to read ““Re-employment of a Retirant” 
and retain the existing language of that 
section for Section 26-16.(a). 


5) Add new Section 26-18(b) and (c) re- 
stating language deleted under Section 
26-16,(a) as follows. Also, prefix exist- 
ing language of Section 26-18. with an 
(a). 


“(b) Credited service shall be forfeited 
and no longer in force in the event 
the individual’s accumulated con- 
tributions are withdrawn from the 
employee’s savings fund and paid 
to the individual or a beneficiary 
(including an estate), except as pro- 
vided in Section 26-28. 
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(c) A member may have forfeited credit 
service restored to his/her account 
upon satisfaction of each of the fol- 
lowing conditions : 


(1) Membership recommences within 4 
years from and after the last date 
of termination of membership: 


{2) The retirement system is paid the 
total amount of accumulated con- 
tributions previously withdrawn plus 
regular interest from the date(s) of 
withdrawal to the date(s) of repay- 
ment shall be made in accordance 
Mag subsection (E) of Section 26- 


6) Restate Section 26-34.(e) as follows: 


“In addition to the contributions de- 
deducted from the compensation of a 
member as _ hereinbefore provided, a 
member shall, in order to qualify for 
prior service credit, deposit in the em- 
ployees savings fund, by a single pay- 
ment or by an increased rate of contri- 
bution as determined by the board of 
trustees, the accumulated contributions, 
if any, he withdrew therefrom, together 
with regular interest from the date of 
withdrawal to the date of repayment. 
Repayment shall be made in accordance 
with the rules the board of trustees shall 
from time to time determine. The rules 
shall not require full repayment prior 
to the date which is 1 year following 
the date of renewed membership nor 
shall the rules permit full repayment 
to extend beyond the date-which is 4 
years following the date of renewed 
membership. If a member dies prior to 
completion of repayment and leaves a 
spouse, the spouse may pay the balance 
due within 60 days of the member’s 
death. In no case shall any member be 
given credit for service rendered prior 
to the date he withdrew his accumulated 
contributions until he repays to the em- 
ployees savings fund all amounts due 
such fund by him.’

—The activities of the Federal] Program 
Coordinator, and staff, are, basically, an 
administrative function ; 


--Under the present situation, programs 
are being researched and transmitted di- 
rectly to the City Council, by-passing the 
Office of the Mayor. 


When assigned to my office: 


—The Federal Program Coordinator, and 
staff, could utilize the space now being 
occupied by the Manpower Director, an 
office which is now splintered, but hope- 
fully would be united in another location ; 


—The Program Coordinator, now an XI 
(salary range of $25,047 to $28,625) 
should be re-classified downward to a level 
a = (salary range of $17,892 to $21,- 
467). 


The aforementioned would be in line with 
the Administrative Assistant position in the 
Office of the Mayor, the Deputy Finance 
Director, the Assistant Building Commis- 
sioner, the Labor Relations Supervisor, Ad- 
ministrative Assistant to the Public Service 
Director, but slightly below the City Treas- 
urer, the Deputy Assessor, the Building 
Commissioner, Deputy Personnel Director, 
and Assistant Planning Director. Repeat- 
edly, the efforts of the Federal Program 
Coordinator, have been to receive basic in- 
formation and programs from various de- 
partments and not one of working with 
raw materials, In short, it is a position 
of gathering completed information from 
various departments and inserting such in- 
formation into grant requests—in some in- 
stances, the basics are completed with those 
basics only having to be transferred to the 
proper grant request forms.

The City Council has authorized the de- 
velopment of a Master Plan for long range 
improvements to Crego Park and Fidelity 
Lake. The design of this facility will pre- 
pare us to submit applications for State and 
Federal assistance on the development of 
Crego Park, as well as to develop for full- 
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est utilization the 13 acre lake which repre- 
sents the most unique feature on the prop- 
erty. 


I have recently interviewed local design 
firms that have sufficient staff size to man- 
age the landscape architectural aspects of 
this project. The final work will be the re- 
sult of both this design, and hydrological/ 
engineering studies necessary for lake de- 
velopment. 


Following these interviews I am recom- 
mending the firm of Snell Environmental 
Group for design of the Crego facility, The 
Snell group has not only a very adequate 
landscape architectural component, but also 
provides the engineering capability and re- 
lated experience to deal with the develop- 
ment of Fidelity Lake. I consider their 
knowledge in the water research and usage 
area as an extremely significant attribute, 
and one not matched by other local firms. 


Snell Environmental Group has had con- 
siderable amount of experience in working 
with federal requirements of the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund (which repre- 
sents the best source of federal monies for 
the development of Crego Park). They have 
been contracted by the Department of In- 
terior to do an Isle Royal National Park 
Study as well as the design of a special 
model project funded under the Land and 
Water program. 


The Snell Environmental Group proposal 
represents that most economically advan- 
tagous to the City and it is within the 
budget appropriation.

Gentlemen: 


The Lansing City Council, when appro- 
priating funds for the Eastside Fire Sta- 
tion, directed that the basement be devel- 
oped for community/recreational usage. 
This construction has now been completed, 
and according to Fire Chief Barratt is 
available for our programming. Unfortu- 
nately, when the architect was directed to 
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design the basement no programming state- 
ment was developed which would have given 
him basic direction in order to assure its 
fullest and most effective utilization. I 
have been informed by Mr. Haskell that 
this decision was based on the existing 
economic conditions, therefore only a very 
basic room was constructed. 


' The Eastside Fire Station facility would 
be ideal for housing the senior citizen pro- 
gramming currently located at Resurrec- 
tion School. This senior center was previ- 
ously located at the Hayford Fire Station, 
but was relocated when that building was 
no longer structurely adequate for program- 
ming. The Eastside facility would also be 
ideally used for the scheduling of neighbor- 
hood meetings, scout groups, and recrea- 
tional oriented non-profit clubs. 


Before effective utilization of the East- 
side Fire Station can be made a small kit- 
chen, storage space, and room _ dividers 
should be installed as part of the basic 
facility. Additional equipment will need to 
be acquired before any type of program- 
ming could take place. This would include 
folding tables, chairs, etc. 


I am respectfully recommending that the 
project architect be commissioned to work 
with Parks and Recreation in the develop- 
ment of a program statement for the com- 
munity room of the Eastside Fire Station, 
and that they prepare drawings and cost 
estimates for construction of the improve- 
ments recommended in this correspondence.

Gentlemen : 


As part of the office reorganization in 
City Hall, certain members of the recrea- 
tion division were transferred from Genesee 
Center to our fourth floor offices. In addi- 
tion, most of the cultural arts/crafts pro- 
grams previously housed at Genesee have 
been relocated to the Gier and Kingsley 
Community Centers, Because of these shifts 
the budgetary appropriations for mainten- 
ance and utilization of the Genesee Center 
were appropriately reduced. 
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Currently, the department is fully utiliz- 
ing one-half of the Genesee facility. Por- 
tions of both the ground floor and the sec- 
ond floor are used for the storage of recrea- 
tional materials, supplies and equipment. 
In addition, the Genesee Center still houses 
supervisory and the custodial crews which 
maintain nine recreational buildings. 


There has been a senior citizen program 
operating at the Genesee Center one day a 
week, Participants in this program have 
been consulted and have agreed to move this 
activity to the Kingsley facility which offers 
a wider. range of recreational activities. 


During the last several weeks I have been 
contacted by representatives of Lansing 
Community College who have requested uti- 
lization of the auditorium, and other por- 
tions of the Genesee Center, The building 
would be used in their cultural arts pro- 
grams and is apparently superior to another 
facility they are currently renting. We 
have met on site and inspected the struc- 
ture to review the feasibility of mutual use. 


It is our recommendation that considera- 
tion be given to minor remodeling of the 
ground floor so all Parks and Recreation 
utilization could be confined to that area. 
Further, that the Community College be 
leased usage of the second floor area with 
any improvements required for their utili- 
zation be the responsibility of the college. 
Finally, it is reeommended that the Proper- 
ty Manager of the City of Lansing establish 
contractual arrangements in the best in- 
terest of the City and that maintenance re- 
sponsibility of the structures heating plant, 
utility services, ete. be that of his office.

Re: Plumbing and Electrical Services for 
the City 


Gentlemen : 


The Department of Parks and Recreation 
currently handles the maintenance respons- 
ibility for both water and electrical services 
in excess of 80 locations. Many of these 
involve buildings which range in scale from 
our community centers and swimming 
pools, to small park shelters and public 
restrooms, Most of. these services (both 
water and electrical} were installed many 
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years ago and require annua] maintenance 
and repair work. This normal deteriora- 
tion is compounded by vandalism which has 
resulted in large plumbing/electrical repair 
charges as well as the temporary closure of 
some facilities. 


Prior to recent retirements we had em- 
Ployees in our parks division who were 
qualified to do the repair and maintenance 
work on plumbing and electrical services. 
Unfortunately, we have been unable to fill 
these relatively low level classified positions 
with qualified specialists. During the prep- 
aration of our budget recommendations, 
consideration has been given to establish- 
ing personnel positions to deal specifically 
with these two areas. Whereas, it is my 
impression that the Parks and Recreation 
Department contract expenses in both these 
areas is significant; it does not represent 
a larger expense than the cost of hiring 
for our own department usage such person- 
nel. I do, however, feel that when our 
expenses are considered along with the 
similar expenses of other departments they 
collectively represent an expense greater 
than the employment of staff to handle 
plumbing and electrical needs for the City. 


It is my recommendation that this matter 
be appropriately referred so that research 
may be done on the feasibility of establish- 
ing such positions to serve the City of 
Lansing. These positions could be estab- 
lished under the office of Property Manager 
and would serve the various city depart- 
ments that are currently contracting for 
this type of work. If a favorable advantage 
exists, consideration should be given to 
budgeting for these positions. 

General responsibility of the electrician 
and the plumber would include the prepar- 
ation of plans and cost estimates, securing 
materials, installation and/or the inspec- 
tion of installation (by contractors or by 
department crews), obtaining permits, and 
establishing preventative maintenance pro- 
grams to be carried on by the various op- 
erating departments.

In the past, you designated eight (8) 
Standing Committees, but under the past 
Mayor Pro-Tem additional Standing Com- 
mittees were named, including but not 
limited to, Manpower (CETA), Cable TV, 
Community Development, ete, In actuality, 
these so-called special committees were in 
fact Standing Committees and should be 
appointed, according to the Charter, by the 
Mayor and not by the past Mayor Pro-Tem, 
The aforementioned committees are not spe 
cial committees according to Mason’s Leg- 
islative Manual, Section 643(2) and Section 
644 (1), (2), (4) and (5). In short, these 
sections contain the following: 

—“. . . but the matters which require 
some special consideration are often re- 
ferred to special or select committees. 
The selection of special committees, there- 
fore, differs from that of standing com- 
mittees, and because of the different na- 
ture of their duties they have no regular 
meetings, and when their special work is 
completed, they are discharged. .. .” 


—“When a special committee is appointed 
for a specific purpose, it continues to 
exist until the purpose assigned to it has 
been fulfilled, unless sooner discharged. 
When the final or complete report of a 
special or select committee has been re- 
ceived by the house, the committee is 
thereby disolved or ceases to exist with- 
out any motion to that effect being made. 
When the report is only partial, the com- 
mittee is not discharged until the final 
report is received.” 


—“A special or select committee may he 
dissolved by discharging or rescinding the 
order or motion providing for it.” 


—"A special committee expires at the 
end of a session of the legslature unless 
continued by resolution.” 


—"“When a committee is discharged, the 
chairman should promptly return to the 
secretary or chief clerk all papers that 
have been entrusted to the committee.” 


I am, therefore, urging you to reorganize 
your committee structure, the goal being 
(a) that the illegally constituted special 
committees be named as Standing Commit-

tees or incorporated into Standing Com- 
mittees and, (b) that I will receive the 
actual Standing Committees in accordance 
with the Charter provisions so that the

Claimant states that, while visiting Pot- 
ter Park on August 18, 1977 during the 
daylight hours, she tripped over the top of 
three steps leading to a building overlook- 
ing the duck pond, Claimant allegedly fell 
on her face and required a dental x-ray and 
replacement of an eyeglass lens. 


The Parks and Recreation Director and 
the Supervisor of the Zoo have reported 
that the steps in question have been main- 
tained in good repair without report of an 
accident for about 20 years. The top step 


‘is a few inches higher than the first two 


steps because of the cement overlay of the 
building floor, however, there is no door at 
the entrance and the top step is in full 
view and merely requires reasonable ob- 
servation by pedestrians. 
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. The soverign immunity statute of this 
state provides in pertinent part: 


“Governmental agencies have the obli- 
gation to repair and maintain public 
buildings under their control when open 
for use by members of the public. Gov- 
ernmental agencies are liable for bodily 
injury and property damage resulting 
from a dangerous or defective condition 
of a public building if the governmental 
agency had aciual or constructive knowl- 
edge of the defect and, for a reasonable 
time after acquiring knowledge, failed to 
remedy the condition or to take action 
reasonably necessary to protect the pub- 
lic against the condiiton. Knowledge of 
the dangerous and defective condition of 
the public building and time to repair the 
same shall] be conclusively presumed when 
such defect existed so as to be readily 
apparent to an ordinarily observant per- 
son for a period of 90 days or longer 
before the injury took place...” MCLA 
691.1406 


There is no evidence that the City had 
actual or constructive knowledge of a de- 
fect, latent or otherwise, and no degree of 
negligence is claimed as a result of this 
alleged mishap.

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for $69.16 covering the cost of replacing 
the rims. 


MCLA 691.1403; MSA 3.996(103) states: 


“No governmental agency is liable for 
injuries or damages caused by defective 
highways unless the governmental agency 
knew, or in the exercise of reasonable 
diligence should have known, of the exist- 
ence of the defect and had a reasonable 
time to repair the defect before the in- 
jury took place, Knowledge of the defect 
and time to repair the same shall be con- 
clusively presumed when the defect ex- 
isted so as to be readily apparent to an 
ordinarily observant person for a period 
of 30 days or longer before the injury 
took place.” 


The Public Service Department has in- 
dicated that there were no reports of the 
defective condition reported to its office. 
The Public Service Department was not no- 
tified of a defect in that location until 18 
hours after the alleged incident in question. 


Therefore applying the facts to the stat- 
ute quoted above, it is the recommendation 
of keg office that Mr. Bullard’s claim be 
denied.

On July 29, 1977, the motorcycle of 
Gerald Boda, 1415 Hillerest, Lansing, Mich- 
igan, was stolen from his residence. On 
July 30, 1977, it was recovered by the Lan- 
sing Police Department, however, some of 
the parts were found to be missing. 


On either August 1, or August 2, 1977, 
an officer of the Lansing Police Department 
was dispatched to pick up the motorcycle 
bag with connecting parts of the motor- 
cycle. The bag and parts were placed in 
the trunk of the police vehicle but were 
never submitted to the department quarter- 
master. At the present time, the motor- 
eycle bag and connecting parts are missing 
and presumed lost. 


The Lansing Police Department has in- 
formed this office that there is strong evi- 
dence that the motorcycle bag and connect- 
ing parts were those missing from the 
claimant’s vehicle. 


MCLA 691.1407; MSA 3.996(107) states: 


“Exeept as in this act otherwise pro- 
vided, all governmental agencies shall 
be immune from tort liability in all 
eases wherein the governmental] agency 
is engaged in the exercise or discharge 
of a governmental function, Except as 
otherwise provided herein, this act shall 
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not be construed as modifying or re- 
stricting the immunity of the state from 
tort liability as it existed heretofore, 
which immunity is affirmed.” 


In the instant matter, the Police Depart- 
ment was clearly engaged in a govern- 
mental function. Therefore, the City as an 
entity is protected from liability in this 
matter. However, it should also be noted 
that this protection does not extend to em- 
ployees of the municipality. 


There are strong equities under the facts 
of this case which would merit payment of 
the claim, however, from a purely legal 
standpoint insofar as the City is concerned, 
i is = recommendation that this claim be 

lenied.

The Planning Board reviewed the at- 
tached “‘Community Development Strategy 
Plan for Program Years 4, 5 and 6” at 
their meeting on December 6, 1977. The 
Board approved the concept of the Plan 
which designates a proportion of the anti- 
cipated Community Development funds for 
Housing, Public Improvements, Other Phye- 
ical Activities, Human Services and Ad- 
ministration. The plan concept also desig- 
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nates particular areas of the City for such 
activities and when those activities should 
be initiated. 


This plan was developed, reviewed and 
approved by an interdepartmental Commu- 
nity Development Coordinating Committee, 
organized by the Office of Community De- 
velopment. However, since the plan was 
written, particular changes in the plan 
have been made and approved by both the 
Community Development Coordinating Com- 
mittee and the Planning Board. Those 
changes are as follows: 


1) The proposed acquisition activities for 
the NDA No, 8 expansion area along 
Case St., Drury Lane, Ballard and 
Walker Streets should be initiated dur- 
ing the fourth program year instead 
of during the fifth year as originally 
planned, The reasons for this change is 
to assist the proposed traffic diversion 
activities for the area and to also pro- 
vide potentia] expansion space for near- 
by industrial development, This change 
will necessitate that the activities pro- 
posed for NDA No, 4 be programmed 
over both the fourth and fifth years in- 
stead of being programmed during the 
fourth year only. 


2) Regarding the rehabilitation loan pro- 
gram, the original plan designated that 
$500,000 of Community Development 
funds be made available over three years 
city-wide rehabilitation activities. It 
was proposed that $170,000 of Commu- 
nity Development funds be utilized dur- 
ing the fourth year for this city-wide 
program, 


At this time it is proposed that the 
$170,000 be more specifically allocated 
as follows: 


a) $100,000 for loans within the periph- 
eral area immediately adjacent to the 
designated housing activity areas, 


b) $70,000 for loans on a city-wide basis. 


Since the plan was written and con- 
sidered by the Planning Board, an adjusted 
budget figure was made available to the 
office of Community Develo:ment. 


The figures below were provided by the 
Office of Community Development based on 
recommendations from the Community De- 
velopment Technical Coordinating Commit- 
tee which assumed the following.

Re: Michigan Avenue Street Tree Plant- 
ing—EDA Grant 


The principal provision of the EDA Grant 
for Michigan Avenue involved the planting 
of 220 trees between Mifflin Street and 
Grand Avenue. Working with the Public 
Service Department, Snell Environmental 
Group, and the utility companies we have 
identified the most functional planting lo- 
cations. Prior to approving the contract 
for excavation of any of the planting pits 
I sent a letter to all businesses, and to 
property owners on Michigan Avenue. This 
letter was not sent strictly to those who 
would be having a tree placed in front of 
their property, but to all properties on 
Michigan. The purpose of this letter was 
to inform everyone of the project and to 
encourage them to contact us if problems 
existed with the planting locations as had 
been marked on the concrete prior to is- 
suance of the letter. 


We received a wide variety of phone calls 
on this matter and followed up each call 
with a visitation by a member of our For- 
estry Division and a representative from 
the architectual firm. Most of the con- 
cerns were resolved by discussing the spe- 
cies and shape of tree to be planted; our 
tree maintenance program; or by making 
some adjustment in location to resolve legit- 
imate problems unique to that particular 
Site. 


On the attached sheet you will find a list- 
ing of properties which the owner and/or 
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tenant have expressed (following our con- 
tact) that they still do want a tree planted. 
On the right hand column is a statement 
on why each particular site has been de- 
termined by the owner/tenant as one which 
should not be utilized. These represent 
seventeen (17) of the total 220 trees to be 
planted. 


It is my personal impression following 
inspection of each of these sites that none 
of the concerns as noted on the attached 
sheet are unique to those particular owner/ 
tenants, and that have not been previously 
accepted by the majority of businesses in- 
volved in the other 203 planting locations. 
Please understand that their have been 
unique circumstances which we recognized 
and adjustments have already been made 
on those particular cases, 


I am recommending that for the purpose 
of establishing as much continuity as is 
feasible on Michigan Avenue that the City 
Council direct that these planting locations 
be utilized. I feel that it is in the best 
interest of the City that we avoid, where 
possible, large conspicuous breaks in the 
planting of Michigan Avenue. Uniformity 
is extremely desirable to create the effect 
recommended in the RUDAT and other 
planning studies which promoted this proj- 
ect. 


There are several locations where pits 
will be installed but no tree planted until 
current or planned building construction is 
completed. The most noteable case is that 
of Sparrow Hospital.

Dear Mayor Pro-Tem 
and Council Members: 


During the next few weeks, same very 
important decisions are going to have to 
be made in respect to the City of Lansing’s 
Community Development Block Grant Pro- 
gram (CDBG). With an approximate fifty- 
percent reduction in Federal CDBG pro- 
gram funds in the second three year pro- 
gram, some very significant program ad- 
justments are going to have to be made 
which may cause considerable local public 
reaction. It is important for all of us to 
understand where we have been in the pro- 
gram and where we are today in order to 
address the problems intelligently. 


High administrative costs were inherited 
by the CDBG program because of a decision 
in 1974 to “grandfather” in all former 
Model Cities employees in an attempt to 
continue Public (Human) Services pro- 
grams at the level that they had previously 
been geared up to perform. Other staff 
members were added to the structure in 
order to carry out the primary objectives 
under the regulations governing the im- 
plementation of the Housing and Commu- 
nity Development Act of 1974. Ideally, it 
would have been far better to have been 
able to “gear up” for activities as plans 
were completed for implementation. 


I shall not go into a discussion of the 
Community Development Ordinance adopted 
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by City Council in 1974 which has lead to 
many deficiencies during the past two and 
one-half years in implementation of the 
program. We are all aware of the prob- 
lems, and I trust that we will do something 
about correcting this situation in the near 
future. 


City staff members and my office have 
tried to provide advice to City Council 
members in the past in regard to changes 
that needed to be made in implementation 
of the program. Many times, our recom- 
mendations were not taken seriously. In 
May of 1976, I forwarded a letter to the 
Mayor Pro-Tem and members of the Lan- 
ae City Council, wherein I stated as fol- 
lows : 


‘During a meeting with the Community 
Development Committee for City Council on 
Friday, April 30, 1976, the Office of Com- 
munity Development was provided policy 
guidance by the Committee which I believe 
is contrary to the intent of the Community 
Development Act of 1974 and contrary to 
the best interest of the citizens of the City 
of Lansing. Policy guidance given the 
Executive Assistant to the Mayor for Com- 
munity Development consisted of his mak- 
ing of every effort possible to expand hu- 
man services to any Census Tract in the 
City of Lansing that the regulations could 
be stretched to include. I have no objec- 
tion to providing human services to indi- 
viduals where it is mecessary and appro- 
priate, but I cannot in good conscience 
agree to a “blank check” approach to pro- 
viding these services when in fact we do 
not know as of this date what the human 
services needs are. After five years of 
Model Cities operations and almost one 
year of Community Development, this City 
still has not identified the human services 
needs accurately without question. 


“The intent of the Community Develop- 
ment Act seems to me to be relatively sim- 
ple in that it was intended that eligibility 
of public services be dependent on such 
services being “necessary to the operation 
and the success of the basic physical ac- 
tivity,’ or supportive of only those activi- 
ties assisted with Community Development 
Block Grant funds. In order to meet the 
test for ‘‘necessary and appropriate,’”’ sup~ 
portive services, such as human services, 
must be necessary to the operation and the 
success of a basic physical activity or, be 
appropriate to supplement a basic physical 
activity, Examples of such activities in- 
clude job training for area residents work- 
ing on neighborhood rehabilitation projects, 
counseling and health services for those 
served by neighborhood facilities and senior 
centers; and aid in establishing profit and 
nonprofit housing corporations to sponeor 
housing projects in the community, These 
restrictions were considered reasonable by 
Congress in view of the Bill’s primary ob- 
jective of eliminating and preventing slum, 
blight, and deterioration, providing housing 
for lower income families, and providing 
facilities and services. Housing counseling, 
for example, is considered eligible if it 
offers an opportunity to maintain neighbor- 
hood improvements at the level that they 
are improved through the program. It was 
pointed out by H.U.D. officials during the 
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meeting on our current application ineligi- 
ble activities on April 29, 1976, that specific 
emphasis was to be on housing. 


“Allocations made to specific projects 
under the Model Cities Programs were in- 
tended to initiate human services activities 
until other funds could be obtained from 
either Federal, State or Local resources. 
Although some funds have been obtained 
for this purpose, no human service agency 
has been able to achieve independence from 
the City of Lansing, as was originally 
planned. 


“T expressed to you my concern regarding 
the proliferation of human services through- 
out the City in a letter to the City Council, 
dated April 9, 1976, and pointed out that 
the Human Resources Department current- 
ly has had difficulty in pulling back their 
services and adapting them only to ap- 
proved Community Development areas which 
indicates that we may already be over 
funded in the human services activities to 
be conducted in approved areas, Further, 
& properly conducted survey has not been 
completed by the Planning Department 
identifying appropriate human services 
needs where physical activities are taking 
place, or will take place. It might well be 
necessary to increase services in some of 
those areas not yet properly surveyed, but 
who can say? It is necessary to know ex- 
actly what the needs are in each of the tar- 
get areas identified in the Community De- 
velopment Program. It appears that all the 
neighborhood district areas are not being 
completely served at this time and that it 
may be necessary to expand services in the 
East, North, and South sides of the City, 
The Citizens’ District Councils have not 
had an opportunity to express their desires, 
The Physical Development Plan for Neigh- 
borhood Development Area No. 1 should be 
completed about May 10, 1976, and shortly 
thereafter the Citizens’ District Council No. 
1 will be facted with the problem of de 
termining what human services they believe 
are necessary to support the physical ac- 
tivities going on in their neighborhood. 


“We cannot ignore the evaluation reports 
that have been prepared on human services 
projects which indicate that we have a 
great deal of adjusting to do in providing 
client services in the Community Develop- 
areas where physical activities are going 
on. 


“T cautioned Council not to be stampeded 
into making irrational decisions concerning 
the expansion of human services activities 
in the City of Lansing. I recommended that 
a very definitive determination of the needs 
be achieved prior to any decision making 
on the Council’s part. City Council should 
take a very good look at the apportionment 
of services that are being provided with 
C.D. funds in the four neighborhood dis- 
trict areas. Further, I suggested that ex- 
treme caution should be exercised not to 
expand human services activities just for 
the sake of justifying current fund expend- 
itures when in the near future it will be 
necessary for the Human Resources Depart- 
ment and the City Council to start cutting 
back on services. 
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“At this point in time, I strongly urge 
City Council, to require a complete accu- 
rate assessment of the human services 
needs in the City of Lansing before adding 
new Census Tracts, If we spread human 
services activities throughout too many 
Census Tracts we place ourselves in a posi- 
tion of not supporting the Community De- 
velopment physical activities as they should 
be supported in order to be eligible. I rec- 
ommend that we attempt to justify those 
services that are currently provided for in 
our application and that no effort be made 
to expand those services until an accurate 
assessment has been completed, Funds for 
services that did not qualify at this time 
should be placed in the contingency line 
item in the budget of the application to be 
allocated at a later date, after a definite 
needs determination, Unless these recom- 
mendations are heeded, the City may face 
the possibility of H.U.D, once again de- 
elaring the entire human service program 
ineligible. 


“The revised CDBG Application is due to 
the Detroit H.U.D. Office no later than 
Monday, May 10, 1976. This will be your 
only opportunity to modify the CD com- 
mittee guidance if you so desire.” 


Many of us have been concerned about 
eutting back on Community Development 
staff and placing people on the unemploy- 
ment roles, however, I would like to point 
out to you the contents of a memorandum 
sent to all CD funded departments by Mr. 
Cascarilla, dated June 25, 1975, subject: 
Employee Acknowledgement forms for Fed- 
eral funding. This form was to have been 
completed on all partially or totally CDBG 
funded employees and it stated as follows: 
“This document is to certify and affirm 
that I, ..... -.... _.... do understand and 
acknowledge that my acceptance of this po- 
sition, whose tenure is predicated on Fed- 
eral funding, is subject to termination upon 
the discontinuance of these funds and I 
accept this work with full knowledge of 
this contingency.” The form was to be 
signed, dated, and witnessed. 


This means to me that reductions in per- 
sonnel were recognized to be of necessity 
in future years if Federal funds decreased, 
or became depleted. Everyone who was 
“grandfathered” into the program at that 
time knew what the circumstances were 
under which they were being employed. 


Congress discussed for many months the 
possibility of changing the formula for 
authorizing CDBG funds to accommodate 
new communities coming into the program 
and those currently funded. It was not 
until April, 1977 that it became reasonably 
clear that the City of Lansing would only 
receive about a $460,000 increase in the 
second three year program. Under the 
original CDBG six year authorization plan 
we were to receive approximately fifty per- 
cent less funds than the first three year 
program. It had been hoped that new 
funds would be “pumped” into the program 
that would afford us an increase in the 
authorized amount and at least equal to 
our third year funding of $6,196,000. We 
made repeated attempts to encourage this 
but nothing was happening in our favor 
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and action was initiated through Congres- 
sional and key organizational channels to 
request a change in the policies being pro- 
posed, 


Letters were sent to Senator Robert Grif- 
fin, Senator Donald Reigle, Representative 
Robert Carr, Chairman Neil Goldschmidt 
of the Mayor’s Task Force for advising and 
making policy recommendations to the U.S. 
Department of HUD, and all seventeen 
members of the Mayor’s Task Force. I 
quote, in part, the only significant response 
received which was from Representative 
Robert Carr, dated May 19, 1977. 


“The new bill authorized $14.5 billion 
over the next three years for the Nation's 
housing programs. The City of Lansing 
will receive $10 million dollars of that 
money over the same three year period. 
While this represents some reductions from 
past funding levels, it must be remembered 
that many of the old categorical grant pro- 
grams such as Model Cities which provided 
much of those funds have been in the phase 
out process since 1974. 


“While the “holdharmless’ funds are be- 
ing phased out of the Community Develop- 
ment Program, Lansing will continue to 
be eligible for Federal funds to complete 
already funded categorical programs which 
ie being phased out under the new legis- 
ation. 


“In summary, while Lansing may indeed 
be losing some Federal funds these are 
funds from programs which were, in ef- 
fect, abolished three years ago and which 
have simply been undergoing a phase out 
process.” (Boldface added for emphasis.) 


Since it became obvious that we were not 
going to be getting any help, on August 18, 
1977, the Office of Community Development 
sent an interoffice communication to all CD 
funded departments, including the program 
coordinator, subject: Federal and State 
grants needed to supplement the CD Pro- 
gram. This IOC stated as follows: 


“It is very important that I emphasize 
the need at this time for all of us to inves- 
tigate State and Federal programs for pos- 
sible grants in support of future City of 
Lansing Community Development activities, 


“You are aware that during the second 
three year CDBG Program that our author- 
ized funds have been cut by approximately 
fifty percent when compared to the first 
three years. Unless we can come up with 
additional funds for implementing the Com- 
munity Development activities, drastic cuts 
will have to be made which will include a 
very close look at present administrative 
costs for implementing the program as it 
how exists. 


“The Community Development Briefing 
Book contains a section, beginning at the 
page Q-1, which is a complete list of HUD 
programs which are available to the City 
of Lansing. In addition, I have attached a 
copy of a special report on Federal grants 
which summarizes a number of Federal 
grant programs used by counties. Please 
review all such material available to us, 
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and begin the preparation of applications 
for all possible grants that the City might 
receive in support of Community Develop- 
ment activities. 


This is an important matter, and I ask 
your complete cooperation in expeditiously 
pursuing this matter, If this office can be 
of any assistance, please do not hesitate to 
ask,. Further, please keep this office in- 
formed on the action(s) you are taking to 
obtain funds from other sources.” 


The Executive Assistant to the Mayor for 
Community Development has received no 
response in respect to the above interoffice 
communication. 


Now I would like to present to you what 
has happened thus far in planning for the 
second three year program for Community 
Development and the fourth program (FY 
79) in particular. Basically, the process re- 
quires public hearings to determine the 
needs as they are perceived by the citizens; 
the submission of a consolidation of these 
needs to the Planning Board for Program 
Recommendations ; the establishment of pol- 
icy guidance by the City Council; submis- 
sion of program recommendations by the 
Planning Board, prioritized and with rec- 
ommended budgets for programs; consider- 
ation of the recommendations made by the 
Planning Board to the Mayor and City 
Council; followed by the City Council’s 
adoption of its programs, priorities, and 
program budget allocations, The Executive 
Assistant to the Mayor for Community De- 
velopment then takes the adopted program 
recommendations and works in coordination 
with various City Departments involved to 
prepare projects and budgets to implement 
the programs adopted for presentation to 
the Mayor and City Council. Once this 
process is completed, the City of Lansing’s 
CDBG application is prepared and sub- 
mitted for A-95 Review by March 3, 1978 
and to the Detroit Area Office of HUD by 
April 17, 1978. 


On September 27, 1977, the Planning De- 
partment completed an analysis of data 
eollected concerning the first three years of 
the CDBG program implementation and 
progress. The report states in part that: 


“The original intention of concentrating 
the housing effort in small specified areas 
of the City has not been adhered to com- 
pletely, The addition of entire census tracts 
for rehabilitation funding has produced a 
substantial number of loans and grants 
(82) outside the Neighborhood Development 
Areas, This suggests that a large percent- 
age of our efforts are not being placed 
within our selected areas, This is a definite 
digression from the policy first adopted by 
the technical planning committee and the 
City Council, even though that policy was 
modified later. 


“The policy for Community Development 
shall be a containment strategy that at- 
tempts to arrest deterioration and blighting 
influences in residential areas that are wor- 
thy of preservation, 


“During the first years of the program, 
City efforts will be focused on areas de- 
fined as neighborhood preservation areas 
and City service deficiency areas, 
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“Summarizing this strategy, it appears 
that the initial desired direction was to re- 
duce not only the physical problems of 
neighborhoods primarily covered by housing 
conditions, streets, sidewalks, and sewer 
conditions, but also to reduce the social, 
health, and environmental problems that 
are basically derived from the people prob- 
lems within the neighborhood. Thus the 
intent was to take necessary steps to re- 
solve the various problems which would 
result in arresting blighting influences in 
the neighborhoods and would also result in 
promoting a suitable neighborhood living 
environment. 


“However, the data does not indicate that 
these programs have achieved the desired 
goal of “arresting blighting influences in 
the Neighborheod” or if we have premoted 
a ‘suitable living environment’.”” (Boldface 
added for emphasis) 


For the past two years it has been im- 
possible to get specific figures on the num- 
ber of clients being served by type of ser- 
vice within each of the NDAs even though 
repeated requests have been directed to the 
Evaluation Office and the Human Resources 
Department. City Council has been advised 
on numerous occasions of the ramifications 
connected with extending Public (Human) 
Service activities throughout fifteen census 
tracts rather than concentrating them on 
supporting physical activities taking place 
in the NDAs. 


The Office of Community Development has 
requested copies of numerous types of proj- 
ects implemented in other cities that were 
successful in upgrading their neighborhoods, 
both physically and socially. These have 
been shared with other city departments, 
and in our view, the only important newly 
initiated project which has directly im- 
pacted upon the NDAs initiated by the 
Human Resources Department has been the 
Neighborhood Beautification and Cleanup 
Program which was begun only a few 
months ago. 


It was never intended under the Housing 
and Community Development Act of '74 
that the CDBG Program continue activities 
previously funded under the former Model 
Cities program beyond its Fifth Program 
Year, that was a local decision. It must be 
remembered that all of the former Model 
Cities projects were designed with the full 
intent of their becoming totally self-suffi- 
cient. Only one has partially succeeded, 
the Model Cities Credit Union, and the fu- 
ture of this agency remains in a doubtful 
status, 


Despite all of my objections, after policy 
had been adopted by the City Council con- 
eerning the continuation at the current 
level of all Public (Human) Services activ- 
ities, I and several staff members went to 
the Detroit Area Office of HUD and en- 
courgaed them to qualify all of our Public 
(Human) Services activities through a 
unique “stretching” of the regulations. 


On October 6, 1977 the Planning Depart- 
ment published its Results of Interviews 
Conducted report. This report covered the 
perceptions of individuals regarding the 
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implementation and progress during the 
first Three Year Program of CDBG. In 
the human resources section of that report, 
it was interesting to note that out of the 
ten individuals interviewed and asked what 
they thought the intent and expectations of 
human services programs were, two indi- 
cated that the program was to coordinate 
with and directly support the housing pro- 
gram; four mentioned an intended main- 
tenance aspect of the program (provide a 
maintenance program, provide services to 
those houses which were assisted through 
the rehabilitation program, provide suppeor- 
tive services to maintain the level of the 
neighborhood is brought up, to assist fami- 
lies and maintaining improvements provided 
under CD); four mentioned that the pro- 
gram was simply a continuation of Model 
Cities (one of those four indicated that this 
was unfortunate). In respect to what has 
actually been done, three mentioned that 
they didn’t know what has been done or is 
being done. In regard to direction for the 
future, two mentioned that a home main- 
tenance program is needed, and two men- 
tioned that beautification programs are 
needed. 


The Consolidated Needs Statements, pre- 
pared by the Planning Department on Sep- 
tember 22, 1977 was approved by City Coun- 
eil on October 10, 1977. 


The Citly Council on October 31, 1977, 
adopted policy for the development of the 
Fisca) Year 1978-79 budget. This city-wide 
policy included growth in housing, trans- 
portation, economics, public facilities, and 
community facilities. Although a special 
committee had been established for the 
purpose of developing human service policy 
and a consolidated needs statement, the re- 
sults of the committee’s report have not yet 
been considered by City Council an_no pol- 
icy guidance was provided to the Director 
of Human Resources Department for prep- 
aration of human services program recom- 
mendations under the CDBG program. The 
problem facing us is that we cannot con- 
tinue all programs at the current level be- 
cause our Fourth Program Year allocation 
under CDBG to the City of Lansing is only 
seventy-two percent of the Third Program 
Year, This represents a reduction from 
$6,196,000 down to 4,444,000 dollars. In 
addition, it appears that the regulations are 
now becoming more definitive toward zero- 
ing in on the original intent of the legis- 
lation, in that, preservation areas are now 
being more clearly defined as Comprehen- 
sive Neighborhood Revitalization Areas 
(CNRA). The newly proposed regulations 
specify that two-thirds of the total clients 
to be served with Public (Human) Services 
type activities must reside within the 
CNRaAs ; one-third of the CDBG clients may 
be served outside of these areas. During 
the next ten days, or so, we will be at- 
tempting to get a more specific definition 
of what a CNRA consists of. If we cannot 
get an adequate answer from the Detroit 
Area Office of HUD, we will go to the Chi- 
eago Regional Office, and if not successful 
there, we will go to Washington, D.C, It 
is imperative that the definition be clearly 
defined before we can continue with the 
planning process and avoid wasting a lot 
of city staff time. 
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Based upon the CD Coordinating Com- 
mittee program recommendations for Fis- 
cal Year 1979, the Human Resources De- 
partment has proposed that one or two 
existing projects continue to be funded 
with CDBG program funds and has added 
several new projects, also utilizing CDBG 
funds which altogether total $619,339, 


In addition, the Human Resources De- 
partment has proposed that selective activ- 
ities, previously CDBG funded, would be 
carried on through the use of other fund 
sources, including Lansing general funds, 
These would total, if all were funded, ap- 
proximately $900,000. The total possible 
proposed project costs for Fiscal Year 1979, 
thus are $619,000 (CD), plus $900,000 
(other sources), bringing the known total 
to approximately $1,500,000.00. 


It should be pointed out that the CD 
Coordinating Committee did not adopt the 
rationale and strategy proposed by the Hu- 
man Resources Department Director. They 
listened and took no action, 


During the CD Coordinating Committee 
meeting on November 10, 1977, program 
recommendations for FY 79 were presented 
by the Planning Department and the Hu- 
man Resources Department. I was present 
at that meeting and expressed my concern 
about where funds would come from to 
support expanded Public (Human) Service 
activities and what amounts were being 
recommended. Mr. Tubbs indicated that 
comments could be made by all departments 
and/or individuals concerned at the Public 
Hearing before the Planning Board Novem- 
ber 15, 1977. Previous correspondence from 
the Planning Department indicated that the 
Mayor and the City Council would make 
actual decisions as to which programs 
should be funded during budget delibera- 
tions. 


The Human Resources Advisory Board 
presented its “City-wide”? program recom- 
mendations and priorities in a letter to the 
Mayor and City Council dated Novemher 
14, 1977 as follows: 
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(1) Child and Family Services 

(2) Health Services 

(3) Crime Prevention Services 

(4) Educational Services 

(5) Information and Referral Services 
(6) Recreation Services 

(7) Employment Services 

(8) Transportation 

(9) Housing Services 


Although there appears to be an under- 
standing that the Public (Human) Services 
to be provided under the new proposed CD 
regulations will have to be concentrated in 
selected Comprehensive Neighborhood Re- 
vitalization Areas, such as our Neighbor- 
hood Development Areas, none of the Citi- 
zens’ District Councils (3), or the Citizens’ 
Coordinating Council were contacted to de- 
termine what they perceived as needs with- 
in their respective NDAs. To pass this off 
by saying they were invited to the Public 
Hearings, is considered unacceptable. We 
are concerned here with specific, officially 
established, neighborhoods which have spe- 
cific needs which must be addressed. Cer- 
tainly, recommendations for programs with- 
in the NDAs with their priorities would 
have been in order. These, no doubt, would 
vary substantially from “City-wide” pro- 
gram priorities. 


The Internal Auditor has provided data 
on Public Services clients being served, by 
type of service, in each authorized CD 
Tract. The Office of Community Develop- 
ment asked for this data by NDA, but it 
is not available under the current report- 
ing system. 


The following analysis is provided in re- 
spect to estimated services that have been 
provided to CD clients in the Second Pro- 
gram Year within the NDAs. (Third Pro- 
gram Year figures are not complete.) Avail-~ 
able data includes 2 total for each Census 
Tract that the NDAs occupy a portion 
thereof.

g. The total direct program cost for ser- 
vices to be provided to NDAs and other 
Lansing beneficiaries of Publie (Human) 
oe activities would approximate $183,- 
309. 


h. If we assume that the appropriation 
of $619,399 (recommended by the CD Coor- 
dinating Committee) for Public (Human) 
Services should be provided, and that 
$183,309 should be directed toward assisting 
Comprehensive Neighborhood Revitalization 
Area Residents (including some funding to 
expand the program outside those areas), 
there would remain only about $435,000 of 
C.D. funds to apply to other Public (Hu- 
man) Services programs. It would follow 
that not all of the new proposed projects 
could be funded since they total $619,399. 


The Human Resources Director has re- 


Peatedly emphasized that the proposed HRD 
(FY 79) programs refiects an emphasis on 
providing Public (Human) Services to resi- 
dents within the NDAs, which thrust every- 
one agrees should be made. Within her pro- 
posal for 1979 CD funding, totaling $619,- 
399, all projects except for $5,000 for Pub- 
lic Service Improvements and $16,000 for 
the Women’s Resource Center have been 
designed to provide necessary Public (Hu- 
man) Services within the NDAs. No one 
can fault this approach to utilize CD dol- 
lars to the fullest extent to provide essen- 
tial services within the “Comprehensive 
Neighborhood Revitalization Areas” as pre- 
scribed in the proposed HUD regulations 
for future recipient usage. 


Obviously, with reduced CD funds avail- 
able for FY 79, it would be necessary to de- 
termine the feasibility of perhaps buying 
services for individual NDA recipients in- 
stead of providing lump sums to cover con- 
tracting agency administrative costs, Fur- 
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ther, it appears mandatory that actual hu- 
man service needs be determined through 
some process which has been requested re- 
peatedly over the past two years. 


In addition, there remains serious reser- 
vations concerning certain of the projects 
proposed for future CD funding. These 
include, with some objective considerations 
that should be taken into account the fol- 
lowing : 


Project Considerations 

Fine 

Arts 

Training 
As proposed, this project ap- 
pears to be rightfully and log- 
ically the responsibility of the 
Lansing School District. 

Community 

Involvement 
An expenditure of any amount 
of funds from whatever source 
should take into consideration 
on-going programs being car- 
ried on by City (or other) 
agencies (i.e., Fire, Police, etc.) 

Camping 


It would seem other agencies, 
already funded through United 
Way, Parks Dept., would be 
able to provide the means for 
NDA youth to participate in 
Camping programs, 


There also remain two serious considera- 
tions: (1) The City has some responsibility 
to provide “maintenance of effort’? which 
would encompass certain activities such as 
“Vermin and Rodent Control, Eradication 
and Education,” shown as a project cost- 
ing $81,500, confined to the NDAs—seem- 
ingly, an inordinate amount of money to 
be expended in a limited geographic area, 
(2) there exists a proliferation of agencies 
—some already funded with CD monies 
(HAF)—to assist in resolving Landlord 
Tenant controversies, $25,000 for this ele- 
ment to provide ‘‘Housing Assistance” ac- 
tivities seems to be inordinate. 


In conclusion, the reservations outlined 
above must be superimposed upon a basic 
reluctance to begin new projects when sup- 
posedly necessary projects have, over the 
‘course of years, been provided funding 
either through Model Cities, or subsequent- 
ly, CD funds, What will be the impact 
upon the program recipients when they 
learn that previously funded programs or 
projects are being—not abandoned—but left 
to the vagaries of unknown decision makers 
whether or not what they have relied upon 
in the past, might or might not, be con- 
tinued. 


Another consideration is the amount of 
CDBG funds which were used to “match” 
funds from other sources. It appears from 
the CD Fiscal Officer’s report that $1,085,- 
817 of CD funds were provided for projects 
to contracted non-profit agencies. This in 
return gained $2,950,856 from outside 
sources, or $2.72 for every one dollar of 
CDBG funds spent. I have requested a 
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breakdown on the actual amount of “match” 
funds required to continue receiving the 
other sources of funds the City is apparent- 
ly getting. This report has not yet been 
received. 


I forwarded a letter to the chairman of 
the Planning Board expressing my concern 
about program recommendations proposed 
by the Human Resources Department before 
the board, and requested that no action be 
taken before December 6, 1977. We have 
yet to provide policy guidance to the Hu- 
man Resources Director. : 


Additionally, I forwarded an interoffice 
communication to all department heads cn 
November 11, 1977, requesting that all pro- 
posals for a new or expanded programs, 
new projects, policy recommendations, etc., 
be submitted to me prior to submission to 
City Council. 


On November 22, 1977, I forwarded an 
interoffice communication to the Director of 
the Human Resources Department request- 
ing that an alternative program proposal 
be prepared which would maintain existing 
programs, with exception of the County 
and School District, within the CD budget. 


I suggested that new programs go before 
the budget review committee for their con- 
sideration. 


Further, within the list of on-going proj- 
ects that are shown for future funding 
from “other sources,” it should seem appar- 
ent that the Lansing School District should 
fund the Alternative Education from taxes 
amounting to more than $25,000,000 col- 
lected from Lansing resident and businesses 
and that Ingham County should in the fu- 
ture pay for the Health Program from its 
sizable tax collections from within the City 
which are meant to serve all Ingham Coun- 
ty residents. 


Following my IOC, on November 24, 
1977, the Human Resources Department 
Director forwarded a letter to the Mayor 
and City Council requesting that Public 
(Human) Services policy on programs be 
established as well as program funding 
priorities. 


In addition, the Human Resources De- 
partment sent a letter to all existing agen- 
cies with whom we contract for the pro- 
vision of Public (Human) Services request- 
ing their input for general fund dollars. 
This is said to have been prompted by the 
Finance Department doing something simi- 
lar in this or other areas, You are re- 
minded that the proper procedure is to 
identify programs first with their appro- 
priate funding dollars. Then, projects and 
project budgets are prepared by the OCD 
in coordination with departments concerned 
for preparation of project recommendations 
to be made to the Mayor and City Council. 
After these have been approved, Requests 
for Proposals should be solicited and the 
selection of agencies to deliver the services 
made thereafter, 


The Office of Community Development 
sent an IOC to the Internal Auditor, dated 
November 30, 1977, requesting that a rank- 
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ing of all Public Services projects be made 
with justification and in consideration that 
some projects/programs may have to be 
eut. A response has not been received as 
of this date, 


To further complicate this matter, it ap- 
pears that contracting with some, or all, 
agencies for publie service project imple- 
mentation may not be legal according to 
State law. Therefore, an interoffice commu- 
nication was sent to the City Attorney by 
the Office of Community Development on 
November 30, 1977, subject: Legal Opinion 
—-Use of Funds to Contract with Private 
Agencies, to determine those activities 
which are eligible/ineligible for public 
funds from revenue sharing, general funds, 
Federal funds, State funds, ete. We are 
also awaiting that response, 


In respect to the administrative budget 
proposal for CDBG in the Fourth Program 
Year and the balance remainnig for pro- 
inp the following information is pro- 
vided : 


At its October 28, 1977 meeting the CD 
Coordinating Committee adopted a resolu- 
tion that the CDBG allocation of funds for 
FY 79 be distributed as follows: 


Recommendation: 
Administration 25% of budget 
Housing 45% of budget 


Public Improvements 5% of budget 
Other Physical 5% of budget 
Public (Human) Service 20% of budget 


This distribution was based on the premise 
that the FY 79 CD budget would be $4,506,- 
000. Moreover, at the same meeting, the 
CD Coordinating Committee also directed 
the CD Fiscal Officer to develop a “Budget 
Strategy’’ based upon the premise that all 
currently funded CD position would be con- 
tinued with CD monies, The CD Fiscal 
Officer also developed a system for the City 
to charge “Indirect Costs” back to the CD 
allocation budget certain personne] and 
other, costs, amounting to about $303,000 
during FY 79, including an 8% increase in 
penal cost of living and merit increase 
costs. 


Subsequently, we have been informed that 
the CDBG Grant for FY 79 wil total only 
$4,444,000. Further, the “Budget Strategy” 
prepared by the CD Fiscal Officer included 
the application of about $303,000 for “‘In- 
direct Costs.” 


OBVIOUSLY, THESE TWO FACTORS 
IMPINGE A HEAVY IMPACT UPON THE 
FY 79 PROPOSED BUDGET. 


The Public (Human) Services budget 
cannot be considered without taking into 
account the other budgetary line item 
which comprise the entire FY 79 allocation 
of funds, The following Courses of Action 
show dramatically how budgets might be 
developed using different criteria and how 
funds might be distributed among the vari- 
ous cost factors, (See Enclosure 1) 
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The CD Management Office has prepared 
the following Courses of Action (C/A) 
which show dramatically how budgets 
might be developed using different criteria 
and how funds could be distributed among 
the various budget cost factors. (See En- 
closure No. 1) 


Course of Action No. 1: 


This alternative assumes that no reduc- 
tion in CD funded personnel would be made, 
that projected operating costs of $265,615 
would be included, that the CD _ budget 
would provide for the payment of Indirect 
Costs amounting to $302,836 to the City, 
and that the percentage distribution of 
funds to various programs would be made 
on the basis adopted by the CD Coordinat- 
ing Committee. As a_ result, these cost 
factors would conclude a CD_ budget 
amounting to $5,086,733 or $640,738 in ex- 
cess of the $4,444,000 budget. 


Course of Action ‘No. 2: 


This plan includes all of the assumptions 
in Course of Action No. 1, except it elimi- 
nates Indirect Costs and provides for a 10% 
reduction in “Operating Costs’? which 
might be possible providing stringent meas- 
ures were taken in future purchasing and 
contracting practice. Even with these re- 
ductions, the total proposed budget of 
$4,755,336 exceeds the total budget alloca- 
tion by $311,836. 


Course of Action No. 3: 


Here, the approach was made that proj- 
ects would continue at the funding levels 
recommended by the CD Coordinating Com- 
mittee, that operating costs, again, might 
be reduced by 10% and that Indirect Costs 
would be excluded. These applications of 
funds result in a residual of only $1,141,347 
to be applied to “Salaries & Longevity,’’ 
bringing about at 21.4% “across the board’ 
reduction in personnel—in effect, requiring 
termination of about one in every five CD 
funded employees. 


Course of Action No, 4: 


This last approach includes no provisions 
for Indirect Costs and a 10% reduction in 
Operating Costs, but provides for the reten- 
tion of all CD-funded personnel. However, 
to bring the total budget to $4,444,000, only 
$2,752,263 residual remains to be applied 
toward CD program, pro-rating these funds 
among programs brings about some reduc- 
tion in each project area but does not ap- 
pear to result in a serious impairment of 
the programs total thrust. 


To summarize, some budgetary alterations 
must be made. Obviously there are an in- 
numerable number of allocations to the 
various CD functions which might bring 
about the desired balanced budget of $4,- 
444,000 which is $1,752,000 less than the 
third year allocation of $6,196,000. 


Under any cireumstances, budgetary con- 
structions would seem to dictate that the 
recently adopted City Council policy re- 
quiring the assessment of Indirect Costs 
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would have to be waived unless some fur- 
ther personnel or project cuts were to be 
made, The pertinent, overriding question 
remains where reductions will be imple- 
mented without diminishing the impact of 
the overall CD program. 


We understand that additional CDBG 
funds may become available to the City of 
Lansing in the near future. This is a 
course of action that would support the 
retention of skilled personnel, wherever 
possible. 


With all of the above in mind, I think 
that you will agree with me that it is nec- 
essary for the City of Lansing to adopt a 
policy which clearly defines what we vis- 
ualize as being a “Comprehensive Neigh- 
borhood Revitalization Area’? (CNRA). 


Generally, the CNRA is defined in Sec- 
tion 570.301(a) in the proposed regulations 
as a slum and blighted areas of manageable 
size selected for concentrated treatment, 
capable of having its needs met in a three 
to five year period. The program in a 
CNRA must be coordinated and include a 
range of participants and activities. 


In the November 15, 1977, Community 
Development Digest, page 5, concerning the 
proposed CDBG regulations it was stated 
that, ““Among other areas HUD would like 
comments on are: 


1. Targeting of funds, How burdensome 
or helpful are the new rules in encouraging 
targeting? Are the rules sufficient to en- 
able local officials to resist political pres- 
sures for spreading the funds over wide 
areas of the City instead of concentrating 
them where they will have the greatest 
impact? 


2. Comprehensive Neighborhood Rivital- 
ization. How could HUD be more helpful 
in defining “comprehensivenes”’ ? 


It appears to me that the City of Lan- 
sing’s definition of CNRA should consider 
the following: 


The CNRAs are those geographic areas 
which contain the specific housing activities 
as recommended in Option I of the Second 
Three Year Community Development Strat- 
egy Plan. Section 570.301 of the proposed 
rules stresses concentrated activities in 
blighted residential areas which substan- 
tially address identifiable housing and phys- 
ical needs which can be met within a three 
to five year period. Further, that such 
concentrated housing activities shall be sup- 
ported by necessary public facilities and 
services, An example of a CNRA function 
is a residential rehabilitation loan program 
which provides loans and grants to proper- 
ty owners in a designated area in which 
street improvements, playgrounds, and pub- 
lic services are also being provided. 


Given these concepts, the City of Lan- 
sing CNRAs should be defined as the exist- 
ing Neighborhood Development Areas 1, 
2, 8, and any additional neighborhood de- 
velopment areas adopted in the plan for 
the Second Three Year Program, and the 
Neighborhood Improvement Program (HIP/ 
NIP) located in Census Tracts five, six, 
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seven, eight, twenty-one, and twenty-four. 

ese are concentrated housing areas in 
which CDBG funds and Section 312 funds 
should be spent. 


This definition of CNRA could be ex- 
panded to include a code compliance area 
which directly abuts the above geographic 
areas, 


It has been the intent of this letter to 
provide you some background information 
and give you an overview of what has hap- 
pened to date during the preparation of the 
CDBG Second Three Year Program Plan 
and the Fourth Program Year Application, 
There are many questions which yet need 
to be resolved.

Input to the appliance is reduced by 
physically replacing orifices, permitting 
only a lesser quantity of fuel. 


(3) The total free area of the chimney con- 
nector or vent connector to be not less 
than 6000 BTUH input per square inch. 


(4) Inspector approval of the actual and 
total installation, performed under a 
mechanical permit, is obtained prior to 
putting into service. 


(5) The equipment is conspicuously labeled, 
in a manner satisfactory to the inspec- 
tor, denoting the new input rating of 
each appliance. 


(6) Input reduction below 75% of the man- 
ufacturer’s rated input is not permitted. 


(7) This exception applies only to warm air 
furnaces fired with natural gas.

Re: Field Office Study 
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The Oak Park Field Office and mainten- 
ance garage was constructed in phases with 
the last major addition being completed in 
the late 1940’s. As the result of increased 
mechanization of maintenance operations ; 
the large size of some equipment; and 
gradual department growth, the Oak Park 
compound has become increasingly ineffec- 
tive for equipment storage and fleet main- 
tenance, Further, the square footage of in- 
door storage area allows us to house only 
a smal] percentage of our mechanical equip- 
ment during months of inclement weather. 
This has contributed to the accelerated de- 
terioration of expensive equipment, and in- 
creased repair costs. 


Previous Department administrations 
have proposed and received funding for the 
development of a secondary field office lo- 
eation at McKinch Park (south of Jolly 
between Logan and Pleasant Grove). The 
theory behind this south end office has been 
the reduction of travel time which in itself 
is a significant problem in establishing an 
efficient operation, Even though work has 
begun at McKinch Park I have not imple- 
mented the improvements budgeted in the 
current fiscal year because of my uncertain- 
ty that the development of this compound 
is the solution to our total field office needs. 


I am recommending that a management 
study be conducted on the utilization of our 
Oak Park compound and maintenance ga- 
rage, the proposed south Lansing field of- 
fice, and other satellite locations as they 
relate to the most effective development of 
our employees and equipment. This study 
should include the structural limitations at 
Oak Park, and the feasibility for renovation 
of that facility. 


I am respectfully seeking your authoriza- 
tion to request proposals from management 
consulting firms in order to determine spe- 
cific type of information we can expect to 
receive and the cost of such a study.

At my direction, the Ad Hoc Committee 
on NDA No. 3 Traffic Experiment met to 
find a solution to the problems expressed 
by A.I.W.—Local 182 and Motor Wheel 
Corporation. Two meetings were held, the 
first, November 29, and the second, Decem- 
ber 5, Present at the meeting on November 
22, were representatives of NDA No. 3, 
Motor Wheel Corporation, Local 182, Traf- 
fic Board and Department, Planning De- 
partment, City Council, in addition to my- 
self and the Executive Assistant. At that 
meeting, it was agreed by all in attendance 
that the Mayor would name an Ad Hoc 
Committee made up of representatives of 
Motor Wheel Corporation, Local 182, NDA 
No. 8, and resource people being those 
from the Traffic Department and the Plan- 
ning Department. 


The Ad Hoc Committee on NDA No. 8 
Traffic Experiment met to find a solution 
to the traffic problems expressed, Two 
meetings were held, the first on November 
29 and the second on December 5. Follow- 
ing is a summary of the points generally 
agreed upon by those present at the meet- 
ing: 


1. Traffic problems do exist within the 
residential area in and surrounding 
NDA No. 3 and some solution must be 
found to those problems. 


2. Traffic conflicts on McKinley Street in 
the Motor Wheel Plant Complex make 
increased use of that street undesirable 
and possibly unsafe, 


3. Increasing traffic on Larch Street ad- 
jacent to the Motor Wheel Facility will 
cause undesirable traffic congestion. 


4. Wood Street or other streets to the east 
should be carrying more of the through 
traffic which currently uses the Lake 
Lansing Road/High Street route into 
the City. However, Wood Street does 
not offer a permanent solution to the 
problem. See No. 6 below. 


5. Wood Street could provide more effec- 
tive circulation if it were constructed 
through to Saginaw Street from Grand 
River Avenue (Oakland). Traffic di- 
verters could be installed which would 
prevent vehicle movements from Clem- 
ens Street to the proposed extension, 


6. A long term solution to traffic coming 
to and from Lake Lansing Road is 
needed. Further study should be under- 
taken by the City to determine the best 
possible solution, Case Street will not 
furnish a long term solution to the 
oe but only a short term substi- 
tute. 
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7. Signs should be placed on Lake Lan- 
sing Road east of Wood Street which 
request truck traffic to use Wood Street 
and Saginaw/Oakland instead of con- 
tinuing on Lake Lansing Road. A des- 
ignated truck route will only extend 
as far west as the Lansing city limits. 


8. Diverting traffic down Case Street in- 
stead of allowing it to continue west 
on McKinley would be acceptable to 
both Local 182 and Motor Wheel Cor- 
poration. 


9. To divert traffic down Case Street 
would require closing McKinley Street 
at its eastern entrance to the Motor 
Wheel Facility. Only Motor. Wheel 
truck traffic would be allowed access 
to the plant from McKinley to the 
east. 


10. If traffic is diverted to Case Street, the 
City has a responsibility to remove the 
residences which front on Case Street. 
Therefore, those units which will be 
adversely affected should be acquired 
and demolished and the residents re- 
located. This should be done as soon as 
possible. 


11, Case Street should then be recon- 
structed and improved for heavier traf- 
fic. 


12. The traffic light on the corner of High 
Street and N. Grand River Avenue 
should be moved to the corner of Case 
Street and N, Grand River. 


18. The traffic circulation experiment 
should be conducted as proposed to in- 
clude the temporary closing of Mc- 
Kinley, the relocation of the traffic 
light from High to Case Street, and the 
appropriate traffic signing. The experi- 
ment shall be for a ninety day period, 
to begin January 17, 1978. Parking 
will be removed from Case Street one 
week prior to the experiment. 


14, A meeting should be held with Case 
Street residents prior to implementa- 
tion of the experiment to inform resi- 
dents of the changes and to tell them 
of our recommendations to acquire 
those properties. 


I now request your approval of the con- 
cept submitted by the Community Develop- 
ment Department that the homes along 
Case Street be purchased and that a green 
area be established along the property lines 
to the east and, that the Public Safety 
Committee, in conjunction with the Com- 
munity Development Department and the 
Planning Department, meet with the oc- 
cupants of the homes along Case Street to 
advise of the intent, the relocation pay- 
ments to be made, the target date for ac- 
quisition of the properties and the proce- 
dures to be followed, 


Overall, the recommendations will assist 
those who occupy the homes along Case to 
relocate to a more desirable area; the green 
areas to the east of the aforementioned 
properties will have aesthetic value for 
those properties adjacent to those to be 
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purchased; traffic will be re-routed out of 
the residential area of NDA No. 3; the 
employees of Motor Wheel coming from the 
parking lot south to their work stations 
will not have limb and life jeopardized ; 
and, Motor Wheel Corporation will have a 
id efficient operation along McKinley 
treet. 


In regard to Items 4 and 5, I wish to 
make it emphatically clear that the traffic 
diverters recommended for Clemens Street 
WILL PROHIBIT TRUCK TRAFFIC 
FROM GOING SOUTH ON THAT 
STREET. Too, a Truck Route Plan, pres- 
ently being prepared, should prohibit truck 
traffic from entering Clemens Street at 
Kalamazoo, diverting that traffic east to 
the freeway and the adjacent routes.

Dear Mayor and Council: 


On June 15, 1977 Frank P, Davey Com- 
pany filed suit against the City of Lansing 
in the Michigan Tax Tribunal seeking a 
reduction in the assessed valuation and real 
property taxes on the Capitol Park Hotel. 
Their complaint alleged, inter alia, that the 
1977 assessment placed on the property was 
in excess of 50% of its true cash value and, 
therefore, unlawful. The City filed its an- 
swer to the complaint alleging that the as- 
sessment was correct and lawful. 


Recently members of the City Assessor’s 
office, this office and the Frank P. Davey 
Company met in an effort ta resolve their 
dispute over the value of the property. 
Based on detailed information supplied by 
Frank P. Davey Company and which was 
not previously available to the Assessor’s 
office, it was agreed by the City Assessor 
and Frank P. Davey Company that the cor- 
rect assessed value should be $478,900 which 
is $68,400 more than claimed by the Frank 
P. Davey Company and $86,500 less than 
originally appraised. 
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The foregoing settlement appears reason- 
able in that it avoids the expense, delay and 
uncertainty of litigating the case before the 
Tax Tribunal and because, in light of the 
new information obtained from Frank P. 
Davey Company, the City Assessor’s office 
feels that the original appraisal was ex- 
cessive and could not be supported in court. 
It should also be noted that the Assessor 
concurs in this proposed settlement. 


Therefore, it is my recommendation that 
this office be authorized to enter into a 
stipulation effecting the settlement outlined 
in this leter.

After giving considerable thought to the 
Council’s concern over liability in the CRW, 
I have also discontinued, as of this morn- 
ing, the Ride-Along program that has been 
in operation for approximately four years, 
as this program must be considered as a 
liability to the City in the same respect as 
the liability presented by CRW, The prob- 
lem of the liability was discussed with the 
City Attorney at the time the Ride-Along 
program was initiated and thought to be 
resolved; however, I am not certain of the 
Council’s knowledge of the Rdie-Along pro- 
gram or support for this program today. 


It is my belief that both programs par- 
tially fulfilled a need for publie support 
and involvement in law enforcement.

The existing speed limits on Pennsylvania

8) Approval of swimming pool construction 
permit by the Michigan Department of 
Health. 


9) Residential streets should be only thirty 
feet (80’) curb-to-curb and collector streets 
should be thirty-six feet (36’) curb-to-curb.
